The Houle refolved itfelf into a 
committee on the bill for empowering 
his Majrfty to affemble the militia in 
cales of rebellion in any part of tae 
dominions of the Crown of Great-Bri- 
tain. Some amendinents were proa- 
po‘ed, but all of them rejeéted. 

The petition from the province of 
Nova- Scotia was taken into confidera- 
tion, and the Houle came toa refoly- 
tion, (fee Vol. XLV. p. 549.)—As this 
peuuon has never appeared in the pub- 
jic prints, the following copy of it will 
be n<# to many of our readers ;

ali the Britith dominions, and dread- * 


ing a feparation from her government 
and protection as the gieateft political 
evil which can befal us or our polte- 
rity. 
*€ Influenced by the principles of 
humanity, and the juft-rights of man- 
kind,in civil fociety, we tremble at the 
gicomy profpect before us, we feel for 
our gracious King, we feel for our 
mother-country, of which many of us 
_are natives, we feel for the Britith 
, American race, once the moft loyal, 
virtuous, and happy, of mankind ; 
animated with fuch principles, may 
we not approach the fupreme legiflature 
of the Britth empire, and as dutiful 


-shildrep of jus and indulgent parents 


may we not molt humbly folicit for 
fuch regula:ions as we conceive moft 
likely to preferve the inhabitants of 
this province in duty and allegiance to 
our King, in rendering permanent their 
connection with, and dependence on, 
the fupreme legiflature of Great-Bri- 
tain, and preferving inviolably to us, 
and our pofterity, the jult rights of 
men in civil fociety. 

“* We are fully fenfible that we have 
no right to pray for redrels of griev= 
ances, to iequeit privileges or regula- 
tions, .unlefs we acknowledge your 
right over us; therefore we the repre- 
fentatives of the freeholders of Nova- 
Scotia do unanimoufly moft humbly 
acknowledge our gracious Sovereign 
George the Third, King of Great- 
Britain, the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and the Commons of Great- 
Britain, in Parliament aflembled, to be 
the tupreme legiflature of this province 
and of all the Britifh dominions, and 
that it is our indifpenfAble duty to pay 


a due proportion of the expence of this 


great empire, 

‘** Having thus, as obedient fubjed&s, 
acknowledged our duty to our King, 
and our willing fubmiffion to the fu- 
preme legiflature of the Britith empire, 
we humbly requeft the right of being 
heard in reipeét of our grievances or 
wifhes; and, as our proceedings in 
this allymbly may poflibly have fome 
influence with other aflembiies in Ame- 
ricay we humbly hope it will not feem 
preluming if we enter on the fubjeé&, 

‘* We humbly conceive it will be 
neceflary to the peace and happinels of 
the Brith empire, that the tax to be 
raifed in the colonies, and which fhall 
be at the difpolal of the Britith parlia- 
ment, and the proportion of each co- 
lony toward the imperial expence, 
fhould be of fuch a nature, as it may 
never after be neceflary to alter it. 

** We are alfo humbly of opinion, 
that this tax fhould be of fuch a nature 
as fhould not depreciate, but thould 
increafe in the fame ratio with the af- 
fluence of the inhabitants ef this pro- 
vince, 

“* We are alfo humbly of opinion, 
that the tax thould be of fuch a nature 
as not to be liable to be affeéted by the 
increafe or diminution of the metals of 


gold and filver in the world. 


** From thefe confiderations we hum- 
bly offer it as our opinion, that the 
fittefi tax for this purpofe would be a 
duty of fo much per cent. upon all 


cominodities imported into this. pro- 


vince, 
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vince, not being the produce of the 
Britith dominions in Europe and Ame- 
rica, (except the article of bay falt): 
this tax wiil include almoft all the 
* Puxuries made ufe of, and will increafe 
am an equal ratio with the affluence of 
the inhabitants; and if the rates of the 
feveral articles are fixed every ten years, 
for the future and fubfequ:nt ten years, 
it will not be liable to depreciate in 
‘walue by the increale of the metals of 
old and filver. 

‘* We therefore humbly pray that 
the fupreme legiflature of the Britith 
empire will pleale to accept of a tax as 
above pointed out; and fo confcious 
are we of your jultice and humanity, 
that we requeit to know what propor- 
tion would be pleafing or agreeable to 
you ; reminding you to confider, that 
this province, having no manufaétories 
er lucrative commerce, muft ever have 
a fearcity of {pecie. 

** We alfo humbly pray, that when 
the exigencies of the ftate may require 
any further fupplies from this province, 
that then flick requifitions may be made 


in the ufual manner formerly practifed, 


whereby we may have an opportunity 
of fhewing our duty and attachment 
to our Sovereign, and our fenfe of the 
caufe for which the requifition is made; 
by which means, and that only, our 
gracious Sovereign can be acquainted 
with the true fenfe of the people in 
thefe his diflant dominions. 

** We alfo humbly pray, that you 
will permit us, and inftruét your Go- 
vernor to confent to an a&, to difgua- 
lify and deprive every member of the 
community from the rights and privi- 
Jeges of a tubjeét in civil profecutions, 
‘who fhall be dere&ted in any illicit 
trade or fraudulent dealing, together 
“with their aiders, abettors, or con- 


cealers, in this or any other branch of * 


the revenue. 
“ This will render unneceffary a 
multitude of officers employed to de- 
‘te& illicit trade, and prev. nt that dif- 
“guft and evil fpirit which has been 
“created by their infolence, and will 
revent that corrpption of manners, 
and that contempt of the crime of per- 
jury, which is now become” fo open 
and flagrant. We humbly requef that 
you will appoint good and fufficient 
falaries to the officers of the cultume, 
and abfolutely forbid them to take apy 
fee, in any cafe whatfocver, as we have 
found that the detail of revenue-duty, 
‘gn all its departments, have been clog- 


fed with anteceffary. forms and trifling 


regulations, to increafe the fees and 
oii of the officers; and are alfo 

umbly of opinion, that if thole offi- 
cers were under the controul of the 
Governor, the Council, and Judges, of 
the fupreme court of this province, it 
would be more for the advantage of 
his Majefty’s fervice, and the good 
of the revenue. We alfo humbly re- 
queft, that if the mode of taxation be 
pleafing to you, that you will permit 
aud order the legiflative council, and 
the judges ef the fupreme court, for 
the time being, to determine and affix 
the rate of the taxed articles, every 
ten years, for every fubfequent ten 
years. 

** Your ever datiful, loyal, and af- 
fe&tionate Houfe of Affembly would 
not in thefe unhappy times prefume to 
mention their own grievances, or re- 
> tl any particular privileges, left you 

ould fuppofe they were meant condi- 
tional of their jufl duty and allegiance 
this day acknowledged: bur, as the 
humble friends of our King and mg- 
ther-country, may we not refpectfully 
point eut thofe meafures which may 
beft tend to preferve the inhabitants of 
this province in loyalty and allegiance, 
and although we are not at this time 
in fuch circumftances as to raife a re- 
venue for the fupport of the interior 
civil government of this province, a- 
greeable to the prefent plan eftablithed 
by his Majetty, and which feems abfo- 
lutely neceffary for the dignity of go- 
vernment in a country whofe particular 
fituation and advantages are fuch as 
may probably induce Government to 
order ir to be the head quarters of the 
Beitifh land and fea forces in America, 
But although we may be unable whelly 
to fiipport fo large yet neceffary civil 
lift, yet we are willing to fet apart a 
fund for that purpofe, which will ne- 
ceMasily increafe with the opulence and 
number of the inhabitants, and will in 
time relieve our parent-ftate from the 
heavy burthen of our fupport; oer 
poverty as a province will not prevent 
a Britrth King and Parliament from 
hearing and jufily relieving us, when 
as humble ahd dutiful fubjeéts, and 
being well acquainted with this coun- 
try and its inhabitants, we only beg 
jeave to inform our gracious King an 
Parliament with the meafures whick 
we conceive would belt tend to the 
peace and happinefs of this country. 

‘* We therefore moft humbly pre- 
fume to offer as our opinion, that no

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sppomred a Governor or Litutenant- 
Governor in this province ; the ambi- 
tion of affluent individuals in the pro- 
vinces, to acquire governments, have 
led to faétion and parties, fubverfive of 
the peace and happinefs of the people, 
the good of the province, and the ho- 
nour of Government. Probably the 

fent difputes in America may have 
ee promoted by this caufe. 

“ We are humbly of opinion, that 
the members of the legiflative council 
fhoold be appointed for life, and that 
no perfon fhould be appointed a mem- 
ber of the council unlefs he be poffef- 
fed of landed property in the province 
to the value of one thoufand pounds 
at leat; and we moft humbly pray 
that no colle&tor or under officer of the 
cultoms, or any officer who is dire&ly 
Gr indirectly concerned in the colleétion 
of the provincial revenue, may ever be 
admitted to a feat at the council. board. 

“ We humbly pray, moft fervently, 
that the officers of the cuftoms, and 
every officer concerned in collecting the 

vincial revenue, may be prohibited 

m ferving as reprefentatives in Gene- 
ral Affembly. 

«¢ Wehumbly pray that the eleftions 
for the reprefentatives of the people 
may be triennial, may be by ballot, 
and that the day of ele€tion triennially 
may be fixed by law, and that every 
officer of government be particularly 
prohibited fiom interfering in eleions 
under ‘fevere and heavy penalties. 

«« We humbly pray that the judges 
of the fupreme court of this province 
may have their commiffions during 
good behaviour, in the fame manner 
as in England. . 

*s We humbly pray that after the 
deceafe of the prefent judges, that all 
future judges may be appointed in 
Ragiend, and may not be natives of 
this province ; ‘we can trace the prefent 
unhappy diforders in America to the 
want of a regulation of this kind. 

*¢ We humbly requeft your Majefty 
will. gractoufly permit the legiftature of 
this province to afcertain the number 
and boundaries of the feveral counties 
in this province. . 

‘* Moft gracious King, grant and 
permit us a flteriff in each and every 
county, and deliver us from a provott 
marfhal, préfiding over this whole 
province, whofe influence, owing to 

the nature of his office and the number 
of his deputies, muft be exceffive, and 
whofe power in ele&ions is abfo'ute; 
i we are not relieved in this particular, 


we can have no pretenfions even to the 
name of freemen. 

** We humbly pray that your Ma- 
jefty will gracioufly permit and order, 
that a recorder of deeds and convey- 
ances be appointed in each and ever 
county, and not a deputy toa principal 
refiding elfewhere. 

** Our gracious Kiog cannot be in- 
fenfible of the great neceffity there is

that the moft refpeéable p:rfons in the 


community be appointed to the com- 
miffions of the peace ; legal authorit 
wnlefs aided by the good opinion of 
the people, can have but litle effeét; 
probably the reafon why the moft re- 
fpe€table perfons dectine the office, is 
becaufe they are liable to be difmilfed 
unheard, the want of power in the 
magiftrates to execute or enforce the 
Jaws has been a general complaint in 
America. 

* We humbly pray that the go- 
vernor, council and judges of the fu- 
preme court may conilitute a court of 
vice admiralty thronghout the province, 
to determine all caufes cognilable in 
fuch courts, agretabie to law and 
equity, and to receive no fees therefor. 

** We humbly pray that any two of 
more of the judges of the fupreme 
court, and a jury ballotted for and 
ftruck by the parties, Mizll conttiture a 
court of equity in all civil cafes 
throughout this province, fubjet only 
to appeals to his Majefty in council, 
where the property covitefted may. 
amount to five hundred pounds ferling ~

** We humbly pray to be: delivered. 
from the oppretfion of pre@itioners in 
the law, and pray chat in ail emil 
actions their fees, charges, and per- 
quifites may be limited to five per cent.

Lord Ogary ditapproved of provoks 
ing a civil war at an immenfe expence 
from no other motive but the pride of 
granting terms to the vanquifhed; that 
the riique was great, and the honour 
trifling. 

The Lord Advocate of Scotland 
diftinguifhed himieif on this occationy 
by aggravating the heinou(nefs of a 
contention againft the power of the. 
ftate, and by exalting the power of the 
Britthh Payliament, which he taid w 
uncontroulable. . bo ss

Sthly, Ships laden, as before, with 
remittances, &c. on or before the agth 
day of March, 1776, or with goods,

gthly, Ships the property of perfons 
rehding in. the rebellious colonies, 
which on or before the 1ft cf January, 
3776, fall have failed from any port 
in Europe where fuch fhips might law- 
fully trade, or fall be adtually laden 
in fuch ports with goods for Great- 
Britain or Ireland. 

rothly, Ships remainirg in the ports 
of Great-Britain or Ireland, the pro- 
perty of perions in the rebellious colo- 
nics, on the 1ft day of January, 1776. 

11thly, Ships the preperty of perfons 
refiding in the iflsnd of Nantucket 
employed in the whale-fifhery only, 
provided fuch fhips were cleired out 


from thence before the 1 of Decem- — 


ber, 1775. And, 

12th/y, Ships having certificates, un- 
der the hand and feal of the Governor 
or Commander in Chief of Maffachu- 
fets bay, of their being the fole pro- 
perty of one or more of the inhabi- 
tants of the ifland of Nantucket on or 
before the 25th of March, 1775. 


AEt for prohibiting all Trade with America, 


N.B. All aéts already committed relate 
ing to perfons,s ellcls cargoes, &c. feized, 
detained, damaged, examoned, fearched, 
ot dettioyed, for the public lervice, in 
fuppreffing the faid rebellion, are de- 
claved Jegal to ali intents and purpofes 
whatfoever. 


The a& then proceeds to declare the 
feverat aéts of pariiament mentiond 
in the title to be repealed, and con- 
cludes as fojlows: 


That this a&, fo far as the fame re- 
lates to the capture and lofeiture of 
fhips and veffcls belonging to tne inha- 
b'tants of the above menticned colonics, 
tha!l, except in the cafes herein b. fore- 
mentioned, commence and be in force 
from and aftcr the att day of January, 
17763 and fo far as the jame relates 
to the capture and forfeiture of all 
other fhips and veffely that fhail be 
found going to trace in or at any o 
the faid colonies, fiom ard after. the 
x day of Frbiusry, 1776; and fo fae 
as the fame relates to the capture and 
forfeiture of all other Miups and veffcls 
that fhail be fourd trading sn or at any 
of the fad colonis, or bound and 
trading from any poit or place in the 
fame, from and after the 25th day of 
March, 17763 and fhall conunue to be 
in force fo long as the faid colonies 
refpeétively fhall remain in a fate of 
rebellion. 

Provided neverthelefs, That, in ore 
der to encourage ali well-affcéted per- 
fons in any of the faid colonies to exert 
themielves in fupprefling the rebellion 
therein, and to afford a ‘peedy protec- 
tion to thofe who ae difpufed to returg 
to their duty, it fhall and may be law. 
ful to and for any perion or perfons 
appointed and aushorilid by his Majetly 
to grant a pardon or pardons to any 
number or de{cription of perfons, by 
proclamation, in his Majetty’s name, 
to declare any colony or province, or 
any county, town, port, diftiiét, or 
place, in any colony or province, to 
be at the peace of bis Majefly; and 
from and after the ifuing uf any fuch 
proclamation, in any of the aforefaid 
colonies or provinces, or if his Majeft 


‘fhall be gracioufly pleafed to fignify 


the fame by his reyal proclamation, 
then, from and after the ifluing of fuch 
proclamation, this a&t, with reipeQ to 
fuch colony or province, colonies or 
provinces, county, town, port, difiri&t, 
or place, thall ceafe, determine, and be 
utterly yoid,

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Provided always, That fuch procia- 
mation or proclamations fhall not dif- 
charge or fufpend any proceeding upon 
any capture of any fuch fhip or veffel 
made befo-e the date and iffuing there- 
of.—So far this a& of the Buitith legif- 
laure.

It is not a little remarkable, that an 
a&, not unfimilar to this, thould pats 
the Counc. and Houle of Reprefenta- 
tives of the Province of Maffichufets- 
Bay, in General Court affembled, en- 
titled, An a for encouraging the fitting 
out of armed veffels to defend the fea- 
coafl of America, and for ere@ing a 
court to try and condemn all veffels 
that fhall be found infefiing the fame ; 
which aét we fall infirt at full length, 
for novelty’s fake, being the firft a& 
ever made by European (ettlers to au- 
thorife reprifals upon their parent ftate, 
by means of powers confeffedly derived 
from the faid parent: ftate for their own 

‘ fpecial cefence. 

WHEREAS the prefent adminiftra- 
tion of Great. Britain, being divefted 
of juftice and humanity, and ftrangers 
to that magnanimity and facred regard 
for liberty which infpired their prede- 

~ ceffors, have been endeavouring, thro’ 
2 feries of years, to eftablith a fyften 
of defporifm over the American colo- 
nies, and by their venal’ and corrupt 
meafures have fo extended their influ- 
ence over the Brith parliament, that 
by a proftiruted majority it is now be- 
come a politcal engine of flivery: 
And whereas the military tools of thefe 
' our unnatural enemies, while rettrained 
by the united furces of the American 
colonies from proceeding in their fan- 
guinary career of devaitation and fliugh- 
ter, are infefting the fea-coaits with 
armed veffels, and daily endeavouring 
to dittrefs the inhabitants, by burning 
their towns, and deftroying their d wel- 
lings with their fubftance, plundering 
live flock, and making captures of pro- 
vifion and other veffels, being the pro- 
perty of the faid inhabitants: And 
whereas their Majefties King William 
and Queen Mary, by the royal charter 
of this colony, * for themfelyes, their 
' beirs, and fuceeffors, did grant, efta- 
bith, and odin, that, in the abfence 
of the Governor and Lieutenane- 
Governor of the colony, a majority 
of the Council fhall have full power, 
- by themfelves, or by any Coief Com- 
mander, or other Officer or Offi- 
cers, to be appointed by them from 
time to time, forthe fpecial defence of 
their faid province or tertitory, to af-

warlike pofture, the inhabitants of their 
faid province or territory, and to lead 
and conduét them, and with them to 
sieaiinlcs, expu'fe, refitt, and purfue, 
by force of arms, as well by fea as by 
land, within or without the limits of 
their faid province or territory, and 
alfo to kill, fry, deflroy, and conquer, 
by all fitting ways, enterprizes, and 
means whatioever, all and every fuch 
perfon and perfons as fhould at ary 
time thereafter attempt or enterprize 
the deflruétion, invafion, detriment, - 
or annoyance, of their faid province or 
territory, and to take and furprize, by 
all ways and means whatfoever, all and 
every perfon and perfons, with their 
fthips, arms,. ammunition, and other 
goods, as fhould in a hoftile manner 
invade, or att: mpt the invading, con- 
quering, or annoying, of their faid 

ovince or territory :"" And whereas 
it is exprefsly refolved by the Grand 
Congrets of America, ** That each 
colony, at their own expence, make 
fuch provifion, by armed veff-ls or 
otherwile, as thee refpeGive Affem- 
biies, Conventions, or Committees of 
Safety, fhall judge expedient and fuit- 
able to their circumftances and fitua- 
tions, for the prote&tion of their har- 
hours, and navigation on the fea-coafts, 
apaintt all unlawful invafion, attacks, 
and depredation, from cutters and 


‘fhips of war;” and it is the duty and 


intereft of this colony to exert itfelf, 
as well for the purpofe of keeping fup- 
plies fram the enemy, as for thofe 
mentioned in the paragraphs of the 
Charter and Refolve now recited ; 

Therefore, for the more effe€tual

all fuch perfons, fo comm Moned as 
aforefaid, fhall have full powe:,” with 
fuch other perfons as they thall engage 
to their affiltance, to fail on the feas, 
attack, take, and alt into any port 
in this colony, all veflcls offending, or 
employed by the enemy, as aforefaid ; 
and alfo to retake, and bring in as 
aforcfaid, any veffel or veffe!s thar may 
be.taken from any perfon or perfons 
by the faid enemy. 

Provided always, and be it further 
enaded, That the Matter or Owner of 
foch veffel fhall, at the time he receives 
fuch commiffion, enter into bond, with 
one fufficient furety at leaft, for the 
faithful difcharge of his office, and 
obferving the low of this colony re- 
lating to armed veffcls. 

And be it furtker enaGled, That there 
fhall be ereéted, and conflantly held, 
in the town of Plymouth, in the county 
of Plymeuth, a Court of Juflice, b 
fuch able and dilcresxt perfons as fhall 
he appointed and commiffioned by the 
major part of the Coyncil for that pur- 
pole, whofe balinefs it fhali be to take 
cognizance of and try the juftice of 
any capture or captures of any veflel 
or veflels that may or fha.l be taken,

After the above law, ena&led by a 
pirticular province, the following ex- 
traét from the Minutes of the GENg- 
RAL CONGRESS may properly follow, 
as it (hews the fenfe of the whole con- 
linent, with refpe& to fubmiffion tothe 
Britihh parliament. 


Philadelphia, Dee. 6, 87755. 
WE the delegates of the thirteen 
Unired Colonies of Noaith- America, 
have taken into our moft ferious confi- 
deration a p:oclamition flued from the 
court at St. James*s on the 23d day of 
Augult aft, The name of his Ma- 
jetty is ufed to give it a fan@ion and 
iufluerce, and, om that account, it be- 
comes a matter of-importine: to wi 
off, in the name of thete United Colo- 
nies, the afperfions which it is caicu- 
Jated to thiuw upon ovr cau, and to 
prevent, as far as peffible, the unde. 
ferved panifhments which it is defigned 
to preyvare for our fricods, 


_ allegiance which we owe to the 


We are accufed of ‘ forgetting the 
power 
that has protected and fuflained us." 
Why all this ambiguity and obfcurity 
in what ought to be fo piain and ob- 
vious as that he who runs may read 
it? What allegiance is it that we for- 
get? Allegiance to parliament! We 
never owed—we never owned it. Al- 
legiance to our King! owr words have 
ever avowed it—our condué bas ever 
been confident with it. Wecondemn, 
and with arms in our hands (a re- 
fource which freem-n will never part 
with) we oppole, the claim and ¢xer- 
eile of wnconttitutional powers, to 
which neither the crown or parliament 
were ever entitled. By the Brith 
cor ftitution, our beft inheritance, rights 
as well as duties defcend upon us; 
we cannot violate the latter, by defend. 
ing the former; we fliould aét in dia- 
metrical oppofition to both, if we per 
mitted the claims of the Britihh par.ia- 
ment to be eflablifhed, and the mea- 
fures purfued in confequence of thole 
claims to be carried into execution a- 
mong us. Our fagacious ancetlors 
provided bounds agin the inunda- 
tion of tyranny and lawlefs power on 
one fide, as well as againft that of 
fa&tion and licentiou/nels on the other, 
On whch has the breach been made ? 
Is it objeéted againit us by the moft 
inveterate, or the molt candid of ovr 
enemirs, that-we have oppofed any -€ 
the ju prerogatives of the Crown, or 
any legal exeition of thole preroga- 
tives? Why then ae we accufed of 
forgetting our allegiance? We have 
ertormed our duty ; we have refifted 
in thofe cafes in which the right to re- 
fit is ttroulatrd as exprefsly on our 
part, as the right to govern is, in other 
cafes, ftipvlated on the part of the 
Crown, The bieach of allegiance is 
removed from our e-fiftance, as far as 
tyranny is removed from legal govern- 
ment. 
Jt is alledged, that ¢¢ we have pro- 
ceeded to an open and avowed rebel- 
lion.” In what does this rebellion con - 


«fit? Teis thus defiribed—“ Arraying 


ourfelves in hoftsle manner to withftand 
the executicn of the law, and traito- 
roully prepaing, ordering, and levyin 

war againft the King.”” We know of 
nu laws binding upon us, but fuch ag 
have been tranfmitted to us by our an- 
crftors, and fuch as have been con- 
fented to by ourfelves, or our repre- 
fentaiives ‘eleed for that purpofe, 
What laws, ftamped with. thole cha- 
saGters, have we withitood ? We have, 
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indeed, defended them; and we will 
rifcue every thing, do‘every thing, and 
fuffer every thing, in their defence. To 
fupport our Jaws, and our liberties 
eftablifhed by our laws, we have pre- 
pared, ordered, and Jevied war: but 
Is this traitoroufly, or againft the 
King ? We view him as the conftitu- 
tion reprefents him; that teils us he 
cindo no wiong. The cruel and il- 
Jegal attacks which we oppofe, have 
no foundation in the ‘royal authori'y, 
We will not, on our part, lofe tre dif- 
tin&tion between the King and his Mi- 
nifters. Happy it would have been fer 
fome former Princes, had it been al- 
ways preferved on the part of the 
Crown |” 

Befides all this, we obferve, on this 
part of the proclamation,’ that Re. 


bellion™ is a term undefined and un-' 


known in the law. It might have 
been expefed that a proclamation, 
which, by the conftitution, has no o- 
ther operation than merely that of en- 
forcing what is alreidy law, would 
have had a known legal hafis to have 
refted upon. A correfpondence be- 
tween the inhabitants of Great. Britain, 
and their brethren in America, pro- 
duced, in better times, much fatisfac- 
tion to individuals, and much advan- 
tageto the public. By what criterion 
fhall one, who is unwilling to break 
off this correfpondence, and is at the 
fime time anxious not to expofe him- 
felf to the dreadful confequences threat- 
ened in this proclamation--by what 
¢riterian fhall he regulate his con {uét ? 
Re is admonsfhed nor to carry on evr- 
refpordence with the p rons now in 
rebellion in the colonies : ‘How fiiall 
he afcertain who/are in rebellion, and 
who are not? He con(u'ts the law to 
Jearn the nature of the 1uppofed crime, 
The law is filent upon the fubject. 
This, in a country where ir has been 
often faid, and formerly with juftice, 
that the government 18 regulated by 
law, and not by men, might make him 
silage eafy. But proclamations have 
een fometimes dangerous engines’ in 
the hands of thofe in power, Infor- 
mation is commanded to be given to 
one of the Secretaries of State of all 
perfons whatfoever ‘* who fhall | be 
found carrying on correfpondence with 
the perfons in rebéllion, in order to 
bring to condign punifhment the au- 
thors, perpetrators, or abettors, of 
fuch dangerous defign.” Let us fup- 

fe, for a moment, that fome per- 
ons in the colonies are in rebellion, 


3nd that thole. who carry on correl 


pondence with them might learn, by 
fome rule, which Britons are bound to 
know, how to difermminate them; Does : 
it follow that all correfpondence with 
them. defervés to be punithed? It might 
have been intended toapprize them of 
their danger, and to reclaim them from 
their crimes. By what jaw does acor- 
refpondence with a criminal transfer or 
communicate his guilt’? We know that 
thofe who aid and adhere tothe King's 
enem'es, and thofe: who correfpond » 
with them in order to efiable them to 
carry their defigns into effet, ate eri- 
minal in the eye of the law.’ But the 
law goes no further, Can proclama. 
tions, according to the principles of 
réafuin, and jultice, and the ‘conttitu- 
tion, go further than the Jaw?” ? 

But, perhaps, the principle of rea. 
fon and juitice, and the Corfftittition, 
will not prevail, Exptrience firggetts’ 
to us the dorbr. If they frould’ not,’ 
we mult refort to- atguméents' drawn 
from a vety different fource.’ We,’ 
therefore, in the name of tie'people of 
thefe United Colonies, and by authori- 
ty, according to the purett ‘maxims of 
reprefentation derived from them, de- 
clare, that whatever: puntithment fhall 
be inflicted upon any ‘perfons in the 
power of our enemies, for favouritig, 
aiding, or abetting, the caufé of Ame- 
rican Liberty, fhall be reta'iated in the 
fame kind, and the fame degree, pon 
thoie, in our power, who have favour - 
ed, aided, or abetted, Or fh ill favour, 
aid, or abet, the fyfeny of minifterial 
Oppreffion. — The éffential difference 
betweeen our caufeand thatof Gur ene. 
mies might jutify afeverer'punithnerit s 
the faw’ of retaliation ‘will unqruel. 
tionadly warrant one equally fevere, 

We mean not, however, by thie des 
claration, to occafion or to multinly’ 
punithments : our fole view is‘ to pres 
vent them. © In this unhappy and uns 
Watural controverfy, in which’ Bri ens 
fight again Britons and the defcens 
dants of Britons, Jet the calamitied 
immediately ‘incident to a civi¥ wae 
fuffice.

-On the rath of Auguft, 1773, both 


fitips caft anchor in a hay on poe Norch | 


fide of the ifland of Otahcite, and were 
inftanily furrounded by multitudes of 
the nvtives, who no fooner difcovend 
the country to which the thips helong- 
ed, than they called aloud for their 
couniryman 1 upia, exvecting,nodoubt, 
with cager currolty the assive] of a 


man, from whofe relation of the won. - 


derful things he had feen in his ¢ra- 
veis they had promife theméelves the 
higheft gratification: but being told 
that he was dead, and that neither 
Mr. Banks nor Dr. Solander were on 
board, after whoin they likewife made 
enquiry, they were at firtt unwilling 
to believe that the thips were of the 
country they pretend. d, and were not 
convinced til] the Captains Cook and 
Furneaux had renewed their acquain- 
tance with the chiefs of the ifland, to 
whom they were well known. Bot 
this point being fettled, and the dou ts 
of thé natives removed, provilions were 
brought in plenty, and al! poflinle af- 
filtance given to accommod ue the fick, 
and to facilitute their recovery, 

The ‘nhabitants of this iflond have 
already “.cen fo fully defcribed in our 
fo'mer volumes *, that lise need be 
adde 1 to compleat their charaSer. Ove 
remark, however, we muit not omit, 
and that is, thar, though the commerce 
of their wom-n witn the European 
firangers had introduced among them 
the venereal infection, yet it does not 
appear, from the Voyage before us, to 
have made any progicfs duing their 
_ abfence, or that any remains of it 
were difcoverable on their return, tho" 
many of the crews of both thips fele 
the {mart of it before their depirture, 
*¢ There is, therefore, no reafun to 
doubr, (if the Editor's word may he 
taken,) but that the diflemper may be 
generated by the impurities whica ufu- 
ally attend the indi/criminate commerce 
of women wiih a variety of men.” 

On the sift of Septemb-r, the thips 

ing repaired, the fick recovered, aud 
plenty ‘of wood and water put on 
board, orders were unex peer diy givea 
to wnmoor, and prep-re for failing. 
The reafon.affigned for thus faddenly 
quitting their tation was, becaufe no 
hogs were to be purchafed ; but the 
truth was, the failors in generil were

fo taken with the delights of the coun. 
try, and fo fmitten with the charms of 
their miftre ffes, that it was aoprehended 
many of them would have deterted, 
and fecieted thyemfelves on fliore, had 
they imagined that the time of their 
departure had been fo near, and that 
their elcape was practicable. 

Abof&t four in the afternoon, while 
it was yet davlight, both thips let fail, 
and with a favourable gale fleered ‘a 
N W. courfe, tijl coming in fight of 
Huaneiny, they flackened fail, and foon 
after call sachor in Qwhana road,where ° 
they were welcomed by the chiefs of 
the ifland, and where they were fup- 
plied with fuch plenty of fret provi- 
fions, that it was found neceffary to 
regulate the macket, and to forbid the 
coinman failors from trafficking, left 
the quantity of live ftock thould have 
exceeded the conveniences ou board far 
ftowing it. ) 

Heie an accident happened that. 
might have been produdtve of very 
fertous confeguences, One of the gen- 
tlemen belonging to the Adventure, | 
having ftrayed into the woods by him- 
felt in purtuit ef game, was fuddenly 
fet upon by a party of the natives, 
who had obferved and ‘racked hin, and 
who, having fit dfaruxd hm, not 
only ftripped him of tis cioashs, and 
whatelie he had about him, but alfo 
bear him for making refiftince. This 
affaul’, had it been fuffered to pafs un 
relented, would certainly have been pro 
duétive of other outrages of the fame 
kind ; it was, therefore, necefiury te 
devife fome means to punifh the cri- 
minals, The commanders we.e very 
unwilling, as no blood had yt becn, 
fpilt, to proceed to extremitves, anc 
equally unwilling to fuffer the of~, 
fenders to efcape with their booty.: 
They, therefore, contrived to get the 
King and Queen of the iflind inco their 
etd and while they were in tl 

eight of their entertainment on beat 
the Refolution, the gentieman appeare 


‘before them in the miferabie co: dition 


in which he had been left by the rob- 
bers, The Captain, pointing to him, 
and at the fame time addreffing hem. . 
felf to his guefts, gave them to und-r- 
ftand, that the gentleman who ftood 
before them had been robbed and cru- 
party of their people, 
and that he had been forcibly deprived 
both of his arms and apparel ; at the 
fame time inbfting that the ftriétef ore 
ders fhou!d immediately be affued for 
apptcuending the criginals, and for 
reforing, 
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apptenending the crigiinals, and for 


refiori ng 
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refloring every thing they had taken 
away, even to the minuteit article. He 
added, that their Majefties muft be 
cootent to remain ae hoflages till the 
terms of the order were fully executed. 
This [piited meafme produced the 
defired effedt : the robbers were pur. 
fued and taken. They had already 
divided their booty ; but each was 


compelled to reftore what had fallen. 


to his thare. The next ftep was to 
fettle their punithmefit; and being 
brought on board to receive fentence, 
they were odered to be ftripped and 
put in irons, It is impoffible to de- 
fcribe the horrors exprefled in the coun- 
tenances of the poor favages on their 
appearing before the gentleman they 
had abufed ; but juft as they expected 
to be punifhed with the greareft feve- 
rity, they were, at the interceflion of 
their Majefties, releafed, and prefented 
to them unhurt, This inftance of Eu- 
ropean clemency was received with joy 
axd gratitude; the thips were loaded 
with prefents, and ne caufe of com- 
plaint was afterwards given by the na- 
tives during the thort ftay of the thips 
im that harbour. 

On the gth of September, being 
abundantly provided with hogs and 
fowls, jult as they were preparing to 
depart, an Indian came on board the 
Refoiurion, and offcred to enter a vo- 
lunteer for Europe. It was fome time 
debated whether to accept or reject his 


ers but at length it was concluded . 


to entertain him, as an opportunity 


might offer, fhould he afterwards ex- ° 


prefs a diflike to continue the voyage, 
to land him at fome friendly ifland, 
from whence he might procure a paf- 
fage home. He feemed at firlt to be 
overjoyed s but as foon as the thips 
were under fail, and he faw the lat 
canoe depart, he was obferved to weep: 
in a day or two, however, he forgot 
his fears, and appeared gay and quite 
happy. . : . 

On the 8th they arrived at Ulietea, 
the third of thofe ifles known by the 
mame of the Society Ifles, at which 
they touched to take in refrethments, 

ere they were hofpitably entertained, 
aed here they completed their provi- 
fons for a jong voyage. Our Journa- 
liks remark, that the inhabitants of all 
the Society Ifles are nearly alike in 
masners, cuftoms, and in difpofition + 
the women, im particular, are without 
modeity, and the men without forti- 
tode; they have neither the manly

boldnefs of the Ohoteroans *, nor the 
favage fiercenefs of the New-Zealana » 
ders; but are, in general, an effemie 
nate race, intoxicated with pleafure, 

and-enfeebled by indulgence. : 

On the s8th of September, the thips 
fet fail in company, their courfeW.S.W. 
On the 23d they came in fight of a 
fmall low ifland in lat. 19 deg. 6 min, 
and in long. 261 deg. 53 mio E. but 
not being able to approach it, they bore . 
W.S.W. as before, till on the sf of 
Oftober they came in fight of Middle- 
burg, fo named by Tafman, the firft 
difcoverer. . 

Oo the ad, they anchored in 45 fa- 
thom water, and were prefent-y fur- 
rounded with Indians, fome in proas, 
fome [wimming, and fome in canoes: 
one, in particular, came on board, and 
brought with him the root of a certain 
plant as a token of peace, and received 
in return a {mall piefent, which he 
placed upon his head, probably that 
his countrymen might fee they had 
nothing to fear. He feemed, very de-~ 
firous of entering into converfation 
with the Indian on boards but, fay 
our Journalifts, their languages were 
totally d'fferent, though this is denied 
by the Reviewer of this work, who 
appears to have been a party in the 
voyage he was employed to review, 
and who, probably, may himfelf have 
fome work of the like kind to prefent 
to the public. 

At this ifland their flay was fhorr, 
but their traffic brifk, Provifions were 
brought in abundance ; but there bein 
no good water, which was moft ae 
it was thought advi‘table to proceed to 
another ifland about five leagues dif. 
tant, to which Talinan gave the name 
of Amfterdam. 

Here they were hofpitably received, 
and were furnifhed with every necefs 
fary but water, of which the natives 
themfelves weie deflitute. 

When the voyagers made figns that 
they wanted water, the people, with 
great fimplicitty and good - nature, 
bought them cocoa-nuts, and flhewed 
them how to apply the milk; but when 
they defired to be conduSted to a ftream 
or pool, where they might fill ther 
empty cafks, they were told, that, at 
two days journey up the country, there 
was a lake of freth water; but thae 
they knew of none nearer that would 
an{wer their purpofe.

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Theft iffands are happily fituated 
between the 21 and 22d degrees of 
South latitude, and are at nearly an 
equal diftance from Otaheite to the 
WN. E. and New Zealand to the 8. W. 
The inkabitants are bold, but mot 
brutal ; they are large of Mature, in- 
genious, and enterprising} they have 
many original arts among them, whiclr 
théy have carrred to great perfeétion, 
and their utenfils, inftruments of war, 
and other curious inventions, are in high 
eftimation among the Tropical :fan- 
dets, and find ready purchafers where- 
ever they are expoled to fale. 

Their houfes are ‘far more commodi- 
ous than thofe of the iflanders near the 
Line, and art divided into apartments 
fuited to the conveniency of the fami- 
Jies to whofe ule they are appropriated. 
Inthe country villages, the diftance be- 
tween the cottages are not more than 
teri or twelve yards ; but each cottage 
has a piece of ground aflotted to it, at 
Jedft 200 feet long, neatly planted and 
inclofed with banyyoos, which are fuf- 
fered to grow to the height of fixteen 

reighteen feer, by way of fenee. Ad- 
fining to thefe inclolures are fields or 
awns, the grafs on which grows to a 
moderate hefght, and fervés, when cut 
down and dried, to cover the floors, 
which they raife'to the height of two or 
thfee feet, and over them place mats, 
¢utioufly woven, on which they répofe 
themfelves during the heat of the day, 
and on which they fleep in the night. 

‘The women are neither handfome 
nor chafte. They refufe nothing te 
ftrangers ; but it fhould feem, by their 
fraiifalnets, that they are under proper 
reftraints among themfelves. ‘* No- 
thing, fays the writer of thefe voyages, 
ean be a ftronger indication ef temale 
conftancy, than that of a numerous off- 
{pring ; and no country can be futler 
of inhabitants than thefe happy iflands, 
which, by way of pre-eminence, have 
been fliled the Paradice of tlie world. 

‘After many friendly interviews with 


the chi-fs of this ifland, and after a 


fharp fkirmith, iti which fome of the 
natives loft their lives, our voregers 
unmoored on the 7th of Oftoher, and 


urfued their courfe to New Zealand, 


in fight of which they arrived on the 
aift, having paffed Pylftaart on the 
Sth, which Tafmaa faw and gave name 
toin1644. © = 

It was now that their treubles came 


on: the weather, that had hitherto been 


. tolerable from the-hour of their depar- 
swe fiom, till the day of theif Feiurn to, 


Late Poyoges of the Refolution and Adventare: 


New-Zealand, fet in tempeftaous 5 and 
though they were within +1 leagues of 
the eaftern entrance of Cook's Straits, 
yet it was the zd of November before 
the Refolution could come to anchor at 
her old ftation, in Charlotte Sound ; 
and the goth of November when the 
Adventurearrived at the fame harbour*, 
before which time the Refolution had 
taken her departure to continue her 
voyage. 

However, on natrowly examining the 
adjacent fhore, a boitie was found, en- 
chofing a letter to Capt. Furneaux, 
mentioning the day that the Refolution 
fet fail, amd probably the courfe that 
Capt. Cooke ‘intended to fleer; but 
the Adventure baving fuffered much 
by the Rormy weather, and not being 
in a condition to proceed til} repaired 
and having afterwards loft ten of her 
hands, (furprized and eaten by the fa-— 
vages, as velated in Vol, XLIV.} 
the captain, to prevent the total lofs of 
the thip, determined to return home 
and, attordingly, on the z2d of De-" 
cember, 1773, he fet fail from Char. 
lorte Sound, and Reering a fouth eafter- 
ly and eaiterly courfe: till he paffed 
Cape Horn, in bat. 61, he arrived at 
she Cape of Good Hope on the 1gth~ 
of March, 177%) after faitieg bait the 
circemference of the globe in an open 
fea, without once feeing land. On the 
sith of July he came in fight of Ply- 
mouth; and of the x gth anchored fafe 
at Spithead. , , 

he Refolution, as we obferved be- 
fore, having, after incredible labour; 
reached Charlotte Sound, was equally 
incapable of proteeding till thoroughly 
repaired ; but €apt. Cooke, upon this 
occafion, exerted all his powers to expe- 
dite this’ neceffary work. No portion 
of time was allowed for indulgence; 
but while the crew was kept conftan:ly 
employed, the preateft attention wag 
paid to their edith 5 they had plenty 
of celery, fcutvy grafs,and other whole- 
fome vegetabies to boil with their meat, 
and a cértain quantity of Pertable foup 
to mingle with their peafe, 7 

After three weeks inceffant labour, 
the neceflary repairs being in great for- 
wardnels, the meh had leave by turns 
to divert themfelves on thore ; but here, 
our Journalift obferves, the inducements 
werewanting that made the failorsfo fond

the attention of the intaligreleaaae) = 
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ef the country in the Séciety Iles. The 
women, though not ugly, are yet chaffe ; 
and it was as much as life was worth 
to offer the leat rudenefs to the wives 
of the natives, or even to Se found in 
fecret with their daughters. Few of 
the cOinmon men, therefore; chofe to 
wander far abroad, where the tempta- 
tions were few, and gratifications ha- 
tardous, A party officers, how- 
ever, madeé an excurfion one day into the 
country, to mark the mariners and 
ways of living of the people among 
themfelves ; and flopping at alittle cove, 
a few milés from the fea, where a com- 
why the men geferally reforted, they 
und them feafting om a man whom 
they had not long before killed, as was 
apparent frou the frefinets of the fiehh. 
They feemed not at all difconcerted at 
thé approach of the ftrangers, but very 
civily invited them, by figns, to fit 
down and eat; and, as the greatelt 
dainty, they fet before them the man’s 
beid, from the lower jaw upwards, 
seady drefled, of which, as may well 
be fu; pofed, the gentlemen refafed f° 
partake. They then prefented the ba- 
flet of the man, juf warmed, and, 
making figns éxpreffive of the delici- 
. gufnefs of the meat; prefled them to 
eat, and feemingly with fome refent- 
ment that they did not. The genrle- 
men, though they declined — made 
figns that they were net unwilling fo 
ay for the head, provided they might 
be mitted, without offence, to carly 
it away. - To this the favages confent- 
éd, and the gentlemen brought the head 
60 board, with which | afterwards 
feafted an Indian chief, who eat of it 
greedily in prefence of the whole hhip’s 
crew; an inconteltible proof of their 
eating human @eth, if any had been 
wanting to confirm the truth of fo fa. 
ige a pradtice. . ne ; 
emg curious to Know the reafon 
6f gating the man to death, on whom 
they were found feafting, the gentle- 
mén were anfwered, that they bad 
lately been at war with the North-Ifand 
Indians ; that they had made twenty 
of their enemies prifoners, whom they 
Kept alive in places of spout A and 
thar they put them to death oceafioa ily, 
ds they wanted to tea in prosper 6 
In the evening, after the cfiicers 
Were returned, the people on the watch

Our yoyagers had now been in hafe 
bour from the 44 oF November to the 
24th of the fame month, withotrknow- 
ivg the fate of the Adventure. It was 
the prevailing opinion of the feamen, 
that fhe muft either have been wrecked, 
or fo mach damaged as not to be able 
fo proceed on her voyage ; but the 
Captain was of another opinion; he 
therefore caufed a letter to be inclofed 
in a bottle, and buried under a tret, 
on the body of which cértain marks 
were cut, not likely te be obferyed by 
the favages ; and after this precaution 
he gave orders to prepare to fail. 

hn the gcth they cleared this chan- 
nel; and the next day proceeded with 
an eafy fail along the coal, firing guns 
every half hour as fignals to the Ad- 
veature ; but not being anfwered, and 
the wind coming fair, the weather fine, 
and a brifk breeze (pringing up in the 
evening, they took leaye of the ifland, 
god purfued their voyage. 

Nothing remarkable happened till 
the 28th, when in lat. ¢3 deg. 20 min, 
the people on the watch obferved the 
trunk of a tree floating by the thip, 
and faw likewifé two feals, As thefe 
were infallible figns of land being near, 
byt nene appraring, they concluded 
that (ome ifland adjoining to the eaf- 
fernmolt extremity of New Zealand 
could not be far off. 

On the xft of December, ig lat, 47 
deg. 5 min, they faw a feal, two pen- 
guins, and a great deal of fea-weed, 
all certain indications of land, yet none 
could be difcovergd : probably a {mal} 
ifland, which they might pais in the 
night, 

Oe the 6th of the fame month, ih 
lat. 51 deg. 30 min. and long. 180 dees 
our Journahit remarks, they were ju 
under London-bridge, where they tap- 
ped their laft cafk of beer, and drank 
health tro the King and Royal Family 
and to all their good friends in England. 

On the gath, in Jat. 62 deg. 17 mins 
they failed clofe by an ifland of ice. . 

On the 1gth, io lat. 66 deg. 4 ming 
the ice came fo thick about the fhip, 
that the was unable to proceed either 
to the Southward or Eaftward. They 
vere therefore obliged to sack Miip, ia 
arder to ges cleat. es

On the ryth, in lat. 64 deg, 30 min. 
there happened a prodigious tall of 
fnow, ‘“* The flakes, our Journalift 
afferts, were larger than geefe’s feathers, 
and fell fo thick that from the quar- 
‘ter-deck the officers could not fee the 
bolt fprit.”” Their longitude was then 
-270 degrees Eaft. 

They were now: for feyeral days to- 

gether involved in ice and fnow; the 
_cold intolerable; and the weather tem- 
peftuous ; yet the Captain fill perfitted 
in advancing to the South. Eaft. 

On the 2oth they croffed the Antare- 
tic circle, and on the 47th were in lat. 
67 deg. 27 min. when, being unable 
to proceed farther to the Southward, 
they tacked, and ftood to the N. E, 

“On the rth of January they were 
in Jat. 47 deg. and in long. 250 deg. 
when they araih changed their courte, 
and feered South -Eaft. 

On the ag:h, being in lat. 65 deg. 
26 min. they faw fix albatrofies, fome 
ice-birds, and three Pintrda-birds, cal- 
Jed by the Dutch Cape doves ; but faw 
no ice, though in the former trip to 
the Southwaid they were furrounded 

“by it in the fame latitude. Here the 
poor Indian began to exprefs his im- 
‘patience to fee England ; and, though 
indulged with the Captain's cabin, 
complained bitterly of the cold, 

On the agth they croffed the Antardtic 
circle the third time to the South ward. 

On the 3oth they paffed a huge 
ifland of ice, and heard many dreadfpl 
‘eracks, as if the whole earth had been 
cleaving afunder, They were then in 
the latitude of 71 deg. ro-min. and, 
taking a view from the mait-head, ng- 
thing was to be feen but a dreary pro- 
fpeét of ice and fea, Of the former 
might be fancied a whole country, as 
far as the eye could carry one, diver- 
fified with hills and dales, and imagi- 
pary plantations, that had all the ap- 
pearance of cultivation ; but, being 
often deceiyed with falfe appearantes, 
and this fecond attempt at difcovery 
promifing no better fuccefs than the 
former, the Captain once more gave 
orders tq diregt the thip’s head to the 
Northward, to the great joy of all his 
grew,

yr having lately been fuggefted in 


the public prints, that a greater 
quantity of alloy is mixed in the com- 
pofition of our current coin than ought 
to be, by which the public is defraud- 
ed of very confiderable fums, the fol- 
lowing particulars will fhew the charge 
in its proper light ; 

The whole bufinefs of coinage, fays 
Monetarius, is condu&ed under direc- 
tion of the Mint Indenture, which is 
an inftrument of contrac between the 
Crown and fuch perfon as his Majetty 
pleafes to appoint Mafter ef the Mint. 
The Mafter is herein alfo named 
Worker, whence the operative parts of 
the bufnefs come of courfe under his 
direétion ; and he gives large fecurity 
fur the due performance, The King 
likewife nominates divers officers, who 
are checks as well upon the weight and 
finenefs of the coin, as upon the feve~ 
ral ecconnts. By this in@rument his 
Majefty declares the ftandard of money, 
there being no ftatute for that purpote ; 
and the Malter contraéts to coin all 
bullion brought inte his office, agreea- 
ble to fuch flandard, at certain prices 
per pound, out of which he isto bear 
every expence of walle and workman- 
thip. He binds himfelf alfo to return 
coin for bullion, weight for weight, 
by the Aandard, without deduétion ; fg 
that he can derive no advantage from 
any deficency of that fort: and the re- 
¢eivers are fufficient fecyrities for this 
part of the agreement. The prefent, 
and all former indentures finse the Re- 
ftoration, have disected he gold ma- 
nies to be made after the rate of 444 
guineas tothe pound Troy, which mu 
contain eleven ounces of fine gold, 
with one ounce of alloy ; and the hilver 
atthe rate of 6a thiliings to the pound, 
containing eleven ounces and two pen- 
nyweights of fine metal, with eighteen 
penny weights of alloy, There is in- 
deed the allowance of a {mall deviation 
from the perfedtion of thele rules, un- 
der the name of remedy; bu: this is np 
more than a faving clanfe for fallibility 
of workmanthip, and no otherwife ad- 
miffible. The check officers are charg- 
ed with the furperintendance of every 
operatiop, which feems an effectual fe- 
curity againt mal-praétices. But ag 
the coin of a country fo materially con- 
cerns the public, it js wifely ordained 
that the matter fhall be fybmitted tg 
public examination and trial. For thig 
purpofe, after various trials at the Mint, 
and before any money can be aA

‘the check officers take one piece pro- 
mifcueully out of every fifteen pounds 
ef the coin made from time to time, 
which they referve in a box called th 

Pyx, vader their feveral feals and keys, 
to be proved before the King and 
Council, at what is therefore named 
the trial of the Pyx. Upon proper ap- 
plication made tor this trial, the privy 
council is convened ; the Lord Chan- 
cellor fummons a jury from the Gold. 
{miths Company, to canfilt of 24 re- 
finers, afflayers, and other workmen 
fkilful ian the art; and dire&s the 
‘King’s officers to produce their Pyx, 
This affembiy being met, and the ju- 
rors fworo, the Chaacelior elaborately 
explains the doétrine of money, the 
neceflity of maintaining the coin in its 
utmoft purity, with the confequent im- 
portance of the bafinefs in hand ; and 
after pointing out the feveral conditions 
of the Mint Indenture, he charges the 
jury to make a trial of the coin before 
them, in the ftriéteft manner, by every 
means their {kill may fuggeft, and to 
report whether the Mafter has truly 
complied with the terms of his contraé, 
The coin is then delivered to the ju- 
rors, who examine, melt, and allay it, 
by the powers of fire, aquafortis, &c. 
in a temporary office, fitted up for the 
occafion, in the Exchequer, At the 
fame time they make the like aflays of 
the King’s trial- pieces, which are plates 
of gold and filver refpeétively alloyed 
in due proportion 1o the appointed 
ftandard, and long fince lodged in his 
Majefty’s Treafury for this fervice. 
By comparing the refule of thefe ope- 
rations, all difficulty is removed, the 
matter is proved to ocular demonitra- 
tion, and the jury draw up their ver- 
di& accordingly, which their foreman 
delivers to the Chancellor to be record - 
ed. If by this it fhould appear that the 
Mint-mafter has not fulfilled his en- 
gagements, he is punifhable by “ fine 
and ranfom, at the King’s pleafure ;"" 
but if the report be in his favour, he 
receives an acquittance under the great 
feal, and has a legal right to be quiet 
from all acculations to thatday. The 
laft trial of the Pyx was in the year 
‘4774- Other trials were made 1969, 
3766, 1760, 1755, 1750, and 1745. 
It would be neediefs to go farther, be- 
caufe we may foon expect a royal pro- 
clamation, which will leave very few 
guineas in currency of a longer date. 
Bit in the verdié upon every ‘trial 
pbove recited, the followihg is part of 
the jury's report, viz. ‘“¢ And we find 
ths gold coin is, by the aflays ang tria} 
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thereof, agreeable to the ftandard of 
gold in his Majefty’s Treafury.” 
Thefe are faéts which, being matters 


‘of public record, need no other authen-

The defe&, therefore, appears to a-

THE dedication of thefe volumes 

to Mr. Garrick is fab{cribed 

“* Lydia Sterne de Medalle;" and the 

fame name alfo appears under an ele. 

gant engraving prefixed (from a pic- 
ture by Mr. Weft) of that lady 
crowning her father's buft with laurel, 

But why hhe retains her maiden name, 

whether the is wife or widow, or whom 

the married, does not appear. 

The Memoirs which we-have already 
inferted, Vol.XLV. p. 520, being very 
imperfe&, we will now endeavour to 
fupply fome omiffions in them, firft 
obferving that Clomwell (the place of 
our author's birth) is probably mif- 
printed for Clonmel. From Sir Ro- 

er Jaques, our author's grandfather, 

is uncie, the late Precentor of York, 
doubtiefs derived his Chriftian name. 

Uncle Toby, however, moft plainly 

derives his amiable, open, and guile. 

Jefs chara&er from that which Mr. 

Sterne gives of his own father. Jefus 

College, Cambridge, (though he names 

not even the oniverfity,) was the place 

of his education. The Mr. H—, with 
whom he there commenced a lafting 
friendthip, was Mr. Hall, author of 

Crazy Tales, to whom many of thefe 

letters are addreffed.. Mrs. Sterne, 

whofe maiden name was Lumley, was 

a fenfible, accomplithed woman, of a 

good family im Staffordthire. In par. 

ticular, fhe had a fine voice and tafte 
for mufic, which fhe difplayed in ac. 
companying her hufband on his bafe. 
viol, much tw the entertainment of 
himfelf and friends, at his ‘ thatched 
houfe,” as he called it, and as it really 
was, at Sutton, where in peace and 
privacy he probably enjoyed more ge- 
muine and heart-felt delight than he 
ever experienced afterwards from the 
fmiles of the great and convivial ap- 
plaufe, 

Luter fumum & opus firepitumgue Rome. 

Mrs. Sterne had one fitter, Lydia, 
who was married to the late Rev. Mr. 
Botham, Re&or of Albury in Surry, 
and Ealing in Middletex. The curacy 
of Coxwould (worth 100 guineas a- 

ar) was given him by Lord Faucon- 
eal In bys: journey to Italy for his 


health, in 1765, he was prefented to 
the King of Sardinia (as appears from 
thefe Letters) at Turin, and travelled 
in company with the accomplifhed Sar 
James Macdonald through Milan, Par- 
ma, &c. to Naples, where he pafled the 
winter, his wife and daugiiter being 
then at Tours, and in his return the 
fucceeding fummer, after ‘* a wild- 
goofe chace”’ (as he terms it), he found 
them in Franche Comité. It is, per-~ 
haps, necdlefs to add, that Mr. and 
Mrs. Scerne were not on the belt terms, 
as this evidently appears from many 
paflages in his Letters ; and her chufing 
to refide fo long in France, and pe- 
fufing to accompany him to England, 
is alove a fufficient proof of it. And 
though from “ the fae of the fountain 
of Vauclufe” the came in Nov. 1767 
to pay him ‘ a fentimental vifit’’ in 
Yorkthire, yet im a Latin letter to his 
friend Hall, written foon after, he fays 
he was ** more tired and fick of hee 
than ever®.” This, and fome other 
indelicacies, not to fay grofs indecen= 
cies, more fuitable to a Martial or Pe- 
tronius than a Chriftian divine, a pro- 
per regard for both her parents, as 
well as to herfelf, thould have induced 
a daughter to fupprefs. Thefe Me- 
moits were compiled in 1767, juft after 
Mr. Sterne’s return to England, Dur- 
ing his Jaft iflnefe it does not appear 
that his wife, then fettled at York, 
went to London to vifit him. His dy~ 
ing words, penned probably burt a day 
or two before his death, were addrefled 
to Mrs. J[ames}. How long Mrs. S. 
furvived him does not appear.’ 

Thefe few additional Memoirs thail 
be clofed with his epit (a frweet 
one, his daughter cadls it), by Mr. 
Garrick,

‘© And fo, my. Lydia, thy mother 
and thylelf are returning back again 
from Marfeilles to the banks of the 
Sorgue—and there thou wilt fir and 
fith for trouts—I envy you the fweet 
fituation. Petsarch’s tomb I fhould 
like to pay a‘fentimental vifit to t}— 
the fountain of Vauclufe, by thy de- 
fcription, muft be delightful.—I am 
alio much pleafed with the account 
you give m- of the Abbé de Sade—} ou 
find great comfort in fuch a neigh- 
bour—I am glad he is fo good as to 
coire&t thy tranflation of my Sermons-~ 
Dear girl, go on, and make me a pre- 
fent of thy work—but why not the 
Houfe of Mourning ?: ‘tis one of the 
beft. I long to receise the Life of Pe- 
trarch and his Laura, by your Abbé ; 
but I am out of all patience with the 
anfwer the Marquis made the AbLé— 
‘twas truly coarfe, and I wonder he

this, or at leaft of the Marquis's are 
fwer above mentioned, which might 
eafily have been added in a vote.

‘WITH a laudable zeal this writer 
enters the lifts with * the editor of 
Offian, the tranflator of Hamer, and 
the copyift of Nairne,”’ and with a bee 
coming indignation refents (in his pre- 
fatory addrefs) ‘* the harfh and (he 
thinks) unfair treatment which fome 
of the brighteft ornaments of the Jatt 
age have met with’’ from Mr. Mac- 
pherfon, and the permiffion, and even 
encouragement, which every conpiler 


receivee 
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receives from 8 government, whofe 
sight, title, and very being, depend on 
the Revolution, ‘* to rake into the 
athes of the dead, in order to confign 
to infamy the memory of thofe who 
brought about and fupported™ it. In 
oot of this charge, he inftances Mr. 
Fume, Sir J. Dairymple, Dis. John- 
fon and Shebbeare, and the perfon to 
whom he addrefies his ictier; and, 
though he “ can fearcely forbear laugh- 
fng at his own Quixotifm™ in taking 
** up, with fuch heat, the caufe of a 
family who have themfelves thought 
it beneath their notice,” he alleges, as 
an excule, “* a far fuperior motive, 
the honour of the nation,” which (he 
best obferves) ‘* ought not to be neg- 
eéted, let. Kings deipife or miftake 
their own imtereh as much as they 
leafe.”’ . 
With this author, who figns himfelf 
** A Ruflic,” we agree in thinking the 
tafk undertaken by Mr. Macpherfon a 
ftrong impeachment of his benevolence ; 
but the main queftion is, Whether his 
proofs are incontellable? That fome 
of them, and thofe of the molt odious 
kind, are not, he himfelf feems to al- 
low, and therefore has no excufe for 
publithing them. But that afl are 
apocryphal, our wifhes cannot fo far 
biafs our judgment as to fuffer us to 
maintain, unlefs itcould be fhewn that 
the papers, the original papers, to which 
he refers, are forged and fpwrious. 
And here, by the way, we cannot con. 
jecture what Mr. Macpherfon means by 
*¢ the originals” being ‘‘ in the hands 
of the bookfeller,’ as, excepting ** his 
own acquilitions,”” the Stuart papers, 
it appears, are merely extra&ts, or co- 
pies, whofe “ originals” are in the 
Scotch coliege at Paris. The prefent 
letter-writer, indeed, affirms, that, ** ex- 
eept a fingle letter (and of that not the 
original is produced) of the Earl of 
Marlborough, “* no one proof is given 
of the guilt of thele great perfonages, 
except the mere affirmation of the agenis 
of James-II."" This ** fingle letter,” 
we prefume, is that in which the Earl 
betrayed the defign on Brett: but, tho’ 
*¢ the original is not produced,” King 
_— we are told, upon receipt of it, 
as written in his Memoirs the follow- 
ing memorandum, in his own hand; 
6 May qth; Lord Churchill informed 
the King of the defign on Breft."" Page 
g21. ann. 1694. K. James's hand- 
writing, therefore, being well known, 
and thefe Memoirs now LYING OPEN 
in the Scotch college to any one who can 
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obtain an order fromRome for infpeating 
them, this, doubtle!s, is a fa€t fupport- 
ed by that Prince’s veracity, which we 
mever temember to have heard -im- 
peached ; andvit is no fufficient anfwer 
to fay, with this author, that, * bee 
lieving, or chufmg to appear to believe, 
every thing which his agents wrote 
concerning the fituation of affairs in 
England, he could do no otherwile 
than write as he did." The above in« 
telligence was given him not by ‘‘ his 
agents,’ but by Marlborough himéelf, 
Impartiality alone obliges us, though 
with great relu€tance, to fupport a 
charge which, however willing, we are 
not able to difprove or difeelieve. And 
this nobieman's being fent to the Tower 
in 1692 is a collateral proof of his be- 
ing then at leaft fufpeéted by K. Wil- 
liam, though the caule to this day has 
never been afcertained. ‘* The tale of 
Ruffel and Carter,” as told by this 
hiftorian, is indeed ** wondrous, the 
one triamphing, the other dying [at 
La Hogue], in the caufe of that Prince 
whom (he affures 0s) they were then 
determined to ex pel from his throne: "— 
but let ir be remembered, that the lat+

did not ‘* a& fincerely,”” and Marlvo- 
rough that he had ‘* bad intenttons.” 
To prove the partiality of the Hiftory, 
our author mentions Mr. Macpherfon's 
ov: rlooking, in his account of the Jrith 
war, and particularly of the fecond fiege 
of Limerck, * the imple, plain, cire 
cumftantial Journal wiisten by Story." 
He concludes, with fome farcafms on 
the difputed origin of the Erfe frag- 
ments: ‘* Let Ofian (he lays) be jufi- 


fied, before Nairne prefumes to hope sor 


credit,” and fome compliments to the 
North. Britons, but adds, ‘* We fhall 
think the bravery of a Lockherr, an 
Elliot, or a Gilchrift, the eloquence of 
a Murray and a-Wedderburne, and 
the elegant di@ion of a Hume and a 
Robertfon, too dearly earned, if we 
muft give up in return, one hy one,” 
our Miltons, our Sidneys, our Ruffels, 
our Hampdens, and with them our 
every pretence to even the memory of

intended to have been introduced as a 

note, but was laid afide for the fable 

of Sextus Tarquin and Theodorus,

It mufl needs be that offences come, the 
preacher, 3. takes a general view of 
what has already been advanced im the 
beft-approved attempts to folve the 
difficulty arifing from the permiffion of 
offences, or occafions of {piritual injury 
to other men ; and, 2. in this permiffion 
of atrocious crimes and pervicious er- 
rors, points out this great purpofe of 
extenfive moral henevolence conflantly 
and invariably purfued by Providence, 
wiz. “ that in their prefene Rate of dif. 
ciplipe the minds of men may be occa- 
fiopally alarmed by an aétual fight and 
feeling of the milchievous confequences 
of fin and falfhood, and thus excited 
fo a more watchful and refolute purfuit 
of truth and yirtue.”” In particular, 
for this purpofe, he obferves, the crimes 
of: pious David, and the idolatry of 
wife Solomon, were permitted and re- 
corded. . From whence he draws this 
general maxim, ** That the great in- 
tent of Pravidence, in permitting the 
root odious extremes of moral evil-in 
this life, is the inftruétion they convey 
to the heirs of a better life than thic.’* 
And this comfortable-truth, viz. 4‘ that 
évery tranfient and partial evtl (hould 


be conftantly regarded as preparatory , 


to an event of permanent and impartial 
tendency to »’ he particularly il- 
Juftrates by the feries of difaftrous and 
feemingly defperate circumftances thro’ 
which Chriftianity has been conduéted 
by Providence, from its firft publica. 
tion in» genuine purity to all people, 
thro’ its fubfequent corruption, down 
so the prefent reformed ftate of it, ef- 
tablithed in thefe realms, adding a mo- 
deft but reafonable with (in which we 
fincerely join), that ** a free and candid 
enquiry into all the minuteft defeéts of 
eur excellent eftablifhment may at 
Jength be encouraged, and the facred 
light of truth be ftill farther increafed 
and extended.”

THE defign of this publication 
‘will plainly appear from the following 
paffage in the preface;  Refiflance to 
civil government, afferted on principle, 
is nothing but the extravagance and 
nonfente of defigning writers who want 
to be refifting every thing for their own 
private ends.’ The Difcourfe (we are 
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afterwards told) is hy a Jate eminent 
writer, otherwilfe we fhould conceive it 
to have been written either by Father 
Petre or Dr. Sacheverell, as it main- 
tains the abfurd and (we hoped) ex- 
‘ploded dofrine of paffive obedience 
and non-refiflance (* the right divine 
of Kings to govern wrong”) in as 
high a fain as we ever remember to 
have feen. ‘* That the government of 
England, or any part of it, is aot leo 
Bally reffirble with force,” is the pofi- 
tion he lays down, Says the editor s 
and the seers fundamental principles 
are, thae ** the people of England are 
hound not tg refit with force the King, 
or thofe commiffioned by him, ia aay 
cafe, or upon amy pretence, whatfoem 
ever ;* that * nothing can juftify re- 
fitance but what will amount to a jut 
and legal defence wpon an indiétment 
of high treafon ;*° that ** the fupreme 
power, wherever it is lodged, is, and 
mult be, uncontroulable and irrefils 
tible ;"" and that — obedience, in= 
flead ef being a flavifh and degenerate 
principle, is a principle of liberty and 
fecurity.” On there principles how 
the Revolution could legally take place 
or be defended, how the right of K. 
George can he fupporied, or how this 
author or editor can confiltently vow 
or bear allegiance to him while any of 
the Stuart tamily are in being, is be- 
yond our cafuiltry to determines and, 
on the whole, we deem this fophiftical 
performance fuch an a& of high-trea- 
fon againft the majefty of the people, 
and againg the tenure by which our 
Sovereign helds his crown, as to think - 
it deferves parliamentary cenfure and 
** penal fire’ as much as The Oxford 
Decree or Droit Le Roi, fave only that 
this would make it tog important.

overlook what the holy fcripture ree 
quires of them towards making full 
proof of their minifiry ;"—viz. warns 
ing the unruly,- comforting the seebles 
minded, fufporting the weak, and 
exercifing patience and diligent circumte 
Spection 5 and not merely complying 
with the rubrical and canonical dis 
rections,’* In purfuing this fubje& the 
archdeacon di(cuffes “a cafe of great 
delicacy and importance” in the fols 
lowing manner:—** Let it not be faid 
that the clergy of the eftablithed charch 
are attached to it by fecular motives 
only. These may be a political diffent, 
as wellasa political conformity, ‘Vhere 
miy be among us confcientious and 
liberal-minded mee, who are diffatf. 
fed with, not to fay diftreffed by, the 
bonds which their full cofiformity to 
the «ftablithed church lays upon thems 
Different men may be affe&ted by’ thefe 
in different degrees ; and a who feel 
the burden, may not only with, but 
ought to folicit, relief from thofe whd 
have the power to give it, But it will 
not follow, from their not immediately 
Obtaining fuch relief, that eve 
clergyman fo circumftanced is ‘obliged 
to quit his ftation in the church, and 
to feck his fatisfs&tion in fome other 
religious community, or his bread in 
fome other employment.

In reply 
to which our author refers to mere ac- 
curate writers for a proof that ‘* the 
Jews and Turks are as much divided 
from each other as Chriftians of the 
moft different {Ets are firppoted to be."’ 
And in anfwer to 2 pofition of a divine 
of. our own country. (which the ob- 
pelor had brought by way of ftreng- 
thening his argument) viz. “ that it

ftrate. Hie expofes alfo the futility 
* of fathering fome things ypon the 
{criptures (fuch as acknowledging our 
rights and duties, &c.) by way of /up- 
pofition; an. expedient adopted by Dr. 
Balguy, and its inconfilteney with an- 
aher paflage by the fame wrner, viz. 
“$ that the founders of. our religion 
eftablifhed a form of church govern- 
ment,’* and that ‘ they ar€ clear and 
expligit, that enxtbority once efablit- 
ed moult be obeyed,” thewing the ad- 
vantage thisdc rine gives the Papifts, 
-(wboin like manner may maintain that

the condemnation here virtually pafled 
on our fixit reformers for oppofing an 
sataity eflablifhed for feveral cen- 
turies.

to inewlcate their own private opinions 
on difputable points @s matters of 

Saith. 

The zd Difcourfe is *f On the true 
meaning of the phrafe, The Interefis of 
Religion; an exprefion to be met with 
in an hundred books, written with very 
different and often contradi€tory views, 
all however upon the pretence of ferv- 
ing religion, and promoting its in- 
terefts.”” In this the author clearly 
fhews, that the idea of interef, as it 
ftands for any temporal advantage, is 
irreconcileable with any defcription o 
religion we have tm the {criptures, and 
that the obftruGion given by church 
ey Se to the free courfe of the word 
of God, or the knowledge of the 
truth, is inconfiflent with the will of 
God, thé gofpel of Chrift, and Lu- 
ther's reformation. 

The Tatt of thefe difeourfes, ** On 
the origmal principles of the firft Pro- 
teftants,"” is meant for a vindicatidh 
of thofe who have written or acted in 
favour. of a reformation of the church 
againift an accufation, that they were 
endeavouring to fubvert the ecclefia- 
tical conftitution of their country as 
by law eftablifhed. In this differtarion, 
from the genuine principles of Protef- 
tantifm, the author (we think) has 
clearly proved, that the civil magi- 
firate, profefing himfelf a Chrifian and 
a Proteflant, hath no right to eltablifh 
what religion he thinks fit, indepen~ 
dently of any vegard to the Chriflian 
{cripturés, and has alfo fhewn, fiom 
the conflitutional doétrine of this 
kingdom, that the Britifh magiftrate 
does not confikr himlelf as invefted 
with any fuch power, in oppofition to 
Dr. Balguy, who maintains the un- 
limited power of she civil magiftrate 
in matters of religion, On the whole, 
in each of thefe difcourfes Mr. Black- 
burne,. Jike a true fon of the Refor- 
mation, has difplayed. mich zeal with 
equal knowledge, and.hasadopted that 
mode of defence ,.by which alone the 
a¢ligion» of Proteftants canbe cons 
fiftently defeuded. +»

INCE the reduétion of Chamblee and 
the furrender of St. John’s, the Pro- 
vincials have extended their conque(ts in 
Canada by the capitulation ef Montteal, 
The terms inffted on by the inhabitants 
(the garrifon having previoufly abandon- 
ed the town) were as follows : 
Article 1. That the citizens and inha- 


bitants of Montreal, as well individuals, | 


as religious orders and communities, 
without any exceptions, fhall be main- 
tained in the free pofleflion and enjoyment 
of their rights, go. ds, and effects, movea- 
ble and immoveable, of what nature fo- 
ever they may be, . 

a. That the inhabitants, French and 
Englih, thal! be maintained in the free 
exercife of their religion. 

' 4. That trade in general, as well with- 
in the Province as in the ay countries 
and parts beyond the feas, fhall be car- 
ried on freely as heretofore, and paflports 
fhall be granted for that purpofe. 

4. That paffports thal! alfo be granted 
to thofe who may want them, for the dif- 
ferent parts of this Province, or etfewhere, 
en their lawful affairs. 

“5. That the citizens and inhabitants of 
the town and fuburbs of Montreal fhall 
not be compelled, on any pretence whate 
feever, to take up arms againft the Mother 
Coantry, nor to contribute ip any manner 
towards carrying on war againft her, 

6. That the citizens and inhabitants of 
the town and faburbs, or any Other part 
of the country, who have taken up arms 
for the defence of this Province, and are 
taken prifoners, hall be fet at fiberty, 

7. That the courts of juftice fhall be 
eftablithed for the determination of pro- 
perty, and that the judges of the faid 
courts thall be eleéted by the people. 

8. That the inhabitants of the town: 
fall not be fubjected to lodge troops. 

9. That no inhabitants of the country, 
or favages, thall be permitted to enter 
the town, until the Commandant fhall 
have taken pofleffion and provided for the 
fecurity thereof, 

Gengral Montgomery's Anfwer « 

I DO hereby certify that the above ar- 
ticles were prefented to me, to which I 
have given the following anfwer . 

The city of Montreal having neither 
ammonition, artillery, troops, nor provi- 
fons, and having it not in their power to 
fulfil one article @f the treaty, can claim 
ao title to a capitulation, 


The Continental army have a gen¢fous: 


aifdain of every at of oppretfion and 
violeace . They are come for the exprefs 
urpofe of giving liberty and fecurity. 
ae General, therefore, engages his ho- 


nour to maintain, in the peaceable en- 
joyment of their property of every kind, 
the individuals and religious communities 
of the city of Montreal, 

The iohabitants, whether Englith, 
French, or others, thall be maintainedin 
the free exercife of their religion. ; 

The prefent unhappy contention be- 
tween Great-Britain and her Colonies, 
puts it out of his power to engage for. 
freedom of trade to the Mother Country 
nor can he makea general promife of pail- 
ports. As far as it may confift with the 
fafety of the troops, and the public good, 
he fhall be happy to promote commerce, 
and for that purpofe promifes to grant 
paflports for the upper countries when re- 
quired. 

‘The General hopes to fee fuch a Pro- 
vincial virtuous convention aflembled, as 
will enter with zeal into every meature 
that can contribute to fet the- civil and 
religious rights of this, and her filter co- 
Jonies, on a permanent foundation. He 
promifes for himfelf, that he will not 
compel the inhabitants of the town to 
take up arms againft the mother country, 
or contribute towards the expence of the 
prefent war, : 

The Continental army came into this 
Province for its protection ; they there- 
fore cannot confider their oppofers as 
taking up arms for its defence, : 

It is not in the General's power to en- 
gage for the return of prifoners, Motives 
of humanity will induce him to ufe his 
intereft for their return to their families, 

rovided it can be done without endanger- 
ing the public fafety. 

Speedy meafurcs fhall be taken for, 
eftablithing courts of juflice, upon the 
moft liberal plan, conformable to the 
Britith conltirution, 
* The inhabitants fhall not be burthened 
with troops, but when neceffity requires 
it, of which nmeceffity the General muft 
be judge. : 

The inhabitants of the country, and 
favazes, fhall not enter the town ull the 
guards are polled, 

To-morrow morning, at nine o'clock, 
the Continental troops fhall take poffef-- 
fion of the Recolleéts Gate; the proper 
officers mult attend with the Keys of all 
public ftores, upon the Quarter-Matter- 
General, at nine o'clock, at the Recol- 
leéts Gate, , 

This engagement is underftood, and 
declared to be binding on any future 
commanding officer ef the Continental 
troops that may fucceed me in this distriet

RICHARD MeNTGOMERY. 

To counterbalance thefe advantages in’ 
Canada, Lord Danmore has erefted the 
King's ftandard in. the Province of Vir- 
ginia; to which great numbers have re- 
paired both white and black. He has, 
’ ‘ anes ‘~ HikewH? 
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likewife obtained fome fignal advantages 
over the Virginians, the particulars of 
which have not yet tranfpired. 

But previoully to this meafure, his 
Excellency caufed the following procla- 
mation to be ifflued, which has fpread a 
general alarm. 

‘© AS I have entertained hopes that 
an accommodation might have taken place 
between Great Britain and this Colony, 
without being compelled, by my duty, to 
this moft difagreeable, but now abfolotely 
neceilary ftep, rendered fo by a body of 
armed men, unlawfully aflembled, firing 
on his Majefty’s tenders, and the forma- 
tion of an army, and that army now on 
their march to attack his Majeity’s troops, 
and deftroy the well difpofed fubjcéts 
of this Colony: To defeat fuch treafona- 
ble purpofes, and that all fuch trai- 
tors, and their abettors, may be brought 
to jultice, and that the peace and good 
ordet of this colony may be again re- 
ftored, which the aaa courfe of 
the civil law is unable to effeét, I have 
thought fit to iffue this my proclamation, 
hereby declaring, that, until the atorefaid 
good purpofes can be obtained, I do, in 
virtue of the power and authority to me 

tiven by his Majefty, determine to exe. 
cute martial law, and canfe the fame to be 
executed throughout this colony; and to 
the end that peace and good order may 
the fooner be reltored, I do require every 
perfon capable of yt arms to refort 
to his Majetty’s “tandard, ar be looked 
Upon as traitors to his Majefty’s Crown 
and government, and thereby become 
liable to the penalty the law infliéts 5 
uch offences, fuch as forfeiture of life, 
confifcation of lands, &c. And I do 
hereby farther declare all indented fer- 
vants, Negroes, or others (appertaining 
fo rebels) free, that are able and willin 
to bear arms, they joining his Majefty’s 
troops, as foon as may be, for the more 
Speedy reducing this colquy to a proper 
enfe of their. duty, to his Majefty’s 
Crown and dignity. I do farther order, 
and require, all his Majetty’s liege fub- 
jes, to retain cheir quit-rents, or any other 
taxes due, or that may become due, in 
thcir own cuftody, till fuch time as peace 
may be again reflored to this at prefent 
moft unhappy country, or Wemanded of 
them for their former falutary purpofes, 
by officers” properly authorifed to receive 
the fame. 

The body of armed men alluded to. in 
the above proclamation, were thofe, who, 
@n an attempt being made¢ to burn the 
town of Hampton by Captain Squire, 
aflembled, and defeated that defign. The 
force that was fent to execute the cruel 
order for burning the town confifted of 
an armed fchooner and three tenders; 
thefe had cut thro’ the boats that had 
been funk to block up the harbour, but a: 


body of riflemen having joiried a . 
of the Virginian desta Tealeed eee 
fo warmly, that Captain Squire was ob- 
liged to retreat, and to abandon one of 
his tenders. 

The Provincials, exulting on this vies 
tory, were not a little sroriined en feeing 
the above proclamation, which gives en- 
couragement to flaves to free themfelves 
from the yoke of their mafters, and to 
take up arms againft them; a licence 
which none of the Governors on the Con- 
tincnt had hitherto ventured to grant, 

This provocation has called together not 
only theVirginian troops; but thofe alfo of 
the adjoining colonies ; and even a naval. 
force is faid to be preparing to. lend affift- 
ance to the military to purfue the Gover- 
nor thro’ land and water, and to make 
his efeape impracticable. How this affair 
willterminate we will not venture to fore~ 
tell, The trial however, will in a great 
meafure decide the queftion that has hither= 
to been doubtful, whether the friends of. 
government are or are not confiderable in 
that Province. , . 

Very much anlike the condué of Lord 
Duomore co the Virginians is that of 
Governor Tryon towards the inhabitants, 
of New York ; he tells his people in the 
milde(t manner, that, having obtained his: 
Majefty’s permiffion to withdraw from” 
his goreramens, fecing no hape of reftor=_ 
ing harmony, he expected foon to be ob- 
liged to avail himfelf of his Majefty’s in- 
dulgence, | ; 

It has given me great pain, fays he, 
(in a letter dire&ed from the thip, Duchefs 
of Gordon, to the Mayor of New York). 
to view the colony committed to my care, 
in fuch aturbulent ftate, as not to have af=” 
forded me, fince my arrival, any profpeét 
of being able to take the difpaMonate 
and deliberate vuice of its inhabitants, in 
a conititutional manngr, upon the refolu- 
tion of Parliament for compofiag the. 
prefent ferments in this Province, . 

‘Lowe it.to my affe&tion to this colotiy,, 
to declare my with, that fome meaftire 
sole be {peedily adopted for this purpofe ;_ 
as I fecl an extreme degree of anxiety, in 
being witnels to the growing calamities’ 
of this country,’ without the powef to al-° 
leviate thenn, 

_ Of the fame benevolent avd concili- 
ating difpofition Governor Franklin’ ape. 
pears to be, who, on calling the A ffem- 
bly of New-Jerfey together, to tranfact 
fach bufiacls as the oxigencies of the. 
province required, told them, in a candid 
manner, how much his Majefty ldmented 
that his American fubjeéts wete fo Toft’ 
to their own intereft, as nether to accept

/He acquainted them, moreover, that, 
if he had followed the advice of his heft 
friends, he would ere this, like other 
Governors, have fought an afylum on 
board ane of his Majefty’s thips; but 
that, in fall confidence of the affection 
of the people over whom he was ap- 
wag to prefide, he had avoided that 

ep, and perfuaded the other crown of- 
ficers to do the fame, left it thould be 
attributed to a well-grounded apprehen- 
fion of violence, and of coorle fubject 
the colony to be more immediately con- 
fidered as in aftual rebellion, and be 
prodnétive of milchiefs which it was his 
earnctt defire to prevent; but at the fame 
time he entreated the Aflembly, that, if 
they would not, gr could not, be an- 
{werable for the fafety of himfelf and 
his fubordinate officers, to tell him fo 
in plain terms: for, faid he, as fenti- 
ments of independency are by fome men 
of prefent confequence openly avowed, 
and eflays are already appearing in the 
pablic papers, toridicule the people's fears 
of that horrid meafure. and remove their 
auesfian to republican government, it is 
high time every man fhould know what 
be has to expect. If, as I hope, you have 
an abhorrence of fuch defign, you will 
do your cougtry an eflential fervice, by 
declaring it in f> fall and explicit terms 
as may difcourage the ateempr. You 
may always rely.on finding me ready to 
@-operate with you in exery proper ex- 
pedicor for promoting peace, order, and 
good government ; and I fhall deem it 
a particular happinefs to have an oppor- 
tunity .of being infcumental in faving 
this province from the grefent impending

The Honie ef Reprefentatives in the 
province of Penofylvavia have recome 
mitided to al] male white perfons within 
their province, who are within the ages 
of 16 and Go, and who are not confcien- 
tioufly fcropylous of bearing arms, ‘to 
join the military affociation in that pro- 
vince forthwith; and ro al! théfe who 
are thus fcrupulous and confcientious, to 
contribute an equivalent io money, They 
have at the fame time ordercd the fum 
of 80,900]. to be ftruck in bills of 
credit, for anfwering whe prefent ¢exi- 
gencies of the province, in order that the 
affociators may be allowed all neccflary 
charges for their re{pedtive forvices. 

The like has been done in the pro-

This capture appears 
to be of the greater imtportanee, as it 
enables the provinciat army to keep in 
awe the regularsin Bofton, The follew- 
ing letter, which is, faid to be authentic, 
and written by a gentleman who arrived 
in England the very laft thip fronr 
Bofton, will place this matter in a clearer 
Fight: 
vt THE troops faom Bunker's Hilt 
(fays the letser-writer) went into winter 
+ ar fy a very few days before I quitted 
ofion, which was on the 16th of De- 
ecmber ; thofe in Bofton had broke up 
€amp about a fortnight before; all in 
good fpirits, and in better heakh than 
¢ould be expedted after fo late a cam- 
paign’ No part of the fleet fent from 
England and Ireland with fupplics had 
arrived when we left Bofton; but we had 
the pleafure of fecing five fail Manding 
into the harbonr as we came away, and 
which from their frze we judged were 
from Evrope; a fight truly pleafing to 
ts,=-how much more fo thofe who had 
hot our poepeer of plenty [—Fuel was 
weekly iflued only, there not pane a 
fufficiency to aflord a greater fupply ; 
and every regiment had old hobvfes and 
wharfs affigned to them contiguous to 
their quarters, t6 ferve in lieu of better 
firing. 
“IT do not recolleé whether you faw 
Charles-Town fide ‘in that forwardnefs

™ ‘words well deferibe the 
lan ;—Sulice it tofay, that we thought 
* 600 men, commanded by two field-of- 
ficers, fo tully fufficient to protedt it a- 
gainft the whole rebel army, that the 
finthes arc levelled, and the neck left 


' open for their approach. 


“ After Saying thus much on the fa- 
vourable fide, I muft confirm the report 
you have, no doubt, heard, of the cap- 
ture the rébels have made at fea, of an 


ordnance brig, containing a mortar, and. 
I fear, fo many loaded fhells, as to pre- 
vent our attempting to burn the barracks 
by bombarding them, for fear of a re- 
turn; however, J ftill imagine they wilt 
be glad to keep. Tom. Fool's bargain, as 
we are fo much fuperior in point of ar- 
tillery. . 

‘* Several other veflels rave been fur- 
prized by their infignificant bomb-boats, 
I truft it wil? nog laft, and that they wilt 
pay dear for all in the fpring. Indeed, 
I make no doubt of it, tf the force in- 
tended arrives early enovgh to adt.” 

This letter, which is apparently written 
by a friend to Government, deftroys the 
credibility of another letter circulated in 
the papers, importing, that, on the 16th 
of December, a great mutiay had hap- 
pened in the American camp; that the 
Generais Lee and other officers, endea- 
vonring to ufe violence in quelling the 
tomult, had been killed; that the reg- 
gulars had taken advantage of the con- 
fufton, and, marching forth to the num- 
ber of so0o, had Raughtered 300 of the 
enemy.

A letter from Rhode Hfland gives an

fron whatever they faid to incline the 
Houfe to saohh was conftrued into a 
countenance of rebellion; and fo many 
arts, and fo many menaces had beent 
ufed, that, if they had not been oppof- 
ed with a good fhare of firmnefs by the 
friends to the peace of their country 
all freedom of debate, and indeed all 
public deliberation, would have been 
put anendto. — . 

He faid, that for his part he was no 
way intimidated vi all thefe machina- 
tions from doing his duty; and that 
nothing that could be threatened by 
thofe whofe meafures had brought this 
country into fo deplorable a fituation, 
fhould hinder him from ufing his bet 
endeavours to deliver it from its dif. 
treffes, 

He then ftated the war arrangements 
as inadequate to‘the end propofed 5 
faid, no military officer of rank in that 
Houfe would ftep forth and pledge 
himfelf for their fuccefs; nor would, 
he was fure, the commiffariate anfwer 
for the /ubfflence of the troops after 
they fhall have quitted the fea coaft in 
Amerita. 

He treated the minifterial plan of 
wir and negociation, held forth in.the 
fpeech, as childith and impracticable ; 
and was very fevere on the power given 
to commiffioners to pardon or to punifh 
according to their pleafure, fingly or 
colleZively, men, or bodies of men, 


‘whom they fhould judge friendly or 


adverfe to the common caufe; and in- 
flanced the proclamation of General 
Gage, which profcribes Hancock and 
Adams at $00 miles diftance employed 
ma civil department, but pafles over 
Wathington and Putnam engaged in 
2&ual war again him, and by whom 
he was blocked up. 

’ ‘The nurmtber of troops, he faid, whe- 
ther dational or foréignjemployed on this

and as to the predatory war, or war by 
diftre's, he faid, it might irritate the 
colonies, and unite them more firmly 
in oppoGtion, but fuch a war had never 
yet induced apy people to receive the 
porerenes of another.

,, We are now, he faid, engaged in a 
quarrel, and in putting an end to any 
gparrel it is neceflary to look to its 
origin: that the origin of the prefent 
difference had evidently been upon the 
fubje&t of taxation. That an adjuf. 
ment of this queftion, either by en- 
forcement or conceffion, was a preli- 
minary eflential to peace. That the 
Houle ought to eftimate the full value 
of the obje&t to be conceded, before 
they agree to give itup. If they were 
of opinion, that the taxation.of Ame- 
xica could repay them their expences, 
or -compeniate their rifks, they ought 
to purfue it, If, on the contrary, it 
was evident beyond all contradsétion, 
and fo evident as to force reiterated acy 
knowledgemenis, that they never could 
gbjoy a momeot’s quiet as long as that 
anacter of contention continued—it was 
Shen altogether as effential to the pre- 
fervation of their owm authoti:y in all 
other points, .as to the liberty of Ame. 
rica and the quiet of the whole empire, 
te give it up, with fuch limitations ia 
the conceflion, as the rights of fove- 
reignty required. ta"

He then gave his reafons for not a- 
dopting -the methods, which (though

Aod fir he mentioned the propofal 
for repeating the declaratery a® of 
1766, whichy he (gid, was a thing im- 
poflible ;. for ifs that act were repealed, 
it would be a dezia/of legiflative power, 
as extenfive as the affirmation ot it in 
the a& fo repealed. 

He next confidered the propofition for 
repealing all the aéts fince 1763. This 
he thewed lhkewife to be :mpoffible, 
without ruining the whole fyftem: of 
the trade laws, and fome of thofe laws 
alfo which are extremely’ beneficial to 
America. That al} the laws which 
Jeaned upon the colonies, and were the 
caufe or confequence of our quarrel, 
were to be repealed in this bill, which 
made provifion likewife for authorifing 
fach a negotiation as might tend to the 
fettlement of all thofe \efler matters, to 
the mutual advantage of the parties. 

He faid, he was confident, both from 
the natore of the thing, and from in- 
formation ‘which did not ufe to fail him, 
that this bill would reftore immediate 
peace sand as much obedience as could 
be expe&ted after fo rude a fhock had 
been given to government, and after 
fo long a ¢ontinvance of public diftur- 
bances. That in this bill a bafis was 
laid for fuch fatisfaétion in the minds 
of alt.'fober people in America, as 
would enable government to fix and 
fetrle; -if common pradence were em- 
ployed in irs future conftruétion and 
management.

In his manner of ating, he*has 
juttified ‘the -propriety of moving’ the 
previous queftion ; becaule, Sir, if his 
plan cannot be confidered till the mixt 
plan, which he fuppofes to be the mi- 
nifter’s plan, ‘is difpofed of, we ought 
to know, firf, what that plan is. The 
fpeech from the throne informs us, 
that there is fome plan of pacification ;

At page 52g of your Magazine for 

the laft year, a gentleman of Ox- 
ford, under the fignature of Acade- 
micas, has rémarked upon my want of 
attention to Chrift Church, Canter- 
bury, having, as a cathedral, always 
had a people dependent upon it ; and 
to its being confequently a bapti/mal 
charch within the meaning of Arch- 
bihhop Edmund's order for the fixing 
of ftone fonts in all churches that came 
under that denomination: and the in- 
_— auther of ‘* the Walk" has 
uggefted the fame difficulty to my me- 
thod of interpreting Lynwood's Glofs 
upon this Conititurion, Mr. Goftling’s 
doubts 1] have endeavoured to remove 
in a letier not long fince conveyed to 
him ; but, being acquainted with ihe 
Aftitious name only of your other ac- 
curate and learned correfpondent, I 
muft take the liberty of reiurning an 
anfwer to his obje¢tion .through the 
channel of your ulefyl milceilany. 
When, therefore, it moft {fuits your 
convenience, you will be piealed to in- 
fert fome reafons which have inclined 


‘me to believe, that neither the Prelate - 


who delivered the injun&ion, nor the 
eminent Civilian who commented upon 
it, did conceive it to be obligatory 
wpon the members. of Chrift Cinuich. 
And the grounds on which this opinion 
is formed are equally applicable to 
every other cathedral that was as 
friétiy conventual or collegiate. 

Tt fhall be readily granted, that, for 
a confiderable time after Avuftin had 
placed his metropolitical fee at Can- 
terbury, baptifm was regularly admi- 
niftered in that church at flated fea- 
fons ; though, probably, not even from 
the fir in that church only ; becau‘e, 
before his arrival, Queen Bertha is fup- 
poled to have had a bifhop for her 
chaplain, as likewife a Chriflian con- 
gregation which ufed to affemble for 
divine worthip in St. Martin's Church, 
(See the Walk, p. 17.) This is not, 
however, very material. Our hifto- 
rans inform us, that the fuccefsful 
labours of this Romifh miffionary foon 
encouraged him to eftabiith mote dio- 
cefes; and, from the fubfcquent in- 
creafe in the number of converts to 
the Chriftian faith, and for the eafs 
and relief of thofe whofe habitations 
were far diftant from their reipective 
cathedrals, the Bifhops found it ex. 
pedient, indeed abfolutely nec: flury, 
to allow their clergy to baptize in the 
remote parts of their juriidiftioa, As

early as fhe middle of the eighth cen- 
tury, we read of Oratories, in which 
it may fairly be prefumed this divine 
ordinance was performed : for, by the 
8th canon of the Council of Clovefhoe 
held under Archbifhop Cuthbert (ann. 
747), itas deciared to be the duty of 
prietts *€ to toke care of the Oratory, 
and of every thing relating to the fer- 
vite in its and in the following canon 
the prieft is enjoined to baptize as well 
as to inftruét.* (Wilkins Concil. v. r. 


Pp: 96.) 
The divifion of diocefes into parithes 
is generally imagined, and with reafon, 
to have been the work of feveral ages; 
and it appears highly probable that 
this partition was firtt made in places 
at fome dittarce from the bifhoyps fees, 
and not in the cities tuemici:s, be- 
caufe the inhabitants of the latter 
could with little trouble attend the 
public wor fhip in the eathedrai-church. 
Bui wherever parfhes were feted, in 
cities as well as im the country, the. 
right of baptizing was, in Ergland, 
always confidered as an eflential im- 


munity of the parochial church: nor, 


as far as I can learn, was an obliga- 
tion to relort to the cathedral tor bep- 
tifm ever mentioned among the ac- 
knowledgments of refpe&t and obe- 
dience referved to the mother-church, 
How foon the city of Canterbury, with 
its environs, was divided into paro- 
chial difir:&s, and had churches ape 
propriated to them, cannot be precilely 
aicertained s I apprehend before the 
Conqueft: it is, however, fufficient. 
for the preient purpofe, if ali thefe 


allotments were made previoufly to the 


publication of Archbifhop Edmund's 
Corftitutions ; becaufe, after all thefe 
parifhes were fettled, and thus ren- 
dered independent of the cathedral, 
with regard to the participation of the 
facrament of baptifm, no lay perfons 
could claim a right to have this ioiti- 
tution performed in Chiift Church, ex- 
cept they were inhabitants of that pre- 
cin&. But from the time of Lanfranc, 
if not before, the members of that ca- 
thedral were a monaflic body: of the 
rigid order of Benedidtines, and were 
fici&tly prohibited to admit any wo- 
men within their walls. Suppoting 
them to have often deviated from this 
rule, which, to be fure, is no very 
improbable fuppofition, yet the monks 
were tog fhrewd and too politic to let 
any of their buildings be converted 
into lying-in apartments’for their con- 
cubines, or inte nurferies for their off.

From a want, then, of fubje&s for 


baptifm within the precings of this 
cathedral, the practice of it, if not ab- 
folutely difcontinued, would of courle 
be very unfrequent. 

Academicus will, perhaps, challenge 
me to offer fome pofxive evidence of 
the monks having formally given up 
the privilege of performing this ini- 
tiatory right; and if he should, I will 
frankly own my inability to roiled 
with his requeft. However, thoug 
jt might not be renownced in exprefs 
terms, it feems to have been tacitly 
relinquifhed ; it cannot, at leaft, be 
fhewn, that the priory ever folicited or 
encovraged parents or others to brmg 
children to be chriftened imtheir church. 
‘This is a reafon which carries forme 
weight with me, becaufe the monks of 
that fociety were remarkably tenacious 
of every right belonging to their con- 
vent, and by no means fcrupulous to 
avoid interfering with the immunities 
of the parochial clergy. But there is 
no great difficulty m accounting for 
their remiffoefs in this inftance: the 
privilege under examination they could 
not turn to any advantage. But there 
was a privilege, that, in the times of 
Popery, had an immediate connexion 
with the office of baptifm, which they 
ftrenuoufly exerted thenvfelves to main- 
tain, for the fake of the emoluments 
accruing from it, This was the right 
of having the chrifm, or unguent, with 
which the baptized perfons were to be 
anointed, confecrated im their chusch, 
and the monopoly of it to all the 
‘dlergy in Kent.

another year, during the abfence of the 
Archbifhop, Gilbert not only refufed 
to confecrate the chrifm at Canterbury, 
but alfo difregatded the earneft en- 
treaties of the monks to tran{mit the 
facred unguent to them, that it might, 
after the ufual manner, be diftributed 
by their facritt to all the clergy of 
the county. Gervafe complains of tide, 
as being a very heavy oppreffion, and 
affures his readers that all perfons were 
concerned to hear, that, at the folemna 
feftival of Eafter, the young daughters 
were rejoicing, while the mother-church 
was in tears, The indifference of the 
members of the mother-church about

Mr. Goftling owns he greatly won- 
dered at Mr. Somner’s affertion, that 
there was no fixed font m Canterbury 
cathedral, before the nobie one given by 
Bifhep Warner, (SeeGent. Mag. 17755 
p- 13-) Tam, however, apt to fufpec 
there were few cathedrals ornamented 
with fixed fonts at a much earlier pe- 
riod, unlefs they had likewife parochial 
altars for the ufe of the lay people of 
fome contiguous diftriéts*. Tull the 
inhabitants of St. Nicolas, in Rochef-

Salifbury cathedral there appears alfo 
to have been a parochial altar; ( Wil- 
kins Cenc. v. ¢. p. 742 5) but in both 
thefe inttances the incumbents of the 
parithes, and not the members of the 
cathedral, adminiftered the facraments 
to their refpective people,and difcharged 
all other minifteria! duties, It is alfo 
ebfervable, that we do not meet with 
any dire&tions for the performance of 
the office of baptifm, either in the con- 
ftitutions of fach of our cathedrals as 
were conventual, or in the ftatutes of 
thofe which were under the government 
of fecular canons... The rules given 
for the due adminiftration of every 
other religious rite are numerous and 
explicit ; but the province of baptiz- 
Wg was not ofligned to any perfon, nor 
was any officer appointed to make the 
necellury preparation.

| kre committed to the care of the 
rift of Chrift church, the burial of 
the laity as wel] as of the monks; 
(Wilkins Concil, v. i. p. 3485) and, 
had he thought that baptiim would, 
or ought to have been ordinarily admi- 
niftered there, it is rather ftrange, in fo 
long, fo tedious a ritual, he hhould not 
give the moft remote hint of a fingle 
circumftance selating to that facred of- 
fice.

vulgar, and-people ofa valgar under- 
ftancing,- form the:bulk of mankind, 


Such men are not to be enlightened by* 
metaphyfical reafoning ;_ a world fo 
wicked as ours cannot be reformed by 
an ethic compend 5. or, can vice be 
lathed into repentance with a feather, 
I ferioufly believe, that, if religion were 
modelled to your defied ftandard, it 
would foon take its flight from the 
earth, and the very traces of it would 
be f{carcely difcoverable among man- 
kind; according to an expreffion of 
Lord Bolingbroke, ‘‘ the Rrongeft bri- 
dle would be then taken out of the 
mouth of that wild beaft Man.”’ Vices 
would know no other re(traint than 
human laws, and paffions would only 
be bounded by fatiated nature. 

That an univerfal religion, of the 
{imple kind you with for, is not ac- 
cording to the will of God, I conclude, 
becaufe I cannot find, in the hiftory 
of the world fince the Creation, that 
fuch.a religion hath ever been any 
where eftablifhed. When was there 
a national religion without either fa- 
crifices, or ceremonies, or myfteries 2 
Moreover, fuch a religion is not adapted 
to the prefent weak and fallen ftate of 
the human mind, I is an obfervation 
obvious to every traveller, that the 
lower clafg of people in England are 
far more irreligiqus, diffolure, and. pros 
fane, than the fame clafs of people in 
Fiance: and yet knowledge hhines 
among us with much brighter rays, 
and our beljef is incomparably more 
rational and found. Why then this 
difference in the people's behaviour? 
I always thought one reafon to be the 
mie g worfhip and pompous ceremo- 
nies of the church of Rome. Some 
of thefe will imprefs an awe on [pec- 
tators of the molt fteady Proteftant 
principles, and on men of the cleareft 
and ftrongeft reafon. What a power- 
ful effect then mult they have on the 
vulgar? Milton, in the whole tenor 
of his life, was an enemy to all hierar- 
chy, fuperitition, and ceremoni¢gs; and 
yet, when the enthufiafm of poetry wag 
upon him, he could {peak with rapture 
ot a cloyfter, painted windows, and 
cathedral fervice; aa 

«« But let my due feet. never fail 

To walk the ftudious cloyfter’s pale, 

And love the high-embowed roof, 

With antique pillars malfy proof, 

And ftoricd windows, richly dight, 
Cafting a dim religious light. 

There let the pealing organ blow, 

To the full-voic’d choit below, 
In‘fervice high, arf anthems clear, 
As may with {weetnefs, through mine 


gar, 
Diflalve 
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' Diffolve me into extafies, 

And bring all Heav’n before mine 

eyes." 

Iam far from being an advocate for 
the church of Rome, It is an immeufe 
fabric of artful fuperitition, and con- 
tains many grofs and dangerous errors. 
In particular, I gannot pardon its ido- 
Jatry, and its diverting from the Su-. 
preme Being to-other objeéts fo much 
of that homage which the whole crea- 
tion owes him. Yet, bad as this reli- 

ion is, it is better than none ; it is 

tter than fimple Deifm ; it is a far 
more effectual prefervative of virtue, 
as well as piety, Among the people, 
tnan a religion {tripped of all myfteries 
and ceremonies, and of every thing 
but moral leétures. Such a religion 
would not only have no externals to 
attract and make men liften to its in- 
firuétions, but it would hkewife almoft 
eatirely exclude the ornaments of elo- 
quence. A moral fubjeét may be ex= 
preffed in elegant language, but is not 
fufeeptible of the fublime. The ora- 
tor that would move the pafions mutt 
not confine himfelf to mere morality 
and frigid reafoning, he mult urge 
bigher confiderations; like the eagle 
foaring to the fun, he muft fometimes 
lead his hearers beyond the bounds of 
rme‘and matter to {cenes invifible and 
eternal. 

Lown that, even in a Jewifh fyna- 
gogne, on hearing the pricit commence 
public worfhip,. 1 have been ftruck 
with pleafing and awful impreffions. 

In that moment I pitied the wretch 
whofe indifference for all religions pre- 
vents him from joining in any aéts of 
public homage to the great Lord of the 
woiverfe, 

No human inftitution is perfe&, and 
confequently the chorch of Engtand is 

-not to; but its defe&ts are few, and 
compatible with every poflible exertion 
of virtue and devotion. Were we to 
comply with the demand of alterations 
at prefent, there is reafon to fear the 
wheat would be pulled up with the 
tares, if tares there are; let them 
therefore both grow up till the harveft ; 
there is nothing but what candour may 
acquie'ce in, there is litile for it to 
pardon, ‘Let me then advife the gen- 
Ucmen to whom thefe thoughts are 
addreffed to conform to the eftablifhed 
faith of their country, and, ivitead of 
ditturbing it with novel opinions, of 
which we have no f{carcity, to adorn 
it with virtuous examples, of which 
wehaye much need.

I anfwer, 
No! the idea never entered a fingle 
American's head, unt a mott ine 
tolerable oppreflion forced it upon 
them. All they required was to re- 
main mafters of their own property, 
and be governed by the fame equitable 
laws which they had enjoyed from the 
firft formation of the colonies, The 
ties of connection, which bound them 
to their Parent Country, were fo dear 
to them, that he who would have ven- 
tured to have touched them, would 
have been confidered as the moft sm- 
pious of mortals; but thele facred ties, 
the fame men who have violated or 
baffled the moft precious laws and rights 
of the people at home, diffipated or re~ 
fufed to account’ for their treafures, 
tarnithed the glory, and annihilated the 
importance of the nations; thefedacred 
ties, I fay, fo dear to every American, 
are now rending afunder, 

You atk, whether it is the weight 
of taxes of which they complain? I 
anfwer, No; it is the principle they 
combat, and they would be guilty in 
the eyes of Ged and men, of the pre- 
fent world and all pofterity, did they 
not reject it; for, if it wete admitted, 
they would have nothing that they 
could call their own. They would bé 
in a worfe condition than the wretched 
flaves in the Weft-India Iflands, whofe 
little peculium bas ever been efteemed 
inviolate. But wherefore fhould I dwell 
on this? Is-not the cafe of frelard th: 
fame with theirs ?) They are fubordinate 
to the Britith empire, they are fubor- 
dinate to the Parliament of Great-Bri- 
tain: hur thev tax themielves. Whv. 
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‘as the cafe is Gmilar, do not you begin 
with thent? But you know, Mr. Bur- 
goyne, the M——-_-—ry dare not attempt 
it. There is one part of your letter, 
which, I canféfs, I do not underftand. 
Tf] recollect right, for I unfortunately 
haye not the letter by me, you fay, that, 
if, the prividege of taxing themfelves is 
what the Americans claim, the conteft 
is atanend. You furely cannot allude 
to the propofitions of N—. It is im- 
poffible that you fhould not think with 
se, and all mankind, that thefe pro- 

itions are no more or leis than adde 
ing toa moft abominable oppreffion a 
more abémmabie infult. But, to recur 
to the queftion of America’s aiming at 
independence, Does any inkrudtion of 
any one of the Provinces to their Repre- 
fentatives, or Delegates, furnifh the 
deaft ground for the fufpicion ? On the 
contrary, Do they not all breathe the 
ttrongeft attachment and filial piety for 
their Parent Country? But if the dif- 
cards all the tenderne(s of a mother, 
and aéts the part of a cruel ftep-dame, 
it muft naturally be expeéted that their 
affeGtions ceafe; the miniftry leave 
them no alternative, aut fervire, aut 
alienari jubént ; it is in human nature, 
it is a moral obligation to adopt the 
Jatter 5 but the fatal feparation has not 
yet taken place, and yourfelf, your 
fingle felf, my friend, may perhaps 
prevent it. Upon fome perfons, I am 
afraid, you can make no impreflion; 
for (o repeat a hackneyed quotation, 

** They are in blood 
** Steep'd in fo far, that, thould they 
wade in more, 
*¢ To return would be as tedious as go 
o'er.” 

But, if you will at once break off all 
conneétions with thefe men, if you 
will wave all confideration but the fal- 
vation of your country, Great- Britain 
may ftand as much indebted to General 

Bargovne, as Rome was to her Camil- 
lus. Do not, I entreat you, my dear 
‘Sir, thmk this the nvad rhapfody of an 
enthufial, nor the cant of a faétious, 
defigning man, for in thefe colours, I 
am told, I am frequently painted. I 
fwear, by all that’s facred, as { hope for 
comfort and honour in this world, and 
to avoid mifcry im the next, that I mot 
earnelily and devoutly love my native 
country ; that I with the fame happy 
relation to fubfilt for ages betwixt her 
and her children, which has raifed the 
wide arch of her enspire to fo ftupen- 

‘dous and enviable an height; but at 
the fame time I avyow, that, if the Par- 
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liament and people thould be depraved 
enough to fupport any longer fome per- 
fons in their {cheme, my zeal and re- 
verence for the rights of humanity 
are fo much greater than my fondnefs 
for any particular fpot, even the piace 
of my nativity, that, had I any influence 
in the Councils of America, I would 
advife not to hefitate a fingle in@ent, 
but decifively tq,cut the Gordian knot, 
now be(meared with civil blood. .  * 
This, I know, is ftrong,. emphatic 
language, and might pafs with men, 
who are ftrangers to the flame which 
the love of liberty is capable of lightin 
up in the human breaft, for a proof of 
my infanity ; but you, Sir, you, unlefs 
I have rmiftaken. you from the begin- 
ning, will conceive that a man in his 
fober fenfes may poflefs fuch feelings. 
In my fober fenfes, therefore, permit 
me once more mofi earneftly to entreat 
and conjure you to exert your whole 
force, energy, and talents, to ftop cer= 
tain perfons in this their head! 
career. If you labour in vain, (as I aak 
repeat I think will be the cafe, ). addrefs 
yourfelf to the people at larpe : 
by adopting this method, | amjfo fan- 
guine as to aflure myfelt of your fuc- 
cefs, and your public character will be 
as illuftrious as your perfonal qualities 
are amiable to all who iotimately know 
you. By your means the coionifts will 
Jong continue the farmers, planters, 
and fhipwrights of Great-Britain ; but 
it the prefent courfe is pe:fite.i in, an 
eternal divorce mult inevitably take 
place. As tothe idea of fubduing them 
into fervitude, and indemnifying your- 
feives for the expence, you muff be con- 
vinced, long before this, of its abfurdity, 
I thould not, perhaps, be extra- 
vagant, if f advanced, that all the thips 
in the world would be too few to tran- 
{port force fufficient to conquer three 
millions of people, unanimoully deter- 
mined to facrifice every thing to liberty; 
but, if it were poflible, the viétory would 
be not lefs rvinous than the defeat 3; you 
would only deftroy your own ftrength. 
No revenue can poffibly be extraéted 
out of this country.. The army of place~ 
men might be encreafed, but her cir- 
cuitous commerce, founded on perfeét 
freedom, (which alone can furnith 
riches to the metropolis, ) would fall to 
the ground. Butthe dignity of Great 
Britain, it feems, is.at Rake... Would 
ou, Sir, if in the,heat of paffion you 
d ftruck a fimple drummer of your 
regiment, and afterwards difcovered, it 
unjuftly, think it any forfeiture of your 
; dignity 
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dignity to acknowledge the wrong ? 
No, (Iam well acquamted with your 
digestion ) you would afk his pardon 
at the head of your regiment. 

I fhall pow conclude (if you will 
excufe the pedantry) with a fentence of 
Latin : “ Fuflum off bellum quibus mecef- 
farium; et pia arma quibus nulla, nifi 
in armis, relinquitur foes.” 1 mot 
fincerely with you a quick and profpe- 
rous voyage, and that your happinefs 
and glory may be equal to the idea I 
have of your merits, as I am with the 
greateft truth and affe&tion,

A Sketch of the late Epidemic Difeafe, 


as it appeared in London. 
About the beginning of the laf 
month, it was mnentioned to me in 
many families, that moft of the fer- 
vants were fick ; that they had colds, 
coughs, fore-throats, and various o- 
ther complaints. 

Inthe fpace of a week thefe com- 
plaints became more general; few 
fervants efcaped them, efpecially the 
men, who were molt abroad: many 
of the other fex, likewife, and peo. 
ple of higher condition, were attacked 
nor were children wholly exempted. 

“The difeafe, which had hitherto 
been either left entiely to itfelf, or 
had been treated with the ufual dome- 
flick medicineg appropriated to colds, 
now claimed the attention of the facul- 
ty, and, for the fpace of near three 
weeks, kept them for the moft part 
univerfally employed. 

Mot of thofe whom I faw, were 
feized (and often fo fuddenly as to be 
fenfible of the attack ) with a (wimming 
or flight pain in the head, a forenefs of 
the throat, and all over the body with 
a fenfe of coldnets, particularly in the 
extremities. A cough foon followed, 
arunning of the nofe, watery eyes, flight 
naufea, frequent calls to make waiter, 
and ‘ome were feized with a diarrhoea. 

More or lefs of feverith heat, in- 
quietude, pain about the breaft, pre- 
cordia, and in the limbs, foon fucceeded, 
but in various degrees. Many were 
capable of continuing in their ufual 
occupations under thefe symptoms ; 


others were obliged to fubmit to cop-. 


finement ; and not afew to their beds, 
The tongue was always moift; the 
fkin feldom remarkably hot or dry ;, 


the pulfe often full, quick, and hardgr, 


than one would have seeped from 

foch a temperature of the dkip. » =) 1 
Several were feized.with a diarrhoeas 

the fools were always black, or of a 


d llow co!our,; and fowete thofey:

In afew ays every complaint abated, 

except’the’ cough ; this continued the 
“Remnr Mac: Feb. wank. 
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longeft of all the fymptoms, and, in 


the fore part of the night, was exceed - 
ingly troublefome and vexatious ; to- 


“wards morning generally came on & 


{weat and eafy expeétoration. 

Thofe who were feized at firk with ' 
very copious defiuctions from the nofe 
and the fauces, or had a plentiful and 
fpontaneous difcharge of black bilious 
tools, or made large quantities of a 
high-coloured urine, or fweated pro* 
fulely, of their own accord, a night of 
two afierthe feizure, foonelt grew well. 

In many cafes it was neceffary to 
take away fome blood, the condition 
of the pulfe and vehemence of the cough 
making it neceflary. The blood was 
almoft uniformly fizy, reprefenting a 
flat cake of yellow tallow, floating in 
a deep yellow ferum., Very few in- 
Rances occurred where the fize formed 
that cup-like appearance which occurs 
in molt of the genuine inflammatory 
diforders, 

By waimth, diluting, cooling li- 
quids, mild diaphoreticks, gentle and 
repeated purgatives, the difeafe for the 
moft part foon gave way, in fubjeéts 
otherwife healthy. Sometimes it was 
neceflary to repeat the bleeding; fome- 
times blifters became neceflary and 
were ferviceable in abating the coughy 
which was the lait of all the fymptoms 
that gave way: after the neceflary 
evacuations, anodynes for the moft part 
had very falutary effedis, 

In many ont Sia the difeafe af- 
fumed the type of an intermitient to- 
warde its decline; the bark however 
did not generally fucceed in curing it. 
The fymptoms, as often bappens in 
bilious diforders, were fometimes ag~ 
gravated by this medicine. A few 
dofes of tome mild cathartick moft 
commonly removed it effefually. , 

Many who negleéted themfelves and 
went abroad with the diftemper upon 
them, frequently got additiona) colds,’ 
and brought on a fever of the moft 
dangerous kind ; a few died phrenetia. : 

Ancient, afthmatic perfons, were» > 
likewife great fufferers for themoft— 
part: a peripneumonick fever came 
gradually on, which often terminated. 
tatally; and of thofewho did recover, 
their amendment was: flow, and»medi- 
cation difficult. a: teva 

And iadeed it appeared that very few 
perfons wholly efcaped the influérce of 
this morbid conftitution : for it feemed 
to aggravate every prefent malady. 

It proved fatal likewife.to several 
very young children, difpefing them 


ta violent canoahe or diarrhceae. 
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‘Perhaps, however, there is fearcely 
am inftance to be met with, of any epi- 
demic difeafe in this city, where fo 
many perfons were feized, and in fo 
fhort a time, and with fo little com- 
parative mortality. 

Though attempts to afcertain the 
caufes of epidemics are for the molt 
part more f{pecious than fubfantial, it 
may not be improper to mention a few 
faéts that gaincd my attention; to 
others many more may have occurred, 
and worthy to be recorded. During 
the greateft part of the fummer, in that 
part of the country where I then was 
(Chefhire), the air was of the moftequal 
temperature Teverknew. In the fpace 
of. two months the quickfilver in the 
thermometer once role to 68, once fell 
to 56; but for fix weeks together, it 
kept between 60 and 66 continually, 
day and night. 

The barometer did not vary much 
more. The weather was during this 
time very changeable, much inclinmg 
to wet; and theugh it rained more or 
Jefs almoft every other day for fix 
weeks, yet upon the whole no unufval 
quantity of rain fell: tt funk into the 
ground as it fell, and made the earth 
very foft and miry 5 but feldom fwell- 
ed the brooks, or occafioned floods. 

During this time, horfes and dogs 
were much affe&ted ; thofe efpecially 
that were well kept. Fhe horfes bad 
fevere coughs, were hot, forbore eat- 
ing, and were long in recovering. Not 


many of them died that I heard of; but - 


feveral dogs. 

To the confideration cf the faculty 
in this city, is this fketch of the sate 
epidemic fubmitred, with all due de- 
ference; and with a requeft, that, if 
the obfervations they have made do not 
eorrefpond with this recital, they will 
he pleafed to conmmunicate their re- 
marks while the remembrance of the 
faGis are recent; in order that as 
exaét an account of this difeafe as pof- 
fible may be tran{mitted to our file- 
eeffors. 

If thofe phyficians in the country, inte 
whofe hands this effay may come, will 
lie fo obliging as to mention the time 
when this epidemic made its appear- 
ance in their neighbourhood, and 
wherein it differed from the precedingy 
fetch, either in the fymptoms, or the 
method of cure, they will likewife 
¢ontribute to the fame good purpofe. 
The united obfervations of the faculty 
at large muft greatly exceed the ut- 
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moft efforts of any individual, how. ~ 
ever warmly he may be difpofed to 
promote the utility of his profeffion.

| age their courfe to the north- 
ward. On the third they recroffed the 

Antarétic circle. “On the 6th it blowed 

a hurricane, the fea rofe to a tremen- 

dous height, and often boarded the thi 

from the larboard cat-head clear off. 

During this ftorm, the fervice bearing 

hard upon the common men, to eale 


them as much as poffible, the captain 


very humanely ordered the officers mates 
béfore the matt. 

On the 8th they came in fight of whole 
flocks of albatrofes, which feem to‘be 
the chief inhabitants of the watery re- 
gions of the fouthern hemifphere, 

On thé 11th another tempett arofe, 
in which it was by miracle the thip was 
preferved, lying from f »t paft two in 
the afiernoon, ul! balf patt three, with 
her lee-gunnel under water; and it 
was by flowing her main-top. gallant- 
matt fail in thax dreadful hurricane that 
fhe righted. 

On the 18h, fil continuing their 
courie to the northward, in lat. 44, 
12, a ftrong gale from §. S. W. 
came on, in which they fhipped feveral 
feas, two of them as high as the lower 
yards. Thefe ftorms were ali of them 
of fhort duration. This laft was fuc- 
ceeded the next day with fine pleafant 
weather, and an eafy gale, which gaye 
the crew an opportunity to repair the 
damages the flip had fultained in her 
rigging, and to air the hammocks, and 
clean between decks; a fervice that was 
never omitted when the weather would 
permit, the. good effe&ts of which were 
demonitratively proved by the healthi- 
nefs of the crew, 

They were now sn a temperate climate 
and, as the thip’s company rightly judg: 
ed, were dire€hing their courfe in pur- 
frit of that country which Juan Fer- 
nandez is faid to have difcovered, and 
whieh, by many able navigators, hag 
been /uppofed, and by fome affirmed, to 
be part of the terra incoynita Aufirelis » 
a fuppofition and affirmation equally 
i] grounded.

| the 23d of February the captain

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was t ill, and fo continued till, she 
4h of March. . 

On the 2d of March they perceived 
a g:eat number of porpuilessolling upon 
the water, Sid in the night a Shark 
feized a fine piece of pork from the 
thip’s fern, that was frethening there 
for the ule of the gréat cabin. Tixfe 
were infallible figns of land being 
near, They were now in lat, 31. 13. 
fleering no:thward; but altered ther 
courie to the N. E. 

On the 3d they faw bonettas, man- 
of-war birds, and egg birds, and as 
they were traveriing in fearch of Jand 
for feveral days, the number of birds 
encieafed continually, as did iikewile 
that of fith. In this traverie it 
was diverting enough to fee with what 
velocity the man-of-war birds darted 
atthe flying fith, when driven out of 
the water by the dolphins and boneitas, 
their natural enemies, 

On the 10th all hands were employ- 
ed in preparations to caft ancaor, being 
pofitive, fiom fo many. figns concuring, 
that land could not be far off. 

On the rith, at fix in the morning, 
they came in fight of the famous Ea- 
sTER ISLAND of the Dutch, and ite 
Davis*s Lanp of the Englith, the 
exiftence of which had been doubted, 

On the 13th thcy founded, and found 

ound at 91 fathom, red and white 
fine corally tand. 

On the 14th they caft anchor, about 
two miles froin land,-.in 40 fathom wa- 
ter, and were vifited by ieveral of the 
natives, who, léd by curiofity, came to 
view the flip. 

The people on board made figns that 
they wanted provifions, and thewed 
them nails, beads, looking - glailes, 
Knives, (ciMlais, &c. toexchange: they 
alfo fhewed them fome linen, and Ora- 
eee a ng They preferred the linea, 

ufe i¢ was white; and indeed any 
thing of that colour Jeemed to pleafe 
them beft. They brought fowls, (weet 
potatoes, a few plantains, and fome ba- 
nanas; but fruit, as well as other pro- 
viGons, were in no great plenty among 
them. The chiefs, on their first com- 
ing on board, brought five or fix fowls, 
geady barbiqued, as prefents to the 
¢aptain, who, in return, loaded them 
swith baubles of fmall value, with which 
they were exceedingly pleafed. The 
men were of the middie Retuse ftrong, 
and aftive: they were naked above 
“dnd below the middle, and had only a 
kind of broad matted girdle to furround 
iho wah, Ths womicn were covered with 


a anes from head to foot; and were, 
befides, painted with a variety of co- 
lours, fuch as orange, red, yellow, and 
white. They approach the neareft to 
the New Restandons im habit and - 
pearance, of any people our navigators 
had yet feen. Thole who came on 
board had no arms ; but the party that 
was fent to reconnoitre the country, 
jaw arms among them that were very 
different from the arms of the iflandets 
in the tropical regions. They remark- 
ed, likewile, a peculiarity that wae 
very fingular: under their hair, whiela 
was in general fhort and bufhy, they 
thought they perceived fomething un- 
common in the ears; and, upon exa- 
mination, they found them of an afto- 
nifiing length, but fo nicely wrapt up, 
by means of the griftles being takén 
dut; that they appeared rather like 
{mail flaned chitterlmgs than ears; 
yet when they came to be unfolded, 
our joucnalift fays, he geafured one of 
them full five inches anda half long. 
Their houfes, or rather huts, were very 
mean, and covered all over, except a 
fmall hole to creep in at, which ferved 
them for door, window, and chimney, 
They were the greate(t thieves they 
met with in their whole voyage ; and 
it was found i+ ceffary to fhoot one 
thief to preferve the lives of many 
others, 

When the Refolution arrived at this 
land the was principally in want o€ 
water; but Of water the #fland was 
alfo in want, They dug a well, but 
that afforded only a brackith bad tated 
fupply, fuch as they met with at the 
ilsada of Middleburgh and Amfter- 
dam ; nor when they had ranged the 
ifland through could they meet with 
any better; yet the natives did not 
feem to regret the want of wate?, 
though they were deftitute of cocoa- 
nuts, the milk of which the tropical 
landers drink in its ftead *. 

In furveying the ifland, the gentle- 
men on board had the curioficy to vifit 
thofe famous ftatues, or more properly 
idols, that gave rife to the fabulous re 
ports of the firft difcoverers, that on 


this ifland they had feen men from 1% 


to 20 feet high. Upon examining 
thefe idols, it appeared, indeed, very 





* Gonzalez, a Spanifh voyager, who 
vifited this ifland in 1770, found man

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wonderfyl by what powers they had 
becn.raifed, or by what art fabricated ; 
for wheiher the material of which they 
are formed>be natural. er. faétitious, 
thele effects are .myfteiious, . Lf. not 
ftone, they, are as Nard as done; and 
if* ftone, they mu@ have been hewn 
from one folid-block.. Qur journalit 
remarked, that (ome of them were carv- 
éd io the form of mens heads, one over 
Another; but the fhort time our voya- 

ers continued upon the ifland, necef- 
farily obliged them to leave many things 
unobferved which deferyed. notice, a- 
Mong a peopir,s who, by their fiuation 
‘on a ipeck of land not more than 32 
or 15 Jeagues in citcumfcrence, and at 
Teaft a thouland miles. from any known 
Jand,, may weil be fuppofed to be o- 
riginal. 

This ifland is fituated in lat.27: 6. 
and in long, 251: 54. E. 600 leagues 
from Calloa, and nearly the fame du- 
tance from the coait of. Chili, ac- 
cording to the Span:fh account. 

No four-footed animals were feen on 
this ifland by any of the voyagers who 


have vifited it; but abundance ef birds: 


neither were any trees feen; but the 
country, which appeared to be highly 
cultivated, was beautifully interfperfed 
with ever-gieen and fruit~ bearing 
fhrubs,and, being divided by inclofures, 

refented to the eye of the voyagers 
he molt delightful profpe& that fancy 
can conceive. 

On the 16th of March our voyagers 
‘weighed anchor, and continued their 
course to the northward till between the 
‘Fropics, when» they, altered their: di- 
reétion. to N. W.. and purfued that 
courfe with litle or no variation tll 
the 7th of April, when,they came in 
fight of a clufter of iflands, calied, by 
the Spaniards, the Marguefas, difco- 
ered by Mindana, in 1595, and fi- 
‘tuated, according to Quiros, between 
the oth and roth degrees of fouth Jati- 
tude, and, between the 140th and 143d 
degrees of weft longitude, in which fi- 
tuation, nearly, they were found by 
our voyagers. 

About 4 in the morning the fhip caft 
anchor in 30 fathom water, fine white 
fand, and as {oon as day-light appear- 
ed, feveral canoes came a-long; fide, and 
one in particular brought, as a préfent 
to the captain, fome bread- fruit anda 
“hog ; the reft very readily confented to 
exchange thei¢ commodities for the ar- 
ticles that were fhewn them by the 
ftrangers on board the fhip. Thusa 
friendly intercouile was immediately 
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begun, which was interrupted, only, 
by fhooting a native dead, who had 
wrenched a piece of iron trom the fhip’s 
fide ; a {mal provocation; furely, from 
a people by whom they expeéted to be 
-fupphed with whatever articles they 
“Were im want, particularly with wood 
and water. a 

The death of this man feemed to 
firike the whole body of Indians with 
‘fear and confternation. Thofe who 
were atfea made rapidly to land; and 
thofe who were leaping, dancing, and 
feemingly exprefling their joy on the 
fhore, tied precipitately to the hills at a 
diftance, where they howled, and made 
many frantic motions for more than an 
hour; and in the mean tyme fome of 
the mott daring among them atrempted 
tocut the rope, and to carry off the 
fhip’s buoy. This being obferved, one 
Of the great guns, loaded with grape- 
fhot, was fired among them, which in- 
ftantly put an end to their enterprize. 
Being now, to appearance, convinced 
of their own inability to annoy the 
Rrangers,they quierly acquiefced in furs 
nifhing them with whatever their coun- 
try afforded. The only weapons our 
journalift faw among thefe. iflanders 
were javelins and flings ; their warlike 
mofic, droms and conchs. 

On fome affront given by the failora 
to their women, the whole body of them, 
men, women, and children, retired 
‘to the mountains; fo that. all traffic 
was at a ftand ; but fome gentlemen be- 
ing deputed to make up the bréach, fo 
effeSlually mediated a reconciliation, 
that they returned loaded with fruit; a 
proof of what Dampier had former] 
obferved, that a thip might fail round 
the globe, and the crew trafic with 
the people, without {pilling blood. 

Among the tropical iflanders, with 
-whofe manners our late difcoverers 
have made us acquainted, the free in- 
dalgence of the women isa leading 
charaéter ; but in thefe iflands the very 
reverfe of that character appears ta be 
the truth; here the women held the leaft 
indelicacy in the utmoft abhorrence ; 
and here the rude attempt of a brutal 
failor drove the women and children of 
a whole diftri&t out of the reach of 
fuch another infult. 

\.Qur jjournalid fays, he faw none of 
their women, but: thofe who did fee 
-them. commended their, beauty. - The 
‘men were of the largeft .fize, ftrong, 
active, and elegantly fhaped. Among 
their chiefs @ diftinE&iom might be ob- 
ferved, by the manner am which, they 
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Wete tattowed. They were covered 
decently round their waifts, and on all 
_ parts of their bodies expofed to view, 
the forms~of birds, of animals, or of 
fithes, were fo curtioufly traced and de- 
lineated, that’no oatlines coold be 
better tketched by the moft ingenious 
European painters. : 

Their chief pride feemed to confift 
in ornamenting their heads and tattow- 
ing their faces. Several of them had 
caps very curioufly wrought, compoled 
of feathers of various colours, interf- 
perfed with fpangles of mother of pearl, 
and other glittering thells. Thele caps 
were very thowy and very becoming, 
Some chiefs wete fo copioufly tattowed 
as to have their very lips puntuated, 

Their houfes are mere: fhells, as are 
molt of the dwellings of the inhabi- 
tants of the tropical iflanders. Shade 
and coolnefs, and a flender covering 
from the dews and little rain that falls 
in that delightful climate, are all that 
nature requires; and where fplendor 
is not the objedt, there will beno emu- 
lation. 

In this rflind, the fame to which 
the Spaniards gave the name of Domi- 
nica, our navigators found every re- 
frefthment they flood in need of ; and 
having fufficiently fupplied the fhip 
with wood and water, on the r2th of 
April they weighed anchor and purfued 
their courte. ; 

On the 17th the man at the maft 
head called out Lanp, which proved 
to be King George's Ifland, fo named 
by Commodore Byron in 1770, (fee 
Vol. XLIH. p. 377) and the fame on 
which the Afiican Galley was cat 
away in 1722. The inhabitants of this 
ifland are in general tall, ftrong, and 
well proportioned; they have no cloath- 
ing, except girdles of white nettin 
about their waifts ; and are the thor 
favage-looking people, our jotrnalift 
fays, he ever faw. By the Dutch they 
have been reprefented as man-eaters ; 
but that is incredible. People whofe 
fubfiftence is chitfly vegetables can 
hardly be fuppofed to be fo fond of 
animal food as to eat one another, 
However, the fhort flay our voyagers 
made at this ifland could afford them no 
opportunity of forming any tolerable 
judgment of the manners and difpofi- 
tions of “its inhabitants. “They juft 
fent their boats afore, and, after killing 
afew of the natives-who oppofed their 
landifg, taking iw fome fréth water, 
and rammraging ‘the ¢oaft for fcurvy- 
Stale anc cova-nats,. of which without 
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ceremony they took enough for their 
ufe, they next day (et fail, and feared 
for Otaheite, whefe they arrived on 
the 22d of April: ’ Pig 
Here our voyapérs continued re air 
irig the thip, refrethin'g' the men, and 
recruiting their ftock of freth provi- 
froris til! the 14th of May, when they 
firddenly took their departureto prev nt 
‘the defertion of the crew, feveral g) 
whom ' were exceedingly enamoyred 


‘with the women, and-no le(s wedded to 


the delights of the place, 
_ [Here the writer of the'voyage befare 
us, takes occafion to bring together_a 
very entertaining atcount of the man- 
ners, ¢uftoms, arts, manufaftures, 
civil ‘government, and religious cere 
monies of the Otaheiteans, colleded 
from the relations of the feveral yoy- 
agers; as well French as Englith, who 
have lately vifited that ifland ; to which 
we refer the curious reatler. ] a 
‘On-the rsth they had An open fea 
and a fine breeze in their favour ; but 
yok as the thip’s canvas was fpreading, 
one of the officers obferved ‘a perfon in 
the! water making from the thip to- 
‘wards the land ; ‘they inftantly hove to, 
and hoifted our the large cutter to feize 
the man’ and to bring him on board, 
He proved to be Mara, the gunner's 
mate, who, having a miftré& on thore 
whom he loved, was endeavouring [6 
make his efcape with a view to be left 
behind. He was pit in irons, and fo 
continued till the hip had cleared the 
Society Ifles, and was in full fail in the 
‘main ocean, i , 
From the rsth of May till the sth 
of Jane our navigators were employed 
in vifiting the chiefs of the neighbour- 
ing ifles, and in cultivating a good cor- 
refpondence with the natives. At 
Huaheiny, Obidee, the Indian who had 
voluntarily entered on board, and had 
gone the voyage, was returned to his 
relations ; and at Ulietea the gentle- 
men were invited by the King to be 
prefent at a play. Their plays, fays 
ovr journalift, confift of three diflin& 
modes of action ; mufic, dancing, and 
farce. Their mufic is but mean, exe 
cept their finging, which is plaintive 
and fweet; their dancing inimitable’s 
and their farce not unlike the drol]s at 
Bartholomew-fair, bit more laugha- 
ble. At night the gentlemen returned 
on board, fot dilpleafed with their day's 
entertainment, nor unaffeéted with the 
charms of fome of the performers, the 
King’s daughters, who were decorated 
with flowers and other ornaments fo 
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prettily interwoven with: their hajr,.as 

_add a grace to their natural. beauty 

hat was.quitejmefittible.. _. « 

If return for their playsy.the Captain 
eo testained tha tayaldaml’y with a dif- 

4y of fire-works, played eff, froma 

ittle ifle about 100 yards. from ‘the 
ftiore, where they had the happielteffedds 
imaginable, and were beheld, wish: the 
reateft admization by the. inhabitants 
or many shilés up the county. 

While thefe reciprocal civilities were 
exchafiging between the officers. and 
chiefs, thes, ‘eatelt attention was paid 
to the ticle of the C. Hogs, ia 
particular, were purchafed in fuch 
nvitibers, and food for them provided 
in fuch plenty, thas the decks aboveand 
below wete crowded with the one or 
the other, . Some were at the fame, time 
killed and falied, but proved very in- 
different meat when opened for ule. 

On thé sth of June thty took leave 
of the Society Ifles, and with a pleafant 
Bale Reered a wefterly courfe, 

On the :6th they came in fight of 
févén {mall alands, full of cocoa-nut- 
trees, bart inaceatible to the fhip, being 
furrounded by aseef of coral that ap- 
peared to have no inlet. 

On the 21ft they difcovered an ifland 
in lat. 18:55, futlof inhabitants; a gab- 
laritracé whoft opposition had certainly 

roved fatal to the life of the Captain, 

jad hie not fortunately perceived a 

avelin that was aimed at his perfon, 

oft tinte enovehe by fleoping, to let 
it fly over his head. Of she Mand, 
however, he took pofleffion in, the 
name of King,George III, naming it 
Paincs FREDeRIC’S IsuanDy in 
honour of the Prince of Wales., 

Finding noting to be procused here 
without bloodied, they ficered for 

namiaka, or, Rotiendam LIilacd, . of 

hich the Duich difcoverers gave the 
molt flattering defcription; but, our 
Woyagers by no means found reafon to 
confirtn their account. The water 
Was very indifferent; and tho’ the 
natives yielded to the exchange of 
Comiodities in the way of traffic, yet 
ft was not without bloodthed that they 
werd refirained: from,adis.of violence. 

From Anamaka they vifited the ifles

the public? |. maft. at the fame timg 
obferve, that the difficulty and mmpor- 
tance of fuch a work requires a more 
fubftantial encouragement than what is 
commonly derived trom mere fubferip- 
tion, ‘The man who devotes himfelf 
to fuch labours ought to reft upon an 
eafy fubfittence ; but how far fhort of 
this is the Doétor’s fiuation, may be 
known by the fmail income of his pre- 
ferment, the whole of which, l am well 
informed, does not exceed gool. per 
annum. As a lover of fcience I am 
concerned, the public too will be con- 
cerned, that fuch a woik mutt neceflarily 
be retarded by the narrownefs of his 
preferment ; and when I fee a dedica- 
tion intended to his Majefty, and am 
informed of the Doéor'’s connection 
with men of f{cience arhong the great 
world, I flatter myfeif; that neither 
the power nor-the telination will be 
wanting to encourage’ and” reward his 
diiting uithed abilities,

AFTER thrite fuffering fhipwreck, 

five times being ftripped, and the 
various dangers he had encountered by 
land and fea, in woods and on moun- 
tains, from wild beafts, robbers, and 
favages, from heat, drought, cold, and 
imprifonments, our traveller's infa- 
tiable curiofity yet expofed him to a 
third voyage, through a defire of vi- 
fiting Ireland and the half of Spain, 
the only parts of Europe he had not 
feen, and alfo of ** borrowing more 
ground in Africa’ than he had dete 
twice before, eGen to Ethiopia, the 
dominions of Prefter Jobn. 

Having obtained his Majetty’s let- 
ters and feals of fafe-condu€t and re- 
commendation to all kings, princes, 
dukes, dc. Lithgow arrived at Dublin 
Auguf 22, 1615, where he faluted 
Sir Oliver St. Joha Lord Grandifon, 
then Lord Deputy, and was cour- 
teoufly received by him, and fevéral of 
the Englifh nobility aud knighthood 
there, particularly the matchlels Lord 
Chichefter, From the rf of. Septem- 
ber to the laft of February, he made 
a general furvey of the whole king- 
dom, (the N. W. part of Connaught 
excepted,) in which he found nothing 
to complain of but the ignorance and 
fluggifhnefs of the people, and the 
bogginefs of the foil, into which he 
often plunged over-mired, faddie, bo- 
dy, and all, and was ofren fet a-fwim- 
mings fo that in five months he quite 
fpoiled fix horfes. Jn the county of 
Donegall, a certain Bifhop (whom he 
names not). at his table was much of- 
fended with our countryman for term- 
ing: his wife Mifre/s ; upon which he 
called her both Madam aod Lady B:- 
foop : at which the. ghoflly Father being 
more incenfed, our author, leaving him 
unfatisfied, fays, ‘* Refolve me, lector, 
if it be the cuftom here or not? And 
if it be, amends hall repay overfight, 
a ghoftly wife fhall be flill Madam La- 
dy with me; if not, mine obferved 
manner fhall be Mifirefs.’ The moit 
Quggith livers under the fun, he thinks, 
are the Barbarian Moor, the Moori/d 
Spaniard, the Turk, avd the Iri/oman; 
yet. the walgar dri, he protcits, ave 
more .br than the undaunted or 
unt Arabian, the devilith idola- 
trous Turcoman, or the moon-wor fhip- 
ping Caramumess oAmong their other 
ftrange and bad cuftom:, he mentiofis 
their“ drawyng their’ ploughs ‘byzhe 
horfes tails, faflened to their bare 

Gent. Mac. Fed. 1776. 
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rumps with ftraw of wooden ‘rope},”’ 
and their © northern wemen piving 
fuck to their bahes behind their thotl- 
ders, without tiking them in’ their 
arms ;"-and of the etcleiaities he fays, 
“ the alehou‘’e is their church, the 
Irith priefts théie coifetrs,” their audi- 
tors be fll ant! fetch more, their prayers 
caroufing, their finging of pfaims the 
whiffing of t- baceo, their left bleffin 
agua vite, and aj) their doétrine Runt 
drunkennels.”" A 

Lithgow embarked at Youghall, in 
Muntkter, Feb. 24, 1620, landed at Sr. 
Malo’s, in Bretagne, and proceeded 
to Paris; from thence to Pau, in 
Bearne,; down the river of Orthis to 
Bayonne, and, crofling the Behobia, 
which divides France from Spain, went 
through Bifcay, Navarte, Arragon, Old 
Caflile, and Galicia, into Portugal. 
After travelling there twenty days, he 
retutned to Salamancha, in Old Caftile, 
arid thence proceeded to the Etcurial, , 
where Philip III. then refided, and 
Midrid. Omitting his de(triptions of 
all thefe places, and alfo of the mife- 
rable travelling in Spain, and the mans 
ners of the Spaniards, we fhall haften 
with our author to Toledo and Gra- 
nada (through Sierrade Morena). At 
Granada he faw the halis and bed- 
chambers of the Moorifhh kings moft 
exquifitely over- filed and indented with — 
mofaical work ; and meeting at An- 
tequera Mr, Woodfon, an Englifh mere 
chant, bound to Malaga, travelled thi- 
ther with him that night: and next 
day hearing of a French fhip in the 
mole bound to Alexandria, finding that 
tranfportation moft convenicnt for his 
defign, (his fafett courle lying through 
Epypt and the Red Sea for Prefler 
John’s deminions,) he foon bargained 
with the mafter for his paflage and 
provifions, 

Meantime, while Lithgow was wait- 
ing there, five days after his arrival, 
Oét. 27, 1620, the Englith fleet that 
went againft the pirates of Alviers, 
anchored at midnight in the road: at 
which the Spaniards being much af- 
frighted, miftaking them ‘or Turks, 
rung their caftle bells backward, bear 
to arms, &c. till morning difcovering 
the Englifh colours, the Gsovernor went 
on board the General, Sir Robert Man-~ 
fel, and at his return diimifed the 
burghers and théir arms. That and 
the next day, hundreds of Lithgow’s 

“ard old familiars, 
Londoners, and covftiers, * coming 
afhore, they were jovial together til 
Sunday 
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' Sunday morning, when he went on 
board the Lion, and was kindly en- 
tertained by the General tiil the next 
_ day, when the fleet petting under fail, 

he unhappily came afore in a fithing. 
, boat, though the general would fain 
have taken him to Algiers; but that 
his linnen, letters, and facket, lying 
in his inn, he coud not go. 

No fooner had be eotered the town 
and was going to his lodging, being 
that night to have embarked for Alex- 
andria, than he was fudden!y feized 
by nine alguazils, who, wrapping him 
up in a black frieze cloak, and griping 
his throat to ftop his crying, carried 
hin on theit arms to the Governor's 
houfe, and thut him in a low parlour, 
On the Governor's apoearance, he de- 
manded the caufe of his thus being 
apprehended ; to which the Spaniard 
made no anfwer, but, fhaking his head, 
confined him in a clofet nll be had: 
been at mafi, when the prifoner was 
again brought before him, the Captain 
ef the Town, Don Francifco di Cor- 


dova, the Alcade Major, and the States | 


Scrivan ; and, after being interrogated 
of his nation, &c. and then withdrawn, 
Don Francifco foon entered his clofet, 
and afking him if he had been in Se- 
ville, or was come from thence, and 
intreating him to confe(s it, on his flat 
denial, as truth required, they were 
much incenfed, and he was brought 
again into their prefence. There, on 
his oath, he was queftioned whether 
the Englifh General was a Duke or 

reat Lord, what was the reafon of 
Bis refufing to come on fhore, bis 
name, and thofe of the other captains, 
their intention, and whether he knew 
of their preparation before he left Eng- 
¥and? Lithgow anfwered all the for- 
mer ‘queftions fatisfaGorily, but de- 
nying that he knew of the failing of 
the fleet, they all four gave a shout, 
and the Governor {wore and faid, Thou 
byeft ke a villain, thou art a {py and 
a traitor, and cameft dire&ly from 
England on purpofe to Spain, acculing 
him withal of having becn nine months 
in Seville, getting intelligence when 
the Spanith fleet was expedted from rhe 
Indies, and with coming exprefsly to 
Malaga to give information to the 
Englifh armada, knowirg their defti- 
nation. On our traveller's exprefling 
his aftonifhment and innocence, he-was 
told, that ** he was feen familiar. on 
Board and on fhore with all the cap- 
tains, and 300 other gentlemen and 
mariners befides,. far beyond. the kind- 
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nefs of an accidental meeting.”* Eith- 
gow then beteught leave to fend for 
fome Englith faétors there, to give evi- 
dence in his favour; but this was re- 
fuled, left he thould be difcovered. He 
next defired that_a ferjeant might be 
fent to his lodging for bis cloak-bag ; 
which being granted, with great pri- 
vacy it was fetched. Opening this 
himielf, he fhewed his Majetty's letters 
in parchment, under his hand and feal, 
dated ‘* Theobalds, Fuly 17, 16195" 
compiled and written by Mr. Thomas 
Read, Latin Secretary, and his in- 
tended peregrination to 4Bthiopia ; but 
this fafe.condu& was dilregarded and 
diibelieved. Nor were they more fa- 
tished bp divers patents, feals, the 
great feal of Jerufaiem, his paff 

and book of arms and Sandusiene Ge 
fundry kings, dukes, princes, viceroys,. 
&c. in profe and verie, in Greek, La- 
tin, and their own tongues 5 bur, feize 
ing on the cloak-bag, confined him a 
third.time, and in the night-time made 
him fign his confeflion. After this, 
the ferjeant took out of his pockets 
eleven Philippos; and, tipping him 
to.his fhirt, found. in his doublet-neck 
137 double pieces of gold. This,. 
which was to have carried him to AE - 
thiopia, the Govenor feized, giving. 
afterwards 200 crowns of it towards 
a new- founded Capuchin monattery 
there, and the filver Philippos were 
given to the ferjeant. 

At midnight the ferjeant and two 
Turkith flaves removed him to a re- 
tired part of the palace towards the 
garden,.and thruft on each ancle a. 
heavy bolt, his legs being put to the 
full itretch by a main “* gad” of iron 


above a yard long, on the ends of 


which the two bolts depended 3. fo that 
he could neither fit, nor walk, nor 
ftand, nor turn, but lay continually 
on his back, the irons being thrice 
heavier than his body. Amudft thia. 
mifery, he could sot help remarking 
to the ferjeant and flaves the juft judg- 
ments of heaven, that he, whofe legs 
and feet the whole world could fcarce 


contain, thouid now be kept fait in 


bolts and irons, in a body-length of a. 
ftone-paved floor.” Giving him fome 
words of comfort, they left him, and 
ftraight teurned again with a pound. 
of boiled mutton, a wheaten loaf, and 
a pint of wine 5. the firft, the beft, and 
the lafL of the kind that ever he got in- 
that woeful manfion. 

Being left alone with Hazier, the 
Tuk, who wis to attend and feed him, 


lying. 
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tying eveay night without his door, 
this poor flave, enquiring his crime, 
fell down on his knees, and befought 
him to have patience, as he could not 
efcape fome fearful trial and horrible 
puniliment ; and if he could -relieve 
him, or difcover him to his country- 
men, {which he durit not under death, ) 
he wonld do it (he faid) on his knees: 
fo leaving him with a weeping good- 
night, he made faft the door, and car- 
ried the keys to Areta, a Spaniard, and 
keeper ef ihe filver plate. 

Next day .the Governor alone en- 
tered the prifon, and urged Lithgow 
to confefs that he was a fpy, and he 
would be his friend, and procure hrs 
pardon: but Lithgow iil protetting 
bis innocence, he left him in a rage, 
and fwore he fhould tee his face no 
more, ull he was forced by grievous 
torments; firt in his hearing charging 
the flave to fuffler nome to come near 
him, and no food to be given him but 
three ounces of mufly brown bread 
every other day, and a pint of water, 
nor any bed, pillow, or coverlet, to 
be allowed him. The room alfo he 
ordered to be made a —— by 
flopping wp the window and all the 
a oF ‘is door; fo that in defpair 
and darknefs, 1m mufery and iron, the 
poor captive lay languithing on the 
ground, ** every hour wifhing another's 
coming, every way the night, and every 
night the morning.”” At length, his 
body growing exceedingly weak and 
infim, the Governor (after hearing 
from Madrid) hattened to put in exes 
cution bis bloody purpofe before Chrift- 
mas holidays, leit the prifoner thouid 
be utterly famifhed and unable to wa- 
derge his trial.

li maybe propec to add, that this 
accomplithed Lady was fitter to the late 
Lord Bolingbroke, and was married to 
Robert Kaight, Efq; (fon of the ca- 
fhie:,) afterwards created Lord Luxbo- 
rough and Earl of Catherlough, who 
died in 1772, but, for reafons we know 
not, after having had a fon and daugh- 
ter (both fince dead), lived feparate 
from him, at Barrells, in Warwick thire, 
from whence molt of thefe Letters are 
dated. 

Pieafing and flattering as thefe Let- 
ters mult have been to Mr. Shenitone, 
the public would have been no lofers 
by the fupprefion of many of them ; 
of fuch wemean as relate to perfons 
whom nobody knows, and fubjedts for 
which nobody cares. Of the former 
clais are Meffis. Outing, Hal, Rey- 
nolds, &c. though the name of the 
former occurs fo often, and on fuch 
trivial occafions, that it reminds us of 
Mr. Froth, in Clarinda’s Journal (fee 

athe Speétator, No. 423). Of the lat- 
tcr are compiiments and appointments 
long fergotien, and improvements at 
Basrelis aod the Leatowes, now, un- 
intelligible, Had all thefe been omit- 
aed, though she book would have 
fhrunk. to a duodecumo, is intriniic 
valu to abl but the bookfeller would 
haye been much enhanced. Strange it 
is that the ediiors of iuch colleétions 
_fhould not think it necefiary to omit 
ali thatis merely local and temporary, 
aud interefting only to the parties, and 
to, fele&t what is generally ufeful and 
entertaining ; fuch as moval refledtions, 
remarkable anecdotes and occurrences, 
and characters ot ‘books that are read, 
and peyious that are known. Of fuch 
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the following extraéts may ferve as 2 
{pecimen, - : < or 
** I SAW to-day, in the London- 
Evening- Pott, a letter which refleéted 
upon my brother B——ke, in regard 
to Mr. P—pe’s treachery to him ;-in 
which the blame feems to be thrown 
upon my brother. I have not yet feen 
any one thing more that has been pub- 
lifhed concerning it, except a preface 
in a Magazine, in his favoor, the truth 
of which I could atreft ; and have often 
wondered he could fo long fiifle the 
abominable ufage he met ith from 
P——pe in printing his work, which he 
had intrufted to him to review; intend- 
ing that it fhouid not be publifhed till 
after bis own death. The letters be- 
tween P—pe and the printer, bargain- 


‘ing for the price, were found by Lord 


Marchmont, whofe bufinels it was, by 
Pope’s laft-cur//, to look over his pa- 
pers jointly with Lord Bol—ke; but 
as to the fubjeét of the book, I know 
nothing of it; nor is that to the pur- 
pole, as to P—pe's bafenefs to the beft 
of friends; without whom he had ne- 
wer fhone in the Effay on Man." 

Her Ladythip, we find, wes fo little 
acquainted with the literary world, as 
to afcribe the late Mr. Coventry's Pom- 
pey the Little to Fielding, to think 
that the author of Peregrine Pickle 
(Dr. Sniollett) was a lawyer, and not to 
know who wrote the Elegy in a Couns 
try Church yard.—In another letter we 
are told that Lord Bolingbroke had 
thaughts of ending his days with her; 
but foon after he ended them at Bat- 
te fea, Of his latt illnefs we have the 
following particulars: ** My brother 
Bolingbroke is to fend a fet of hories 
from Batterfea on Saturday next, to 
fetch me to him. He would have had 
me come fooner (as being. his only 
comfort) if I had been able... He hag 
a cancer on his cheek-bone, which ig 
already an inch and half diameter, and 
three quaiters of an inch thick. He is 
not under fo much apprehenfion as I 
am for him.”’—And again, in a fub- 
fequent letter :.‘* My brother fays, he 
is hopetul I fhall find his cancer near, 
if not quite, extirpated ; which revives 
me a litle. If it be fo, it wiil do ho- 
nour to tbe perfon who underteok the 
cure, and whom Mr. Chefelden, ina 
Jeiter to me, treated with fome fcorn, 
asa cancer-cuver, operator, &c. But ° 
before my brother. employéd him, he 
had fufficient «flurances that the remedy 
had fucceeded in a multitute of cafes ; 
which he tovk care to have samine’ 

: an 
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and verified: therefore, he fays, he 
fhould even be more unfortunate than 
it belongs to bim to be, if it failed in 
his cafe alone.”"—He was fo unfortu- 
nate, and Chefelden was right. And, 
apropos, (to ule her Ladythip's favou- 
rite exprefiion,) we remember to have 
heard that this noble ptiilofopher left 
the world in a very unphilofophical 
manner, execrating this quack, &c. 

—P. 413. ‘* Do not tormert your- 
felf more than is neceffary about the 
embroiiment of worldly affairs ; but 
avoid, if poffible, the devouring mon- 
fter called Law; it often fwallows 
juttice itfelf. I remember to have 
heard Lord-Chancellor Cow;-er fay, 
‘© If every body knew as much of the 
law as I do, they would, were their 
caufe ever fo good, give up half rather 
than embark in our courts.” This I 
take to be a good caution. Thole 
Jawyers' who are not arrived to the 
fummit of their wites, and who tafle 
the fweets of large fees, will not {peak 
fo fincerely.”* 

Some occafional notes would have 
rendered many paffages in thefe epiftles 
much more interefting and intell:gible. 
Many readers, for inftance, will be as 
much ata lofs as the writer in regard 
to the gen'lemen-g/ums and lady-gaw- 
ries, (mentioned in a French letter, 
p- 2¢0,) tor want of being referred to 
the Hifiory of Peter Wilkins, then jul 
poblithed, &c. And the following paf- 
faze, relating to her Ladythip’s daugh- 
ter, would have been illuftrated by our 
being told that Mrs W—— had an 
intrigue with the Hon. Mr. Child, 
for which fie was divorced, and after- 
wards married “ ber favourite.” 

‘© My fpirits are not only depreffed 
with what affects yours, as folitude, 
winter ftorms, and more heavy winter 
evenings, but alfo by the ftorm my 
dauchter’s imprudence ‘(to call it by 
no worte a name) has raifed, not only 
in her family, but in the world. This 
melancholy icene to her friends is, I 
fuppofe, an amufement to the public, 
and will thortly be a ftill greater one, 
who will divert themfelves at her and 
her favourite’s expence, whilft her huf- 
band and friends lament her folly.” 

—P. 145, we have the following 
paflage:—Her Ladythip had expreffed 
fome hopes of knocking down ten éc- 
thfaflical trees, which obftru&ed her 
bal tig :—-“* Jf the whole college of 

ing’s in Cambridge fhould be more 
favourable to me than one fingle joint 
gf a foe (I will not fay limb) of a 
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college which you had to deal with, I 
fhall triumph,”’ &c.—Q. Should not 
the word in Italics have been toe? 
Mr, Shenftone, it feems, had been de- 
nied a fimilar requeft from his rector.

From what he had faid the other 
night *, under a ftate of fatigue and 
indifpofition, it had been prefaged, 
he faid, that his adminiftration was 
drawing toa period.

but at the fame time he declared, 
that, unleis the King difmified him, or 
the majority of the Houfe, difapproving 
his early” § defired his difmiffion, he 
would not give up the condué of the 
bufinefs to any body elfe. 

He difclaimed the idea of engaging 
the Indians in the war, until the Ame- 
ricans themfelves had firft applied to 
them; that General Cariton did then 
epply to them; but, even then, only 
for the defence of his own province. 

He concluded with affuring the 
Hovfe, that things wore a much better 
afpcét at prefent [Nov. 20] than a lit- 


tle while ago; that Halifax was now © 


{sfe; that he would venture to affert 
that Quebec was not in the hands of 
the sebels; and that there was great 
reafon to prefume, from the known 
bravery and military prowefs of Go- 
vernor Cariton, that it never would 
be in their hands. 
Mr. F-x rofe up, and, with much re- 
hemence and great Arength of argu- 
_ynent, attacked the motion. He faid, 
_ the propofitions of peace held farth in 
the propoed bill, like thofe of laf 
year, were delofive, and were intro- 
duced with no other view than to mif- 
Jead this country into vindi@ive mea- 
fures to gratify the diabolical difpoh- 
tions of a fet of minifters, who, by 
them oppreffive meatures, were held in 
abhorrence throughout America; that, 
afier having once attempted isfidroufly 
to divide the colonies, it was the height 
of foly, and fthewed the weaknets of 
a defperate junto, to renew a pitiful 
artifice, which could have no ether ef- 
fet than to expofe the abye& fate of 
this Houfe, and to render the Britith 
Legifl ture contempridle in the fight 
of ali Europe. The great fuccels, he 
fid, that is expe&ted to follow trom 
the otters of peace to fifhing towns and 
hamlets, has already been laughed at 
by the body of American confede:ates ; 


and the ruin with which the colonies _ 


are threatened in cafe of refiftance, they 
wil} hold in equal derihon, becaufle 
th y know, that, while they continue 
firm, thofe threats can never be carried 


* Alluding to what he faid on Mr, 
Berke’s propolitions for seconciliatioa, 
ace p. 56, 
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into execution againft them. “The fyf- 
tem of defpotifm formed by the junto, 
will, by the propofed bill, be rendered 
incontrovertible: thofe among the De- 
legates who fill entertain osnents 
favourable to Government, will now 
be truck dumb. The bil! reduces the 


‘conteft to this alternative ; either fub- 


mit implicitly to the mercy of your 
known and avowed enemies, or pre- 
pare yourtelves-for war. Willa pow- 
erful and brave people, the defcendants 
of Englifhmen, whofe anceftors bled 
for liberty, hefitate a moment which 
to chufe ? Submiffion, or the fword ? 
Is there a gentleman in this Houfe, is 
there a Briton born, who, in like cir- 
cumfances, would hefiate a moment 
which to chufe? Why, then, irritate 
a Spirited people to rife in arms again 
deliberate as denouncing vengeance, 
tinfcled over with the fiimty gilding of 
an infidious peace! Why continue to 
provoke your feilow. fubjeéts by bill 
after bil}, all uniformly tending to 
render them defperate, in order to fur- 
nith a handle for exercifing the mot 
cruel, arbitrary, and tyrannical acts 
again them! He concluded with ob- 
ferving, (nat no gentleman could give 
his fanétion to this motion as it now 
fiooa, without being confcious of voting 
for a declaration of war; yet, for the 
fake of his country, for the fake of 
Americay and as a prelude to peace, 
he was willing to go fo far with the 
Noble Lord who propofed the motion, 
as the repeal of the three ats therein 
mentioned, and therefore moved the 
following amendment: To leave cut 
the words, fo probibit all trade and in- 
tercourfe with the eclontes, &c. to the 
word refpedively 5 and to lave out 
the words, aad to enable bis Majefly, 
&c. to the end.—Note, the words ta 
be left out are included between cro- 
chets [  }. 

Sir Geo. H~y faid, that the queftion 
was pot now about a declaration of 
war, for that war was already declared 
on the part of the rebellious provinces ; 
that the great confideranon at prefent 
was, how beft to terminate a war in 
which we have been involuntarily in- 
volved ; that the bill propofed appeared 
to him to be the only poffible means 
by which the obfinacy of the Ameri- 
cans could be overcome; that invita- 
tion being reje&ted, coercion became 
the neceffary confequence ; that it was 
unjof to charge the rebellion of the 
Americans to the meafures of Admi-. 
niftration, as no meafures had been 
» purfued 
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purfued but by the advice and con- 
currence of Parliament; that nothin 
could give colour to rebellion, or, if 
you will, to refitance, uolefs an un- 
couftuntional power had been exerted, 
ora conftiiutional power exercifed in 
an arbitrary way ; that a violation of 
the conftirution could not be pretended, 
nor any undue ufe made of lawful 
authority ; that, ‘if any of the laws 
made for the government of the co- 
lonies in their iwfancy, were now be- 
come inapplicable and bertheniome to 
them in their more advanced ftate, 
thofe laws might be revifed, and, if 
found oppreflive, alterad or repealed ; 
bor that could not poffibly, he faid, 
be.attempted while the cotoniet, with 
arms in their hands, defied the autho- 
rity of the Legifl:ture by whom thofe 
laws were enacted, Either the colo- 
nies muft Jay down their arms volun- 
tarily, and acknowledge the fupreme 
legiflative authority of Great Britain, 
or they muft be compelled fo to do, 
before any negociation can take place ; 
for it would he the moft humiliating 
difgrace to treat with rebels on the 
footing of free ftates. He, therefore, 
gave his hearty concurrence to the 
motion ; and hoped that every Briton 
would concer in‘ opinion with him, 
firtt to reduce this formidable Ameri. 
can confederacy to obedience, and 
then, after acknowledging their error 
in feeking redrefs by force of arms, to 
render them ftritt juftice in regard to 
their complaints, 

Lord Howe acknowledged the force 
of the Honourable Gentleman's argu- 
ments; but lamented the ftruggle 
which every Britihh officer mutt feel 
whofe lot it was to ferve in fuch critical 
fituations, When engaged in a forsign 
war, his Lordthip oblerved, the glory 
of bis country animated the brealt of 
every Britith (oldier, and warmed him 


with an ardour to glow for victory 4: 


hut on the prefent occahion, tho’ duty 
r-quired him to obey command, and 
his honour was engaged to maintain 
bis poft, yet that alacrity for battle 
mult be wanting by which Britith fol; 


diers are diitinguifhed from all others. 


He doubted not, he faid, but that the 
diferen.e had been felt by his worthy

d:flenting voice 1 That the miniltry 
who repealed the Stamp A& durft not 
do it without at the tame time paffing 
the Declaratory Adt, to mark the fupres 
macy of this country, and to thew 
that the nation expected fuch an ac- 
knowledgement. 

General Conway did fot fee, he 
faid, the ule or neceflity of fuch a de- 
clatory law. It was a declaration on 
one fide, which was never dilputed, 
nor ever expre(sly acknowledged on the 
It was a declaration that had 
betrer never been brought in quef- 
tion. The Colonies had from their 
very infancy, acknowledged it in deeds, 
tho” not in words ; and tho’ it was no 
where to be found in their records, it 
was written in their hearts never to be 
obliterated, had it never been agitated. 
It was the unlimited ufe that fome 
hungry ftatefmen were eager to make 
of it, which caufed the Americans to 
take the alarm, and to endeavour to 
confine it within the line of conftitu- 
There are certain 
rights which ought never to be brought 
inio litigation’; he inftanced the fepa- 
rate clams of the Lords and Com- 
mons, which fhould they ever be dif- 

uted muft inevitably end in the ruin of 
Both. Wou.d it be prudent to levy war 
on fuch a conteft? Would any friend te 
his country with it?) Would any enter~ 
prifing ftatefinan, to carry a favourite 
point, dare to advile it? Who will take 
upon him to fay, that the prefent con- 
tett will not be equally fatal t Who 
will ftand torth and pledge himfelf to 
Parliament, that with all the force of 
this nation he will fubdve America in 
any giventime, There is, he faid, a 
great difference between a foreign war, 
where the whole vf the Come, ge

fieart im hand-to conquer or to rifque 
their Ail, and a domettic war on points of 
civil contention, about. which one half 
of the peopie differ in opinion from the 
other half. Im the firtt cafe, no officer

bis fellow -fubje&s, ought to afk him- 
felf whether the caufe 1s jul or no, 
and if hts confcience is againft it, all 
the emoluments in the world ought 
nevef to prevail upon him to draw his 
fword. Surely, where fuch a.conten- 
tian begins: to operate, the bufinefs 
of Parliament fhoutd be to compofe and

Mr. Attorney-General rofe with fome 
warmth to reply tothe Hon. Gentleman 
who fpoke laff. He might, he faid, 
juftify his confcience to himfelf, but 
not hold it out asa point of doGrine 
to be taken wp in.a certain Jine of fer- 
vice, where his opinions might be fup- 
poled to ha 
thofe opinioits were once eftablithed, 
they would neceffarily go to. a diflolu- 
tion of all civil government, He ap- 
proved, he faid, of the noble Lord's 
snotion, becaufe it retained the primary 
idea of taxation, yet left an opening 
to Ametica to raife her fhare of the 
fupply by granting it in her own affem- 
blies, and giving it in her own way.

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to defiroy our Weft India trade, and te. . 
drive the inhabitants of thofe Mande 
inty rebellion alfo. Great Britain, he 
faid, was the only covatry upon earth 
which had found out the art of fatif- 
fying the people that they are in fecu- 
rity againft oppreffion, by carrying 
oppreflion to the fartheft limits of its 
empire. You cannot, faid be, govern 
the Colonies without employing the 
whole power of the fate, and inftead 
of fendigg it with the neceflary and 
conftituuonal checks, you are going to 
fend out a Commiffion to exeicife not 
the conftitutional, but the diétatorial 
power of the Crown.

TPHERE are fome, fays he, of the 

family of Gallilcto, the famous 
mathematician, fill in being. | He was 
poble, and m:rried the woman by whom 
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he had feveral children, a litcle before 
he died, in order to legitimate their 
iffu-. 

Gallileo was foreed by the Pope 
Urbanuys VIIT. to abjure the opmivns 
for which he had been put in the Inqui- 
fition, which the Great Duke Ferdinand, 
who was tris patron, would have prevent 
ed, (if he had thought they would have 
carried their rigour fo far,) by fending 
him away fecretly to Germany orFrance. 
He dea in a village a little [way] 
from Floience, being, as it were, ba- 
nifhed the city as the condition of his 
relaxation and abfolution, 

He lics buried in the church of | 
Santa Croce, or rather in a chapel ad 
joining to the fame, where his buftg 
Rands over his remains. It has been 
talked as if the Florentines de- 
figned to raife an expenfive monument 
to the immortal fame of their citizen 
and countryman, in the fame church, 
over-againit Michael Angelo’s tomb. 

Viviani, Gallileo’s {cholar, and fa- 
mous mathematician, is now very old, 
and almoft fpent, as he told me hime 
felf, when I afked him how he did? 
Jo me confumo, faid he. He bas pub- 
liflied his book De Locis Solidis, and 
dedicated it to the King of France, 

His nephew Panzonini is an inge- 
nious young man, and has made a 
great progrefs in the mathematics, and 
chicfly in algebra, which his uncle un- 
deritood but litide of. 

The family of Strozzi have retired, 
with the greateR part of their effects, 
to Rome, and are eftablifhed there, 
They have feveral palaces at Florence, 
and were the chief competitors with 
the family of Medicis in the time of 
the republic, and about the time the 
latter fet up for fovereignty. 

The Duke is at Rome. 

The Paglio that is rum for yearly 
with aff:s was made by the Medicis 
upon fome weak action of the Strozzi 
to expole them to the laughter and ri- 
dicule of the people; but one of the 
family told the Great Duke, who ral- 
fied him lately jult before the race be- 
gan, by telling him, We ere going to 
run your Paglio, that he might well 
expofe them tor affes, for if they had 
net been fuch, his Highnels would not 
have figured away Yn his prefent rank. 

The Marquis Richards ts the richett 
fabje im Bultany, and has about 
40,000 crowas a) year, He is Great 
Sieward, and’ has been at Rome for 


fome time, upon fome differcoce with 


the Great Duke, 
farGne. 
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_ Corfini, Coifi, Ranuccini, and Sal- 
viati, have all plentiful eflates; and 
it is obferved, that the Florentines, 
when they come to be very rich, go to 
Rome for good and all. 

They are great ceconomilts, and 
fpend fo little in their families, that a 
very moderate eftate in a few years 
comes to be confiderable. ; 

Signior Antonio Magliabechi® fays, 
the reafon why Florence does not flou- 
rith vow as it did former.y, is, becaufe 
there is no encouragement from the 
Prince, who is fallen into the depth of 
devotion; and from his public affairs 


he {pares po time but what is heftowed ° 


upon viliting of churches and tranf- 
porting of bones and reliques; that 
the Monks have their gain by his de- 
votion; and that he runs through icven 
gr cight churches daily, and juit claps 
himfelf down before one image till he 
hias faid two or three Avics, and fo to 
another, till he has finithed the circle 
for the day.

early Acquaintance with the Works 
of Nature.’ 

N the month of June, Lucy, Emi- 
lia, and Jacobus, were catsjed by 

Hortenfia to view the crouds of com- 

pany, as they pailed to the races which 

are aanually heid upon Kerfal Moor, 
near Manchefter. The variety of coun. 
tenances which they faw, the mirth of 
fome, the eagerneis of others, and th 
diffipation of ail, furnifhed a delight. 
fal entertainment to their young minds, 
vnalloyed by any reflections on the ex. 
trayagance, gaming, and intemperance, 
which fuch diverGons produce. Whilit 
they were enjoying this fcene of plear 
fure, they obferved two mea advancing 
ona full gallop, (purring and lahhi 
their "i to incréate their ipeed. 

The day was extremely hot, and one 


af th¢ haries fell galping almoft at the 
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feet of Jacobus, By his agility the 
ridérs inftanily freed himfelf from the 
ftircups, and rifng with fury from the 
ground, he beat his horfe in the moft 
avage afd celentlefs manner. The 
poor animal was unable to move; and 
at every flroke of the whip exprefled 
his agonies by the moft pie:cing groans, 
In vain the furrounding croud intery 
ceded in his behalf. ‘The tyrant to 
whom he belonged, inflamed with an 
ger and revenge, continued inexorable g 
and Hortenfia withdrew,with her youn 
charge, from a {pedtacle fo painful = 
diftreffing. 

When Eupbronius returned to Hart. 
Hill in the evening,his children flocked 
around him, impatient to relate this 
tale of woe, 1 know and pity the un- 
happy horfe, faid he; and if you will 
litten to me, I will give you the par, 
ticulars of his hiltory. The fire of 
this animal was a native of Arabia Fe- 
lix, where he ranged without controul 
in the moft fertile and extenfive plains, 
enjoying all the luxuries of Nature, 
He was the leader of a herd which 
confitted of more than five hundred of 
his (pecies ; and thus fupported by the 
united force of numbers, no healt of 
the foreit durft attack him, When his 
followers flept, he ftood as centinel, 
to give notice of approaching danger ; 
and if an A:ab happened to advance, 
he fometimes waiked up boldly towards 
him, as if to examine his ftrength, o¢ 
to intimidate him; then inftantly he 
gave the fignal to his fe'lows, by a 
Joud fnorting, and the who'e herd fled 
witb the (wiftnefs of the wind. In one 
of thefe flights he was taken by a trap, 
concealed upon the ground, which en« 
tangiing his feet, made hint an eafy 
prey to the huoter. He was carried 
to Conitantinople ; fold to the Britith 
envoy there; and brought hy him inte 
Engiand, to improve our breed of 
hories. The firft colt he got was the 
pot animal whofe fulferings you now 

ament, and whom I remember to have 
feen gay, fioliciome, and happy. He 
was ted in a large pafture, where he 
ufed to gallop round and round; trying 
every active movement of his limbs, 
aud increaling his ftrength and agilit 

by thofe garnbols and exercifes hich 
jocund nature, in early youth, infpires, 

Thus pafled the firft period of his 
life; but now his fate of fervitude 
and mifery commenced. To render 
him more tame and paffive, a painful 
operation was performed upon him, 
by which the ize and Armnels of his 
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mufcles were impaired, his fpirit was 
Sevreff:d, and he Joft, with the dif 
tinGiion of his fex, one effential power 
of ufefuinefs and enjoyment. Nature 
had furnifhed bim with a flowing tail, 
which was at once an ornament, a co- 
vering for what fhould be concealed, 
and a weapon of defence againft the 
flies in fummer. But falfe tafte de- 
creed the extirpation of it ; and feveral 
joints were taken off by a coarfe’ in- 
Sramest, and blundering farrier. The 
blood gufhed from the wound ; and, 
to flop the difcharge, the tender part 
was feared with a red-hot iron. At 
this inftant of time'I pafled by ; and 
whilft I was pierced to the heart with 
the fufferings of the horfe, I faw the 
favage who inflicted them, fufpend his 
operation, to curfe and beat bim for 
the groans he utiered. When the tail 
was thus reduced to a ridiculous fhort- 
nefs, it was thought that a turn up- 
wards would give additional grace to 
it. And to produce this cffc&t, feveral 
deep cuts were made on the under fide 
of it; and the tail was drawn, by a 
cord and pulley, into a moft painful 
pofition, till the granulation of the 
flelh was compleated. He was now 
trained, or broke, as it is ufuilly 
termed, for riding 5; and dusing this 
feafon of difcipline, he underwent all 
the fevernies of the ath and fpur. 
Many a time were his fides covered 
with blood, before his averfion to the 
afs could be fully fubducd. The dread 
of this animal he derived from bis 
fire; for in the ftate of Nature, the 
afs and the horfe bear the utmoft-anti- 

athy to each other, And if a horfe 
eee to ftray into the paftures where 
the wild affes graze, they attack him 
with fury; ard furrounding him to 
prevent his flight, they bite and kick 
him till he dies, When rendered per- 
feéily tra@able, he was fold to the 
prefent proprie:or, whom he has faith- 
Fully and affeétionately ferved during 
ten years. He has been a companion 
to him in various journeys; has borne 
him with eafe and fecurity many thou- 
fand miles ; has contributed to reftore 
him from ficknefs to healh, by the 
gentle exercife which he afforded ; and 
by the fwiftneis of his feet he has 
twice refeved him from robbers and 
affaffins. But he is now growing old; 
his joints become iff ; his wind fails 
him ; and urged beyond his fpeed, on 
fo fultry a day, he fell breathlefs at 
your feet. In a few hours he reco- 
wered himltlf ; and the owner has fince 
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difpofed of him, at a low price, to 
the mafter of the poft-horfes in Man- 
chefter. He is now to be rode as a 
common hackney, or to be driven in 
a chaife ; and he will be at the mercy 
of every coxcomb traveller, who gal= 
fops night and day through different 
countries, to acquire a knowledge of 
mankind, by the obfervation of their 
manners, cuftoms, laws, arts, police, 
and government. It is obvious that 
the horfe will foon be difqualified for 
this violent and ciuel fervice; and if 
he furvive, he will be fold to grind 
inamill. In this fituation his exer- 
cife will be lefs fevere, but almoft with- 
out intermiffion ; the movement‘in a 
circle will produce a dizzinefs in the 


‘ head; and in a month or two he will 


become blind. Still, however, his la- 
bours are to continue; and he may 
drag on years of toil and forrow, ere 
death clofes the period of his fufferings. 

The childien were much affeéted by 
this narrative ; and Jacobus cried our, 
with emotion, ** { love my little horfe, 
and will never abufe him. And when 
he grows old, he fhall reft from his 
work ; and I will feed him, and take 
care of him till he dies.”

New Teftament aman: heace the 
Socinians make him to be only a mere 
man, ard will not allow him to have 
been originally of a fuperior rank or 
nature.

Thus Gabriel (the angel who ap- 
peared to Zacharias and the Virgin 
Mary) is ca!led the man Gabriel. Dan, 
ix. 22. So that perfon cloathed in li- 
nen, who appeared in fo glorious a 
manner to Daniel, is called @ man, 
Dan. x. 5, 6. and xii. 6, 7. though 
he plainly feems to have been fome 
angel, The angel alfo that appeared 
to Manoah and his wife is alfo filed 
aman. Judg. xiii, 10, Of. 

So likewife two of the three men 
who appeared to Abraham, and dined 
with him, Genef. xviii. 2. were the 
angels who went afterwards to Lot at 
Sodom; and the third was the Lord 
himfelf, or the vifible Jehovah. 

Hence it appears, that every being, 
of whatever fuperior nature or rank, 
who took upon him the form of a man, 
was called a man, while he continued 


in that thape or form; and therefore 
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our Saviour himfelf, though he was 
the firft born of every creature, the be- 
ginning of the creation of God, who 
was in the beginning with God, and 
had a glory with him before the world 
wat, and whom God loved before the 
foundation of the world; and who 
created all things which are in heaven 
and on the earth, vifible and invifible:

Mr. URBAN, . 
‘ |Neclofed you will receive a drawing 

of a Planifphere upon a new Projec- 
tion, which I hope will be found no 
ioconfiderable ‘improvement in facili- 
tating the fcience of geography to 
Jearners. It reprefents a much truer 
picture of the earth's furface than the 
flereographic projections. 

I have now fent only the Eaftern 

half of the globe; the Weftern fhall 
foilow, if you approve of the new con- 
frudtion ; concerning which it may not 
be improper to give the following ac- 
count : 
_ Towards the clofe of the year 1769, 
- having fome thoughts of drawing up 
a thort introdu@ion to geography, in 
which the following acknowledged 
principles were to be the grountd-work, 
nainely, 

y. Each Pole is equally diftant from 
every point of the Equator. 

* a. Parallels of latitude are parallel 
to the Equater. . . 


3- Meridians are equal to’each other, 
and to the Equator. 

4. Degrees of latitude are equal to 
each other, not only between the fame 
parallels, but alfo in ail parallels. 

5- Degrees of longitude at the Equa- 
tor are equal ro thote of latitude, aad 
in each paraliel they are equal to each 
other, 

All which, fo appearance, being cone 
tradicted by the Rereagraphbie projeftion 
of the furface of the {phere of the earth 
ona plane (though ftrict!y true accords 
ing to perfpedtive), made me refolve to 
try if it was not poflible to form a pic- 
ture agreeabie to.the above principles. 

Accordingly, refle&ting, that if from 
N, as centre with the radius N C, an 
arch was defcribed interfeGing that of 
AN B in the points W. and E. each 
arch would be one third part of the 
circumference of equal circles, and con. 
fequently WN E half the outward me. 
ridian equal to WCE half the Equa- 
tor; parallel to which lines for latitude 
might be defcribed: this thought com- 
plied with the two frit principles, 

Next accounting the radius N C as 
unity or 1, the arch WN (a Gxth pare 
of the circumference or fourth part of 
the true meridian) mult be 1,047, fo 
that the greateit difference in the meri- 
dians (which is at NC) is not one 22d 
part of the true meridian at NW; 
whereas by the flereographic projection 
the arch AN is 1,57, and the greatelt 
difference is four teventh parts of its 
true meridian, namely, at NC; which 
error is twelve times tne former. Thus 
the new projection conformed in a great 
meafure to the third and fourth prin. 
ciples. 

My next enquiry was how far the 
figure agreed with Nature; in order to 
which, from a great number of oranges 
I fele&ted one whofe figure appeared 
moft fpherical. The pot where the 
bloffom grew I efteemed a Pole; then 
cutting as near as poffible a balf {phere, 
I carefully bifected it, removed the 
peel, thinned it equally, preffed one 
part into a plane, traced its edges, and 
fo obtained the figure of a quarter of a 
fphere on a plane, which to my fasif- 
faction and furprize correfponded to a 
great degree of exaétnefs with the fi. 
gure which [ had laid down. My far- 
prize was to find that the longeft chord 
was not, as [ expected, twice the length 
of the thorteft, as thofe lines bear that 
proportion on a f{phere. Upon exami- 
nation it appeared that the greateit cou- 
traétion was in and near thofe chords, 
and that in the arches diflances which

were equal in the firft flate, or half cir- 
cumference, remained fo, but extended 
an the fecond ftate, namely, when the 
half circumference was preifid into the 
third part of the circumference of a 
Jarger circle. This induced me to de- 
feribe the parallels of latitude from 
thence; though that method does not 
produce all the parallels equally dif- 
tant ; yet it makes the proportions of 
the degrees of longitude more confar- 
mahble to what they have on the globe 
than if the parallels were all equally 
diftant by being drawn through equal 
parts of NC, the inward meridian, as 
in the Southern half of the Eafern 
hemifphere. 

My talt bufinefs was to find an eafy 

method to defcribe meridians, which 
thould divide the parallels of latitude, 
as well asthe Equaror,into equal parts, 
which having obtained, my work was 
compleated. 
- Agreeably to the foregoing method 
the hemifphere herewith fent is con- 
fivu€ied. If it fhould he found more 
conformable to Nature, than the pro- 
jeftions generally known, and fhould 
for that reafon be univerially adopted, 
Jet it be remembered, that the inventor 
was an Englifhman, and Mr. Urban's 
humble fervant. J. HARDY. 


' P. S. The peel of the orange being 
eut through the Jine NC, the feétion 
produced two curves, fimilar and equal 
ro the other fides; fo that an hemi- 
fphere may be reprefented in four equal 
parts, as the figure betwren W and W, 
which will afford the picture on the 
disjointed forfaces in nearer proportion 
than when not feparated, though per- 
haps not with fo agreeable an ap- 
pearance. 

I fhall beg leave to make another 
remark, namely, that, if the parts are 
feparated at the Equator, and the like 
poles of each hemiiphere are applied 
to each other, there will (without fur- 
ther trouble) be produced, a projeétion 
on a plane of the Equator, with the 
fame advantage as the foregoing on a 
plane of the meridian, |

Lirucow’s Travels. Continued from

Or the 47th ah of hits tunpet(oaiatn 
five days befor Chrifimas, at two 
in the morning a coach ftopping at the 
prifon fore-door (to his great dittnay, 
not being able through hunger to get 
any fleep),he was carried by the former 
nine [erjcants, irons and all, into the 
Rtreet (without a word {peaking), and 
laid on his back.in the coach; where 
two fat up befide him, the seft walking 
by the coach fide. The coactiman, 
a Negro, then driving out at the fea- 
gate, conducted him thus privately; 
that neither the Englifh, Frenth, nor 
lemings might know it, to a lonel 
vineprefs- houfe, almolt a league weft « 
the town, where he was fhut up in a 
room till day-light, the rack having 
been brought thither the night before. 
_ At break of day came the Gov. and 
“Alcalde in another coach, whom being 
brought before therm, he follicited for 
an interpreter (agreeable to their law), 
which they refuied, nor would allow 
him to appeal to Mad:id. 

After being again exarhined frori 
morning t6 night, the Governor [wear- 
ing he Bad learsied the art of memory, 
as he adhered fo exaétly to his firft 
tonfefhion, and finding bim ftill ftand 
Faft to hié innocence, notwithftanding

thoulders with two fmall cords which 
went under both his arms, running on 
two rings fixed in the wali. 

Thus being hoifted to the appointed 

height, the tormentor drawing down 
his legs through the two tides of the 
three-planked rack, tied a cord about 
each of his ancles ; and then aicending 
again, he drew the cords upward, 
and bending forward with main 
ftrength his two knees again the 
two planks, the finews of his two 
hams burit afunder, and his knee pans 
being crufhed, and the cords made 
faft, he hung fo maimed for a full 
hour, 
_ Aclaft the Encarnador informing the 
Governor, that he had the mark of Jes 
rufalem on his right arm joined with 
the name and crown of K. james; and 
done upon the noly grave, the Corregi- 
dor gave direétions to tear afunder the 
hame aod crown (as he laid) of that 
heretic king and arch enemy to the 
holy catholic church. Then the tors 
mentor laying the right arm above the 
Jeft, and the crown upmoft, threwa 
cord over both arms feven times, and 
lying down on his back, and (etting 
Both his feet on Lithgow’s belly, which 
Bore his whole weight, he drew viow 
lently with his hands till the feven 
tords met in one place of the poor 
wretch’s arm, and cutting the crown, 
finews, and tlefh to the bare bones,

Now his eyes began to ftart, his 
mouth to foam, and his teeth to chat- 
ter, notwithftanding which thry ftruck 
him on the face with codgeis :o abate 
his cries, At latt, being iooftd, and 
fet on the floor, they again urged him 
to confefs, or inevitable torments would 
enfue, and he ftill crying, “* O! I am 
innocent! O-Jefus! the Lamb of God, 
have mercy on me, and firengthen me 
with patience to undergo this barba- 
rous murder,"* by command of the 
judge his body was laid above and a. 
long upon the face of the rack, with 
his head downward, inclofed within a 
round hole, his belly uppermoft, and

The executioner then faftened a cord 
ovet the calf of his leg, another on h#

was feverally done on both fides of his 


body, receiving the ends of the cords 


ftom fix feveral places through holes in 


the outward planks which were faften-: 


ed to pins, and the pins made fat with 
avice: and on every one of thele fix 
parts of his body he was to receive 
feven feveral tortures, each confitling 
of three winding throws of every pin; 
amounting to twenty one throws, in 
every one of thefe fix parts. 

Having charged the firft paffage 


round his body, and made it fait by a _ 


vice, the tormentor fetched a pot tull 


of water, which he poured down Lith-: 


ow's throat, he gladly recerving ut at 
farft, fuch was the drought of his pain, 
and havivg drunk nothing for three 
days before ; but then finding this was 
to be one of his tortures, he cloied his 
lips, refufing to receiveany more. At 
which the Alcalde enraged, forced his 
teeth afunder with a pair of iron 
cadges, detaining them there 5 fo that 
his head hanging downward, the water 
reingorging itfelf in his thiort, it 
ftrangled and fwallowed up his breath 
from crying or groaning. 

Between every two of thefe feven 
circular charges he was 1e-examined 
for half an hour, and in the whole he 
Tay on the rack fix hours, from four in 
the afternoon tiil ten at night, having 
undergone fixty-feven torments. Yet 
he was continued a fuil half hour 
(after all his tortures) at the full bend- 
ing ; where his body being all begored 
with blood, and hrs bones crufhed 
and bruized, he uttered moft dreadful 
fkricks before the pins were undoue 
and his body loofed. 

At laf his head being railed, and 
his body tuken from the rack, the 
water regufhed abundantly from his 
mouth; and as they wee cloathing 
him, he twice fwooned away. they 
then refrefhed bim with fome wine and 
two warm eggs, net for charity's fake, 
but that he might be referved for far- 
ther punifement; and charging his 
broken legs with his former irons, lie 
“was carried to the coach and fecretly 
conveyed to his old dungeon, where he 
was laid as before on the ftones. 

The latter end of this night poor

vernor came to him, threatening him 
with more tortures to confeis, and e-

gain, to make him.confefs an untruth. 
' Twelfth day being over, they began 
to threaten him ftill with more tor- 
ments, even till Candlemas: in all 
which time Lithgow was dieadfully 
annoyed by vermin crawling all about 
him, and hanging in Jumps all over 
his face, fo a3 almoft to inctofe his 
fight. And for a greater fatisfaGtion 
to their cruelty, the Governor ordered 
Areta, his filver- plate - keeper, to 
gather and fweep the vermin upon 
him twice in eight days; a perpetual 
toiment, his arms being broken, and 
his finews fo fhrunk, as not to be able 
to lift his arms or ftir his fingers: yet 
the poor Turk would now and then

(as he was told by the flave) being 
tranflated into Spanith by an Engliih 
feminary prieft and a Scottith cooper, 
they faid he was an arch heretic to the 
Pope and the Virgin Mary: and being 
vifited and interrogated by the Gover- 
nor, the Inquifitos, and two Jefvits, 
the Inquifitor aferibed to the divine 
power of the Virgin-queen of Heaven, 
&c. the difcovery of Lithgow’s caium- 


. ny againf{ her miracles at Loretio, 


and againft Chrift’s vicar, ‘his papers 
being miraculoufly tranflated (they iaid) 
by his own countrymen.”" Eight days 
were afligned him for his convertion, 
and in the mean time he was to be 
vifited twice aday by all the four. The 
next morning, on Lithgow’s defying 
all their threats of fire, death, and 
torments, and defiring to be convinced 
(:f pofible) by argument, the Inquift- 
‘tor abuied him, and kicked him in the 


face, and, if the Jefuits had not inter- 


poled, would have Rabbed him with a 
knife. After that, Lithgow never faw 
him more, On the 8:h and ‘lait day 
the Jefuits ftrongly and more mildly 
urged him to convert, and the Gover- 
nor privately promifed him every affif- 
tance for his recovery, and alfo to re- 
fund his money and patents (his he- 
retical books being burned), to fend. 
him with letters from the inguifition to 
the king, court, and council, and te 
fettie on him 300 ducutsa year, On 
his reje&ting all thefe offers with a 
chriftian conftancy and m inly indigna- 
tion, they ali left him highly enraged, 
vowing he fhould that night have the 
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Grit feal of hislong forrows. And the 
Jaguifiuon fitting forthwith (his tryal 
being now ali made a matter of :eligi- 
ou, to free the Governor from his for- 
caer afperfion on the Englith fleet) he 
w.s firlt condemned to recetve that 
nigt.t eleven trangiing torments in bis 
dungeon; and then afier Eaiter he 
fhouid be conveyed privately to Grana- 
da, where about midnight he thould 
be burnt body and bones to athes, and 
bis afhes flung into the air.

N the syoth of July, dur voyagers 

bore away W. N. W. and conti- 
nuéd that courfe nearly till the 16:h, 
when, in lat. 53: 7, and long. 168 E. 
they came in fight of land, bearing

On the r7th they wore thip, and 
ftood in for land; but it foon after 
blowing a ftorm, they bore away to 
the northward. 

On the 18th, they faw, from the 
' maft-head, two or three large iflands 
bearing S, E. by E. full of trees, and 
much iskethe mofl fruitful parts of New 
Zealand, with feveral cafcades and ri- 
_ wulets of water, which increafed their de- 
fire to reach the fhore.

Encouraged by thefe invitations, the 
Captain fent the pinnace and large cut- 
ter to reconnoitre the coat; but they 
had fearce reached the thore, when a 
fhower of arrows, lances, and ftones, 
came from the bufhes, by which one 
of the boatfwain’s mates. was pierced 
through the cheek, a failor was wound- 
ed in the ugh ; the mafter, who com- 
manded on this occafion, was feverely 
hurt in the bereaft with an arrow, the 

int of which came full againft his

being perceived on board, fome guns 
Joaded with grape-fhot were fired trom 
the fhip, which in .an inftapt difperfed 
the affaiiants, feveral of whom were 
‘Jeft dead upon the fpot.

At noon, they | 
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ward, thofe upon the watch in the 
night were alarmed by a great body 
of fire iffuing from a mountain in a 
{mai} ifland w which they were direét- 
ing their courfe, 

Sn this ifland a fine hay being dif- 
covered to the fouthward of the burn- 
ing mountain, the fhip caft anchor in 
five fathom water, almoft oppofite to 
a rivulet, on the borders of which grew 
trees of a vat magnitude. Here, after 
fome fharp fkirmifhes with the natives, 
in which, as ufual, feveral of them 
were fhot dead, our navigators found 
every thing in abundance to fupply 
their wants; here they repaired the 
fhip, and here they met with many 
things worthy of note, The volcano, 
during the whole ume of their Hay, 
raged with uncommon violence, emit- 
tmg torrents of fi:me that feemed to 
aicend above the clouds, and ejcéting 
flones of an enormous bulk to a vait 
diftance. The convulfions with which 
it was.agitated before thefe eruptions, 
fhook the mountain to the foundation. 
In the neighbourhood of this mountain 
hot baths and medicinal waters every 
where iflued from the crevices of the 
rocks. T heinhabitants were man-eaters, 
and invited our navigators to feaft on 
aman barbiqued. They are naturaliy 
black, but make themieives fill blacker 
by art. The mn go naked, except 
a girdle, in which they inclofe, in a 
particular manner, certain matters, fo 
as to give them an appearance of un- 
comman magnitude, of which they 
are oftentatioufly proud. The wo- 
men-cover themfe:ves decently, and 
are very chafle. Both men and wo- 
men paint themfelves varioufly. They 
ditcovered no difpofition to thieve, and 
refented the violent proceedings of the 
rangers én cutting down and carsying 
away their jarge timber-trees. The 
men are dcxierous in throwing the 
lance, and fthooting the long bow, 
One pierced with his lance the bole 
of a tree four inches in diameter at 
the diftance 6f 20 yards ; another thor 
with an arrow a fith {wimming in the 
fea. They were fond of implements 
forufe, but fet litth or no value on 
toys and baubles: they parted freely 
with the fruits and natural produétions 
of .their country; but their utenfils 
and weapons of war.were unwillingly 
extorted from them. | 

Qur navigators continued ten days 


_on this ifland, and our Journali@ has 


given an interefting detail of theig 
trapfagtions, Tne afland is fituated 
: als e . wa 
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ih lat. 19 : 30 S$. and’Jong. 168 40 E. 
le i8 called by the natives Tanna, and 
the bay where Capt. Cook anchored 
he called Providence, 

On the zoth of Aug. they weighed, 
and ftood to the fouthward till they 
came in fight of two fmall iflands 
which feemed to terminate the archi- 
pelago. They then tacked and flood 
to the northward, vifiing in their 
courfe the famous :flands A Mantcola, 
Elpirito Santo, and many others never 
before defcribed *. | 

The iflands which compofe this ar- 
chipelago are not eafily numbered. 
Our Journalift told 70 that feemed 
to be inhabited by people of very dif- 
ferent natures and complexions: fome 
wooliy-headed of the African race 3 
fome copper-colovored, not unlike the 
New-Zealanders ; not a few of the 
Mutatto breed; and many like the 
Rotterdamers, of a brownifh black, 
with Jong hair and thorn beards. The 
high notions, however, that were en- 
tertained of the vaft riches of thofe 
iflands, of their abounding in pearls, 
filver ore, and precious ftones, do not 
feem well founded ; neither does the 
ifland of Manicola anfwer by any 
means the defcription given of it by 
the Spanifh writers, who deine their 
report on the relation an Indian 
~~ ebief, confirmed: by that of a captive 
feized by Quiros and carried to Mexico. 

On the 31 of Auguft, they quitted 
the archipelago of the Great Cyclades, 
and, fteering a fouth-weft courfe, on 
the sth of September came in fight of 
a high land, bearing S. S. W. and ex- 
tending to a great diftance. 

Having a brifk gale, they neared it 
fait, and about one in the afternoon 
came to an anchor within half a mile 
of the fhore. While they were yet 
bufy in mooring the thip, they were 
furrounded with natives, moftly armed 
with clubs, fpears, and flings fur 
nifhed with ftones of the fize of eggs, 
fmooth and round, as if tarnéd in an 
s‘engine: the men were, neverthelefs, 
peaceable, and feveral of them were 
admitted on board. Moft of them were 
flat-nofed and wouily headed, without 
cloathing, except round their waifts. 
Their chiefs had large black caps on 
‘their heads, and had ornaments of 
‘bone, tortotfe-fhell, aud motter-of- 
pearl about their necks and writs, 

heir canoes were double, but of a 





* A fmall map of thefe ifaads will 
Abe given in’our acxt, 
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very different conftrudtion from any 
veflels they had before feen. Their 

lantations on fhore were pleafant be~ 
yond defcription, and were chiefly cul- 
tivated by the women. The men feem- 
ed formed for war, 

The Captain, accompanied by the 
Gentlemen, and atrended by his prin- 
cipal officers, went on thore in the pin 
nace, to fettle the terms of peace, an 
on his return the carpenters and coopers 
were fent on fhore to cut down wood, 
and to form a rolling way from a difs 
tant fpring, to facilitate the labour 
of conveying the water to the fea-fide. 
This was of infinite advantage, and 
fhortened the thip’s ftay feveral days. 

Before they left this ifland, the car- 
penter’s mate, by the Captain's order, 
cut the words His BrRiTaANnic Mas 
jesry's SHIP RESOLUTION, 3774, 
on a large tree ; and immediately after, 
the ceremony of taking poffeffion, and 
haming the ifland, was performed in 
the uiual manner. Jt was called New 
Caveponta, probably from its moun- 
tainous appearance, and the many fur- 
rounding iftes, not unlike thofe of He- 
brides, adjoining to the European Ca- 
ledonia. 

This ifland is the moft extenfive of 
any yet difcovered between the tropics. 
Our navigators coalted its borders ma- 
ny days without being able to: deter- 
mine its extent.. From the fpace al- 
lotted to it in the annexed map, it ap- 
‘eas to be more than 100 leagues im 
ength, its breadth imaginary. It is 
fitwated (if rightly laid down) between 
the roth and 24th degrees of Gouth 
latituuc, and extends from the 161 ft to 
the 168th degree of Eattern longitude, 
A beautifol inthe ifland to the South- 
Eafi is divided from the main by a 
ftrait, or channel, in which were a 
number of iflets, that altogether exhi- 
bited a moft delightful protpect. 

From this ifand our navigators pur- 
fued a South-Eafterly courfe, traverfing 
that unknown fea in fearch of new 
lands ; and between the 33d*and 34th 
degrees of latitude came in fight of 
a clufter of fmall iflands, to the large 
‘of which they pave the name of Nor- 
folk Ifand. On thefe iflarid. they found 
trees large enough for the mafts of 
third-rate men of«war.’ They alla 
found cabbage | trees,- of which the 


‘fhip’s company made an immoterate 


ufe. They met with no-obtt ution 


from the inhabitants; for pone came 
‘in fight. 
From thefe iflands till their arrival 
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at their former ftation in Charlotte- 
Sound, New Zealand, nothing hap- 
pened worthy of notice. 

In Charlotte-Sound they continued 
from the roth of Odtober till the sath 
of November, in making preparations 
for their return home. 

During their flay, they received fome 
diftant intimation of the difatter that 
befel the Adventure’s crew ; but not 
{ufficient to juil.fy any attempt to take 
revenge. What they underftood was, 
that a thip had been forced afhore up- 
on the coaft, and that the natives, ha- 
overcome the people, had killed 
and eaten them. 

Juft before their departure, many 
ftrange Indians came from the North 
in veffels full of the manufaétures of 
their country. Some asticles were cu- 
rioufly wrought ip jafper; fome in 
wood; and not a few with reeds, of 
which a variety of uteofils were form- 
ed, of exquifiie workmanthip. Thefe 
they exchanged for articles of {mall 
value of European manufaéture, and 
both parties appeared equally pleafed 
with their bargains, 

As foon as cvery-thing was in rea- 
dinefs for their departure, the Captain, 
in furveying ‘the Sound, difcovered a 
paflage leading into the main ocean 
through feveral channels, He was 
dogged in this difcovery by a large 
double canoe, which, however, did 
not dare to attempt an atiack upon 
the pinnace, though encouraged by 
numbers from the fhore,who by flinging 
- flones difcovered their intentions, tho’ 
they could nor reach to do any hurt. 

On the rath of November, 1774, 
they fet fail, and from the day of 
their departure till the time of their 
artival at Cape Horne no circumftaace 
of moment intervened. 

During this long courfe, run, for 


the moft part, between the parallels of 


52 and 53, the weather continued mo. 
derate, and the fea calm; and on the 
2oth of December, when they ftood 
in for the land, the whales were {port- 
ing, ‘and throwing up the water like 
fountains all along the coaft. 

As foon as they had doubled the 
cape, they difcovered a bay that pro- 
mifed by its appearance a fafe retreat. 
Thither they dire€ted the thip’s head, 
and, fending out the cutter to recon- 
moitre, on her return were told that a 
more comimodious harbour could not 
be withed for,than that which they bad 
difcovered, being well fupplied with 
water, and at a moderate diftance from 


= 
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furnithed with wood. To this habout 
they bent their courfe, and in it in a ~ 
hours the thip was fafely moojed. 

tre they found the Winterania Aro- 
matica, the bark of which yields a finé 
fpice ; and here, likewifé, they ga- 
thered many falutary plants, with whrch 
they both feafoned their foups and en- 
riched them. . 

While the fhip lay fafe in this har- 
bour, one William Wedgborough, a 
marine, was mifling, and no one could 
tell what was become of him. About 
12 o'clock at night on the a2d of De- 
cember, he was drinking in company 
with three of bis comrades, and after 
that was never feen. He was a fine 
jolly fellow, about 24 years of age, 
and well refpefted by ail his corps. 
This incident is the more remarkable; 
as the writer of Cook's former voyage 
gives a fimilar account of a mariney 
who, on being reproached by his com- 
pany fora trifling theft committed in 
jet, made away with himfelf in nearly 
the fame latitude. 

During their ttay, they had frequent 
Opportunities of converfing with thé 
natives, whom they do not de(cribe as 
fuch miferable beings as they were for 
merly reprefented. The men were co~ 
vered with feal fkins thrown loofely 
over them, the women more decently 
with garments of platted grafs. They 
were painted of a dark kind of red 
or bright copper colour, from head to 
foot, inter{peifed with ftreaks of othee 
colours upon their arms and thighs, 

Their wigwams were only tempo- 
rary dwellings made of the flender 
boughs of wees, arched over like fo 
many arbours, and covered with the 
branches and leaves of tne Winter's 
Bark-tree. In thefe they make thei¢ 
fires, whén on fhore, and drefs their 
meat. The men expreffed neither fear 
nor wonder on coming on board: theic 
only fear was, left their women and 
children fhould be taken from them, 
and carried into captivity; a dread 
which runs through the whole human, 
race, let their fituation be ever fo for- 
Jorn in the place of their nativity. 

Though Cape Heine has been de- 
{cribed as one of the mof barren and 
dreary fpots on all the habitable face 
of the globe, yet our voyagers fpent 
their Chriftmas there jovially, and were 
in want of nothing while they conti 
nued in harbour; the fhooters fupplied 
them with fowl, the fithers with’ fit, 
and the botanifts wih plants and 
Wholefome roots.

* fiyp with wood and water, they fet 
fail, giving the name of CHRISTMAS 
HARBOUR to the bay in which they 
had been fo plentifully fupplied. Its 
latitude, by the Aftrondmer's reckon- 
ing, was ¢5: 26; its long. 289: 54 E. 

On the agth, Cape Horne bearing 
E 88 Eat, they purfved their courte, 
N. £. by N. and N.N.E. halt Katt, 
til they came to Succefs bay, where the 
Endeavour had anchored in her former 
Voyage, and where the Refolution and 
Adventure had appointed to rendez- 
Vous in eat of feparation in their re- 
tarn home. Here, therefore, they hoift- 
ed out the large curter, to fearch if any 
token had been left for them by the 
Adventure, but found none ; and hav- 
ing cut the flvip’s name on the largeft 
tree within fight, with the date of the 
month and y-ar, the people fent on 
this fervice returned on board. One 
of the natives'who came to compli- 
ment the ftrangers on this oceafion, was 
well remembered by the failors. He 
afked for knives, but there were few 
left on board. The men who made 
their sappearance here were rather 
ftouter than thofe at Chriftmas found ; 
but were far below the ftature of giants, 

On the g1ft of January a party fent 
from the thip had a memorable battle 
with the fea-lions on an ifland off Sta- 
ten Land, to which they gave the name 
of Green Ifland; 

On Staten Land they difcovered a 
fine harbour, Jarge enough to contain 
the whole navy of Englands abounding 
with wood, water, fifth, and wild-fow], 
to (upply their wants. 

On the 34 of February they dreffed 
300 wild-fowl for the thip’s uit, every 


common failor having free !eave to eat | 
as much as he pleafed. From the rift’ 
of February tili the r4th they con- 
tinued cruizing in fearch of land. On’ 
that-day they faw fomething like land, - 


tthe weather being hazy, they could 


not diftinguith, with certainty, whether 


and or ice, . 


On the rth they loft fight of the 


preceding day¥’s appearance. 

On the 16th it bore Eat. 

On the r7th they paffed a frait, in 
lat 54; 25, between a fmall ifland and 
the main, and fteering a north-eafter!y 
courle the land fremed to have no end, 


The mariners were now in high (pirite, 


concluding from the lofty a; pearance 
the rocks and mounzains, and the 
tefemblance they bore to thofe of Terra 
Fuego, that at length they had dei- 


flew. ba. 


covered the Continent, in fearch of 
which they had already foffered fuch 
frequent and grievous hardthips. 

Whether they were or were not right 
in their conclufion, our Journalilt hae 
left undecided. ; 

By the track laid down in the map 
of laft month, which was communi. 
cated to us by a very nice obierver, 
there is no reafon to fuppofe the land 
fren on this occafion to be any ocher 
than an iflend diftin& from that after- 
wards feen on the 28ih of the fame 
month, in lat. 60: 4, which 18 there 
diftinguifhed by the name of SAND- 
WwicH Lanp. . 

Bur fhould it appear, upon farther 
examination, that what is there diftin- 
guifhed by the names of Grorcia 
IsLawD, and SANDWICH LAND, are 
but parts of one and the fame cone * 
tinent, as our Journalift feems to take 
for granted they are, there will then be » 
no doubt about the exiftence of a fer- 
RA AUSTRALIS, though by its fitua- 
tion it can contribute very little to the 
purpofes of commercial intercourfe. 

From SANDWICH LaNnp to Table- 
bay, the harbour at the Cape of Good © 
Hope, from whence the Refolution took ° 
her departure, in 1772, no land was 
feen, nor figns of any. : 

Before they arrived on the coaft of 
Africa they felb in with two hips 
ftanding W.S. W. without being able 
to {peak with either, This was on. 
the asth of March, 1775. On the 
16th tney came in fight of land. On 
the 17th five fail came in fight, and. 
one of them, catching a breeze, bore ' 
down to hail them. [hey boifted out 
the great cutter, and fent an officer on 
board for news, who, upon his return, - 
brought the melancholy account of the 
boat's crew of the Adventure being 
killed and eaten by the cannibals of 
New Zealand, On the 18th they fpoke 
with the Free Briton, Capt. Norton, 
from China. On the zoth they came 
in fight of Table Land, and on the 
21t moored fhip in Table-bay, ; 

On the 27th of April they fatled- 
ftom thence on their return home, and | 
on’ the 3rft of July arrived fafe at 
Spithead, having loft onty one man by? 
ficknels,; and three by a.cident, in all 
this jong'and hazardous voyage. 

{From the epitome now concluded,” 
the intelligent reader will be enabled to- 
judge of the importance of the rela- 
tion. The remarkable conformity be- 
tween the fr'p’s courfe, as daily noved: 
by the Journalif, and as laid down oe

rials. We have only to ohienve far- 


ther, that neither the inguiftive, who 
read for information, noc the critic, 
who reads for fauits to cavil at, will 
be. difappointed im the perufal ef the 
book. The writer has evidently paid 
greater attention to the choice of his 
matter, than to the refinement of his 
language.. An infinite variety of en- 
tertainment is introduced fiom the re- 
lations of former voyagers, and- fome 
judicious remarks of the writer’s occa- 
fionally interfperied ; but, though, wp- 
on the whole, an extenfive knowledge 
of the fubje& is diicoverable, yet fome 
obvious errors have been fuffered to 
efcape, both in fcience and grammar, 
which, we dowbt not, will be correéi- 
ed in another edition. } 


A fortunate Difcovery of the Virtues 
of Opium in a’ certain Species of 
Mortification, in which the Bark bas 
been found to fail, By Percival Pott, 
F. R.S. and Surgeon to St. Bartho- 
lomew's Hofpital, 

ME- Pott, in a work he has jutt 

publithed, entitled Chirurgical Ob- 
fervations relative to the Cataract, Rup- 
tures, Mertifications of the Toes and 

Feet, &c. has particularly defcribed one 

{pecies of mortificationwhich differs from 

every other, He deferibes it as ‘* making 

its firit appearance on the infide, or at 
the extremity of one of the {maller toes, 
by a fmall, black, or bluifl (pot: from 
this {pot the cuticle is always found to be 
detached, and the fkin under it to be of 
a dark-red colour.—Its progre(s in fome 
is flow; in others rapid, and horridly 
‘painful: it generally begins on the in- 

fide of each fall toe, before it is vi- 

Able either on its under or upper part; 

and when it makes its attack on the 

foot, the upper part of it fir thews its 
diftempered itate by tumefaction, change 

colour, and fometiines by vefication, 
but wherever it is, one of the firft marks 
ef it is a feparation or detachment of 
the cuticle. 

. © The common method of treating 
this diftemper is, by {pirituous fomen- 
tations, cataplafms actually and poten- 
tially warm, by dreflings of the digef- 
five kind, ae they are called, animated 
with warm pungent oils and baliams, &&c. 
and internally ty the Peruvian bak.” 

This method, Mr. Pott fays, he 
has feldom or never known to fucceed, 

He has tried the bark, he fays, as fuily 

and fairly, and as varioufly as any man 

has oy eaw: bet in the (vectes at mare 
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tification above defcribed, he cannot 
aferibe to it a merit which i¢ does not 
deferve. 

He proceeds, after defcribing the v2- 
rious ways in which he has ufed the 
bark, te relate the cafe which led to 
the difcovery of the virtues of opium 
in the following words: 

“¢ Some time ne I had a patient la- 
bouring under this complaint, whe 
could not be prevailed on to take bark 
in any form whatever. I made ufe of 
every argument, but to no purpofes 
fomentation, poultice, and the ufnal 
dreflings, were applied in the ufual 
manner; the difeafe advanced fome 
days more, fome days lefs, and, at 
the end of a fortnight, the fmall toes 
were all completely mortified, the great 
one become blackith, the foot mucte 
{wolen, aliered in colour, and the dif 
eafe fceming to advance with fuch hafty 
ftrides, that { fuppofed a very few days 
would determine the event. The pain 
in the foot and ancle was fo great, and 
fo continual, as totally to deprive the 
patient of fleep. Om this account, amd 
merely to procure fome remiflion, 
fave two grains of opium at nigh, 
which not having the defired effeét, I 
repeated it in the morning. Finding, 
during the following day, fome advan« 
tage, I repeated the fame dofe night 
and morning, for three days; at the 
end of rE 5 time the patient became 
la eafy, and the appearances on the 
eot and ancle were vifibly more fa- 
vourable. Encouraged by this, I en- 
creafed the quantity of the medicine, 
giving one grain every three or four 
hours, taking care to watch its narco~ 
tic effeét, and to keep the belly empty 
by glyiters. In nine days from the 
fir adminiftration of the opium, all 
the tumefaction of the foot and an- 
cle totally fubfided, the thin recovered 
its natural colour, and ali the morti- 
fied parts plainly began to feparate; in 
another week they were all loofe and 
cafting off, the matter was goud, and 
the incarnation forid. 

s en the whole of this timte, 
I continued the ufe of the opium, va- 
rying ils quantity, as circumeftances te- 
qired, but never gave lefs than three 
or four grains in twenty-four hours. 

‘© When the floughs were all caft 
off, the bones feparated, and I had 
only a clean fore to drefs and heal, I 
gradually left off the medicine. 

‘* | am very willing to acknowledge, 
that however well pieafed I might be 
with the event of this cafe, yet I re- 
ally recarded it as accidental : fo much 
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fo, that having very foon after another 
opportunity, I did not care to truft to 
Opium glone, but joined the bask with 
it, The event was equally fortunate, 
But although I had joined the cortex 
with the extraf&tum thebaicum, and did 
therefore attribute the fuccels to their 
waited powers, yet the effect was fo 
very unlike to what I had ever feea 
from the bark without opium, that I 
could not avoid ferioufly and often rer 
flecting on it, and determining to vie it 
by itfelf, whenever another opportu, 
mity fhould offer, I did fe, and fuc- 
ceeded in the fame happy manner, 
though under the very difagreeable cir, 
sumitances of feventy years of age, a 
broken, diftempered conftitution, and 
the difeafe making a hafly progrefe,”’

frequent in England, nor in all other 

its of Europe, after rains, both in 
ea asd guiumo, Very large {pots 
of it are feen in grayelly foils, and 
particularly on the tops of hills, and on 
open downs, and often it is found on 
gravel-walks, 

It is met with in fome of the old au. 
thors under the name of Nofioch, as 
in Paracelfus and others; and the 
Alchemifis tancied there was fomething 
wonderful io it; and that it would 
afford a menftruum for gold, N2flech 
is faid to be g word fynonymous to 
Jaculum alicujus Stelle, vel potius ejus 
Tepurgatione dejecium quid iu terram 4 
Fios Aeris; Fragmentum Nimbi; as this 
fubftance was believed to fall from the 
fky with the meteors that we often fee 
and call falling Mars. Hence.the coun- 
try- le ip Sweden have called it 
Sky-falj; and in Englanditis known in 
divers places by the name of Witches 
Batter, in common with fome of the 
gelatinous Liverworts. 

Paracelfes, Helmoat, and others, rank- 
ed it with the Terziabin, or Manna, 
and thought it dropped, as that did, 
from heaven. It is defcribed, and the 
chemical analyfis thereof given, by M. 
Geoffrey, inthe Paris Memoirs for 1708, 
and isthere faid to yield, befides an acid 
phiegm, a partion of concrete volatile 
falt and (ame fixed falt. The diftiiled 
water from it was believed by fome 
te pollefs fingular vigtues, in allaying

pains of the joints; but there is cer- 
tainly no room to attribute any ex, 
traordinary qualitics to it. 

Since the days of Paracelfus it hag 
been confidered as a vegetable produc- 
tion; but the botanifts have had diffi- 
culty to affign its place ar genus ig 
their feveral tyftems. Our own coun- 
tryman, Dr. MERRET, feems to have 
been among the firft authors who 
ranked it among vegetables, and he 
calls it Lichen bumiditate intumefcens, 
Jiccitate evanefcens, Pin. page 71. 
Others have retained it among the 
plants of that genus, to this day; as 
does the celebrated Dr. HALLER, in 
his Hifloria Stirp. Helvetia, whe 
calls it, Lichen gelatinofus, plicatus, 
undulatus 5 lacimsis crifpatis, granu: 
lofis, No. 2041. ag there are feveral 
of the Liverwerts that have a gela- 
tinous texture and appearance; though 
they differ much from the Noftoch, ig 
not being fo inftantly dried up. It 
was putinto Ray's Synopfs, by Dr. 
DiLLentus, under the name of U/va 
terrefiris pinguis et fugax, p. 64. but 
he afterwards changed that name fog 
Tremella, in his Hiforia Mufcorum, 
where hecalls it, Tremella terrefris 
Jnuofa pinguis et fugax, | § 52. tab. ro, 
f. 14. and reduces the Lavers to the 
fame genus, Micuwe vt, an Italiag 
botanilt, famous for hig attention to 
the Cryptogamia clafs of plants, makes 
it a Fungus, as Magnol and Dr, 
Morifon had done before him, and dey 
{cribes and figures it, in his Neva Plans 
tarum Genera, under the name of 
Linkia terrefiris gelatinofa, mem- 
branacea, vulgatifima, p. 126. t. 676 
f. s. Hedefersbes the feeds as lying 
in the form of little ftrings of beads, 
coiled up within the plant, or rather in 
the folds thereof, and only to be dif; 
covered by the microfcope. LINNAUS 
mentions it, fir, under the name of 
Byffus gelatinofa fugax terrefris, in bis 
Fiora Lapponica, N*. 530; but he aftere 
wards adopted Dillenius’s term, though 
he does not make it a Laver. Lin« 
Naz US has called it, ia all his fubfequent 
works, Tremella ( Nofloc) plicata, un- 
dulata, under which name it ftands in 
bis Species Plantarum, p. 1157, and 
in Hypson's Flora Anghca, p. 463, as 
alfo in a numerous fet of other authorg 
who follow his fyftem, 

If your correfpandent has a curiofity 
to fee more relating to this vegetable, [ 
would refer him particularly to Dr. 
Di,LeNnius's Hiforia Mufcorum, and 
to GMELIN'S Hiflaria Fucorum, p. 222, 
where may be iveg colleted together 
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almoft all that is material relating to 
this natural produdtion. R. P.

The power of parliament, fays 
is certainly delegated ; the limitation 
of their time of fitting, the check from 
the other powers, their own incapabi- 
lity of aéting without the concurrence 
of his Majefty and the Houfe of Lords, 
is too evident to affe:t any omnipotency 
in either of them, or their ele&tors, the 
people. One cannot but {mile when 
we hear of the omnipotence of an illi- 
terate multicude, We fhon!d be, in- 
deed, glorioufly governed, if they were 
to be our rulers, 

Freedom, and all its ineftimable ad. 
vantages, cannot be too much cherifh- 
ed; but every true lover of his coun- 
try will not, by a fophiftry of reafon- 
ing, inflame the minds of his fellow. 
citizens, by endeavouring to inftil that 
the adminiftration of his country is in 
dangerous hands, When no interefted 
confideration prompts, it ought to be 
an univerfal attempt to prop the pillars 
of that government by which alone 
our country flourifhes, and our domef= 
tic felicity is enfured. 

Mr. Price affirms, ‘ that liberty is 
the only foil where the arts and (ciences 
flourith."—Let us for a moment allow 
it. At what period were they ever fo 
celebrated as the prefent? yet we are, 
agreeable to his obfervations, deprived 
of all our glorious rights—and in a 
ftate of aftual flavery. But he errs in 
his propofition. Hai he remarked, that 
fommerce only can flourifh in a free 
ftate, his affertion had been, indeed, 
true. Abfolute dominions, from their 
very nature, cannot exterd their come 
merce. Here is another proof of the 
freedom we enjoy. Does not trade 
flourifh, and even encreafe in all our 
ports ? 

** Many fycophants of power have 
been facrificed,""—but furely it is more 
confonant to humanity, more glorious 
for the nation, that no fuch, of any 
importance, exilt. While the minifter 
poffeffes public and private virtues, the 
channel by which the current of royal 
favour flows cannot be fullied. While 
we have a gracious King, whofe ace 
tions are as untainted as his heart; 
while he is fo cautious in the choice of 
thofe entrufted with the adminiftration 
of public affairs, we can fear no event 
that fhould place the fubje& in a paral. 
lel fituation, to contend in the fame 
caufe that raifed the public arm againft 
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Charles the Fic, or the unhappy 
James. If we allow the Americans to 
be in the ftate of flavery that Mr, 
Price paints them, we mutt diveft his 
Majefty, and both Houfes of Parlia- 
meot, of every principle of humanity. 
We moft cainlies be in the fame fla- 
vith condition; as the fame laws, the 
fame legiflators, that govern them, 
rule us. 

In America, av aflembly chofen by 
the people, acouncil eleéted by that al- 
fembly, and a governor appointed by the 
fovereiga ftate, and a variety of dif- 
ferent offices for the impartial diftribu- 
tion of jultice, denote a freedom of 
conftitution—not a ftate of ferviwude. 
The very exifence of a fuperier legi- 
flature is ftill ftrongly in mad favour, 
If the governor aéts in a tyrannic man. 
ner, there lics an appeal againft him 
to thofe from whom they. are certain of 
redrefs. Thus circumftanced, no go- 
vernor dares to deviate from bis duty. 

Fear, flattery, and-the hope of pre« 
ferment may ee many to protect a 
defpot, but it will be found very rare, 
that a whole nation would unite to op- 
prefs a dependent one. 

‘« Are there not caufes, afks Mr. 
Price, by which one ftate may acquire 
a rightfu) authority over another, tho’ 
not confolidated by an adequate re- 
prefentation?” The writer anfwers there 
are fuch caufes.— THE RIGHT OF 
Conquest. The Roman empire, 
though they ufurped dominion over 
whole kingdoms, yet the arts of know~ 
ledge and politenets firft dawned under 
their fucce(sful invafions.—CompPact. 
If a fate is in imminent danger of 
being reduced to the fubjeétion of ano- 
ther power, and fhe makes ceflions to 
a fate equally or more powerful than 
her invader, to protect and fupport her 
-—furely, if the is faved by the guar- 
dian wing, it onght never to be effaced 
from the memory of pofterity, to whom 
they owe their very exiftence. 

“« Liberty is an ineftimable blefficg™ 
—but how can a fubordination to a 
ftate, jealous of her freedom, be en- 
titled fervitude. Are taxes levied? 
Are there impofts ? Do not the Ameri- 
¢ans receive an adequate return? One 
would fuppofe they wanted no duties, 
no taxes; and that the Englifh are to. 
be taxed to pay the expence of their 
fupport. 
for us, if we had pofleffled no territory 
in America; our debts would not have 
been fo Jarge, nor our taxes fo bur- 


dened, ; 


It would have been fortunate. 
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If an empire be not taxed by one 
ee legiflative body, but are ruled 
y an internal legidatian, they wold 
faon be entirely their own matters; 
and where a fate, as well as a many 
knows be bas committed an injury, i 
ts toa frequent they become irreconcile~ 
able enemies. —Can the defpotic authon 
rity of a Grand Signor be compared to 
the free lenient power of a Britith pare 
liament! Jf the parent fate is free, 
the independent ones, if governed by 
the fame laws, muf enjoy the fame li- 
berty. The example of Rome is not 
juft, (fee p. 83).—Rome itfelf was g0- 
verned in the moft democratic manner, 
while.all her provinces were governed 
by military force. 

** Mr. Price lays no firefs on chare 
ters,” —~If precedents, ftatutes, charters, 
are of no eftimation, adieu, at once, 
toallorder, If any controverfies arife,, 
to what can we have refource, but te 
them ?. Thele precedents, ftatutes, char- 
ters, have been formed at different pea 


riods, during a feries of above 200° 


= The meafures of government 
ave been, in the valt fucecffion of 
minifters, for © long a fpace, with ref. 
pect to America, invariably the fame. 

Reafon and jultice ought to be the 
flandard of opr condud. If I am in-~ 
jured, if I am deprived of my rights, 
every law of nature, mosal as weil as 
civil, will prompt me to be eftablithed 
in thofe clams that I am unjuftly be- 
reaved of, 

Let us, for a moment, examine who 
are the patrons for America, who are 
the uniform oppolers to government. 
They confit of two ranks; thole dif, 
affected, difappointed im their purfuit 
after lucrative employs: the others, I 
am even forry to imagine it, are the 
Diffenters. I do not fpeak the language 
of bigotry or perfecution ; but I cap~. 
not help confidering the Diffenters as fee 
Cret enemies to government, and an 
imperium in imperio. [tis true, that 
at the accefion of the prefent family, 
they prayed and preached for its prof- 
perity ; but it was in hopes, as it came, 
from Germany, that their favourite 
prefbyteriani(m would be’ eftablihed. 
The Diffenters grew diffatisfied ; and 
they are now as much enemies to the 
real goverament of this country, ag 
they bave ever been. 

What pen, without a great portion 
of (elf -fuificiency, jet its penetration 


be ever fo fagaciops, dare cenfure the 


aéts of parliament ; adts that expe- 


rience. hag fampt as jult, and obferva-, 


han 
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tion marked, as the effeé&t of reafon. 
I we are deprived of the right to tax 
America, what power have we over 
eur colonics? Does the privilege of tex- 
ation in Engiand imply a right to their 
pofiefions? The mild, the srdulgent 
hand of a Britihh parliament, would 
require bat a fmall reftriétion to con- 
tipue her fabject provinces ina fenfe of 
allegiance. Were they fimply con- 
fcious of their own advantage, 

and concord would fpread her all-bene- 
ficial dominion over every part of the 
wnied empire. 

The nded ignorance of Mr, 

Price, wrh refpeftto the real foundation 
of our authority over America, is too 
giarmg not to be obferved, He forms 
queftions that were never flared, and 
gives folutions to what will not admit 
of a negative. 
* #¢ The Englith came from Germany, 
does that give the German {tates a right 
to tax us ?""—What inference can ‘be 
extraéted with -refpect to America? 
Were the Engitth emigrated, fupport- 
ed, und fottered by the Germans ? Can 
the miolence of barbarians, in their 
mundations, be compared to the gene- 
rous fupport that we have afforded A- 
merica, defcended from the fame an- 
ceflors ? 

Mr. Price imagines, that the aug-

Who place- 
ed the bayonets st their breafts ? Their 
own fediirous principles, 

le-las been eftablifhed -by the .con- 
Sem of all nations, that the firll finders

The magic on which Mr. P. founds 
the whole force of his argument, ig 
torturing a few p!ain words into a fenfe 
they cannot admit of.—'* The right-of 
taxation” he ftyles a difpofal of their 
property.—** To be fubjeét to the laws 
and privileges of the parent-ftate,”* he 
calls ‘* a power to model as it pleafes.” 

At prefent, Mr. P. fays, ** they are 
about half our number ; but, in fifty 
or fixty years, they will double our 
momber.”"—So in proportion, in thé 
fpace of one hundred and fifty years, 
we fhail fcarce-be a handful to fo nu- 
merous, fo great an empire: but tho* 
Mr. 'P. may hold in derifion “ this 
handful of people,"* yet be it the wreath 
that crowns every Briton, that where- 
ever fortune may lead him, he is proud 
of his wative country, nor would 
change it for this mighty Amerjcay 
this darling of Mr. Price!

Imirable fyftem of our government, 
againft thofe laws revered by all Eu- 
rope, and which prove ap impregnable 
rampart to the encroachments of regal 
wer, 

The firefs Mr. P. lays, “ that, if we 
have the power of taxation, though he 
expreffes it in other words, it implies 
aright to deliver the Colonies to the 
Grand Signur.” It would not have 
been great ljofs to us, if we had never 
had, fuch turbulent fubjeécts—'Tis the 
fecond civil war their {editious tenets 
have been the cauie of, xaxa xdpax@- 
RAKGY Gave 

Mi. P. defcribes them as numerous 
and powerful.—Are they taxed in an 
adequate manner to the expence of their 
government? Are their duties propor- 
tionate to fo flourishing a ftate? 

To the queftion, Whether the war 
with America is juflified by the prin- 
eiples of the conititution? the Re- 
marker anfwers, It is dangerous to 
enfecble government by ([peculations, 
and laudable to conceal from an un- 
thinking multitude the fource of go- 
vernment—The obedience due to au- 
thority ought never to be canvaffed by 
the people, who, when they find them- 
felves effentially injured by their rulers, 
will always invent expedients to re- 
move them. 

The caufe of the war was an at- 
tempt in the Americans of, retiring 
from the fubordinacy to the parent. 
Mate. We mult either have acknow- 
ledged, that we had, till then, enjoyed 
only an ufurped authority, or purfued 
the only political one, that of refiftance. 
Eftablithed cuftom, the foundation of 
all law; the concurrence of above a 
century; the acknowledgment of the 
firft fettlers ; the advantages derived ; 
all co-opeiated to entitle us to the legif- 
lative power over the Americans, 

To difcover a timidity is to betray 
a fear that we err, that we are dubious 
if we really poflefs any authority over 
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them. The miniftry, convinced of th® 
truth of this remark, would havé 
bluthed to have fubmitted to the Ame-~ 
rican rod, and to have facrificed the 
policy and honour of the nation to thé 
clamour of a feeble minority. Gra- 
cious God! If the oppofition had been 
in power, and had purfued fubmiffive 
meafures, and bowed the neck to our 
colonies—what difhonotr had not bern 
peflected |! what difgrace had not ftained 
the prefent period! 

The contelt, as Mr. P. defcribes, 
after the rein of the Americans, can 
yield no advantage to us, Rather let 
their towns be defolated, than the name 
of every Briton fullied ; rather let them 
be feverely punifhed, than an acknow- 
Jedgment of inferiority, or confeffion 
of error, fhould give thefe proud Co- 
lonifts caufe of triumph | 

‘© Blind refentment, and the defire 
of revenge, are infernal principles." 
True; but to apply fuch terms to the 
prefent adminiftration, argues, what I 
am forry any Briton fhould be ftyled.. 
—Adminiltration, confcious of the firm 
bafis on which it aéts, is as much fu- 
perior to the trifling inve@lives of a 
Mr. P. as its conduét is fo unfullied, 
as fcarcely to permit the fcrusiny of 
envy to difcover any real blemifh. _ 

** The Amerieans have not dared to 
traverfe the ocean, and defolate our 
country’’— Generous nation !—** But 
we have tranfpored ourfelves to their 
peacetul retreats—we have carried war 
and defolation.”—If fubjrcts become 
rebels; if that fiend ambition, pride, 
and wantonnefs of power, raife the 
arm of juftice againit them, where ae 
they to examine for the caufe of evil? 
—In themfelves. 

“ We expedied,”? fays Mr. P. ** to 
find them .a cowardly rabble"—They 
muft have hitherto ated with extreme 
magnapimity, to have given us caufe 
for fuch a fuppofition! The truth is, 
the levity of the Americans, tired with 
the Jenient adminifiration of a Britith 
parliament, are eager to experience the 
change of a free government to a defpot 
of their own.—Allow an impoffibility 
— The Britith troops retired tiom their 
continent, their own Oliver on the 
throne, in a few months they would fup- 
plicate our affiftance to free them from 
the yoke. Again their country would 
be a icene of biood —What a profped I 
Perith the incendiaries of fuch d- ftruc- 
tion! Blatted be the infligators of fuch 
cruelty, that they may prove the {corn 

and 
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nid derifion oF their fellow-citizens, 
and the torment of their own hearts |! 

Mr. P. runs on, with a rapid flow 
of words, to prove, that, if we had 
borne every indignity, and receded 
from every a& relative to the Ameri- 
cans, they would have remained our 
fubjefts.—Bur if ari angel had defcend- 
ed, and had ftrove to calm them by the 
mof conciliatory mealures, his plang 
would have received only derifion or 
defiance. To fuch a people, the tword 
only could teach a fenfe of duty. 

What mind can look on the Con- 
gre(s but with horror ? Who can think 
of their Generals but with abhorrence 
of their intentions ? With the eye of 
compeflion, we regard a devoted pro- 

je, facrificed either to the fadtiov’, 
he reftiels, or ambitious. 

In the preceding reigns, the Ameri-+ 
cans were as yet in their infancy; 00 
duties weie laid, becaufe we were con- 
vinced of their incapability of paying 
them ; but now, opulent, why fhould 
they not cffit that government, to 
whom they are indebted for their very 
exiftence? Mr. P."s ideal plan, ‘* of 
rejoicing to fee a multitude of free 
fiates, branched forth from ourfelves, 
all enjoying independent legiflatures, 
fimilar to our own,” founds prettily 
in words, but experience would foon 
evince how impratticable it was. Di- 
velt mankind of ambition, pride, and 
all human failings, it oght have been 
reduced to praftice; but we mult take 
the world as it goes, nor refle& on the 
condu& of a minilter, becaufe he does 
not rule a golden age. His meafures 
muft be adapred to the maoners and 
principles of the times. 

If the princip'es of any man breathe 
a Spirit of difaff&ion to his country, 
ft ts no difficult tafk to pea a ficti- 
tious profpect of impending ruin, to 
alarm ‘eas of Ze anahcenal 
Thultitude. But let the amator patria 
convince his fellowscitizens, that the 
helm of government is in the ableft 
hands; that the fame of his country 
was never more revered by foreign na- 
tions than at this period; that com- 
merce, arts, and {cietce, flourifh with 
more than meridian glory; that thele 
valuable advantages are as much the 
confequent of thofe on whom depend 
the important affairs of this mighty 
empire, as the inimitable form of our 
confiiution. At no period of the 
world did there ever exift a nation fo 
truly free. Look round the other eme 
puescf the world—lIs there one in fo

flouifhing a ftare as our own? Is there 
one where the fubjeés enjoy fo great 
bleffings ? What is there deficient that 
human nature can require? 
If Mr. P. or Mr. B. think we in- 
jure the Americans, and that the Colo- 
nies are the only afylum of iiberty and 
honour; if government at home is ar- 
bitrary and legal; if the people are 
fo degenerated into luxury and iefine- 
ment; if they are fo loyal as to love 
and reipe& theie amiable King; let 
them act as they profef%, and iw the 
field of battle be patricides, and vin- 
dicate rebellion. . 
The Remarker proceeds to con(ider 
how far the honour of the pation is 
affeSted by the war with America. To 
rétreat, he jays, would calt a fain on 
our prefent era of Brith hiflory, A 
powerful nation to acknowledge the 
acts of the wilefl, mot bumane legif- 
Jature in the world to be arbitiary, 
cruel, and unjuft; and this powerful 


“nation at the zenith of her glory! the 


reader muft fhudder at the thought! 

As to the probability of fucceeding 
in it, he predicts, that America, at the 
clofe of next year, will recede from 
her deftruétive principles, convinced 
that her manner of aéting proceeded 
from error and artful reprefentation. 

Such are the Remarks of this writer, 
If it be true, as he has obferved at firk 
fetting out, that the paffions of man- 
kind, in all potitical controverfy, iead 
to an arrangement on one fide or the 
other, there is reafon to hope that thofe 
wil be pleafed under whofe banner he 
has thought fit to enlift, though his 
arguments are by no aeans calculated 
to conciliate the Amcricans, nor his 
predictions to gain credit with his ad- 
verfaries. 

The Remarker, p. 70, thinks the 
Rev. Dr, Price may be furprized at his 
not giving him the title he aflumes, 
but being informed he was no graduate, 
he thougit it of very little figmification,

the dragon’s teeth in our fettlements of 
the Eaft-Indies, and are dooming to 
famine aud to diftrefs our iffands of 
the Welt. Ireland is difcontented and 
impoverithed ; Spain is armed; France 
is ftrengthening and recovering; the 
nation at home is de!ponding of its 
condition, and finking under its bur- 
thens.””  Banithing “ the foolith feel- 
ings of the human breaft,”’ and leav- 
ing “ the mean fubj:& of morality” 
out of the queftion, he next confilers 
ovr prefent proceedings in ¢ the light 
only of policy and of ambition,"’ and, 
comparing the force and caufe of the 
party to be conquered ** with thofe of 
the conquerors,” thinks that ** order 
muft be inverted, and diftra&ion x»- 
vern the world, right mult become 
wrong, and weeng rgit, tiength muft 
be weaknefs, and weaknels frength, 
before our adminiftration can in the 
prefent conteft conquer or prevail.” 
And though our navy rides triumphant, 
3t cannot (he fays) bombard woods 
and fwamps; avd, befites, he an- 
nounces the fatal confequences of re- 
rifals by fea from the Ameyican pri- 
ateers, and explodes the vifionary and 
ruinous project of tranfporting thither 
foreign borees, Then confdering the 
ftate of our revenue, he fhews that the 
Jand-tax, at its full extent, is mort- 
gaged, fpent, and gone, as far as La- 
dy-day, 1777, iclufive; the finking- 
und is encumbered with 1,900,000l. 
‘borrowed for laft year's fervice; and, 
‘befides, there remajns only the malt- 
tax, affording 750,000l. ‘* Our next 
ep mult be to borrow—but how ?— 
hat confufion of our infinite funds 
now fubfifting may then be expected? 
—Beyond this of borrowing there is 
no other flage, but a ftoppage in pay- 
ing the intereft of our public debt, or, 
in plain Englifh, a national bankrupt- 
cy.” The dreadful, the fatal confe- 
quences attendant on this cataftrophe 
are ftrongly marked; and the ruin of 
the Minifters is clearly thewn to be 
mofk intimately conneéted with that of 
their country. The American ‘* want 
of military difcip!ine,” their ‘ cow- 
ardice and poltroonery,” are fufficient- 
Sy anfwered by matters of fa& ; and, 
as to the charge againft them of “ re- 
bellion,’* made by the highef autho- 
rity, he contends thet the 25th of Ed- 
ward ITI, does not extend tothe adlions 
of our countrymen beyond the Adan. 
tic, the words ‘* levying war againit 
the King ix bis realm,” &c. no more 
defcribing or comprehending America 
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than it did France, .or our then poffef- 
fions abroad, which were not affected 
by that a&. He maintains that the 
name ** sebellion™’ is always given by 
the flronge ft to the weakctt, and that 
all a&s of reffftance are fanctified or 
guftified by the caufe;—fuch as was 
that of Hampden, though unfuccele- 
ful, by the verdi& at leak of polterity. 
“The caufe of the Americans is next 
difcuffed, the great queltion of taxa- 


fon, of which if there is no right in 


Great-Britain, there is no crime of 
rebellion in America ;—and, on the 
whole, our author infifls, that ‘* the 
praétice of our anceftore, the right of 
the Revolution, and the principles of 
the people of England, warrant the 
Colonifls, in a juft felf-defence, and a 
righteous caufe, to wage war with | 

whole or with any part of the world.” 
«* But what are we (he afks) if’ the 
Americans are not rebels? Their dic- 
tionaries afford as hard words as ours,” 
The wifdom and advantages of their 
reprefentative inftitutions, as now ef- 
tablifhed, are here pointed owt: the 
doftrine of defpotif maintained by 
the author of Taxation no Tyranny is 
expofed; and Mr. R. threwdly atks, 
«¢ What are the pains and penalties of 
rebellion to thofe who get the better? 
Will this weiter, or any other, go and 
hang that hell on the neck of Wath- 
ington or of Putnam, if they and their 
continent fhall be conquerors?” The 
important queftion of defpotic, abfo- 
lute, arbitrary power lodped fomewhere 
in all governments, and the nolawful- 
nefs of refilling it, js treated in a ge- 
neral, extenfive, and decifive manner : 
the extravagance of fych claiins.isthewn 
fiom the principles of common. fenfe 
and reafon, fupported by our own hif- 
tory and conflitution, as well as the 
events of the prefent times. Botb our 
Jegiflitive and judicial conttiturion are 
confidered, and the great importance 
of our juries; and by the conftitution 
he determines that the point in difpute 
is fully and fairly determined in favour 
of the Colonifts, as no Maffachulets 
jury wou'd convigt the rebels. By 
the way, he thews how gently Judge 
Biackftone has touched the fubjeét of 
the Revolution, embarraffed by his own 
principles; infifts, that, iF the Ameri- 
cans are rebels, our attempt to tax 
them has made them fuch; difproves 
the afiertion of all our wars fince the 
Revolution being the wars, and confer 
guently all our debt being the debt, 
not of our Minifters, but of the peo- 
ple; pays a very high and exclufive 
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compliment in favour of Lord Caat- 
ham, with a juft and warm panegyric 
on his glorious adminifirstion, aod on 
his fubiequent endeavou:s for the pub- 
lic welfare; things (be fays) which 
come from one hardly known to Lord 
Coatham except in public, and whofe 
obligations to him are only in common 
with the reft of the kingdom; and thews 
thar whatever was the cafe in Q. Eliza- 
beth’s reign, when we had no' colonies’ 
and no debts, yet that now our vaftly 
increafed expences render America ef- 
featiaily neceffary. Dean Tucker's 
plan is then canvaffed, and utrerly re- 
probated, as wet] as his propofed' union 
with Ireland; and his abufe of the A- 
mericans, and his thus contributieg to 
their confufion, are imputed (we think 


not fairly) to his views of preferment — 


and a bifhopric, However he feemingly 
difelaims it. 
are alfo feverely {crutinifed, in parti- 
cular his charge of republicanifm 
agaicft thoft who have raifed this civil 


war; and the names of hypociite, bi- * 


got, and enthufialt, are beftowed, we 
think, with much too heavy a hand, 
as we cannot think that any thing lefs 
than convidtion could inducé a mab of 
his age and charaéter to enter the lifts 
asa politician, though'at rhe fame time 
we think many of his: faéts miltaken, 
and: much. of his reafoning fallacious, 
However, if his opponent had’ been 
equally we!] acquainted with «He Bible, 
he would hardly have laughed Mr, 
Wefley to feorn for faying Fear God: 
and boxour the Kiag, for compliment- 
ing the King (as he exprefles it) at 
the expence of God, and affzcting to 
couple together two beings infnrrely 
dutant from each other, perhaps win 
fome preference of the mortal to the 
eternal; fince to’ be bowoured is cer- 
tainly before being:feared.”” This far-

~* The General, finding his cannon too 
light to cffedt a breach, and that the ene- 
my would not hearken to terms of capi- 
tulation, formed a defign of carrying the 
town by efcalade.. In this he was encou- 
raged by the extenfivenefs of the works, 
and the weaknefs of the garrifon. When 
every thing was prepated, while he was 
waiting the opportunity of a foow-florm 
to carfy his defiyn into exécution, feveral 
men deferted tothe enemy. His plan at 
firft was to have attacked the upper and 
lower town at the fame time, depending 
principally for fuccefs againft the upper 
town: but ditcovering, from the motions 
of the enemy, that they were apprized 
of his defign, he altered his plan; and, 
having divided his little army into four 
detachments, ordered two feints to be 
made agajnit the upper town, one by 
Col. Livingfton, at the head of the Ca- 
nadians, againft St. John’s Gate; the 
other by Capt. Brown, at the head of a 
friall detachment, againft Cape Diamond ; 
referving to himfelf and Col. Arnold the 
two principal attacks againft the lower 
town,

Jattify this opinion: It was communi- 
tated to the General Congrefs in the 
bame, though it has Ginée been affirmed 
Without the knowledge; of Lord North, 
and by that Congrefs believed to be 
written by Mr. Grey Cooper, Under-Se- 
tretary to the Treafury. The paper is ag 
follows : 

* That it is earneftly hoped by all the 
real friends of the Americans, that the 
terms expreffed in the Refulution of the 
zoth of February [2775] will be accept- 
td by all the Colonies who have the leaft 
affection for their King and country, or 
a juft fenfe of their own interefts. 

** That thefe terms are honourable for 
Great-Britain, and fafe for the Colonies. 

“ That, if the Colonies are not blinded 
by faction, thefe terms will remove every 
Sees relctive to taxation, and be the 

afis of a COMPACT between the Colonies 
and the Mother-Country.

We have already ea an account of 
the tkirmith which happened between a 
party of the King’s troops near Norfolk 
in Virginia, (fee p. 91.) fince which the 
following intelligence has been received, 
which we have here copied verbatim ; 

Lord Dunmore has fet fire to the towns 
of Norfolk and Portfmouth, in Virginia, 
The reafon of his Lordthip deftroying 
thofe places was, the annoyance they gave 
to the thips of war; a few bombs were 
throwa into each place, and the friends 
of the Provincials fet fire to every houfe, 
the owner of which was fuppofed to be 
well-offedted to Government. Upwards 
of 300 loufes were burnt down in the 
fie town of Norfolk.

ritons appropriate Our own money, 
ard the colonitts ean no longer hefirate 
to make us troltees for the difpofal of 
theirs ; efpectally if it be to pafs thro* 
the fame hands, and for the like hal. 
lowed purpofes. 

He concluded a long and fpirited 
fpeech, with hoping that his Majetty, 
from the tranfcendent goodne(s of his 
heart, and refie&tive wifdom, will at 
length give ear to the fupplications of

Sut if it 
was expedient to delay the feizure of 
American fhips while they were in our 
power, it mu be abfurd to attempt it 
when the meafure is no longer pratti- 
cable, or at leaft when our only cap- 
tures will be privateers, which a 
knowledge of this a& will provoke the 
colonifts to fit out, in order to diftrefs 
our Weft India trade, and nvake re- 
prifals for thofe depradations which we 
are now going to authorize ;_unlefs in- 
deed the fevere penalties of this bil 
fhould (as I think they will) induce the 
Americans to open their ports to the 
thips of other maritime powers; and 
invite foreigners to fupply their wants ; 
a proceeding which would compel us 
to feize the effeéts of the fubjects of o- 
ther fates, and eventually involve us 
in a difafterous Evropean war. 
Refpc&ting the concluding part of 
this bill, J cannot but think the provi- 
fion which it makes for peace ts very 
unfuitable and inadequate to the attain - 
mentof it. For the previGon confitts 
only of 2 power in certain circumftance', 
to grant darticulsr pardons and exemp- 
tions from! the penalties of this att. 
But will the offer of pardon fatisfy 
men who acknowledge no crime, and 
who are confcious, not of doing but of 
 fufferiug wrong?

The only benefit which has refulred 
from ous unhappy conteft with Ame- 
rica, it, that by it we have been led to 
revert to the firft principles of civil po- 
ty. After numerous fttruggtes ; 

tween the powers and opinions of con- 
tending parties, we all now agree in 
this tundameotal truth ; that civd go- 
vernment was inftituted to benefit the 
many who are governed and not pe 
Sew who govern; or, in other words, 
that ‘its proper end is the prefervation 
of life, freedom, and property; ard 
of thefe, the latter has, under avr con- 
fiitution, been the obje&t of peculiar 
care. Indeed thé véry nature of pro- 
perty, asitis conftantly defined, requires 
that the proprietor alone fhould have 
a right to dilpofe of his property, and 
therefore it is, that by the moft folemn 
provifions of our government, the con- 
fent of thofe from whom money is 
wanted for national fervices, is made 
indifpenfably neceffary. I have atten- 
tively confidered the peculiar rights of 
‘this Houfe refpe&ing the impofition of 
taxes, and alfothe ufual words, forms, 
‘and circumftances of our pecuniary 
grants, which of them/elves fufficiently

Litucow’'s Travels and Adventures.

"THAT fame night, being difburden- 

» ed of his irons, and ftiipped to the 
fkin, his teeth were forced aiunder, 
and his belly filled with water up to 
his throat ; then his throat being bound 
fatt with a garter, he was rolied back. 
ward and forward till he was aimoft 
ftrangled. This done, he was hoifted 
by bis great toes to the roof of a high 
loft, and then the garter being cur, he 
bung with his bead downward tll all 
the water gufhed out. He was then 
let down quite fenfeleis, and feemingly 
dead; at which the Governor being a- 
Jarmed, ordered wine to be poured into 
his mouth iid he revived. 

Thefe torments being over, he was 
recloaihed, and left on the cold floor, 
praifing God and finging a plalm. 
N.xt morning the compafhonate Turk 
biought pim, privately, two handfuls 
et figs and rathns, jaying them on 
the floor among the vermin, | from 
whence Lithgow, having no.ule of 
arms nor hands, was forced to lick 
them up with his tongue.

Soon after, the good Tusk 
tailing ill, and keeping bis bed, the 
Spamards made him beheve that Lith. 
gow was a forcerer and a blafphemer, 
yo that for 30 days he never duitt look 
him im the face. In his abfence our 
countryman was attended by a Negro- 
woman, the cook, who alfo piolonged 
his life by conveying him fome nou- 
rithment, more or lels, once a day, for 
a month, and in her pocket a bortle- 
giafs ef wine. At length, providen- 
tially, a little before Eafter, 1624, a 
Spanith knight, of Granada, being at 
fupper with the Governor, and he re- 
Jauing all the proceedings againft Lith- 
gow, his torments, flarvings, &c. and 
the caules of them, the gentieman’s fer- 
vaot, a Fleming, ftanding behind his 
matter, was fo grieved and aftonifhed 
at the account, that he could fcarce 
Grep all the night, thinking, when he 
flumbered, that he faw a man torturing 
and burning: and next day repaning 
to the houle of Mr, Wilds, the Eng- 


glith conju), he told him all he had, 


heard, except the name, to which he 
was a ftranger; But Mr. Wilds im- 
mediately conjeétured who it was. Up- 
on this, fending for the other Englith 
faktors, they agreed to difpaich letters 
diveétly to Sir Walter Afton, the King's 
ambaflador at Madrid, who interced- 
Gent, Mac. April, 1776. 
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ing with the King and Council, obtain= 
ed a ftri& warrant to the Govcnas of 
Malaga to deliver his prifoner into the 
Englith hands. This being received 
was inttantly obeyed, to their great dif 
liking, and on-Eafler-day, before mid- 
night, Lithgow was relealed, and car- 
ried on Hazier the flave's back to mafter 
Burtbitch’s houfe, where he was care- 
fully attended till daylight. 

Meanwhile a fquadron of the King’s 
fhips iuckily lying in the road, Sir 
Richard Halkins came early afhore, 
with a ftrong train, and received him 
from the merchants, whence he was car- 


_sied on mens arms, in blankets, to his 


Majelty’s thip the Vanguard. Three 
days alter he was conveyed on board a 
vidtualler, bound to England, by di- 


’ re€tion of the General, Sir Robert Man- 


fel, where he was well placed and ree 
commended by Sir Richard Halkins to 
the maiter; and plenty of refreftiments, 
viz. hens, wine, eggs, figs and taifns, 
oranges and lemons, fugar and bread, 
with 200 reals in fiver and gold, fene 
him by the merchants. 

Twelve days after the thip fet fail 
from Malaga, and the fiftieth day from 
his departure, be arrived at Darford [ pro= 
bably Deptford] upon Thames,whence, 
next morning, he was carried on a fea 
ther-bed to Theobalds, and brought to 
the privy gallery for the King's coming 
from the Park, being then a martyred 
anatomy, with litle hope of recovery, 
or life, There having made his com- 


_ plaint to his Majefty, fuch was his con- 


fideration, that twice, at his charges, 


» Lithgow was fent to Bath for twenty 


feven wecks ; whereby he in great mea 


- fare recovered bis health afd ftrength, 
“though hu left arm and cruthed bones 


were incurable. Before this, in the 
firtt week after his arrival, he was con. 


_weyed from Theobalds (by his Ma- 


jefty’s dire&tions) to Don Diego Sur. 
mento de Gundamore, the Spanifh am~ 
biffador, then refident in Holborn ; 
where he underiook, before the Mare 
queffes of Hadhilion and Buckingham, 
(confirming it oext day tothe King, 
at Greenwich) that afte® a condign trial 
had from Spain concerning Lithgow’s 
grievances, he thould have all his mo- 
ney, cloaths, obfervations, tefimonial 
patents, and his Majetty’s feal, reftored 
to him, with roool. flerling from the 
Governor of Malaga, to maintain: his 
lame and racked body. 

Thefe promifes were mtde fune 6, 
1621, and were to be performed againit 
Michaelmas-day enfuing ; but that day 

come 
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eome, he deferred it, and fo on from 
time to time till Eafler: and that fea- 
_ fon come, he turned poor Lithgow’s 
. Pafcua to prifon ys fora little before bis 
departure Lithgow toid him flitly, in 
his face, from the giief ot his fuul, what 
he was, and what he went about, which 
aftcrward proved true; whereupon, in 
the prefenceschamber, before the Em- 
peror’s aimbaflador, and divers knights 
- and gemilemen, Gundamore ** rafh'y 
ventured the credit of leayer honou™ 
againft him: where the ambaflador’s 
** filtula (as our traveller quaintly ex- 
preffes it) was contrabanded with a fit, 
and for victory favour lent the Spa- 
_ Riard authority 5° the poor Scotchman 
being committed nine weeks to the 
Marfhalfea prifon, in Southwark : 
** whence (he fays) he returned with 
more credit than Gundamore left Eng- 
Jand with honefly; being both yan- 
quifhed and vidlor.” At length he 
was fet at liberty by favour of the 
Privy-council. Afterward, when King 
James, who had been a father to him, 
died, he was forced to prefer a bill of 
_ grievance to the Houle of Loids, in 
1626, which he daily followed feven- 
teen weeks ; and his grievine.s being 
heard and confiidered, an order was 
granted him to Lord Keeper Coventry, 
who dire&ted him to bring the certif- 
cates of Sir Walter Afton, Sir Robert 
Manfel, and Sir Thomas Button, which 
Were accordingly laid before him. In 
the mean time the parliament breaking 
up abruptly, this order could take no 
effect, and to his seliet lay fufpended. 

In the tpring of 3627 our travelier 

fet out from court, on a pedeltrial pro- 
grefs to his native country, for a par- 
ticular defcription of which he reters 
to another volume, entitled Lithgaw’s 
. Survey of Scotland. From Ed:sbucgh 
he proceeded, in 1628, to the Weitern 

Hiiands, where, in the ifle of Airan, at 
the caftle of Braidwick, he was kindly 
éentervained by the Marqueis of Hamil- 
_ton, Landing again on the continent 
he coatled Gailoway, ‘* even to the 
mould that butteth mto the fea; and 
, thence footed all that large country to 
Dumfries, and fo to Carlifle. But firft 
he embarked in Caithne(s, at Dungfby, 
for the Orkney Hilands§ croffing the 
. dreadful Pentland Firth to South Ran- 
_ maldthaw, -Kirkwall, &c. 

Thus he cowcludes the relation ef 
his oinetcen years tsavels, perfected in 
. three dear-bought voyages, ** the ge- 
neral compuration of which dimen- 
ous fpaces, in his goings, traverlings,

and returnings, through kingdome, 
continents, and iflands, which his pain- 
ful feet traced over, (brfides his paf- 
fages of fcas and rivers,) amounted 


' (he fay) to 36,000 and odd miles,

Jithed, concludes his letter with a with, 
** that his Lordthip’s Charges may be 
** publifhed, as, he doubts not, they 
“would further tend to prove his 
*€ Lordthip's ¢fimation of our civil and 
** ecclefaltical polity.”* 

To what his Lordhip’s ¢fimation 
of this complex polity amounted, we 
fal! fee prefently ; permit me in the 
mean time to remark, that his Lord- 
thip’s eflvmation is but equivocally fet 
forth in thefe extradls, as they hive at 
Jealt half a hundred handles, and might 
be applied with equal propriety to half 
a hundred forts of men, fome of which 
have occaficnally figuied in the famous 
univerfity of Oxford. 

So far as they may be applied to that 
elais of men whom Vindex intended to 
oppofe, they might be confronted with 
numerous extracts from other writers, 
Yome of whom have fhewn themfelves 
a full match for Bp. Sherlock in ¢fii- 
gating our civil and ecclefjaftical po- 
lity. 

But indeed this way of retailing fen- 
tences from the writings of eminent 
men, is but a poor expedient, either 
for the purpote of putting an adverfary 
to the bluhh, or of afcertaining the real 
principles of the writer.

fa&t, when the queftion was concernir 
the moral incapacity of the individual, 
And let me afk, would the late Dr. 
King at any time of his life—would 
one third of the univerfity of Oxford 
in the year 1715, when this Sermon 
was preached, have agreed with Dr. 
Sherlock, that popery creared a moral 
incapacity for the government of this 
kingdom in King James I1.? 

But to return to Bp. Sherlock's ef- 
timation of our civil and ecclefiatical 
polity.—Bp. Headly has been thought 
by many good judges of futh matters 
to have ¢fimated our civil and ecelefi- 
aftical polity with move precifion than 
Bp. Sbher/ock. But as Vindex may 
have his obje€iions to Bp.

Thus we fee Bp. Sherlock is careffed

the mean time a heavy. thunder- fhower 
has fallen. , 
The whole of the myflery is this ; 
In dry weather it fhrinks up, and be- 
comes a dark-brown and brittle leaf, 
not im the leaft refembling Nofloch ; 
but as foon as a heavy rain falls, it 
puts on the appearance of jelly, having 
imbibed the water with even more avi- 
ditv than a fpunge. Then, if the fun 
fhine vigoroufly, or there be a bifk 
drying wind, it foon returns to its for- 
mer ftzte again, and has no longer the 
form of Noftoch. Thus it changes 
from one ftate 1o the other feveral times 
before it arrives at its full growth. 
How long this may be, M. Reaumur 
does not know, and fufpeéts it may he 
feveral years, but is fure it is at leatt 
one year. M. Geoffroy fays that Nof- 
toch has fibres of roots, but M. Reau- 
mur denies this. M. Reavmur found 
fome little grains on the Noftoch, of va- 
rious fizes, fome nearly as big as a 
large pin’s head, others fcarce vifible 
hy the naked eye: thefe he fowed in 
flower-pots, and Noftoch was produced 
from them. He then gives fome ac- 
count of the progrefs of its growth, 
and adds fomething on the fpecific dif- 
tinGlions of this plant; but fays, after 
all, that he thinks there is only one 
fpecies of it, and gives his realons for 
this opinion, He alfo thinks that it 
receives its nourifhment, like marine 


_ plants, by the pores on its furface. and

An Account of the Circumfances re- 
lating to the Death af the Abbe 
LawReEnceE Ricci. 

It is not my defign to make any re- 
fleGtians on the event which is the 

fubjeét of this letter: The circum. 

flantial account which I fend yon, is 
taken out of fome letters from Rome, 
written by perfons worthy of credit, 


not from the earth by roots. 


" and witnellcs of the fads. 


Lawrence Ricci was born at Flo- 
rence, the 2d of Augult, 1703, of an 
illuftrious family : He entered into the 
Society of Jefus in the year 1720, and 
was made General of it on the arf of 
May, 1758. After the deftruction of 
the fociety, he was fent prifoner.to the 
cattle of Sty Angelo, on the aad of 

. beplempes

September, 1773, where death put ap 
end to his fuffering life. 

His laft illnefs was but of a few days: 
The eighth was the laft of pain and life. 
Loaded with a weight of years, rendered 
more weighty by many heavy crofles, 
ana by a variety and long feries of 
affi@ions ; with accumelated woe on 
the latter period of them, by the fup- 
preffion of his order; by the calumnies 
caft on it and himfelf ; wy the imprifon- 
ment of his own perfon, and a long, 
painful, and clo% conficement, e/pe- 
cially for the firft eighteen months of 
it;—under this complication of years 
and forrows, he was little able to fup- 
port a violent attack of an inflamma- 
tory fever. The relief and fuccours 
which his Holinefs vouchfafed to afford 
him in his fick ftate, by giving in 
charge to his own Phyfician Doflor 
Sallicetti, to leave no endeavours un- 
tried for his recovery, were without 
effe&. Bleeding was repeated to the 
fourth time, and blifters were applied, 
but it foon appeared that all means to 
fave his life were unavailing. 

The firft fymptoms of his difeafe 
difcovered themielves on Thuriday eve- 
ning, November 16. After having 
taken his walk, according to his cul- 
tom, on the terras of the caftle, on his 
return to his apartment he was feized 
with a chilnefs and a cold, which im- 
mediately became very violent. The 
fever foon increafed upon him, and 
by Saturday evening his life was judg- 
ed to be in danger. : 

The fick man, fenfihle of his own 
dangerous fituation, demanded the holy 
Viaticum ; Accordingly he obtsined 
this confoiation on Sunday morning, 
in prefence of the Sub-gove: nor ard the 
two Chaplains of the Cattle, of the 
Jay-brother who waited on him, of a 
ferjeant, a corporal, and other foldiers 
with lighted flambeaux. 

When the bleffed facrament was 
brought, he entered into profound re- 
colledticn, and remained filene for 
fome time; then judging he ought not 
to be wanting to himfeif, by a jolemn 
declaration 3 his own innocence, and 
that of his order, which he had govern- 
ed for the fpace of 15 years, he began 
to (peak as follows :—‘* That he iin- 
cerely pardoned all thofe who had been 
infrumental in the deftru@ion of the 
fociety :=-He did not omit to pray par- 
ticularly for thofe who had reduced 
him to this ftate of inability and fuf- 
fering, and to implore the bleffing of 
heaven on them;” After which,: raiting 
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his voice, and with a remarkable firm 
tone, he faid, *‘ that in the prefence 
of God, whom he adored in his auguft 
facramen', and by whom fhortly he 
was going to be judged, he declared 
to the whole world, that he was entire. 
ly innocent of all that had been laid to 
his charge, and of whatever might have 
contributed to the deftruétion of the 
Society entrufted to his care, or to hig 
own perfonal imprifonment. He 
thanked God for withdrawing him 
from this world, and hoped that his 
death would procure fome alleviation 
to thofe who fuffered with him in the 
fame caufe.” 

All thofe who were prefent, not ex- 
cepting even the guards, could not re« 
frain from weeping 3 and the Priett, 
who was performing the fervice, was fo 
moved, that he dropped the facred 
hoft on the pateen, without being fen- 
fible of what had hapvened. 

After the fick man had received 
the holy viaticum, the fever grew 
more violent, and denounced his 
approaching end. On Monday even- 
ing the facrament of extreme vnce 
tion was adminiftered to him, and he 
received it with redoubled fervour, and 
with the greatelt edification. He then 
caufed a requeft to be prefented to the 
Pope, craving his Apoftolical Benedic- 
tion, if his Hobnets did not think him 
unworthy of ir: The Pope was gra- 
cioufly pleafed to grant his petition, 
and accompanied the grant with the 
moft tender and paternal expreffions. 

Many Cardinals fent frequent mef- 
fages of enquiry after his health, and 
an unknown perfon caufed two flame 
beaux of a very large fize to burn be- 
fore the thrine of St. Ignatius. 

Yet the fick party grew worfe and 
worfe, and nothing remained but his 
conitancy in fufferings: His pitience 
did not forfake him in his lat llnefs, 
which bad fupported him during the 
long period of his imprifonment. Not 
a breath of complaint was heard on his 
death-bed, as nota word of murmur 
had efcaped his lips in his prifon, even 
againit the authors of his hard and (ad 
Jot; nor the leat thadow was feen of 
refentment again thofe onder-officers 
of the caltle, who had mifbehaved to 
wards him. Submiflively refigned to 
the will of his Creator in all events, 
he waited with confidence the hour of 
his releafement : He caufed certain fer- 
vent prayers to be read by bis bed-fide, 
of which he had made a feleét collec. 
tion during his abode in the etal 
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with the intention of making ufe of 
them at his death, which he forefaw was 
not far diftaot. | 
It was remarked, that during this 
interva!, even to the moment he gave 
the ghoft, he was always pretent 
to himfe:f, and in full enjoyment of 
his ienfes. An hour before hrs death, 
he {poke famuiliasly and with his ufual 
ferenity to the perfon who attended him 
in his ficknels, to whom he gave the lait 
farewell, faying to him, that he houid 
hear bis voice ne more. 
Fiem that inftant he (poke no more. 


~ He compofed himéelf in calm setoliec-

tion, and, in fhort, on the 24th of 
November, a little after noon, at a 
time when all oppofition to his enlarge- 
mect feemed to be removed, he iweet- 
ly gave up his foul to his Redeemer at 
the age of feventy-two years, three 
months, and twenty-two days, having 
lived fifty-five years, three months, 
and fix days in religion, It bad been 
his requeft, that the crucifix, which 
he always canied about him, thould 
be delivered to his nephew ; thac hia 
little wardrobe fhould be diitributed, 
by way of fome Imail recompence to 
thofe who had terved buy; and that he 
fhould be buried at the iate profefied 
houfe of the Jeluits. 
| All thole who were prefent at the 
death of this late and Jatt Genesal of 
the Society of Jefus, (indeed, we may 
fay all Rome, as they were not igno- 
rant of the ciscumftances) and even to 
the galley-flaves of the caftle, all con- 
ceived the greateft veneration for his 
mesoory, and all look on his death as 
precious in the hight ot God. Dr. 
Saliicerti declared openly, that he had 
been prefent at the deaths of many per- 
fons in repute for piety and vaitue, 
but that he had neves been witnels to 
fuch fentiments as thofe he had juit 
been prefent at. 

The Pope gave orders to Cardinal 


Corfini for the funerai of Abbé Ricei; ~ 


and the will of bis Holineis was, that 
all thould be done according to the 
quality of the lubjé&t, and that bis 
body thould be depotned im the vault 
of the church of the Jeiu, near the 
other Generals of the tociety bis pre- 
deceffors. 

Accordingly the national church of 
Florence was bung with black, and on 
Sat.Noy. the 25th, two hours altér jun- 
fet, the cospie was conveyed in a 
coach attended by four flambeaux, 
and followed by another coach, to the 


faid church, where on the mursow 
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morning, vetted in his facerdutal habits, 
he was expofed on a lofty bed of ftare, 
round which were burning thirty grand 
tapers. 

Du. ing this whole morning, which 
was Sanday November 26th, there 
was an extraordinary concourft of pro- 
ple to this church, of ail fists and con- 
ditions, Mafs was continued to be 
fard at all the altars til noon. The 
funeral fervice was celebrated with 
great decency and folemoity, by the 
clergy who ferve that parith. The 
throng of people did not difcontinue, 
and many gave tokens of-gieat venera- 
tion and tender affection, though curio- 
fity perhaps was the chief motive that 
firft led them thither. . 

I mutt aot pafs over in filence one 
remark ble token of refpect given by 
the Bithop of .Commachio. This 


‘ wortby prelate, who is in equal re- 


pute for piety and learning, the fame 
who had lately entered Rome barefoot 
at the head of many of his clergy, — 
came alfo to the Florentine church, and 


" placing himfelf on his knees near the 


‘Catataique, he faid, with a vo:ce loud 
enovgh to be heard by many, that ‘* he 
did not-come to pray for the foul of the 
deceaked, but to folicit the credit of 
that fingalarly jalt man, whom he re- 
garded as a predeftinated foul, and as. 
amartyr."' Many others feemed to 
think the fame, wuhout dering to de- 
clare their jentiments Yo openly. In 
citing this paflage, I bave nothing in 
view but to thew the high efleem hts 
virtue was held in, and the oomage 
paid fo it. | 
At mid-day the church was fhut, 
and the corple withdrawn from the 
fight of the people, It was removed 
into the facnity, where no one was 
allowed to enter, Towards midnight 
it was put into the fame coach that had 
brought’ it thither, followed alfo by 
the tecond, and conveyed with lighted 
torches to the church of the Jefu, where 
all was ready for the burial, ae 
to the Pope's orders, and the reque 
of the venerable old man. The prefi- 
dent of the houle faid the prayers of the 
church over the corpfe, before it was 
let down into the vault. The body 
was then put into a coffin, which was 
placed on the fide of his predeceffors 
Centucioni and Vifconti, in. quality of 
General of the Society of Jetus. Teo 
ferve by way of epitaph, a feroll ot 
parchment was fixed to the coffin, on 
which were written his name, his age, 
the time and place of hisdeath, and rhe 
number 
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slumber of years he bad been General 
of his order. 

Such was the eud of the eighteenth and 
laft General of the Society of Jefus. His 
la@ act and deed left in writing, which 
be thoughtmcumbent on him to confign 
to polterity in atreitation of his inno- 
sence, will perhaps be the only monu- 
ment that wiil remain of his memory. 
He had pr.pared beforehand, and at 
his leviure, this proteltation, to the end 
that if bis lait fickaeis fhould not allow 
hivn to fpeak it, he might at lealt, to 


the beit of his power, make known to — 


all the world his perfonal mnocencey 
as well as that of the religious order he 
had governe:! for 15 years. Attentive 
to fulfil this onliyation, which he 
judged important, he had the precau- 
tion t> write himteif this declaration, 
and to ign it with his own hands and 
in purfuance of this defign, he encruit- 
ed it to one of the foldiers of the 
caftle, on whofe fidelity he thought 
he could belt rely, and whoo effect 
difcharged his truit faithfully. 

This authentic piece is preferved 
with great care, and from this original 
is drawn the Italian copy, from whence 
are taken the French nnd Englith 
wranflations. 

It feems impofiihig to call in quef- 
tion the authentici y of this piece ; for 
the characters and fignaiure of bis hand 
cannot but be known, and they may 
be contronted with many of his letters, 
fome of which no doubt are ftiil in 
being.

«* THE uncertainty of the time 
when it will pleafe Almighty God to 
cal] me to himielf, and the certamty 
that this time is not far diflant, conf. 
dering my advanced age, the multi- 
tude, the Jong duration, and weight 
of my fufferings, warn me to be be- 
fore hand in the difcharge of every 
duty I think incumbent on me ;—and 
this precaution is the more neceflary, 
as it may eafily happen that my laft 
ficknefs may difabie me from doing it 
at the time of my death. 

Therefore confidering myfelf as at 


this inflant going to appear before the 


tribunal of infallible truth and jultice, 
fuch as is the fole tribunal of God ;— 
after Jong and mature refle€tion ; and 
afrer having humbly prayed to my molt 
merciful Redcemer and aweful Judge, 
mot to permit me, efpecially in this my 
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laft agt and deed of my Iife, to be led 
away or influenced by paffion, or by 
any bitternefs of heart or mind, orby 
any other vicious end or motive; but 
purely becaute I judge it ny duty to 
render jultice to truth and innocence 5 
——{ make the two following decla« 
rations and proteftations : 

Fir, I declare and prote(t, That 
the Society of Jefus, nuw extin@, has 
not given any caule for its own fup- 
preflion, This i declare and protet 
with that moral certainty which @ fu. 
perior can have who is well informed 
of what paffes in his order, 

Secondiy, I declare and protest, That 
I have not given the leat occafion to~ 
wards my own imprifonment. This 
I declare and proteft with that great 
certainty and evidence which each one 
has in the con{cioufnefs of his own 
actions. My only motive tor makin 
this fecond proteftation is, becaufe ‘ 
judge it neceffary for the credit of the 
Society of Jefus, now extindt, of which . 
I was General, 

But my intention is not, that, in 
confequence of thefe two protettatians,' 
any of thofe fhould be judged guilty 
in the fight of God, who bave brought 
thefe dilaiters on the Society and my- 
feif: I thall religioufly abftain from 
pafiing any fuch like judgments. The 
views of the mind of man, and the 
aff:Gtions of his heart, are known by 
God. He alone fees the errors of tie 
human underitanding, and difcerns how 
far they are excufable. He alone pes 
netrates the views which fet man on 
action, and the {pirit with whith he 
acts;—the atleclions and inclinations 
of the heart which accompany the aca 
tion,—and from whence depends the 
re€titude or culpability of the exterior 
action; confequently, I leave all judg- 
rent to him, who will examine the 
eworks of men, and fearch out their 
thoughts. (Book of Wildom, ch. vis 
ver. 4.) 

And, not to be wanting to my duty 
as a Chriftian, I proteit, that, with 
the divine affittance, I have always pare 
doned, and that I do now Gncerely 
pardon, all thole who have perfecuted 
me, fir by their perfecution of the 
Socie'y of Jefus, and the many hard. 
fliips they cauled individuals, my late 
fubjects, to undergo--—then by the 
fuppreflion and exun&ion of it——and 
by what foon foliowed, my imprifon- 
ment, with all the fufferings that have 
attended it, and by the injuries done 
10 my reputauion w——thele are knows 

\ facts, 
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faéts, and notérious to the whole world. 
J pray the Lord, out of his pure bounty 
anti goodaeis, and out of the infinite 
metits of Jeius Chr:ft his Son, firll to 
pardon my own innumerable fins ; and 
next to pardon the authors and inft:u- 
ments of thofe loffes which I have ful- 
tained, and thofe fufferings I hare un- 
dergone, in conjunction with the whole 
body of which | was head+—and I 
defire to die with this prayer and thele 
fentiments in my heart. 
Laftly, I pray and intreat all thofe 
into whofe hands this my Declaration 
and Proieftation may fall, that they 
will make it public to the world, as 
much as may be, I crave the per- 
formance of this my lait requeft by 
alltthe claims of human benevolence, 
of juftice, and of Chriftian charity ; 
and a claim grounded on fuch titles 
cannot but be perfwafive to every one 
to comp!y with this my ecarneft will 
and defire.

This is the fame Declaration and 
Proteftation which Abbé Lawrence 
Ricci, late General of the Socitty of 
Jefus, reprated and confirmed on the 
soth of November, at the time he was 
ing to receive the holy viaticuin, be. 
ove Jefus Chrift himfeif in the bi fled 
facrament, and in the prefence of the 
Vice-governor of the caftle of St. An- 
. gelo, his Secretary Don Giovanni, Ab- 
bé Orlandi, of a ferjeant, a co:poral, 
the apothecary, the domeftics of the 
Governor Camiilo and Pierraccio, nine 
foldiers and galley-flaves, al! whofe 
names we could mention; thefe accom- 
panied the bieffed facrament into the

require much proof. - ‘Tis fuppofed 
that this tax, according to the afleff- 
ment of 1692, which finee has been 
adhered to, was net laid on fo equally 
as it ought to have been; but had it 
been made with the utmoft impartiality, 
time muft neceflarily in (0 long a lapfe 
of years have occafioned very great 
inequalities. A new affeffment is, 
therefore, become highly expedient and 
reafonabie. I know only one objec 
tion which can with juftice and pro- 
pricty be urged againft fecha meafure ; 


_ which is, that many purchafers have 


given larger fums for eftates lowly af- 
feffed, than they would have given, if 
the land. tax had in general been more 
equal, 

With the hopes of thewing proper 
attention to fuch purchafers, and.doing 
juitice to the public in general, the 
following (cheme is propofed : 

Let it be ena&ted, wi:hin the next 
three or four years, that the lands of 
this kingdom fhould be regulariy va~ 
lued by a freth aficfiment once in every 
twenty: five years, at equal dilt nces of 
trme ; the firlt new affefiment to begin 
with the next century, Whenever a 
land tax was found neceffary, that it 
fhould be regnlated by the affeffment 
then inule. The quantum of the tax 
to depend upon Parliament. 

The advantages reiuking from this 
fcheme are great and obvious. The 
burthen would be rendered more equal ; 
encouragement would be given to ims 
provements, which would generally be 


_ made foon after a new aff: fiment ; and 


all proper Favour fhewn to purchafers, 
by deferring the Art new afieffinent to 
the commencement of the nineteenth 
century. fam, &c.

HAVE often been much concerned 
‘that none of thé friends of the late 
Mr. Benjamin Stillingfleet have fas 
voured the public with any particulars 
of his life, to perpertrate the memory 
of that amiable and fenfible gentleman, 
Nobis therefote thrown together the 
ollowing notices, in hopes of inducing’ 
fome bettet qualified petfon to do him 
more ample jultice, 

HE was grandfon of the well-known 
Bithop of Worcefter, His father Rd. 
watd was Fellow of St, John's college 
in Cambridge, F.R.$. M:D. and 
Grefham Profeffor of Phyfic: but mar. 
rying ib 1692, he loft ths lucrative of- 
fices, and his father’s favoar: a mif- 
fortune that affe€ted both himfelf and 

» 3 : : his 
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bis polterity. ‘However, going into or- 
ders, he obtained, by bis father's means, 
the living of Newington Butts, which 
he immediately exchanged for thofe af 
Wood-Norton and Swanton wm Nor- 
folk. He died in 1708, : 
Benjamin, his only fon, was edu- 
cated at Norwich fchool, which he le/t 
in 1720, with the character of an ex- 
cellent (cholar. He then went to Tri- 
nity college in Cambridge, at the re- 
queft of Dr. Bentley, the Matter, who 
had been private tutor to bis father, 
domeflic chaplain to his grandfather, 
and much indebted to the family, 
Here be was a candidate for a Fellow- 
fhip; bur was rejected by the Maitey’s 
caducace: This was a fevere and un- 
expected difappoimtment; and but lit- 
tle alleviated afterwards by the a 
apology, that it was a pity that a 
prciieusen of Mr. Stillingfleet’s parts 
fhould be busied within the walls of a 
college. — 
Perhaps, however, this ingratitude 
of Dr. Bentley was not of any real 
differvice to Mr. Stillingfleet, By be, 
ing thrown into the world he formed 
many b.nourable and valuable congec- 
tions. He dedicated fome tranflations 
of Linnzus to the late Lord Lyttelton, 
partly, he fays, from motives of pri, 
vate re(pect and honour. The prefeas 
Lord Barrington gave him, in a very 
polite manner, the place of the Malter 
of the Barracks at Kenfington ; a fa- 
vour to which Mr, &. in the dedication 
of his Calendar wf Flora to that noble- 
man, alludes with equal politenefs, ag 
well as with the warmett gratitude, 
His Calendar of Flora was tormed ag 
Stratron in Norto'k, in the year 1755, 
at the hofpitable feat of his very worthy 
and ingenious fiiend Mr. Maitham, 
who had made feveral obfervations of 
that kiad, and had communicated, te 
the public his curious Obdfervations on 
the Growth of Trees. But it was to 
Mr. Wyadham, of Feibrig in Norfolk 
that he appears to have bad the greatelt 
obligations: he travelled abroad with 
him; (pent much of his time at his 
houfe; and was appointed one of lus 
executo:s, (Mr. Garrick, I thik, was 
another,) with a confiderable addition 
to an anouity which that gent'eman 
had fettled upon him in his life-time: 
Mr. Stillingfleet’s geniys feenis, if 
we may judge from his works, to have 
Jed him principally to the ftudy of na- 
tural hiftory, which be profecuted as 
an ingenious philofopher, an ufeful ci- 
dizco, aud a good man. Ly this walk 


upon him, 


of learning he mentions, gs his friends, 
Dr.Watfon, Mr. (now Dr.) Solander, 
Mr, Hudfon, Mr. Price of Foxley, 
and fome others; and I have heard the 
ingenious Mr, Penoant acknowledge 
meny obligations to him. Nor can J 
omit the flattering mention which the 
late Mr. Gray makes of him in one of 
his letsers, dated from London in 3763, 
‘« I have lately made an acquaintance 
with this philofopher, who lives ina 
garret here in the winter, that he may 
Support fome near relations who dep 

He is always employed, 
confequently (according to my old 
maxim) always happy, always cheec- 
ful, and feems to me a very worthy 
honeit man, His prefent fcheme is tp 
fend fome perfons, properly qualified, 


fo refide a year or two in Attica, to 


make themlelves acquainted with the 
climate, produ_tions, and natural hif- 
tory of the country, that we may un- 
deritand Ariftotie, Theophraflus, &e. 
who have been Heathen Greek to us 
for fo many ages; and this he has got 
propofed to Lord Bute, no unlikely 
psrfon to put it in execution, as he is 
himfelf a boranilt.’’ ; 

I kapw not whether Mr. S. has pub- 
liked any thing in this way, except a 
volume of MilceHaneous Traéis, which 
is in much efteem, and does great ho- 
nour both to his head and heart. They 
are chiefly tranfistions of fome effays 
in the Amanitates Academica publith- 
ed by Linnzus, inter {perfed with fome 
obfervations and additions of his awn. 
In this volume he fhews alfo a tafe 
for claflical learning, and entertains ug 
with fome elegant poetical efluGons of 
bisown, But his Effay on Converfae 
tion, publithed in the firft volume of 
Dodfley’s Coile&tion of Poems, entitles 
him to a diftinguished rank among ovr 
Englifh poets. And Iam the rather 
pleafed at being able to view him ia 
this light, as fome perfons have affe&y 
ed to defpife the ludy of natural hil, 
fory (particularly fome of the more 
minute parts of it) as beneath the chay 
racter of a gentleman, and rarely en, 
gaged jo but, by perions of interios 
and unpolifhed underitandings. This 
poem is addreffed to Mr. Wyndham 
with all that warmth of frendthi 
which diftinguithes Mr. S. As it is 
chiefly didactic, it docs not admit of 
fo many ornaments as fome compofi« 
tions of other kindy. However, it 
contains much good-fenfe, fhews a 
confiderable knowledge of mankind, 
aad has (everal pallages that im poini 

ut 
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of harmony and eafy verification would 
Not difgrace the wistings of our moft 
admired poe's. Here more than once 
Mir. 8. thews himfelf fill fore from 
‘Dr, Bentley's crucl treatment of him 4; 
and towards the beautiful and moral 
clofe of it (where I think he gives us 
a fketch of himfelf) feems to hint at 
a mortification of a more delicate na- 
ture, which he is faid to have fuffcred 
‘from the other fex. 

To thefe difappointments it was per- 
haps owing that Mr. S. neither mar- 
ried, nor weat into orders.

Memoirs of the Lire of the late 
Dr. John Hoadly. 
WHE late Rev. Dr. John Hoadly, 
+4”. youngeft and only furviving fon 
of Benjamin Bifhop of Winchefter, was 
‘born in Bioad- ftreet, London, (his fa- 
ther being then Reétor of St. Peter's 
‘Poor,) O&. 8, 177y. He was edu- 
cated at Mr. Newcome’s [chool at 
Mackney, where he played, with great 
applaufe, the part of Phocyas, in the 
Siege of Damafcus*; and was ad- 
mitted, in June, 1739; at Corpus-Chriitt 
(or Benet) Cotlege, Cambridge, wh: re 
he took the depreeof LL. B. in 1735. 
Nov. 29 following, he “was appointed 
Chancellor of the diocefe'of Winchef- 
ter, and ordained by his f.ther deacon 
Dec. 7, and prieft the 21. He was 
honoured (antl particu’atly by the 
genteel manner of it) by the late Prince 
of Wales, being ummediately (Dec.

Feb. 10, 1735-6, he married Eli- 
zabeth, daughrer of James Abhe, Ba.

He was tirft collated (by his father) 
to the regtory of Micheimerfh, March 
8,17373 to that of Wroughton (fine- — 
curc), in Wilthire, Sept. 8, 1737:

He was inftituted to the reGory of 
St. Mary's, near Southampton, Juneg, 
1743, on the prefentation af Martin 
Foikes, Efq; &c; executo's of the will 
of Archbifhop Wake, bis nephew, the 
prefent Dr. Wake not being then ca- 
pabie of orders. 

Dec. 16, 1746, he was*collated to 
the rectory of Overton (finecure), void 
by the death of Bithop Clagetry. 

Jan, 4, 1747; he was honoured with 
the degree of LL.D (the firit degree 
conferred) by the excellent Avehbifhop 
Herring. 

In May, 1760, fon the death of » 
Dean Lynch,) he was appointed to the 
mafterfhip of St. Crots ( finecure ) 5 
which preferments (all in the county 
of Hants) he enjoyed ull bis death; 
except the finecure of Wrovghron ; 
the prebend of Winchefter, which on 
that occafion the Bifhhop permitied him 
to refign in favour of his wife's: bro- 
ther, the Rev.’ Mr. Robert Athe; and 
the n&ory of Michelmerth, in which 
the fame gentleman fuecceded hfm in 
1743, on his removal to St. Mary's, 
His houfe there, as fpacious and ebes 
gant a parfonage as any in the kimg: 
dom, (his predeceffor, Archdeacon 
Brideoke, in whofe tme it was burnt. 
down, having expended goool. on it, 
befides sool. on the church,) was'em- 
bellithed with the remains of his mo- 
ther’s pictures, and the beft of her own 
paintings, the being a proficient in that 
art, ‘and a {cholat of Mrs. Beale and 


The Prince, knawing the Bitbop’s 
tafte and knowledge of mufic, and the 
impoflibility of his gratifying it at the 
theatre without impropricty, invited him 
to a rchearfal of an opera at Carleton- 
Houfe; ver politely afluring him, that 
‘* he thoutd be quite at his cafe, and 
alone in the next room, unlefs he would 
bring his fon with him, who, he heard, 
was jutt going into orders, and whom he 
theo’ begged leave to befpeak as bis 
chaplain,” 
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her fon Charles. A half-Jength, ‘by 
her, of her bufband, when Bithop of 
Bangor, was added by her fon, in 1773, 
to the colleétion of the Archbifhop of 
Canterbury at Lambeth.

ral other pieces printed in sage dg 
poems, vol.v. p.as8, &c. the 
mous ballad, Fair Sally loud a bonny 
feaman, &c. and many other jeux 
d’ejprit. To whteh we beg leave to 
add the following anecdotes ; 

In 1731, late in the feafon, Mr. 
Rich, contrary to the opinion of all 
his friends, infiited on immediately 
bringing oat a play which was then 
offered him, of a very peculiar fort, it 
being a rehearfal of two modern plays, 
acomedy and a tragedy, which was 
played five nights in May to almoft 
the fame audience, and began to make 
a ftrange noife in the town by the ap- 
plaules of folne, and the fears and jea- 
loufies of othirs, viz. the wits, critical 
and poetical, This was written by our 
author (then but 20) and his eldeft bro- 
Aher, the phyfician, and was called Tue 
Contrast, from the contrafted cha- 
raclers ot the two poets, Mr. Simile 
and Mr. Fuftion. his, for pruden- 
tial reafons, wag facrificed to the good 
Bithop's d. fire; and Mr. Rich was fo 
honourable as to recall every {crap of 
Paper, copy, and parts, &c. that it 
was never heard of afterwards, The 
authors had made a few lines as the 
beginning of anvepilogue in the mo- 
dern Joofe taite, but foon found that 
was a wrong way to burlefque thole 
high-feafoned difhes, and refoived to 
make the actie’s herfeif refule to fpeak 
it “ as too yndecent 5°’ which had a 
vat effe&. Merope, by the late 
Mr. Jeffreys, (fee Volume XLIII.) 

— afted juft before this, being in great 
difttefs for an epilogue, they fupplied 
it with thefe very lines, which they had 
originally defigned for a burylefque on 
aii fach foolith epilogues, adding a few 
about critics, te make out a decent 
pumber +.

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up the principal life of this piece, the 
two poets reciprocally hating and en- 
vying one another, and tran/planted 
it into his Pafguin 3 which he made 
fo abufive as to get money for fiiencing 
it, and to be the oceafion of the agt 
for licenfing plays,—-too near an ene 
croachment ou the liberty of the prefs.

In 17397, after the ingenious but 
dull moraiity of Dodfley’s Toy/oop, Mr. 
Hoadly made choice of Mr. Hughes's 
Viton of Charon, or the Ferry deat, 
as a fubje& which would admit of as 
much inftruction, with more life and 
Spirit; allowing of a great number of 
characters humorous and moral, and at 
the fame time fhort and lively, Charon, 
a-charaéter of humour, and Mercury, 
of moral eloquence, remaining on the 
lage the whole time, aod the rett of 
the characters paffing into the boat, 
where Charon at the boat head receives 
them. It was a petite piece of one long 
fcene, with a high compliment bo h on 


_ Ld Chancellor Talbot, jutt then dead, 


and Lord Hardwicke, his {ucceffor, 
All the chara&ers in Mr. Hughes's 
Vifion, that would admit of any dra 
matical life, were preferved. ‘Great 
part of this plan was afterwards a- 
dopted by Mr, Garrick in his Lethe, 
The hint of imitating feveral modern 
authors, in the Pipe of Tobaccco, was 
fuggefted to the Jate Mr. Hawkins 
Browne by Dr. Hoadly ; and the imi- 
tation of Ambrofe Philips was writien 
by him. 

On the publication of the Supple. 
ment to the Biographia Britannica, 
Dr. Hoadly was obliged, in his father's 
juft defence, to prepare an article re- 
lating to him, and to have it inferted 
there, in the place of one atually 
printed before it was fuffered to come 
to his hands or knowledge, very un- 
worthy, and much to the difgiace, of 
the Bifhop's charaéter, The character 
of the compiler may be drawn from 
the following letter to. our author, 
from the late Lord Chancellor Yorke, 
defiring a lilt of his father’s works, 


** Nov. 10, 1769. 
‘© Dear Sir, T had the honour and 
leafure of a letter from you yelterday, 
hough I never fee you, and durin 

the whole courfe of my life have heen 
little and fearce at all known to you, 
yet I confefs, that, from various happy 
circumftances of hee Pe bger oe 
nd publi¢ principles, I have always 
sia : , | refpucted 
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Teipeted and loved you as a friend,: 
and felr that relation, by your atten- 
tion aod goodnefs, to be reciprocal.

The truth is, 
that having formerly been liable to be 
tranfported by feutence of law, he 
tranfported himfeif into foreign parte 
for fear of the law.—I hope you will 
earry your point for a decent article." 

This poiot wae effefually carried 
(as mentioned above); and Dr. H. 
afterwards prefixed this article to a 
complete edition of his father’s works, 
in 3 vols. folio, which he publifhed in 
1773, with a dedication to bis Majetty. 
It remains only to add, that he died at 
St. Mary's, March 46, 1776, in the 
65th year of hig ag, and that ** bere 
the family and name of. Hoadiy (as 
he himfelf haa obferved *) feem to 
have an ead," no male now remaining 
of that numerous flock, thongh the 
bifhop’s grandfather (chaplain.of Edin« 
burgh cafile) had twelve children, his

HERE is hardly any circumftance 

that has more difrefied aad divided 
the critical commentators on Homer, 
than the diftance at which he places the 
and of Pharos from the land of B- 
eypt;—~or rather from the river Nile: 
for it is generally allowed that Aryumlos, 
in Homeric language, means the river, 
and not the country. He teils us, 
Odyf. 4, that this diftance is a full 
day's fail of a thip going brifkly before 
a gale of wind. Every exprethon in 
the original paflage tends to render this 
{pace as ¢onfiderable as the nature of 
the defcription will allow: and it has 
been agreed that it removes the ifland, 
which ‘is reatly nO more'than (even fur- 
longs, about tso miles from the fhore. 
It would be foreign to my prefent pur- 
pofé to relate the various methods by 
which the critics have attempted to re- 
condile this defcription with any tole: 
rable appearance of truth. They who 
with to {ce a fummary of this difpute, 
ary confult one of the belt and ableit 
of the poet's friends, the Jaré excellent 
Mr, Wood,—in his Eflay on the Ori- 
ginal Genius of Homer, page 94, &c. 
This learned and elegant writer is of 
opinion, that, at the time when Me- 
nelaus und«rtook the voyage referred 
to in this relation, the Homeric might 
teal:y and. probzbly have been the trae 
diftance; on atcouat of the conitant 
acceflion which the mud of -the Nile 
mzkes to the continent. And this in. 
creale of the Delta he afferts (in con- 
tradi@ion to Bochait and others) is fo 
obvious and certain, that no taveéller, 
who bas been on the fpot, has ever de- 
nied, or can even doubt of the fat. 
He concludes bis seafoning on this 
point with the following remark: “It 
mot appear doubtful whether axy part 
of Lower Egypt exifled in the poet's 
time; which feems to have been the 
opinion of Ariftotle : but /uppofag the 
South angle of Delta to bawe been then 
Sorwed, t's dilthace from Pharos wowld 
make about so leagues, which may be 
called a day's dail,’ &c. Such are 
Mr. Wood's fentiments concerning this 
tountry. It is not my intention to 
tnquire whether his vindication of Ho- 
mer's geographical reputation in this 
mittance be farisfactory or not. Judicet 
leGtor erudites. 

The land of Gohhen, the fpot affign - 
td by the King of Egypt for the refi- 
dence of the Hiraelites, (Gen. 47,) bas 
gtnvrally been placed by geographers 
to the ealtward of the Pelaufiac branch 
of the Nile. in the Arahic nome. The 


moft learned author of * Obfervations 
and Enquiries relating to various Parts 
of Antient Hiitory,” hath, however, 
demonitrated that shis was not it’s true 
fcite; amongf other reafons—becaule 
a dry, barren, and fandy defert, (as 
this {pot now is, and always bas been,) 
could not, with any propriety, be filed 
** the beit, and the fat of all che land 
of Egypt; mor could it have been 
afligned to them,exprefsly, becaufe they 
were frepherds, and as affording pro- 
per paiture for their flocks. The fruit- 
ful diltri€t which they occupied was fi- 
tdated, as this learned writer after. 
wards proves, at the apex or upper 
part of the Delta, near the point of 
the divifion of the Nile, and between 
the Sebennytic and Canobic branches of 
that river.—To the morthward of this 
(and of courfe nearer the Mediterra- 
nean) food ‘Tz0an, On, or Ain-the- 
meth ;—Heliopolis antigua; the then 
capital city of Egypt, and the royal 
refidence of Pharaoh ; where Ojiris, or 
On, (the Sun,) had a magnificent tem- 
ple.—And, therefore, by the way, the 
facred biftorian expreffes himfelf with 
a trict and geographical precifion, when 
he fays that “ Jofeph avenf up to meet 
Ifrael his father, to Gothen,” i, e. he 


weet from Heliopolis antigua, fouth- 


ward; and towards Upper Egypt. 

Sani 
likewile fuppofes to have been former. 
ly occupied by the Cufeans, Auritz,

rial alteration as to the final con- 
clufon. In round numbers, and a- 
dopting the vulgar computation, we 
may venture to fay that the Aurite in- 
vaded and took poffeflion of Lower 
Egypt, about 1g00 (or perhaps 2000) 
years before Chrit; [and, of courle, 
that this country bad an exifience previ~ 
ous to that invafion :} that Jofeph flou- 
‘rithed about 1700 years; Menelaus a- 
bout 1180; and Homer about 980 years 
before the Chriftran 21a :—though Mr. 
Wood conceives that the poet lived 
within fifty years of the deftrudtion of 
Troy. if we adopt the Newtonian 
Chronology, (to which Mr. Wood, I 
think, feems rather to incline, p. 214, 
215,) we fhall bring the veyage of 
Menelaus about 280 years forwarder ; 
and fo increafe the dificulty,—which, 
I confefs, feems to me, at prefent, in- 
fuperable. I hope fome of your inge- 
niows readers will endeavour to recon- ~ 
cile thefe two learned men, whofe ac- 
count is fo widely different ;—or at 
leat, point out on which fide the truth 
lies. That Mr. Wood had :ead Mr. 
Bryant's works, I cannot doubt: that 
he fhould have takeo no notice of a 
fyftem, whith, if true, militates di- 
reGtly againft his folution of the origi- 
pal difficulty in Homer's Geography, 
and indeed defeats it & priori,—(eems 
to me very unaccountable, * If, on the 
omer hand, Mr. Wood's opinion con- 
cerning the modern formation of the 
Deita be admitted, —then what becomes 
of that impo:tanct part of Mr. Bryant's 
Syftem ? When minor critics differ de 
Jana caprina, it is of Bo confequence : 
but, when two gentlemen of the very 
firtt rank in the repubiic of letters, 
adopt, each of them, an hypoihefis dia- 
metrically oppofite to the other, in 
writings—a/mof of the fame date, and 
which bid fair to be tranfmitted to the 
Jateft pofterity ; every candid and in- 
quifitive reader muf furely be defirous 
of knowing which of them is right; 
—or whether he himfelf bas not mif- 
taken their reafoning ; and the error, af- 
ter ail, may not lie in his own mifcon- 
ceptions. I cannot help fufpe@ing that 
this latter may be my cafe: and 1 thail 
be much better tatisfied to find that this 
difficulty exilts rather in the ignorance 
er inattention of their reader,—than

But in lefs 

than a year he married a tradefman’s 

daughter of that city. This ‘inter 
rupted his ftudies, and immediately 


after he become wholly dependent on 


his father. By a feries of extravagances 
he foon fquandered away a little eftate, 
which had fupported his father and fa. 
mily, fo that the old man, in hié lat 
ficknefs, was entirely fupported by pre- 
fents from his congregation, we bu- 
ried at their expence. In 3726, and 
1731, Mr. Boyfe wrote feveral poems, 
which gained him much credit, He 
was carefled by fome of the firft fami- 
lies in Scotland, and by them recom- 
mended to the patronage of fevéral no- 
blemen of the firft rank in England, 
Among other men of learning, Mr, 
Pope was one to whoin he was Bohely 
recommended, However, by neglect. 
jog the many favourable opportunities 
he hed of preferment, and by a life of 


‘indolence and extravagance, he was, 


about 1740, reduced to fuch an ex- 
tremity of human wretchednefs, that 
he had neither fhirt, coat, nor any other 
kind of apparel to put on, The theets 
in which he lay were carried to the 
awnbroker’s ; and he was obliged to 
be confined to his bed with no other 
covering than a blanket. He fupported 
himifelf fix weeks in this difrefsful f- 
tation, by wrting verfes for the Mae. 
gazines ; and muft certainly have con- 
tinued in it much longer, if he had not 
been relieved by the generofity of fome 
gentiemen who knew him to be a man 
of parts. In the Jatter part of his life, 
his behaviour was more decent than it 


had formerly beer, which induced his 
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friends to hope that in the evening of 
life a reformation might be expeéted. 

“ Among the many friends who ge- 
ncrovlly contributed to his relief, he 
wis in a peculiar manner obliged to 
the liberality of Mr. Saadby, who, 
in order to make provifion for his fu- 
ture wants, employed him to tranflate 
atreatiie on the Exifience of Gad, weit- 
ten in French, by the Archbithop: of 
Cambray.

24. Thoughts on the Prefent State of the 
Poor, and the intended Bill fer itbeir

THE firlt pact of this pamphlet 
was written in the year 1770, when a 
propofal for general work houfes was 
made to the county of Kent, by the 
late Mr. Warde, of Wefram; and tre 
remainder confids of two letters ucca- 
fioned by the fimilar plan now propoicd 
by Mr. Gilbert. To this pian tne 
author, who feems a thorough mattce 
of his fubje&, has made teveral very 
judicious and humane objections, to- 
gether with ob/ervations on the prefent 
poor laws. In particuiar, he fhews, that, 
if the mode of diftrifl-hau tes is adop'ed, 
the villages will in a manner be un- 
—— the farmer will be ditt. cfied 
er hands, and the tmpotent poor, 
when their labour is over, be con- 
demned to what they will not un- 
reafonably deem banifhment of im- 
prifooment. And as to the kffening 
of the poor-saes by this method, the 
improbability of that may be inferred by 
obierving, that the rates of the parith of 
Afoford, where there has been a work- 
houle 45 years, have exceeded thofe of 
its neighbouring parith of Great Chari, 
which never had any, by three - pence 
farthing tn the pound on an average 5 
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has been 3. work-houfe 27 years, the 
fefles have been. almoft one half more 
than they were before ; and that in the 
city of Canterbury, where a gencral 
work-houfe for all the parthhes (about 
fifteen) was ereéted g2 years ago, a 
debt was at fir contracted of 22001. of 
which sool. itil remains, tho’ it has 
above aool. a year in landed eftate, 
an income no diftud& work houle can 

ope to enjoy. This want of fuccefs

to thofe who pay for fupporting them, 
Another capital objeétion againft the 
propoted work-houles, he adds, ariles 
from the great impiohability of the 
governors aod guardians attending 
their duty as they ought, gentlemen, 
it is well known, being very remiis in 
all fuch attendances ; and the con- 
fequences of this truft devolving on 
farmers, of all ranks of men the mok 
felfith and narrow minded, need not be 
pointed out, The fame obje&ion lies 
againft taking (asMr.Gulbert propofes ) 
all power ovt of the hands of the juf- 
tices (men of tortune and education), & 
lodging it in occupiers of sol. a year,

Barons, Bilbops,, Vifcounts, Earts, ‘Mar- 
quiffes, and. Dukes; the Serjeant at Arms. 
The Lord High Steward, with Black Rod 
on his right, and Garter on his left. ‘The 
Lord PreGident and Lord Privy Seal. The 
Barons went to their feats next the bar, 
the junior Baron taking the left-hand fe.¢ 
next the bar; and fo in the fame manner 
till the benches in the front of the Court 
were filled s the Archbithops and Bifhops 
to the fide benches on the right, and the 
Dokes to: the ide benches from the 
Throne down as far as the table. 

_As foon as their Lordships had taken 
their feats,- and the ufual formalities of 
opening the commiffion, and reading the 
indiftment had paffed, the Clerk of the 
Crown made proclamation for Elizabeth

point, Duke of Kingfton, deceafed, at the 
chorch of Se. George's, Hanover. fquare, 
fhe being then the wife of the faid Her- 
vey, who is now living; and they like- 
wife found that- fhe was married to her 
faid firft hufband Augultus John Hervey 
on the oth of Auguft, in the 17th year of 
the late King, at the parith of Lainflone, 
in thecounty of Southampton. 

The Lord High Steward then addrefled 
her in a thore:fpeech, explaining the na- 
ture of thevoffence with which the wag 
charged, how deltroctive it was to the 

eace and well-being of fociety, how 
Ccstal in the fight of God, and how 
much it hehoved her to manifeft her own 


innocence againft fo heayy and criming) a 


charge, ) 

She was then afked by the Clerk of the 
Crown, whether the was guilty of the 
felony whereof the was indiéted, or not 

ilty—She anfwered with great firmnefs, 
Ket guilty, my Lords. 

Mr. Dunning now opened the pleadings 
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concife manner; and was followed by 
Mr. Thurloe, the Attorney General, but 
before he had rime to proceed, the Lady 
having a paper in her hand tendered her 
plea, as matter of record, being an an- 


» thenticated copy of a fentence of the Ec- 


clefiaftical Court, in the year 1768, pre- 
vious to her marriage with the hie 
Evelyn Duke of King(ton, deceafed, This 
plea, Mr. Wallace, who.was ohe of the 
Counfel for her Grace, contended wasa 

od plea in bar of the indidtment; that 
it was matter of record of a Court which 
had competent jurifdiation to decide ups 
on fuits of matrimonial. efpoufals; that 
confequently no parole teitimony could 
now be legally received to impeach it; 
and that being the cafe, the prifoner ftood 
at the’. Lordthips bar, to all intents and 
perpofes whatfoever, im the light of a 
fingle woman, the day the intermarried 
with her deceafed hufband, Evelyn Pier- 
point, Duke of Kingfton, For thefe 
reafons, he humbly fubmitted to their 
Lordthips, that the fentence of.the Ece. 
clefiaftical Court be now read, as.conclu- 
five evidence of the premifes; and that 
the plea be recorded, ag a bar to all in- 
diétments for the felony with which the 
prifoner ftood naw charged, 


The Attorney General lamented the 
difagrceabJenefs of his Gtuation; he fo- 
lemnly afflured their Lordthips he was 


brought inte it not fram choice, but in 
the ordinary execution of his office. 
Neverthelefs, ftanding as he did, he could 
not think of deferting his duty, however 
reluctantly he was prefled into a fituation, 
which made a faithful difcharge of it ne- 
ceflary, tothe bet of his abilities. He. 
obferved, that the plea was a moft ex- 
traordinary one, yet as their Lordthips 
feemed inclined to hear the matter of law 
argued, he could not poffibly have ang 
objection ; otherwife, . would have ob- 
jected tq it in the firft inftance; but bee 
fore it was received, he ed leave to 
remind their Lordbhips, pailefs they were 
refolved to accept it to the extent now 
contended by the Lady's Counfel, that 
he referved to himfelf the right af being 
heard to its inadmiffibijity.as, a plea in 
har; and that fuppoling their Lordthips 
fhould confent to hear Counfel in fupport 
of it, he infifted the whole proceedings on 
which the fentence was founded, ould 
he read. , 

Mr. Wallace replied, that the prifones. 
was legally juftified in infifting on the 
plea as a matter of record; that as fuch, 
the Court could not regularly take cogni- 
zance of the proceedings of the Ecclefia- 
{tical Court, previous to the fentence, bee 
caufe the fentence itfelf was binding and 
conclufive againft that part of the indiét- 
ment which had erronesufly found that 
the prifoner and Mr, Hervey were mare 
ried on fuch a day and place thercin: men: 
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Mr, Attorney General rejoined and ob- 
ferved, that the plea and the argument 
raifed on it by his learned adverfary, might 
Ke explained in two ways, It was:a legal 
plea of matter of record, and was plead- 
ed in bar of the indittment; or it was a 
plea of jultification, containing the merits 
of the matter in iflue, that 1s, whether 
the prifoner was or was not married. If 
their Lordthips were refolved to allow 
the plea, as a mere plea in bar, then there 
would be at once an end of the bufi- 
nefs, and he would chearfully acquiefce ; 
but if it was a plea on the general iffuc, 
he could not conceive how it was poflible 
that it could beregeived without knowing 
the fpecial matter on which the fentence 
was founded. In this‘ laft event, then, 
if their Lordthips fhould chufe to receive 
the plea asa plea of juftification, he did 
not fee how their Lordthips could proceed 
a (tep further till the whole procefs be- 
fore the Ecclefiaftical Court were firk 
read, ’ . : 
_* Vhe Court agreed that the proceedings 
carried .on in the Ecclefiaftical Court 
fhould be read, 

' The chief contents of the papers were

when Mifs Chudleigh, was, in the year

~ Qn the other hand it was faid, that they 
married, at Lainftone, in Hampfhire, ia 
the year 17443 that they lived together 
a confiderable time, and kept hovfé in 
Conduit-ftreet, Hanover-fquare, as man 
and wife, for two years and upwards ; 
that they were vifited by their friends in 
that light ; that it was true Mr. Hervey 
did go abroad in the way of his profeffion 
to the Weft Indies in the year 1746, but 
that. be returned the next year 1747, and 
revewed. bis former conneétion,-—The 
fentenee proneyunced by the Ecclefialtical 
Court. was ia. fubflance; that Mr, Her- 
vey and Mifs Chudleigh wete never legal- 
ly married; and. that Mifs Chudleigh 
was and isa f{pinfler; and fo far as the 
was fuppofed to. be connetted. with Mr. 
Hervey, fhe has been always. a fingle 
womao. . * 

Mr. Wollace, as foon as the proceedings 
ghd thefemtence pronounced in confe- 


quence of them were read, was heard in

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The general ground he took was, fhat 
the 'Beclefiattical Court had a conipetent 
jurifdigtion to decide on all matters reja- 
tiveto matrimony. ‘The laws had given 
it a competent and conclufive jurifdiction 
in matters cogoizant by that Court. There - 
was but one law in being which broke in 
upon its jurifdidtion, and brought offences 
dgainft the rights of marriage before the 
Temporal Courts ; and that fo far asa 
power of judging of the aét as a matter 
of moral turpitude, was concerned, the 
jorifdidtion of the Ecclefiaftical’ Court 
Was as entire and decifive as if the a& of 
the rft of James I, had never paffed, 
This was the great bafis of his argument, 
in fupport of which he cited feveral cafes; 
as well to prove that the decifions of the 
Ecclefiaftical Court had béen at all times, 
both before and after the pafling of the 
ftatute of the 1ft of James I. deemed va- 
lid and conclufive, even in our Temporal 
Courts ; and chat there did not exift a 
fingle precedent in the law books, either dis 
rectly or by analogy, fufficient to mains 
tain the prefent profecution, though the 
fentence had proceeded on falfe informae 
tion, | 

Mr. Maasfield, in favour of the 
Duchefs opened his argument with com- 
menting on the ftatute of the rft of 
ser I, He contended, that both the 
egal and equitable conftrudtion of it fups 
ported the plea iow tendered. The fen- 
tence pronouneed the Duchefé of King. 
fton both fobfantially and in direét terms 
a fingle woman previous to her marriage 
with the Duke. The words were, that 
fhe never was married, and is now free to 
marry ob account of any pretended ef- 
poufals with the faid Auguftus John Her- 
vey; that fhe was never married to her 
faid pretended hufband, but is a fpinfier. 
The words of the ftatute are, that it fhall 
Dot extend to any perfon or pérfons where 
the former marriage thall be by fentence 
of the Eccleffaftical Court declared void 
and of no effect, He cited a variety of 
cafes to prove the conclufive jurifdition 
of the Ecclefiaftical Court, fome of them 
fo early asthe 22d of Edward IV. and 
fo down to the prefent time, 

Dr. Calvert, a Civilian, arofe and 
{poke near two hours in favour of her 
Grace. He quoted feveral cafes in point, 
to prove that the fentence of the Confif- 
tory Court was to all intents conclufive, 
The moft (triking water If a will was 
even forged, if it had received the probat 
of the Rarer the will was valid, 
notwithftanding the difcovery of the for- 
gery, and not cognizable by any tempo- 
ral Court whatever.”” And again, Hat- 
field apainft Hatfield, “ In the Houfe of

Phe fon infifted, that the was never mar- 
ried to bis father, hug that the was the 
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wife of one Porter; and the marriage with 
Porter was clearly proved. Upon fuch 
proof fhe fued Porter inthe Spiritual 
Court in a jaétitation caufe, and on his 
failing to ptove-her his wife, the obtained 
a {ehtence againft him, and afterwards 
made that fentence her cafe in Chancery, 
where it was held conclofive evidence 5 
and the Lord Chancellor’s opinion was 
affirmed before your Lordthip’s upon 
appeal." —Dr, Wynne, another Civilian, 
followed him upon the fame grounds, 
and produced many more cafes in point; 
and dofired his opponents to produce a 
fingle precedent on the other fide, to fhew 
that the feorence of the Ecclefiaftical 
Court had ever been controlled or fet 
afide in cafes of marriage: at the conclu- 
fion of whofe fpecch, Lord Gower getting 
up, moved to adjourn; whereupon the 
Lord High Steward returning to the chair 
under the canopy, adjourned the Houfe.

Mr. Attorney obferved, in reply to 
what had heen wrged the day before, that 
the fentence of the Ec lefiattical Court 
being pleaded a; a matter of record, a- 
mounting in effect to a formal acquittal, 
—if it could wot be received in that 
form, it contd be received in no other. 
He conteuded that it could not operate 
to thew the ionocence of the prifoner, 
unlefs the cavfe of jattitation Pad been 
in the. nature of a criminal profecution 
and the fentence on that caufe an acquittal 
by the country. : 

Bur fo far from the fentence of the 
Ecciefialtical Court amounting to an ac 
guittal, he contended, it was no fentence 
at alls for in every fentence there muft 
be res adjudicata, the matrer muft be 
folemnly deiermined and finally adjudg.- 
ed. Would any man fay, that that was 
the cafe in the prefene inftance ? Might 
pot any man who pleafed bring the 
fame matter in the fame form, before 
the fame Court, the very next day after 
the’ fentence had been pronounced ? 

_ Might not the fame ground Le again tra- 
veiled over? Migl.t not perfons who were 
ftrangers to the parties, for their amufe- 
meot, bring a caufe of jactwation, and 
obtain a fimilar, or a differemr fentence 
in the very fame cavfe? Did not the 
jearned Civilians who {opported the plea, 
urge the confequences here ftated, ip 
proof of the power of the Erclefiaftieal 
Court, aod the means provided by it, for 
difpening iubftancial juftice? If, then, 
this very cavie could be revived again, by 
appeal before the fame jurifdistion, or be 
brovght befpre the Cowst in the fame 
form, how in the name of law or common 
fenfe, could a fentence that was nat 
binding on the parties even in a civil 
ceufe, which, in faét, decided nor deter- 
mined nothing effectually, be faid to 
asjoppt in law to a reperd of asquitsal,

in order'to bar a tryal qn a charge fup- 
potted by a criminal accufation! 

He proceded to confider the plea in 
bar gf i the indiftment in two lights. 
Firft, in relation to its admiffibility, and 
mcxt as fo its erga A 

Qo the head of admiffibility he con- 
tended, that it was to the laft degree ab- 
ford, becaofe it denied the jurifdidtion of 
the Lords to enquire into the truth of the 
charge, while it was matter of public 
notoriety that it was the Lady herfelf 
who appealed to their Lordthips in Par- 
liament, and thereby recognized and ac- 
knowledged the authority of that jurif- 
diétion which the now objeéted to as in- 
competent. 

On the incompetency of the plea, he 
was very full and able, and examined 
feveral of the cafes cited on the other fide, 
Particularly, that a man who had forged 
a will, and oBtsined a probate of it: the 
impofition was afterwards difcovered, and 
the man was indiéted, but he pleaded in 
bar that the poles was good, becaufe it 
was granted by a Court which had jurif- 
diétion in the matter; on which the learn- 
ed Judge, before whom the culprit was 
arraigned, held the plea to be good, and 
the man was difmifled- big he faid, 

as the great authority urged in fu 
YF the aot asaanties peti tony 
fidered in al] its circumftances, he ever 
heard : for it fairly amuunted to this; 
that, if a perfon who committed a crime 
for which he was liable to fuffer a capital 
puniiment, was lucky enough to add a- 
nother crime to it, that of impofing on 
the Court, by gaining letters of admini- 
ftratiopn, he was not punifhable, but 
might laugh at bis accufers. 

As to the arguments chiefly relied on 
by the two learned Doétors, who maine 
tained the conclufive power of the Eccle- 
fiaftical Court, in all matters competent to 
their jurifdiction, they amounted, he faid, 
to this; that whatever the Ecclefiaftica] 
Court determined was final and conclufive 


~to every other Court but itfelf. Their 


edicts and decretals were facred every 
where but in Doétors Commons; there 
they were liable to be queftioned, examine 
ed, and reverfed day after day till the day 
of judgment, bot no where elfe: for 
inftance, the gentlemen faid, that the 
prefent fentence might now undergo a 
review in thac Court. The partics were - 
at liberty to bring.it into the Commons, 
and have every thing already done, (if 
they thould produce the proofs neceflary 
for fuch a reverfal) again undone, This, 
he.could not help faying, was a doétrine 
direétly of a texture fimilar to the cafe laft 
mentioned, We may have done wrong; 
we will fee if we have; if we have, we 
will rectify it: bot whether or not, no 
other Court, however great, hall interfere 
to do juftice, though we have failed, of 
may hereafter refufe to adminifter it, 
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Mr. Solicitor General clafled the argu- 
ments of his adverfaries under the fol- 
Jowing heacs: the conclufive jurifdiction 
of the Ecclefiaftical Court: to what 
matters and caufes that jurifdiction ex- 
tended ; how far it was peees on third 
parties who derived a qualified intereft 
wnder the original parties in the caufe : 
and to what porpofes the doctrine of a 
pofitive, final, and conclufive jorifdidtion 
conld be maintained in fupport of the plea 
in bar. 

On thefe heads he was very clear and 

inted. He admitted, that in fome in- 
Seni the Ecclefiaftical Court had a con- 
clufive jurifdigtion ; and be even admitted, 
for arcument’s fake, the cafe now before 
their Lordthips to be one of them: but 
he contended that no advantage could be 
derived from thence; becaufe, in fedt, 
though the Court might haye a conclufive 
jarifdigtion in like cafes, ic had not exer- 
cifed it in this; it did not determine at 
all: the caufe of jaétitation, and all 
the proceedings confequent thereon, in- 
cluding the very fentence fo much relied 
on, being no more than fo much watte 

aper, or rather a compofition of pens, 
Fak, and paper, which no perfon regard~ 
ed, which bound no party, and which 
Jeft the caufe as open to prefent or futare 
litigation and controverfy, as it was be- 
fore, 

Great ftrefs had been laid, and feveral 
cafes cited, he obferved, to thew, on the 
third head, that parties in the fuit were 
not only bound themfelves by determina- 
tions of the Ecclefiaftical Court, but that 
fenten¢es pronounced in that Court were 
conclafive on all other perfons whatfo- 
ever. This he infifted was not the cafe 
jn a fingte inftance. The great numbers 
of authorities cited in fupport of this doc- 
trine amounted to no more than this, that 
parties fhall not avail themfelves of their 
own fradulent and corrupt atts, and that 
thofe. folely claiming under them fhall 
be bound by the aét of the perfon under 
whom they claim, But asto third parties 
no way concerned in the caufe, neither 
deriving ‘a direct nor qualified interefl, 
there! was not the molt diftent colour or 

retence for faying that they could be 
Cound pan aét, to which neither perfo- 
nalty, tors by reprefentation, they gave 
their'.confent or approbation, Confe- 
quently to fuppofe, that any orher perfon 
wag bound by the ats of the prifoner 
and the other perfons conceraed in ob- 
taining the fertence now pleaded in bar, 
was Sich a folceifoy in lew and common 
fenfe, as he did not believe it poffible 


to efitck ipro the mind of mati to ‘cone 


ccive. ; 
He fpoke‘in a very peinted manner to 
the cafe alluded to relative to thé forgery 
of the will and the obtaining of the pro- 
bate, and held out in a very ridiculots

light that matter, in which it appeared 
that the man who was arraigned for the 
forgery had forged the will of a woman 
then living, and, by obtaining letters of 
adminiftration, got pofleffion of fome 
ftock belonging tothe pretended deceafed, 
The woman, who had been thus robbed, 
profecuted the robber; and this was one 
of the chief cafes relied on by the gentle- 
men on the other fide. It was to be fure 
a curious one; the living woman was to 
come into Court to give evidence that fhe 
was really alive, If this was the concla- 
five jurifdition of the Keclefiaftical Court, 
and this the doétrine raifed on it in our 
Courts of criminal judicature, he could 
not help recommending it very ferioufly 
to their Lordfhips confideration; for he 
hoped their Lordfhips would take parti- 
cular notice of it. 

He next entered into a long examina- 
tion of the conclufive jurifdiction of the 
Ecclefiaftical Court, and of {uits of jatti- 
tation, and fhewed that the latter bore no 
more rélation to their proceedings on 
caufes in which they proceeded to judg- 
ment, than any two things in the world, 
however different, In this part of his 
argument he was extremely jocular; if 
the jurifdiétion of the Ecclefiaftical Court 
was final and ultimately conclufive to the 
extent contended for, he endeavoured to 
ftew by confequence, that a man marry- 
ing at twenty-one might, by the sie he 
attained the age of thirty-five, have feven- 
ty-five wives living at the fame time, and 
yet defy the whole power and force of any 

urt or Courts of criminal jurifdiétion in 
the kingdom. 

Mr. Dunning fpoke on the fame fide. 
He contended that the plea in bar could 
not be received, unlefs the prifoner chofe 
entirely to reft her cavfe on it. It wasa 
plea of confeffion ; if, therefore, it could 
properly be entertained at all, it was only 
for the purpofe of determining the fact, as 
wellasthe law. He was very full befides 
upon every leading head of the,whole ar- 
gument, and relied moch on. the con- 
ftruction of the ftatute, infifting that the 
fencence on a {uit of jadtitation by no 
means came up to the exception of the 
ftarute, which was a fentence of the Eccles 
fiaftical Court, declaring the mearriage 
null and of no effegét. The prefent fens 
tence only related toa caufe of jadtitation, 
confequeotly it did not come within the 
words nor conftruétion of the (ature. 

Dr. Harris, on behalf of the profeen- 
tion, clofed the replication: his arguments 
diregted in anfwer to thote 
made pfe of by the Civilians on the other 
fide, :

‘ This day, about eleven o'clock, the 
Lords being feated, and the Duchefs of 
Kingfton brought to the bar, the Lord. 
High Steward called upon Mr. Wallace to 
reply in defence of the prifoner, when 
Lord Ravenfworth pet up. 

Lord Ravenfworth. My Lords, I bg 
leave to propofe a queftion to the counfe 
at the bar previous to going farther into, 
this caufe.—Is the fentence of the Eccle- 
fiaflical Court final and conclufive in this 
inftance, or not? 

' Lord Mansfield, If the Noble Lord 
means—lIs there any precedent for fetting. 
afide fuch decifion? There certainly is 
not :—As to his Lordthip’s other queftion, 
it has been thefe three days, and now is 
the fubject of debate amongft the counfel 
at the bar. 

Mr, Wallace was then called upon again 
for his reply, which he immediately en- 
tering upon, took a more enlarged view 
of the queftion than he had hitherto donc ; 
io the courfe of which he firmly cftablith- 
ed all his former cafes, combated thofe 
of his learned brethren on the other lide, 
and ftarted fome others, which he laid 
down as the law of the land, and there- 

fore weighty and incontrovertible, 

He retorted pretty feverely on the At- 
torney, Solicitor-General, and Mr. Dun- 
ning, either for their mifconception or mif- 
reprefentation of the cafes he had quoted. 
And having thus cleared his way, he 
began to cite fome further cafes (in fup- 
port of the prifoner’s plea) of the fentence 
of the Ecclefiaftical Court being admit- 
ted as evidence in the Temporal Courts, 
The moft ftriking was that of Mr, Tho- 
mas Hervey, who being fued for a debt 
contraéted by his wife for neceflaries, 
joined iffue, and had a verdiét piven 
againft him. He now fued for, and ob- 
tained, a jaétitation of months, in the 
Spiritual Coust; foon after which another 
@t his wife's creditors brought an action 
againft him for the recovery of his debt 
contragted fince he had avowedly declined 
cohabiting with her ;—upon this, in a 
erial at bar, the Judge, without hefitation, 
admitted the fentence of the Ecclefiaftical 
Court as evideace, and the plaintiff was 
rm onfuited. 

Earl Carlifle, Was this whilft-any fuit 
weas depending in the Ecclefiaftical Court ? 

Mr. Wallate. No, my Lords, [ am 
preity confident there was none at that 
cimne. 

Among others, he quoted the cafe of 
BM wilman and Con. Phillips, in fupport

fee avcrred the Spiritual Court was always 


open to redrefs any fuch, whenever it was 
grrMcie appear ;—and as for that Court fet- 


‘ indiétment nearl 
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ting itfelf up as paramount to all other 
authority, it was not without its appeals 
from it; as was evident from various 
commiffions that have pafled for that pur- 
pofe ; all he contended for was, that its 
cecifions were fo far. final and conclufive, 
as not to be wantonly diffolved by the 
willof any Temporal Court whatever. 

Dr, Calvert, being now, called upon, 
fpoke lait in reply, going over the old 
grounds, in fupport of the power of the 
Spiritual Court; fer their Lordthips right 
refpecting an improper, though the coun- 
fel might deem it a humorous, flate of the 
effect of probats; he aflured their Lord- 
fhips, that fo far from perfifting in the 
validity of a probat, when a will was 
found te be forged, it was inftantly de- 
prived of all virtue on the difcovery, and 
wholly erafed out of the records.

The Doétor concluded his arguments 
as before, infifting upon the fentence of 
the Ecclefiaftical Court being a legal plea 
in bar to their Lordthips bearing evidence 
again{t the prifoner at the bar, 

The counfel for the prifoner having thus 
finihhed their reply, Lord Gower moved 
for the Lords to adjourn to the Chamber 
of Parliament, and for her Grace to have 
permiffion to withdraw into her room ull. 
the Houfe returned into Court, 

The Lord High Steward adjourned the 
Houfe accordingly. 

As foon' as the Peers had taken their 
feats in the Chamber of Parliamenr, 
Lord Camden arofe, and put two quef- 
tions to the Judges :—‘* Whether, in 
their opinion, the Court could enter into 
the evidence, or whether the fentence of 
the Ecclefiattical Court was final and con- 
clufive ?—-and——-Whether the Crown, or 
profecutor, could, or could not, proceed 
againft the prifoner in this Court for fraud 
and collufion ig obtaining fuch fen- 
tence ?” : 

The Judges returned for anfwer, that 
it was their opinion, ** that in both cafes 
the Crown, or profecutor, were authorifed 
by law to go into evidence in fupport of 
the indictment.” In confequen¢geof which 
determination, the Houfe, having with- 
drawn about an hour, returned intw Court, 
when the Lord High Steward addvefling 
himf¢lf to the Attorney-General, inform- 
ed him, that their Lordfhips had com- 
manded him to bid him ge on with the 
profecution. ,

That eer were accordingly married at® 
Lainftone church, in the county.of South- 
ampton, on the ath of Auguft, 1744, and 
foon after returned to London, and lived. 

rivately as man and wife, in Conduit- 

rect,” Hantover-fquare: That at the end 
of about fix months he was called to duty 
abroad, where he remained a year and a 
half, and on his return renewed his for- 
mer connedtion with the prifoner, and 
again lived with her as her hufband pri- 
vately, atthe fame houfe, 

That Mr: Hervey was in a few months’ 
apain talled upon fervice, and went (o the 
Mediterranean : That on his return he a 
fecond time renewed his matrimonial 
conneétion with the prifoner; but it was 
from acircumftance which happened foon’ 
after his laft rerorn, and which it will be 
neceflary to explain more fully in the 
courfe of the profecution, that gave rife 
to that mifunderftanding that atterwards 
feparated the parties, and laid the founda- 
tien of the fobfequent tranfafiions which 
formed the fabjeét matter of the prefent 
profecution, 

He {tated that henceforward a coolnefs 
rew between’ Mr. Hervey and the pri- 
a which afterwards caufed a {tate of 
indifferenee, ‘and’ fuggefted ideas and 
fehemes to both very different to what 
caufed their firft union, Hente they both 
withed to get rid of cach other, in order’ 

to adopt purfuits of different k'nds. 

About the time of this falling off, he 
was in{tructed to tell their Lordthips, that 
the prifoner had a child; that the ‘fre-’ 
quently told thofe with whom fhe lived, 
in confidence, that fhe had one; that he 
was extremely like Mr. Hervey; and that 
he died an infant.

of the prefent profeention, the took care 
to confult the moft Rev, Prelate who 
prefided on that Bench, that fhe fent a 
meflape to him by Dr. Collier, whom the 
confulted all along in this bufinefs ; that 
his Grace begged to take fome time te 
confider of it, and when Dr. Collier egaia 
waited on him, his Grace was pleafed to 
tell Dr. Collier, that in his opinion the 
was a fingle woman, and might marry 
again; that, in confirmation of his tent- 
ments thus deciared, his Grace granted a 
Special Licence, under which licepce fhe 
was married to her late hufband the Duke 
of Kingftom; that under fuch a great and 
refpectable authority, and the repeated 
aflurances of Dr. Collier, that the was a 
fingle woman, thefwes married; and that 
if the did wrong, or that their Lord thi 

were inclined to be of that opinion, the 
trufted that the notoriety of her marriage, 
and thofe circumftences alluded to, would 


‘be the fuileft evidence, that whatever 


happened was the mere effe& of error 
and miftaken advice, 

A letter was then produced, written by 
Mr. Phillips, in 1771, to the Duke of 
Kingfton, whofe wife was examined on.Sa- 
turday. ‘The fetter declared great forrow 
for having difoltiged his Grace, and dif- 
claiming the reports which were propa- 
gated refpecting his wife's (formerly Mrs.

The 
effe&t of this letter was to take off from 
the credit of Mrs. Phillips's teftimony, 
who fwore on Saturday that her hefband 
was not turned off by the Duke, but had 
left his Grace's fervice in the capacity of 
fteward, porely at his own requeft. 

Mr. Wallace then ftated part of the 
evidence given by Mrs, Craddock on Sa- 
turday, in order to contradiét it on the 
teftimony of Mr. Barclay, an attorney, 
then an agent or manager for Mr, Hervey, . 
A long converfation arofe whether that 
part of the evidence referred to was pro- 
sar an@ correétly ftated, in which the 

uke of Richmond and Lords Torring- 
ton, Weymouth, Mansfield, and Camden, 
bore a part. It was at length agreed to 


‘refer to Gurney the fhort-gand-writer’s 
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notes, taken on behalf of the prifoner. 
The notes not beirig in Court, they were 
fent for, which occafioned a confiderable 
delay. 

In the mean time, the Coert being wil- 
ling to proceed, Dr. Warren was examin- 
ed, touching the prefent indifpofition of 
Dr. Collier, « material wiege(s in the caufe, 
This gentleman's name was alluded to in 
the lady’s defence, being able. to confirm 
fome of the moft material facts thercin 
contained ; R 

A propofition was then made by Mrs 
Wallace, that their Lordthips would can- 
feat to fune mode of cxamination which 
might bring this gentleman's teftimon 
before the Court in the fhape of lost 
evidence. ‘This brought on another thort 
converfation, in which Lord Camden was 
clearly of opinion, that nothing fhort of 
viva voce evidence could be reccived in 
the cafe of a criminal profecution. 

Gurney'’s notes were then produced, 
bur they decided nothing which could 
impeach the evidence of ,Mrs. Phillips, 
the part {elected for the purpofe being no 
more thin a loofe expreffion, which pointed 
to no {pecific fact. . 

Aane Pritchard was next called, and, 
being {worn, underwent along examina- 
tion, the purport of which was no more 
than a converfation which pafled between 
her and Mes. Craddock, the old woman 
examined on Fri lay evening and Satur lay 
morning, in which the latter declared, 
that the was not prefcot at the marriage, 
er did not hear th¢ ceremony performed. 
On crofs-examination it came out, that 
fhe was not near enough to hear the cere- 
mony read, though the was in the church 
or chapel. 

Mr. Barclay, Mr. Hervey’s attorney or 
agent, was next fworn, He begged leave 
to decline being fworn, on the ground 
that he was obliged to reveal the fecrets 
entrufied to him in the way of his profef- 
fon. The objection was over-ruled. and 
he was ordered to tell what he knew of 
the matter, , 

He was brought to diferedit the tefti- 
mony of Mrs. Craddock. He faid, that 
he was fent to her by Mr. Hervey, and 
the faid the knew nothing of the marriage. 
It was pending the procefs in the Ecclefi- 
aftical Court, aud that Mr, Hervey feemed 
to be aftonithed, On crofs-examination 
be faid, that her anfwer to Mr, Hervey, 
when preffed on the fabject, was, that the 
was old and infirm, and could not charge 
her memory fo far as to give any pofitive 
evidence relative to the marriage; on 
which Mr. Hervey expreffed great fur- 

ize, as he faid the had been prefent at 
irs folemnization, 

Mr, Laroche was the laft witnefs exa- 
mined on the part of the prifoner, His 
evidence went to prove the part Dr. Col- 
fier took in the Eufinefs concerning his 
wm Ovinion and affifrances. and what had 
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pelted between the Doétor and tle Arth- 


ifhop of Canterbury, relative to the va- 
lidity of the fentence of the Ecclefiaftical 
Court, and his Grace’s granting the Spe- 
cial. Licence in confequence of that opi- 
nion. 

The evidence being clofed on the part 
of the pritoner, the Lord High Steward 
put the quefti n to the junior Baron, Lord 
Sundridge (Duke of Argyle in Scotland) 
Is it your Lordthip’s opinion that the pri- 
foner at. the bar’ is guilty or not guilty of 
the felony wherewith the is charged? His 
Lordship, rifiag in his place, and putting

No anfwer being given, but a paper 
handed up, claiming the benefit of clergy, 
his Grace preceeded to ftate the law, and 
concladed nearly in the following words ;

Iam vow therefore to tell 
you, that if you thou'd be ever guilty of 
a fimilar offence, or of any crime amounte 
ing to felony, that no fuch claim can be 
again allowed, but that you will thereby 
incur a capital punifhment. I am further 
to inform you, that the favour and lenity

parent-ftate. The maritime powers, 
he faid, are all too deeply interefted in 
the fubmiffion of their own depen- 
dencies to countenance a combination 
thar, if it thould prove fuccefsful, 
might encourage their own colonifts 
to revolt. He faid, the expediency of 
the prefent bill was felf evident, and 
Calculated to prevent as much as pofs 
fible the effufion of blood in this un- 
natural conteft, The Americans them- 
felves, by their non-exportation and 
hon-importation agreement, have ef- 
fe&tually put a ftop to their commerce 
with all the Britith dependencies, and 
they muft endeavour to remove this 
Ragnition by opening @ trade with os 
ther nations, or they cannot fabfitt. 
Is it not, therefore, much more eli- 
gible to deprive them of this refource 
by feiz:ng their thipping at fea, than 
by pouring in armies upon them by 
land, and fazarding #coiqueft which 
every one knows cannot b= obtained 
without the lo’s of many lives. He 
was furprized to hear Gentlemen con- 
tend for the claims of the American 
colonies, while thofe colon’es denied 
their fubordination to the Bri:ith Le- 
giflature. He had, he faid, as tender 
a regard for the juft rights of dutiful 
furjeGts as any Gentlemin in that 
Houfe ; but while the Amcricans were 
ia open rebeliion. againit the parent- 
ftate, he thought no means too fevere 
to reduce them. 
Mr, D——g, in the whole extent of 


his reading, never met with fuch a 
rebellion as that charged againft the 
Americans. Who, fays he, are the 
rebsis ? What are the principles they 
controvert? Who is the King they 
would dethrone, or Who is the Prince 
they would fet up in his ftead? If 
the oppofition to unconftitutional aéts, 
of Government were to be conftrued 
into rebellion, by what name are our 
anceftors to be difligguifhed, who 
brought about the Ré@volution, and 
paved the way for the prefent Royal 
family to afeend the throne. The now 
propofed bill, it is poflible, may be a 
good bill; it may be the bet to reftore 
peace, and reduce the Americans to 
fubmiffion ; but who in this Hodfe will 
anfwer for us effedts? Who will fay 
it is founded on knowledge or infor~ 
mation? The Americans have prayed 
for redrefs of grievances. The lane 
guage of this Houfe is, Subdue them 
firft, and then hear and confider their 
complaints. If they dare to refit, Aarve 
them, deftcoy their trade, feize their 
thipping, waite their lands, block up 
thew ports, and prohibit their filheries ; 
let them have no means of fubittence 
either upon eartn or fea, Will men 
imheriting the free fpirit of anceftors 
who relinpquilied the fweets of civil 
fociety in theic native country, when 
Oppreffion and tyranny was predo- 
minant, to .breathe the pure air of 
fieedom in a wildernefs, bear all this? 
Is it not in fo many wo:ds calling upon 
them, Ye Cowards of America, re- 
linquith your claims to the rights of 
mankind, or we will crufh you as a 
people! Are thefe the words of a 
wile, a jul, a lenient Adminiftration? 
or Are they not, sather, the bloody 
declarations of an exalperated, unre- 
lenting faction, who, difappointed in 
the.r views of arbitrary power, are for 
pouring vengeance on thofe who have 
the fortitude to oppofe their meafures, 
And who are they that are to croth 
thefe Cowards ? —Not Englifimen.— 

, Earth 
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Earth and feas are to be ranfacked 
for foreign mercenaries to cut the 
throats of natural-born, loyal fubjeéts. 
Ireland, too, is to be ftripped of her 
defence, to embrue her hands in this 
unnatural carnage. Repofing in fecu- 
rity on the promifes of her generous 
protefior, fhe may now have Heffians 
in exchange for her native troops, or 
fhe may fpare Great Britain the enor- 
mous fums of hiring and tranfporting 
them. She may have them, if it is 
her choice, and they fhall coft her no- 
thing, lut none thall be forced upon 
her without confent of Parliament. 
England /ball have mercenaries with- 
out confuiting Parliament; but Ire- 
land, happy Ireland! no longer tram- 
pled on and oppreffed, fhall now be 
free | 

Hon. Mr. F—t—h could fee the 
bill in no other light than that of a 
declaration of war; a war, not of the 
ordinary kind, where conceffion on one 
fide, and acquiefcence on the other, 
might.induce a peace, but denounced 
upon the principle of abfolute ruin on 
one fide, if not on both: in fhort, it 
feemed to him a war of revenge, and 
not of juflice. In fuch a war, it was 
no wonder, he faid, that our army 
fhewed fo little inclination to engage ; 
for, that 10,000 of the flower of the 
Britihh troops, with a formidable train 
of artillery, commanded by four of the 
braveft generals the world could boaft, 
fhouid be blocked up during a whole 
fummer by a body of people who have 
been deferibed in this Houfe, ever fince 
their names have been mentioned in 
it, as a mere cowardly rabble, is no 
otherwife to be accounted for. 

Mr. F— prefaged no good from the 
bill propofed : if no termns are to be 
accepted, he faid, but unconditional 
fubmiffion, nothing could expofe the 
folly of Adminiftration more than to 
expect it. From the commencement 
of the prefent conteft, every ftep has 
marked the minifterial meafures with 
weaknels or abfurdity; with arrogance 
at one time, and meannefs at another. 
At fit fetting out, the ery was, Tax 
America, and if fhe complains, tax 
her more. When this would not go 
down, the tone was lowered: Ac- 
knowledge the right of taxation, and 
we will forgo the exercife. This, too, 
was rejréted, ‘Tax yourfelves in a cer- 
tain proportion, and raife the revenue 
ws you pleafe, That, too, refufed, then 
coms, Acknowledge, ye Slaves, un- 
limited obedience to the Britith Par. 
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liament, or the indignation of the ftate 
fhail be rouzed againft you, and the 
whole weight of Great-Britain hall 
fall heavy upon you. Now the terrible 
day is arrived, the Britith Lion roars, 
and the forefts quake. Neighbouring 
nations wait with impatience to tee the 
event, and Britons to be emiched with 
the fpoils. Parturiunt montes, & naf- 
citur ridiculus mus. 

Mr. Tb {[A. G.] whhed, if 

taking up arms apainft the ftate is not 
rebellion, that his learned friend would 
define what is. Our anceflors, he faid, 
oppofed the encroachments of one branch 
of the Leg:flature upon the conftitu- 
tional rights of the other two, The 
Americans rife in arms againft the le- 
gal a&ts of the whole Leg:flature, 
King, Lords, and Commons, in theie 
full plenitude of unconiroulable au- 
thority, and fet at dcfiarce the exe- 
cutive powers of the ftate as incapable 
of carrying thofe legal a&s into exe- 
cution, The diftin&tion, he believed, 
was obvious; but what relation there 
was between the offer made to Ireland, 
and the prefent bill, he owned himfelf 
too dull to compiehend. 
. Mr. B— reprobated the bill as un- 
precedented in the annais of hiftory, 
It was a bill, in every lignt it could 
be viewed, diabolicaliy conitiudled; for 
it infliéted punifhments for aéts held 
innocent at the time they were com- 
mitted, and legalized others that were 
notorious atts of atrocious robbery and 
plunder. Our Saviour, he faid, fent 
his Apoftles to teach and proclaim 
peace to all nations; but the political 
Apoftles to be fent out by this bill are 
to be the harbingers of civil war, in 
all its horrid and hideous forms, ac. 
companied by five, fword, and famine. 

Right Hon. T. T affe&ted to 
bewail the fituation of the offenfible 
Minifter, who, he faid, was but the 
echo of the voice that fat next him. 

Mr. F a refented the infinua- 
tion as pointed at him 3 and fome (fe. 
vere altercations enfued, 

Mr. R——-y called to order, but 
forbore, he faid, to appeal to the Chair, 
as he knew how grievoufly the exercife 
of his authority on (uch ocesfious would 
aff & the gentie temper of the Speaker. 

Lord 7. C——/b and Gov. 7 ny, 
fpoke again the bill with much [pirit. 

Hon, T— L—i obferved, that the 
noble Lord who patronized the bill 
had at different times profefled to have 
in view two very diilinét and contra- 
difiory purpoilts ; the one to sop thro 

the 
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the peace, the other to continue the 
war with energy and profufion .of 
blood. If, he faid, his Lordthip will 
condefcend to repeal the three obnoxi- 
ous aéts mentioned in the bill, and to 
fulpend all poltile proceedings for a 
tims, he will then probably lay the 
foundation of peace; but if he pro- 
ceeds to a more diffufe and rigorous fe- 
verity, he will extinguifh every ray 
of hope of a fincere or effectual con- 
ciliation, Without any extraordinary 


talent of prophecy, I do venture to for- ° 


tel, notwithftanding what has been 
faid by an Hon, Gentleman (Mr. 
C—waill,) in the courfe of this de- 
bate, that, if the violent meafures au- 
thorized by this bill are proceeded in, 
ou wil) involve every diftri& of the 

ritifh dominions throughout the four 
quarters of the wofld in the various 
calamities and horrors of your unna- 
toral civil war, The precipice you 
ftand upon is dreadful, and it is now 
time your eyes fhould be open to fee 
your danger. By profecuting the war 
you will have this alarming alternative. 
By a defeat you will be undone; and 
‘ by conqueft you will fo weaken your 
ftrength, that foreign nations will hold 
you in contempt. He concluded with 
declaring againft the bill in the fulleft 
terms, 

Mr. B—y called upon the Gentle- 
men who were calling for the queftion 
to confider whether it was not madnefs 
in adminiftration to rifque the lofs of 
the whole American trade, and to put 
the nation to fo immenfe an expence of 
blood and treafure in order to eftablith 
an arbitrary and unjuf right in Ame- 


rica of taxing them without their con- ° 


fent; a right which the minifter has 
declared he never means to exercife, 

The Hou‘, as if tired of hearing 
arguments againit the bill, were voci- 
ferous for the queftion, which paffled in 
the affirmative, 155 to 24.

Lord N—A moved for the order of 
the day to go into a committee on the 
bill for prohibiting all trade and inter- 
courfe with Americ, 

Lord F——ne obferved, that the dif. 
parity of numbers in the Houfe for 
wir, when compared to thofe inclined 
to peace was very great, but nothing 
like the inequality of the ciaufes for 
the fame purpofes in the bill; for in 
that there were thirty five claufes that 
aimed at robbery and devaftation, and 
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but one for conciliation ; another in- 
furmountable objection to his Lord- 
fhip was, that difcietionary powers 
were to be entrufted, no body knew 
to whom; and that thofe powers were 
to be extended even beyond the powers 
ufually granted to the crown, of fuf- 
pending or rigoroufly enforcing the aé& 
as thofe unknown commiflioners fhould 
in their wifdoms think fit. His'Lord- 
fhip on this account, moved, that as the 
bill in its prefent form confifted of two 
diftin& parts, it might be divided into 
two feparate ads, 

Mr, D—fi—r feconded the motion. 

Mr. R—e oppofed it, on the ground 
that the matter of the bill and its fub- 
flantial operation would anfwer the 
ideas of the noble Lord as well in one 
bill as two. 

Mr, D—fi—r contended ftrongl 
for the motion; faid that nothing if 
trefled him fo much as, when he ap- 
ir of one part of a bill, tobe ob- 
iged to give it up becaufe another part 
of it flruck him with horror, He 
thought too much power could not be 
thrown into the hands of the commif- 
fioners, becaufe great latitude was ne- 
ceflary to crown the commiffion with 
fuccefs; but he could by no means 
give countenance to the ravage of prie 
vate property, and the ruin of innocent 
fubjeéts, 

Mr. By condemned the mode of 
bringing in the bill at atime when the 
Gentlemen of independent fortunes in 
the country were not to be kept in 
town, He was fure, he faid, that Gen- 
tlemen of that defcription could never 
be prevailed upon to give their fuffrages 
to a bill fo fraught with mifchief to 
them and their fellow-fubjeéts. 

Sir G——e¢ Y——e objeéted to the 
difpenfing power of the commiffioners, 
which, .he faid, was the meaneft of all 
humiliating modes of negociation, 
to give a power to others to make con- 
ceflions which they themfelves were 
afhamed to offer. 

Lord N— 4 Rtrongly oppofed the 
divifion of the bill. He faid, he was 
fore thofe who were for dividing it 
were againft it, and therefore it were 
better to fpeak out, and oppofe it in 
the whole, than to deftroy its effet by 
mouldering it into parts. 

Lord G—¢ C——/S was for the mo- 
tion of dividing it, as incapable of doing 
harm, and as gratifying thofe who 
difliked only the hartheft claufes. 

Sir G. H~y ftrenuoufly oppofed the 
motion, and ¢xpatiated on the crimi- 
nality 
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mality of the Americans, who, he 
faid, were not to be contiderced in the 
light of foreign enemies, but as cri- 
mamals of the blackeft dye; as rebels, 
who to the enormities of war added 
moral turpitude, and the bafelt ingra- 
triude. He took a large compals in 
defending every part of the bill, and 
fhewed the principles upon which it 
wis tounded to be agreeable to the 
praciice of vations on fimilar occafions, 
which did not, he faid, ftiily confine 
the itate to the formalities of war in 


the reductron of rebellious fubjeéts to | 


obedience, but authorized the greateft 
feverities and even maffacres. He en- 
barged upon the lenity of the bill con- 


fulered in that light, and concluded, 


with a high compliment to his Majel- 
ty’s goodnels in#gracioufly condefcend- 
ing to be\iew upon the captors the. pro- 
duce of the prizes. — 
Lord J—a C 
piaule due to his Majcfty’s generofity 
in giving up the thare to which the 
crewn is initjed of the Ipoils of the 
euemy; and he made no doubt, he faid, 
bot that the framers of the bill had 
becn fufficiently exa& in meafuring 
out the feveral proportions of the 
plunder to thole who were to fhare in 
the diflribution. But who, faid his 
Lorithip, are to be the fufferers? From 
whom are the {poils to be taken! Not 
rina the guilty, (luppofing for argu- 
meitt-fake, a rebellion to exift in Ame- 
rica,) not from the rebels in arms, but 
from peaceable merchants ; men’ who 
dread nothing fo much as war, and who 
avhor rebellion, Will the Hon. Gen- 
tleman, or any other Gentlemen in this 
Houle, venture to affert that all the 
Americans are in rebellion ? The fra~ 
mocrs of the bil] have repeatedly affert- 
ed the contrary, and have made it their 
boaft, that Government have numerous 
friends in every one of the provinces 
who wait only to be proteéted, in order 
to declare their fentiments, and difplay 
their loyalty, Thefe are the men, who, 
efuming upon their innocence, will 
e molt hkely to hazard their property 
at fea.s And from thefe men, friends 
to government and the peace of man- 
kind, are the fpoils to be taken, that 
are thus to be diftributed in equitable 
proportions among the captors. If 
this is the. way the friends to govern- 
ment are to be rewarded for their zeal, 
-who will have 1emper enough not to 
oy pole? Or who, that has lolt his pro. 
perty by plunder, will not join in 
Iuaniig icpiizals, By the tenour of 





fo added to the ap- 
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this bill, after it has paffed into an aét, 
if it does pafs intoan aQ, is therea man 
in America that will be fafe to trade ? 
What then are we about! Debating 
whether we fhall give a fan&tion to the 
military part of our people to rob and 
ruin the civil part ; or whetfer all things 
fhall be left to chance, and the whole 
frame of government be thrown into 
diforder. By this bill, thofe whom we 
maintain for the defence of property 
on this fide the Atlantic, are to be 
employed in the ruin of property on 
the other ; and the defperate and daring 
on the other fide to be encouraged to 
make reprizals on the property of 
peaceable men in this. The Hom. 
Gentleman who {poke laft feems only 
to have confidered the bill in eue point 
of view, the captures, the forfeitures, 
and confiications, the tharing the prize 
money .and the final condemnation, 
but has totally overlooked the (ufferers, 
He condemned the bill, as it ftood, 
and was for dividing it. 

Sir G—e S—e decried the bill in the 
general. He thought it big with rein, 
not to thofe only who framed tt, but 
to the nation in general. He owned 
that dead majorities and thin Houles 
were great encouragements for minifters 
to proceed; but when by defperate 
meafures and obitinate perfeverance, the. 
nation is plunged in a general war, 
when our manufacturers are unem- 
ployed, trade ftagnated, and the tide 
of popular clamour begins to run ftrong 
againit thofe who have brought thele 
judgments upon us, then will come 
the day of trial ; majorities will then 
change fides, and thofe who by notori- 


-ous venality, corruption, and a luf 


for lucrative places, have upheld a tot- 
tering miniftry, will then be the fir 
to give them up. He wifhedthe nob’e 
Lord ‘who fupported the bill would 
drop the warlike part, and prefs the 
pacific, as more agreeable to his own 
nature, and the temper of the nation. 
Mr. Té ri-e entered into the ten- 
dency of trade in general, and chiefly 
of that trade which the Americans have 
of late carried on to their own particu. 
lar emolument, but to the great difad- 
vantage of this nation, and of the 
Britifh merchants who trade to thae 
country. He explained the conditions 
on which the Ame icarns were purmitted 
to trade with other nations in dire& 
oppefition to the terms of the ad of 
navigation. He fwid, by that act the 
roduce of America was firlt toe be 
aaa in England befoie it could be

carried 
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carried to foreign markets to be dif- 
poled of, That upon their rep:efenting 
the hardthip of this circumnavigatian, 
which brought no profit to the parent- 
ftate, permiffion was gramed them to 
carry the produce of their country di- 
reétiy to neutral ports, on condition 
that they fhould come to England and 
Jay out the proceeds, or fuch part of it 
as they thould have-occafion to lay out 
in goods, with the Britith merchant or 
manufacturer, But intiead of perform- 
ing that part of the condition, it has 
been their practice to lay out their hard 
dollars in foreign markets, where per- 
haps they can buy cheaper, and to 
come to England to trade on credit, 
perbaps for 12, 18, 20, or even 30 
months, and that for goads.on which 
there are feidom more than 6 or 7 per 
cent. to be gained. In this manner 
thofe who are honeft enough to trade 
fairly, according to the ftipulated terms, 
have no chance of vending in Ameica 
the goods bought here, as they cannot 
fell upon equal terms with thofe who 
buy fo much cheaper abroad. Hence 
it is, that the clandeftine dealer gains 
a fortune, while the fair trader can ase 
live ; and hence it is, that the foreign 
merchant draws away all the ready mo- 
ney, aod the Britth merchant accumu- 
lates an immenfe debt.—And thele, 
faid he, are the men for whom an Hon, 
gentleman, in the courle of this debate, 
expreffed {o great a tend reels. It this 
clandeitine trade is fopt, which is the 
principal obje& of the bill, will any 
gentleman take upon him to fay that 
the trade of Great-Britain wiil fuffer ? 
The trade of Great Britain, on the 
contrary, will then be put upon an 
equal footing with that of other na- 
tions, and the Beitifh merchant have a 
chance to get his remittances in a sea- 
fonable time. With segard to the 
temporary inconveniences which the 
fair trader may fuffer, they will be 
amply recompenfed by the regulations 
which will of courle take place when 
the prefent contelt is finally decided ; 
which the quicker difpatch and the 
greater havock that is made among the 
people of the above delcription, the 
fooner will the worthy part of the 
community be enabled to prolper. 

My. F.x obferved, that the do&rine 
the learned gentleman had advanced 
was new in England; that it was the 
boaft of Englithmen, that they were 
to be tried before they could be pu- 
nifhed ; but fuch was the bloody com- 
plection of this bill, and the avowed 
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principle of it, that whether innocent 


or guilty all were to fuffer, They were 


to, be condemned without trial, aad 
punifhed without proof. 

Gov. ZL tt-it-m argued for the bill. 
He faid there was f{carce a fair trader 
throughout America. They were all 
concerned in a clandeftine wade with 
one power or other, 

Rr. Hon. JT. T—n/b--d faid, that 
the arguments deduced from the me- 
thod of carrying on trade in America 
had very little relation to the bill ua- 
der conlideration, That thofe who were 
concerned in iilicit trade did it at a 
certain rifque; if they were.difcovered, 
they were punifhed ; and fo it was ja 
this and all other trading nations. 
Merchants, he believed, were not the 
moft f{crupulous men in the world ia 
buying bargains. 

Hon. Mr, W-/p-le condemned the 
bill, and predi&ted the commencement 
of-ruin to this nation from the day it 
fhould receive the Royal Afient. 

Mr. B-rke faid the hour would come 
when the damnable doétrines this day 
advanced would fall heavy on thefe 
who broached them. He hoped their 
ruin would precede the ruin of their 
country, 

Mr. B—/ y oppofed the bill chiefly 
as it would affeét the Britufla iflands in 
the Welt Indies, in which he had a 
confiderable property. 

Mr. St. L—r D—s believed his pro- 
perty there was uo lefs confiderable | 
than that of the Hon. Gentieman who 
fpoke lait; but thought it better .to 
fufter fome jocal inconveniences than 
that the dignity of the Biitith empire 
fhould be facriticed to the interett of 
its-conitituent parts, 

Sir G, Y—ge was for adjourning the 
further confideration of the bil] cil the 
petition which was expected from the 
Welt India merchants fhould be pre- 
fented, and moved, That the Chairman 
do now leave the chair. The queftion 
being put, it pafled in the negative, 
126 10 34. 

Capt. L ttr-il offered a claufe of ex. 
emption for tuch foreign fhips as might 
be driven by ftrelfs of weather on the 
American coaft, It paffed in the ne- 
gative. 

Mr, W-ip de and feveral other gen. 


_ tlemen oppoled the diltribution of prize- 


money among the captors, and recom. 


_ mended the mode in 1755, when the 


profits were given to the public. 
Capt. £ tir dl obj:Mted to this mode 
on the ground that the captors, who 
hazarded 
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hazarded their health and their lives in 
a difagweable fervice, were better en- 
titled to the emoluments ariting from 
it than a fet of minifterial tools, who 
could plead no merit to entitle them to 
any reward. He faid, he was furprized 
to hear gentlemen recur to the prece- 
dent of 55, when indeed the prizes 
were nominally appropriated to the 
public fervice, but were fubftantially 
devoured by a fet of gentlemen, friends 
to the makes, under the denomination 
of agents, commiffioners of prizes, at- 
torneys, proctors, &c. &c. who took 
poffeffion even of thips of war as 
well as merchantmen, without making 
the leaft allowance to the men maimed 
in battle, or to the widows and orphans 
of -thofe that were flain. He objected 
to the bill in all its forms, but thought, 
if it mutt pafs, it thould at leaft be 
made as perfeét as the principle of it 
would admit. The Committee ad- 
journed. 
Dec. 6. 

The Committee refumed the bufinefs 
of the preceding day. 

Mr. B-rke difiked that part of the 
bill that indemnified officers for of- 
fences paft, and gave a power to com- 
miffioners to pardon offences not yet 
committed, and refufing at their ples- 
fure pardon to fuch as were willing to 
fubmit. 

Mr, F—de faid it was a power that 

on no account fhould be truffed with 
any fet of men in a free government.

_ Mr. By blamed the minifter for 
thus promoting a civil war, which could 
* have no other object but that of filling 
the pockets of his friends and hungry 
dependants ; that the bill was unjult, 
unmerciful, and oppreflive. 

Lord N—& did not know what he 
had done to excite the Hon.Gentleman’s 
refentment, unlefs his difpleafure was 
called forth on refufing to vacate his 
feat laft feffion in order to enter again 
into conteft with his antagonift, He 
fuppofed all his heavy charges were re- 
ducible to that one aét. ° 

Capt. L-tir // fupported the clau’e 
in which a power was given to indem- 
nify officers adting under the direction 
of their fuperiors, for a&s that had al- 
ready paffed. He offered feveral judi- 
cious amendments, not as approving 
the bil, or meaning to give a fan¢tion 

» 
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to it, but wihhing, if it muff pafs, to 
ive it the appearance at leaft of hay- 

ing been attentivelyconfidered. Thefe 

amendments were agreed to. 

Sir Gr-y C--p-r in like manner of- 
fered a claufe in favour of the Weft- 
India planters. 

Mr. B—y objeéted to this claufe as 
ineffeétual, and intended to defeat the. 
petition of the Welt-India merchants, 
which was expected every day. 

The claufe, however, was received, 
and the bill ordered to be 1epoited next 
day.

I Send you a curious account of the 

Univerfty of Cambridge in the 
16th century, by a member thereof, 

Wm, Soone, who fent it to George 
Braunius, the compiler of a concife 
defcription of the feveral cities of the 
known world, with plans. Soone, or 
Zoone, A.M. 1561, afterwards, LL.D, 
was appointed Kegius Law Profeffor, 
by the Queen, duiing pleafure, but 
foon forced ro refign, being difcovered 
to be a papift. He then went abroad, 
was made Profeflor of Civil Law at 
Lorrain. He was a noted writer, and 
pubhithed notes on Pomponius Meia, 
and died 1572. Caster’s Hilt. of the 
Univerfity of Camb. p.448. Bur the 
date of this letter fthews a miftake as 
to the time of his death. It contains 
fome curious and new particulars, 
The pian of Cambricge, in Braun, 
deferves republication, being the fe- 
cond oldeft; and if a plate of 13 
inches by 16 be not too much for 
you to reduce, I will endeavour to 
procure you the ule of it.——[ See the 
Plan annexed.) 

-Braunius premifes, among other mat- 
ters, that “traces of H. 3d ditch, at 
Cambridge, now fcrve to carry off the 
filth of the ftreets into the river, and 
if the towns people would bring the 
rivulet at the ford of Trumpington 
iato this dich, no town would be 
neater, and the deed would be as 
acceptable to the place as memorable 
to polterity.* Thess ditch ran round 
on the S. fide of the town, by the N. 
fide of Pembroke hall, where there is 
now a ftream, and a body of water 
crofing the ftreets; and the rivulet 
above mentioned has been applied as 
here witht.—Hus letter to Braunius is 
as follows:

The Univerfity of Cambridge bears 
the namie of its founder, Cantaber, a 
Spanifh duke, who, when Gurgunrtius, 
fon of K. Belinus, was K. of Brie 
tain, Hrlt invited philofophers from A-« 
thens, by the offer of Hhandfome ap- 
porntmenis, and efiablitht a (chool 
here, A.M. 1095. Thus was this 
feat of the polite arts founded 394 
years before Chnift, according to Bede 
aud Alfred, who are sollowed by John 
Lydgate, Lanfranc [, Richard of the 
Devizes |], John Hersifon §, Nicholas 
Cadheusq, and many other hittorians ; 
and this is agreeable to chronology, 
From the riverGranta,which rans by it, 
and furoifhes it with various articles 
from fea, it was calied by the Saxons 
Cairgrant, Giantecefre, and Grante- 
brige. Eleutherius was the firtt Pope 
who confirmed the foucdery of the 
Univerfity, in the reign of K. Lucius, 
who was the chief of the Britith Kings, 
and fent to Rome Elvan and Medad 
to bring the Chiittian taith, A.D.188, 
into his dominions, It has fuffered 
many calamities ; firlt, in the war be~ 
tween the tyrants Dioclefian and Maxi« 
minus, A. D. 307, when it was burnt; 
but reftored by Octavius 4, who bur,

IL 
much approve the turning out thefe 
women : for if they follow bad courfes 
inttead of religion, women of better 


chara@ter fhould be put in their room. 


Here are many other colleges, where 
le&tures are read every day.

They choofe an- 
nually a Chancellor (called at Pazis a.

All thefe taxes make the revenue 
very confiderabie, buf, at the fame 
time, very oppreffive to the fubject ; 
and this grinding of the poor '¢ veiled 
with the matk of fauétity, and a li- 
beral contribution to a crew of igno- 
rant, lazy monks, who are the vermin 


that eat and confume more than the 
military eftabliffrment of the flate, and - 


all the great officers about the Court. 


The Grand Doke’s body-guards are’ 


nominally 100 effeétive men, including 
officers; but the company is feldom 
¢ompleat. Their pay is four crowns 
a-month with the beggarly mencia, 
which thev im, udently extort from all 
flrangers tha: vilit the palace, or have 


ayiience of the Gieat Duke, They 
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are all Germans; and I am told, that 
it was an agreement between Cnarles 
the Vth and the Duke his fon-in.iaw, 
that his guards fhould ever be of the 
German nation, 

He has alfo a troop of horfe, con- 
fifting of about, 80 men; their pay 
eight crowns a-month, 

The Great Duke has the Auftrian 
lip, and is proud of it. He diverts 
himfelf in the month of Augul and 
Scptember io bird: catching. They 
have a bird here, called Rigogheli, 
that is much valued for its delicate 
talte: it is about the bignefs of a 
fticling, and of a beautiful colour, 
with a great mixture of yellow. A- 
nother they call Bocafiga, of which 
they catch thoufands, and di{perfe them 
in A peda to ftrangers of condition, 
and to the Great Duke's moft fa- 
vourite fubjedis; mot a few fall to 
the fhare of the nuns. 

_In O&tober the Great Duke goes 

generally to Ambrogiano, about 16 
miles from Florence, where he ftays 
about a month, the greateft part of - 
which is fpent in devotion in a con- 
vent of Fryars which he has there 
founded, and largely endowed *, 

He has drank nothing but water for 
20 years pait, and cats very littie aad 
of one difh only. He was formerly 
a great eater, and drank freely, par- 
ticularly of cinnamon- water, which 
brought upon him an. inflammation ia 
his jeg, that had nearly coft him his 
life. He was cured by the learned 
Redi, (of whom mention has already. 
been made p. 109,) who torbad him 
the ule of wine and all {pirituous li-. 
quors, which prohibition he has frilly 
obferved ever fince, and has enjoyed 
perfect health. He keeps himfelf very 
well cloathed in the winter-feafon, and 
ules no fre in his apartments. 

He always eats alone, except at fuch 
times in the year when all the Court 
meet togeher, as at St. John’s, and 
on the birth days. |His Table is far 
from being coftly. 

The Prince and Princefs have dif- 
ferent Tables. 

The Great Duke is bigotted to his

He had his apartments 
jn tne palace, and was fo blown up 
with pride, that at Jaft it turned his 
brain, and from a court he was drag- 
ged to a mad-houle, and there died 
milerably. 

All the gabelles are farmed to Jews, 
who are fevere tax gatherers. 

They have alfo the farm of brandy 
and fnuff ali over the Duke's country, 
and pay 400,000 feud yearly for the 
exclufive privilege of felling them. . 

Alithe Princes of Italy, ecclefiaf- 
tical and evil, are great extortioners 
and oppreifors of their people. 

The Great Duke has a perfec& in- 
formation of all] that paffes withio his 
fiate, and the very minute things do 
not cicape his knowledge. There is 
pot any-thing given to his foldiers or’ 
fersvants, fo much as for the prefents 
that are fent to flrangers, bur what he 
knows exactly: yet, for all this know- 
ledge of what is done, there is no 
prince more impofed upon by little 
p:ople about him than he is, S. T. D. 
F ther Cofmo, a Scots recolle& and 
flagitious hypocrite, and fuch mean-

devotion to the extreme; for being at: 
Rome ro follicit leave for his brother, 
the Cardinal, to quit his Cardinal's cap, 
im order to marry to uphold the family, 
it fo happened, that while the Pope was 
brought in his chair, before the mira- 
culous image of the Blefled Virgin, in 
the church of Santa Maria Maggiore, the. 
Grand Duke was upon his knees before 
the great altar in the magnificent chapel 
of Paul V. and peretiving his Holinefs, 
he crept, in the very pofture he was io, 
to the Pope’s chair, The Pope would 
fain have had him rife; but his High- 
nefs, full of zeal, Permit, faid he, the 
Grand Duke of Tufcany to adore the Vicar 
of Chrift with that veneration which is 
dae to bim. He afterwards made 2 pre- 
fent to the Pope of a picture reprefentin 
the Annunciation of the Virgin, valaod 
at 20,000 crowns,—This confirms what 
js afterwards faid by the author of the 
BM.

ceived. 

This country, which is fertile, and 
naturally abounding with every-thing 
that human life can require, becomes 
daily dearer and more exorbitant by 
the oppreffions and feverity of the Go« 
vernment. 

The Senefi are great murmurers a- 
gainit the Government, and fubmit to 
the yoke mof unwillingly. 

None of the gentry frequent the 
Court, except fuch as have an imme- 
diate dependance upon it 3 and their 
falaries are incredibly moderate, the 
greatelt not exceeding s0 crowns a 
month; indeed, the figure they make 
is but very mean, Their fobriety is 
their great virtue; for this enables 
them to live tolerably upon a fmall 
income, which in Eogland would hardly 
keep a gentleman from (tarving, 

The Great Duke is very polite, and 
gives audience to all gentlemen who 
defire it, and with a great deal of 


eafinefs ; which is much owing to his 


travelling and feeing the world. He 
remembers all the Englith nobility, 
and acknowledges the great civility he 
received from them with gratitude, 
He admires the country above all thae 
he ever faw, and commends the hof- 
pitality of the grandees; but, above 
all, the majefty of the Prince, who 
entertained him.with ail the fplendour 
and friendthip which one fovéreign 
could thew to another. He is, upon 
that account, particularly civil to all 
the Englith gentry ; and though he is 
not wanting in any thing that is be- 
coming a prince to al) perfons of qua- 
lity of what nation ftoever, yet the 
Englith have always fome diftinguifb- 
ing mark of his favour and familiarity. 

‘The Prince, his fon, and heir ap- 
perent to the fovereignty, is naturally 
Riff, and not fo accellibie ag his father. 
He dines always alone, and none are 
admitted without being fent.for, ox 
who belong to the court. 

At the court of the Princes none 
of the ladies of the country are per- 
mitted to appear, unle(s they are in- 
vited ; and many of good quality have 
not the antichamber allowed them.—y 
Such are the affeted diftin&tions that 
are made at this paltry court ! 

The Prince knows nothing of noble 
breeding, having never been any- 
where but at Venice in the carnival- 
time, when the greateft rabble of the 

univerfe 
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univerfe afflembles. He knows not 
what to fay when he is in any other 
company than his own favourites and 
minions; nor fearce how to look, fo 
mean and homely a figore he makes 
mpon any public occafions, in giving 
audience, or afluming ftate; and as 
he paffcs along the ftreets, he is driven 
like a pageant, in a gilded calath, with 
an air as Aiff, and as little animation, 
as the wood it is made of. He falures 
no body of what quality foever, but 
grins and laughs with the valets, who 
poff him up with an opinion as if he 
was not only the Great Prince of Tuf- 
cany, but the greateft prince in the 
univerfe, 

The Meci-ean family have ever had 
the Genie Barone, and loved to have 
troops of buffoons and low people a- 
bovt thei. The taft Great Duke had 
numbers, whom the prefent banithed 
from his court; but ftill the family 
weaknefs is difcoverable in endeavour- 
ing’to throw into ridicule thofe families 
who difputed their power, 

The Cardinal, brother to the Duke, 
and uncle to the young Prince, has a 
great many good qualities becoming 
his high rank. He is very generous, 


and adored by the people. His magni-— 


ficence and good- humour are qualities 
very diftinguifiing in hia: he has 
others Rrongly tinétur'd with the fa- 
mily - weaknefs ; inconitancy is one, 
and a paflion for ordinwy {ports and 
country mirth, He has abour 85,000 
crowns yrarly income, and expends 
above 60,000 in falaries to his atten- 
dants and te:vants, which are about 
300 perions in all. 

Don Gafton, the younger brother, 
is of another flamp, more retired, and 
not fo much beloved by the family. 
He was his father's favourite, and, T 
am told, has a greater gout for letters 
than either of his brothers. He is 
matter of the Englifa language, and 
a great admirer of our books, which 
is in a gteat meafare owing to Mag- 
liabechi, who never fails, upon ali oc- 
cafione, to give to our nation the ho- 
nour that is due to it for its-number 
of learned men. He is at prefent at 
Prague, and has an arpenage from 
the Great Duke fuitable to his quality, 
and the great affedtion his father bore 
for him. 

The Gieat Duchefs has about 40,009 
crowns a year allowed her, and ufually 
an addition of an half more remitted 
to her, to fupport her dignity. 

Fhe Electreis Palaune, the only 
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married daughter of the Great Duke, 
has alfo very confiderable remittances 
annually; and the Great Prince, of 
whom mention has already been made, 
fpends what he pleafes. 

There has been a talk of marrying 
the Cardinal, to preferve the family 
from being exting, fince the Great 
Prince, after 16 years marriage, has 
no profpeét of sffue ;* nor ‘has Don 
Gatton, who is married in Germany ; 
nor the Eleétr: fs Palatine, their fifter : 
bat the Cardinal has thewn no great 
inclination to renounce the purple, 
and the waft benefices he enjoys, for 
an uncertain profp-& of fucceeding to 
the fovereignty, which yet may mever 
happen. 

' There is a prophecy, that the fa- 
mily of Medicis thal! not outlaft the 
fixth generation ; and the Florentines 
are in great hopes the accomplithment 
of it is at hand. This prophecy is atert- 
buted to Sr. Francis de Paulino, who, 
they fay, foretold Alexander the firt 
Duke's violent death : but it is not to 
be found in his works; and is, pro- 
bably, among the reveries of one Bran- 
dino, of Sienna, a famous teller of 
fortunes.

ju prepared a fecond edition for the 


rid account of the frange cruelties of 
which, he tells us, he was the fub- 
je&, have, however, an air of truth. 
Soon after his arrival in England, from 
Malaga, he was tarried to Theobalds 
on a feather-bed, that King James 
might be an eye witnefs of his ‘s mar- 
tyied anatomy,” by which he means 
his wretched body, mangled and re- 
duced to a fkeleton. The whole court 
crowded to fee him ;.and his Majelty 
ordered him to be taken care of ; and 
he was twice fent to Bath at his ex- 
pence. By the King’s command, he 
applied to Gondamor, the Span: fh Am-

This 
occafioned their fighting upon the [pot ; 
and the Ambaflador, as the traveller 
oddly expreffes it, had “* his fiftulay 
contrabanded with his fit.” The un- 
fortunate Lithgow, who was generally 
commended for his {pirited behaviour, 
was fent to the Marthaliea,, where he 
continued a prifoner nine months,— 
At the conclafion of the oftavo edition 
of his ** Travels,” he informs us, 
that, in his three voyages, “ his pain- 
** ful feet have twaced over (befides 
** paffages of feas and rivers) 36,000 
*- and odd miles, which draweth near 
“to twice the circumference of the 
** whole earth,” Here the marvellous 
feems to rife to the incredible, and to 
fet him, in point of veracity, below 
Coryat, whom it is neverthelefs cer- 
tain that he far outwalked. His de- 
feription of Ireland is whimfical and 
curious. This, together with the nar- 
rative of his fufferings, is reprinted 
in Morgan’s ‘* Phanmix Britanmicus.” 
His book is very fcarce."’

Suggefions and Reafons for a new Re- 
gulation and confiderable Improve- 
ment in the Coinage of Gold, Silver, 
and Copper. 

THE k ack reform required in the 

~ gold coinage is, that the feveral 
pieces fthould be eafy to count, diitin- 
guith, comprehend, and as few as 
poffible in number. To be ready to 
count, the pieces thould be fuch as to 
make up large fums without fractional 
parts, The book-accounts of debtor 
and creditor in England are kept by 
208. for one pound; therefore, the 
gold. goin thould be the fame, and not 
218. The guineas being current at 
205. ‘the ice pieces, or aliquot parts, 
fhould be without parts of lefs value 
than a fhilling. Three-pences, fix- 
pences, and nine pences, caule great 
confufion to many; and even the mot 
intelligent make fome miftakes by mif- 
counting the different fraétions of the 
feveral aliquot parts now current, 

The ttandard coinage gold of Eng- 
land is eleven ounces of pure gold, 
and one ounce of alloy, troy weight; 
and this pound troy of ftandard-gold 
is coined into forty-four guineas and 
an half, each guinea weighing five 
drachms nine grains, which at 41. 1738. 
roid, per ounce, is worth near 218. 
but, at 4]. the ounce, the guinea is 
worth rl. 18. 6d, though it gocs but 
for 218. 

But a pound troy of ftandard-gold 
ought to be coined imto forty eighe 
pounds or guineas, each weighing five 
pennyweights, which, at 3!. 178. s0dé. 
an ounce, is worth 193. 6d. neariy; 
but, at ql. an ounce, is worth 20s. 
for whicn it ought to be current.— 
This will prevent the melting it dowa, 
or carrying it out of the kingdom. 
And, to ayoid too {mall or too many 
pieces of currency, gold-coin ought 
to be coined into thefe pieces, 5s. 105. 
ass. and 20s. No other pieces of 
guld-coin fhould be current. This 
would anfwer all the conveniences for 
change that can be defired; for the 
intermediate pieces in a pound are ea- 
fily made up and counted, with much 
lefs trouble than in the odd pieces of 
ars. When the pound, or gold-picce 
of 20%. is worn fo as to want fix grains, 
oc what the Legiflature may think pro- 


per, 
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per, of five pennyweights, it might be 
called in by Governmen:, without any 
difturbance to the circulation of the 
general currency 5 and the fame to-be 
done with the Ieffer pieces; by which 
means our coinage will always be in 
good order. 

The ftandard for filver is, eleven 
Ounces two pennyweights of fine fil- 
ver, and eigiiteen pennyweights of al- 
Joy. ‘This pound troy is coined into 
62 thillings, each weighing nearly 
3 pennyweights 21 grains; but if the 
ftandard, as in gold, was 11 ounces 
of pure filver, and x of alloy, alio the 
pound troy coined into 64 hhillings, 
each weighing 3 vennyweights 18 
grains, and the other pieces in pro- 
portion, they would not be worth 
melting down, or carrying out of the 
kingdom, and yet the ftandard filver 
would be as good as the ftandard filver 
of moft other nations. The crowns 
fhould be Jefs and only 4s. the half. 
crowns alfo lefs, and ony 25.3 the 
fhillings and fix-pences may be as 
ulual. 

The ftandard for copper is fuch, 
that one pound averdupvis of fine cop- 
per is coined into 46 haltpence, or 23 
pence; fothat every halfpenny fhould 
weigh 152 grains, or 6 pennyweights 
$ grains: but 1 have weighed many 
new fiom the Tower, and found them 
to weigh from 5 pennyweights 12 grains 
to 6 penny weights 10 grains ;—io litile 
care is taken in coining them. It is 
commonly faid, that three half- pence 
weigh an ounce averdupois; but thea 
they fhould weigh but 146 grains, or 
6 pennyweights 2 grains each, The 
prefent halfpence being fo very clum- 
fy, it would be neceffa:y that a pound 
troy weight of pure copper fhould be 
coined into 48 halfpence; then they 
will weigh 5 pennyweights each, the 
weight of a gold pound, or 208. which 
will be a convenient fize, and {uffi- 
ciently heavy. ‘They ought to be made 
as exact in weight as the gold and 
filver coin, milled round the edges, 
being as neceflary for change as gold 
or filver for large payments. 

The weights of all our prefent mo- 
ney feem as if made by chance, with- 
out any thought or regularity. 

If any metal could be found that 
is harder than the alloy now ufed, it 
would be of great ule to prevent its 
wearing fo faft ; and if the like could 
be found to mix with the copper, to 
make it more hard or valuable, rhat 
its intrinGe value might be equal to 
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bs currency, it would be of great uti. 
ity. 

The coinage of gold, filver, or cops 
per, ought to be included in one aéts 
the pains and penalties fhould be the 
fame for coiting the gold, filver, or 
copper, at any other piace than the 
Tower, The praétice of the prefent 
time fhewe the necefliry of fuch an a&. 
It ought alfo to be enaged, that no 
foreign coin thouid pafs in any pay- 
ment, under large penatties. ° 

P. S. The copper-coin thould con- 
it in pieces of two-pence, one penny, 
half. penny, and farthing ; or, rather, 
in pieces of three pence, two- pence, 
one penny, and farthing.

I think I may venture to join iffue - 


with my opponent ; and after I have 
flared my proof, and {ubjoined a 
remark relative to it, let a jury of your 
antiquanan readers be pannelled to try 
the matier in queftion between us, and 
a true verdié to give according to the 
evidence. 
Mr. Johnfon, in the Clerzyman’s 
Vade Mecum, as quoted by Dr. Burn 
in his Ecclefiaftical Law, under the 
article Sine Cure, obferves, ** that, if a 
church be down, or the parith become 
deftitute of psrifhioners, without which 
divine offices cannot be performed, the 
incumbent is of neceflity acquittd from 
all public duty ; but ftill he is under 
an obligation of doing this duty, when- 
he there fhall be a competent num- 
-¢ of inhabitants, and the church be 
rebuilt.”"-—-An obvious inference from 
the fo:egoing tran{cript is, that, in the 
opinion of the reverend author, a pa- 
rochial church, qu nom babet popu- 
lum, might be ditcovered in this coun- 
try. Academicos, however, challenges 
me to pint our any fuch parith church. 
Tne meaning of an old ecclefiattical 
conftitution being the fubje& in dil- 
pute, Ihave aright to expect he thould 
be fatisfied with antient initances of 
this fort; and in Kent I can furaith 
him with two, which are as many as 
there were monaltic cathedrals in that 
county; one of them about the mid- 
die of the fifteenth, the other not quite 
fo early in the fixteenh ceniury,— Phe 
Jatter was the rectory of Stonar, near 
Sandwich. Archbithop Parker viored 
this parith in 1569, and, according to 
the to:lowing entry in his Grace's a&ts 
of vidtatior, found init neither houfes 
nor inhabitants : , 
* Stonard retoria ex patronatu Henrici 
“ crifpe militis, 
“ Rettoria vaest’ per mortem altimi rece 
** torts ibidemn, 
*¢ Sunt in dita parochiadomirilia, 
communicames 
(See Hiffory and Antiquities of 
Rochetter, &. p..330.) ’ 
As the cultomary words “ ecclefia 
deft: wéta” do not occur in this entry, I 
appr-hend myfelf to be authorized to 
fage: tt, that che church of Sconar was 
then remaoing. But in the orher 
ance [ have to. produce there will 
Gent Vac. MMaz.. 1778. 
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be no occafion for relying on prefump- 
tive evidence. Proot pofiteve thali be 
tendered, that there really was 4 paro-_ 
cbial church, and not s fingie inha= > 
bitant. 

The parith to which I refer him is 
the rectory of Me:iton, htuaced nearly 
midway between Gravelend and Ro- 
chefter, and about half a mile to the 
norch of the turnpike road. From 
a deed now extant im the confiftory 
office of the dioccic of Ruchette:, and 
printed tn the Reg frum Rottenfe by 
Mr. Thorpe, p. 498, 1t appears, that 
Bifhop Lowe declared Merfton to be a 
five cure parith, there being in it ne 
inhabitant, nor a likelihood of there 
being any in future. The reéior was 
for that reafon difcharged from reG- 
dence, till there thould be a conflux of 
people to abide in that place, He war, 
however, enjomed to take care that 
mafs fhould be faid, and other divine 
offices performed, in the church, yearl® 
on the feftival of Si, Gyles, the faint 
to whom the church was dedicated : 
and the Bfhop further ordered the faid 
church to be in the mean time kcpt ia 
more decent repair, This inftrument 
bears date the 26th of November, 14.54, 
but it exprefsly mentions there having 
been no houfe in the parith for many 
years pat, | 

According to the 81ft canon, many 
places had, in 1603, negleéted toodferve 
the form-r conftitution refpr&ing the 
fixing of ftone fonts in the churches 
and chapels where baptifin was to be 
adminiitered. As Merfton was evcra 
very imall parith, that the church of it 
might be without fuch a fontis po im- 
probable furmife ; and Somner affures 
us he never could tiace there having 
been one 1n Camerburv Cathedral, be- 
fore the nobie font given by Bifhop 
Warner. Whi fithen Ly ndwood pre- 
fided in the court of the Atches, had 
fome officious informers iuftiruted be- 
fore him fuits againft both the occu- 
piers of land in Meriton, and the 
Monks of Chrift Chaich, for their 
nor-compliance with the corfitution 
of Archhifhop Edmund, what can we 
reafonably imagine wanld have been the 
refuit of thefe prefentments? It is to 
be prefumed ihat the decrees of this e- 
minent civilian would have correfponded 
with his oon interpretation of the word 
Bapti/mali; and that he woul. there- 
fore have declined fubje@ing the par 
ties accufed to the expence of fetting 
up ftone fonts where they coud be of ne 
ufe. I mutt confels mytelf to be firmiy 
perfuaded he would have difmifled the 


twa lihele ac fritiie and vee ati vase 
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viz. the complaint againft Merfton, 
’ becaule it was a depopulated parith, 
and likely fo to continue,—and that 
againft the members of Canterbury 
Cathedral, becaufe thefe Benedi&tines 
had vowed their precinéts fhould not 
be peopled with any Jittle folk, who 
could from the place of their birth 
have a canonica! claim to be baptized in 


Chrift Church.

Mr. URBAN, 
ON’ fome of the new creations of 
Peers, give mz leave to make a 
few remarks, firft obferving that this 
large addition. to the peerage (already 
too numerous) of twelve at once, that, 
I think, including Lord Clifford, being 
the exaét number, reminds one of the 
fame number created at once in Queen 
Anne's reign, which occafioned a witty 
Lord to afk, on their firlt entering the 
Houfe, “* whether their foreman was to 
fpeak for them?"* Then, indeed, a 
point was to be carried: that is not 
the cafe now, as on every queftion the 
majority is at leaft three to one. 

1. It is obfervable, that two more 
Scotch peers are now added to the 
Englith peerage; and to the eight fT 
who before had (heteditary) feats in 
that Houle: and though one of the 
articles of the Union has exprefsly pro- 
vided againft any Ecotch Peer being 
created an Englith one, yet by this 
new mode of granting peerages to 
their ‘wives or fons, it is probable, 
that in a few years (confidering alfo 
the extin€&tions by death) there will 
not be a fuflicient number Jeft to fup- 

ly the fixteen ele&ted, But as the 
Duke of Ham.lton 1s already an Eng- 
lifh Peer (being created Duke of Bran- 
don in 3711), and has never relin- 
quifhed his ciaim to a feat as fuch, 
thuugh the Houle determined it egainft 
“bim, I fhould be glad to know how 
he can ever take his feat as a Baron 
confiftently with this claim, and whe- 
ther there is any precedent of a Peer 
condefcending to ft by a new ciea- 
tion and an inferior title. The fame 
reafon which has always prevented 
the Duke of Brandon from fubmitting 
to fit as an elected Peer, would have 
prevented him,one would have thought, 
from accepiing an Englith barony.— 
Bur I forget; the ptefent Duke is a 
aa thy SAS rar a eae 


t Dukes of Buccleugh, Lenox, Queen. 
fbury, Argyle, Montrofe, and Roxburgh, 
Karl of Kinvoul, and Vifcount Dum- 
blain, And the next Duke of Athol (in 
- Fight of his mother) will be Lord Strange. 
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minor, and his friends have determined 
for him. His Grace, his mother, and 
his father-in-law, have now diftiné 
peerages both in England and Scotland. 

2. Though Lord Polwarth would 
not, by defcent, have inherited an Eng- 
lifh peerage, yet his children of either 
fex, if he has any, will fucceed to the 
barony of Lucas; a barony in fee, 
vefted in the Marchionefs Grey, Lady 
Bell Polwarth’s mother. 

3. It is remarkable, that two other 
Peers now created would in time have 
fucceeded to peerazes, if they had 
waited till the deaths of the prefent 
pofl-ffors, Mr. George Onflow (now 
Lord Cranley) being next heir to the 
barony of Onflow, and Lord Mount 
Stuart (now Lord Cardiff) to the ba- 
rony of Mount Stuart, conferred on his 
mother, and her heirs male, in 1761. 

4. The late Sir John Cuff, father of 
Sir Brownlow, having long had a place 
in the Jate Prince of Wales's houfhold 
(Treafurer, I think), had often been 
promifed a peerage, though he died a 
commoner. Some difference in poli- 
tical opinions with the Earl of B. oc- 
cafioned, it is faid, this difappoint- 
ment: and it is worth remembering, 
that the Minifter difplayed at once his 
power and his pique by conferring 
thofe very titles, of which, from rea- 
fons of fituation or afhnity, Sir John 
Cuft would naturatly have chofen one, 
on perfons of whom two were not at 
all, and the third was much lefs, con- 
netted with the places from which they 
were taken. To the title of Tyrconnel 
Sir John Cult had fome claim, being 
nephew of the former Lord; thar, 
therefore, in 1761, was conferred on 
Lord Carpenter. The barony of Boffom 
would have been agreeable to him, 
great part of his eftate being near that 
town; that, therefore, in the fame 
year, was given to Sir William Irby. 
Or the borough near which was his 
feat, and which he reprefented in Par- 
liament, would have fuited him as 
well; fo Sir Thomas Robinfon was 
created Lord Grantham. Sir Brown- 
low's family-feat and Chriftian name 
being luckily not pre-occupied, he, it 
feems, has taken his title from them. 

4. Mr.Ryder, now Lord Harrowby, 
the late Chief Juftice’s lon, was very 
near the peerage fume years ago, as, 
if Sir Dudley had lived but a few days 
longer, his patent for the fame title 
would have paffed the great feal. Si~ 
milar was the cafe of the late Lord- 
chancellor Yorke. 

Laftly, 
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Laftly, the 12 Peers now created 
make the whole number added to the 
peefage in the pretent reign 34, with- 
out taciuding thofe which are extin® 
by death, raifed to a higher rank, or 
merged in other titles, as will appear 
by the annexed lift; no fmall propor- 
tion of 198%, of which the Englith 
peerage (Peereffes included) now con- 
fifts. The whole number of the Houfe 
of Peers is now as follows:

Ceremonial of introducing and feating 
the new Peers in the Houfe. 

T HE formalities obferved were, a 

proceffion toethe bar of the Houfe, 


jo th¢ following order; The Gentle, 
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man-Uther of the Black Rod, Garter 
King at Arms carrying the patent of 
creation of Alexander Hume Campbell, 
Efq; to be a Peer of Great Britain, 
by the title of Biron Hume of Bere 
wick. His Grace the Duke of An- 
cafter, Lord Chamberlain, with his 
ftaff of office, and 1obed ; Lord Scarf- 
dale, Deputy Earl Marfhal of Eng- 
Jand, with his Marfhal’s baron and 
in his robes. T'wo Barons in their 
robes, fusporting the new-created Ba- 
ron Hume, alforobed. Having made 
three reverences at the bay, the pro- 
ceffion went up the right fide of the 
Houfe to the Chancellor, when Garter 
King at Arms gave the patent to Ba- 
ron Hume, who prefented it kneelifig 
to the Chancellor, by whom it was de 
livered to one of the clerks of Parlia- 
ment.——-The patent was then read by 
him with an audible voice, and the 
writ of fummons to Pailiament; after 
which the new made Peer took and 
fubicribed the ufual oaths. —Another 
proceffion was then made in the fame 
order to the lower part of the Houle, 
when Lord Hume feated himfelf, co- 
vered, between the two Barons, hig 
fupporters, and rifing again almoft in- 
ftantly, he was condudted by the above- 
mentioned attendants up the left fide 
of the Houle, and three reverences to 
the Chancellor being made by each of 
the Lords, and by the officers as they 
paffed the table, Lord Hume advanced 
to the Chancellor, who gave him his 
right hand, and welcomed him to that 
Houfe,— Thus ended the ceremony, 
which was repeated in the fame man- 
ner nine times on the introduction of 
each new Peer, 


Tranflation of a Letter from M. de 
Voltaire to the King of Pruffia, dated 
March 30, 1776. | 

SIRE, 

I F your Camarade*, the Emperor of 
China, Kicn-Long, he dead, as it 

is reported, [ am extremely forry. 

Your Majefty can tell how much 
I love and revere kings who make 
verfes. I know one who has certainly 
made beiter than Kien-Long, and to 
whom I fhall continue attached until I 
Zo to pay my gourt below to the late 
Emperor of China, 

We have in France 4 young King, 
who, indeed, does not make verfes, 
but who makes excellent profe. He has 
Jately given feven fine pieces, a'l in fa-

* Fellow-monarch, os Compeer. 
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vour of the people. The preambles of 
thele edi&s are mafter pieces of elo- 
quence, for they ase matter pieces of 
reafon and benevolence. The Parlia- 
ment of Paris returned fome fpecious 
remonftrances, Jt was atrial of fkiil. 
If a prize had been to be given to 
the beit compofition, the connoiffeurs 
would without hefitation have adjudged 
it to the King. 

This right of regiftering and remon- 
ftrating, of which you know nothing 
in your kingdom, is founded on an 
ancient precedent of a Provott of Paris, 
in the time of St. Louis, and of your 
Conrard Hohenzollern the Second, 
which Proyolt rhough: proper to keep 
aregitter of ail the royal ordinances, 
in wich he was imitated by an officer 
of the Parliament of Paris, John Mont- 
Jue, in 1313. 

Kings foundhis invention very 
ufeful, Philip de Valois had the regal 
rights regiftered in Pachiament. Charles 
the Fifts took the fame precaution in 
regard to the famous edi&t for fixing 
the majority of the King at 14 years. 
Treaties of peace were of.en regiitered. 
But we hear of no remonitrances in 
thofe times, — 

The fick remonftrances were on the 
finances, under Francis the Fisft, re- 
{peting a waffy filver railing which 
wrrounded the tomb of St. Martin, 
The Saint having no need of the rail- 


ing, and Francis I. having great need © 


of money, he made free with the ratl- 
jng, for which the ganons of Tours, 
who yielded it pp to him, were to be 
recompenced out of the Jands of the 
Crown. The Parliament reprefented 
to the King the irregularity of this 
proceeding. 


" See here the origin of all the remon-. 


firances which haye fince fo much em- 
_ barraffed oyr Kings, and which in the 
end produced the war of the Fronde, 
jn the minority of Louis XIV. 

We have no Frode to fear under 
Louis XVI. and {till Jefs have we to 
fear from the ridiculons terrors of Je- 
fuits, Janfenifig, and Convyulfionitts. 
It is tree, pur debts a:e as immenie as 
thofe of the Enghh, but we enjoy all 
the bieflings of peace, good govern- 
ment, and hope. | 

Your Majetty yery jpfly obferyes 
that the Englifh are not fo happy as 
we are; they are tired of their feli- 
city. Ido not believe that my dear 
‘Quakers will ight themfelves, but they 
will pay others to fight for them.. 

‘J am no great politician, your Ma- 
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jefty well knows ; but I much doukt 
whether the Miniftry at London area 
whit better than ours. We are already 
ruined, the Englifh are now ruining 
themfelves: every one inturn, As to 
you, Sire, you enjoy in peace the folid 
fruits of your glory ; you build towns 
aod villages, you encourage all the arts, 
and you have no other enemy than the 
gout: [I hope that will make peace 
with your Majefty, as fo many other 
powers have done, 

As to the Jefuits, whom you fo 
much regard, there is fomeihing vobie 
in the proteétian given them by an 
excommunicated perfon, as you haye 
the honour to be; a predicament this, 
whence I have fome right to flatier 
mytelf with the fame protection.

GEORGE Stubbs, Re@&or of Gun- 
ville, in Dorfetthire, a worthy, ho- 
neft, intelligent writer, though little 
known as fuch, wrote many of the beft 
papers in the Free Thinker, 4718, (in 
conjunction with Ambrofe Philips and 
others,) a New Adventure of Telema- 
chus, printed in the London Yournal of 
1723 oF 4, fin-e printed feparately by 
Wilkins, in 8vo. a beautiful piece, 
founded upon principles of liberty and 
true government, and the reyerfe of 
the Archbifhop of Cambray’s on that 
fubje&, which, however paliiated, are 
upon a wrong foundation, Three or 
four letters in the London Fournal, 
by Bithop Hoadly, at that time, figned 
Britannicus, arguing againft popery, 
(which obliged even fiat great and 
good man to make an entire fubmif- 
fion, without exception, to the Pope, 
again& the tenor of all his works) 
evidently laid the foundation on which 
G. Stubbs built this New Adventure. 
He alfo wrote A Dialogue on Beauty, 
jn the manner of Socrates, between 
So-zrates and Afpafia. This he made 
the elegant foundation of a copy of 
verfes on the late Dr. John Hoadly's 
mariage, 1735 6, inclofing to him, 
with a letter, d/pafha to Florimel, reter- 
ring all along to that dialogue. There 
are fome other copies of verfes by him, 
fill 1» manulcrip:, though well worth 

eferviog, viz. The Athenian Statue, 
an aliegorical poem, doing jultice both 
to Bifhop Rundle (whole virtues he 
icnew how to commend, as well as to 
laugh at his foibles), and to the eccle- 
frattical prudery and flander of B:thop 
Gibign god Venn 3 Fickle. Friendpip, 
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on Dr. Rundle; rxud Verfes en Miss 
Wenman's Singing, the aurhor having 
dreamed of her. Though the critics, 
perhaps, may think all thefe too florid, 
yet they are very beautiful, and would 

tter pleafe the many. He printed alfo 
two {mall volumes (if not more) of 
Mad. Sevigné’s Letters, the firt ever 
known in Englith, and thought to pre- 
ferve the good-humour of the originals 
better thao any of his fucceflors. He 
was intimately conneéted with Mr. De- 
pouty Wilkins*, the Whig printer in 
Little. Britain, by marrying his fifter 
for his firlt wife, who, by the way, 
was taken in by the French prophets, 
G. Stubbs married a fecond wife at 
Salifbury, mag ae of Mr. Alderman 
King, who after his death married 
Mr. Hinxman, Reéior of Houghton, 
near Stockbridge. Mr. Stubbs was . 
a filent, referved man, as (eeming con- 
fcious of a want of addreis, though 
at the fanve time of fuperior abilities 
and genius, | 

It thefe hints thou'd be the means 
of colieling his works, or of refcuing 
any more of them from oblivion, my 
end jo communicating them will be 
anfwered. One of the pieces above- 
mentioned fhall be added.

After bis death 
two vols. $vo. of * Select D.fcourtes” 
were publifbed for their benefit, which,

NEXT to found principles to form 

the religions and moral chara&er 
of our pofterity, a found education 
becomes neceffary to enable them to 
do their ftation and human nature a 
credit. Without the former, the un- 
ballafted mind is {oon drawn into the 
fathionable vortex of immorality and 
infidelity 3 and without the fteady ray 
of the latter, the poor benighted mor- 
tal blunders on through life in ig- 
morance and error, The fervile, 
unmeritorious virtucs of a heart thus 
undifciplined, are the effeét of confti- 
tution, intereft, and convenience ; and 
every day's fun difcovers lamentable 
inftances of the folly and abfurdity 
which his ill-cultivated head betrays 
him into. 

The care of the former I confign to 
parents and divines; to expole the 
Wl judged negle& of the lattcr being 
my defined fubje&. 

To do every thing in the beft man- 
ner we can, is a maxim never fo im- 
portantly obeyed as in the education of 
youth, but in ro inftance fo danger- 
ufly violated as in the prefent fuper- 
ficial mode, A claffical educaiun, 
the fole bafis of found learning, is, in 
the ‘prefent wile age, he-ome obiwlere 
and unfathionable ; wiulft a flimfy one, 
refembling the gauzy drefs of ihe ladies, 
is fubttitutéd in its place. Thus the 


fimplicity of manners and found edu- 
Catan af farmer times 


are (iain lanted 
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by affectation and fineering. The claf- 
fical mode, like the 39 articles, is not 
to be altered to the times, but abolith- 
ed ; and macaroni learning is become 
as much the fom as macaroni drefe. 
Sound learning is to the mind what 
robuit health is to the body; and [ 
fhould fuppofe few parents would with 
to- have either the one or the other 
ruined by quackery. A fickly come 
plexion is as ill repaired by 1ouge, as 
an illiterate mind (and iili:erate all 


originally are) by a Superficial educa- 


tion. Certain it is that empiricifm is 
not more common in siseee than in 
learning; and as we venture our health, 
fo we cruft the education of our chile 
dren, into the hands of thofe whom we 
fhould be unwilling to truft with any 
thing elfe, 

The languages and tafte of antient 
Greece and Rome have been the ad- 
mired models of fucceeding ages ; and 
to the language of the jatier, moft 
of the puny tongues of Europe (one 
effeét of their conquefts) ftand indebted 
for their original. No derived lan- 

uage, though a living one, is ever fo 
jultly underttood as by learning the ra- 
dicai language from whence it is deriv~ 
ed. Thus by learning Latin, which 
boafts the beft grammatical fyttem, we 
at once not only learn a grammatical 
theory for all other languages, but half 
attaia ajl the European Janguages orie 
ginated from its 

Grammar is certainly more advan. 
tageonlly learnt in a radical and per- 
f£.& language, than in a derived and 
imperfeét one. And though we had 
a perfect Englith grammar, which [ 
never hope to fee, yet fill, to under. 
ftand the language perfe€tiy, as well 
as grammatically, we thould be ob- 
liged ro go to its roo’; and one radi- 
cal word semembered, often explaing 
a number of derivatives. Bat befides 
grammatical and derivative knowledge, 
the biter elements of literature, it ig 
from the rich and wfeful fources of 
Greece and Rome that we derive their 
admired morality, their much-alludeds 
to mythology, acd, in thort, all the 
elegance ot tafte and refinement of 
fentiunent, which all the politeft nations 
in the wor'd bave ever hnce been pro- 
fcil-dly copying. 

Look into tne commercial towns in 
England, and fee how fuperficially, in 
contempt of thefe, the commercial pro- 
pie there mofily educate ther fons, 

The young tradeiman or merchant 
is firfl of all puc under toe es 

‘ enitrets 
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miftrefs till he can read Englith de- 
cently. After this he is difpaicbed to 
fome country fchool; calied.perhaps by 
the alluring appellation of an academy, 
managed by a fet of chaifing-empirics 


of very fuperficial but pompous learn ' 


ing. There heis to be taught. Eng- 
lih grammatically, writing, accompts, 
book-keeping, and navigatiuns .and 
varnifhed up flightly, kke goods for 
foreign fale, for the compter, the 
compting-houle, or ftore- 

For a few years at frit he is trea- 
foring upon his memory the valuable 
rules of an imperfeé& grammatical the- 
ory, imperfedily taught. He fpells 
Jong bead-rol!s of long words; which, 
when he comes to writes his own 
thoughts, be finds nimlelf very little 
better for. He at length arsives at the 
amazing proficency of diftinguithing 
the different parts of fpeech, and with 
dificusty makes a nominative word 
and a verb agree. There he is got to 
his ne.plas ultra. He correéts a fow 
agen of bad Engl:th; which, when 

¢ exprefics his own thoughts, he nei- 


ther.ipeaks nor writes the bewter Eng. . 


hith for. Next he is taught to under- 
ftand the language he is learning. A 
diftionary is perpetually to be thumbed 
over, and the fignificatian of the dif- 
fieuit words in his Jeflon remembered ; 
bis next furnifes him with more, and 
ever will-do, and fo the Sifyphean ® toil 
never ends, 

During this tedious, ufelefs procefs, 
he is prattifing writing and accompts 
the better half of his time; dancing 
and drawing, er, amongft other ill- 
judged attempts, perhaps French comes 
bn fora fhares—His father wifely thakes 
his head, and with equal wifdom re- 
marks, that-all thefe are fine things; 
and as.in. raptuces at the arrival of 
every finifhed copy or compting bock, 
attended by a fulfome formai. epiltie 
from the mafter, Every thing, a.as! 
appears fine. tous which we do not 
underftand, when we bear it much 
commended, whither juftly or not. 
Momma, on feeing her fon. dance,

His time and money 
are much better fpent in books to im- 
prove rationality, than in ale, punch, 
and tobacco, to befot and ftupefy it. 
His refined underftanding senders him 
always welcome (and even fought-for) 
company to the ingenious, the fenfible, 
and good; and his inferiors revere him 
for bis tuperior fenfe. Thefe circum- 
ftances cannot fail promoting his /uc- 
cefs; and wheiher be gains a fortune 
or inherits one, it will receive credit 
trem him, not he from it. 

How maoy thouiands at this day Ine 
ment the want of what (had their pa- 
rents educated then as they fhould 
have done) they might have attained, 
and thereby become ornamental to fo- 
ciety. 

This comparifon of the modes of 
education is the refult of obte:vation . 
and experience, which, had I loved 
mankind leis, of not withed their pof. 
terity fo well, I had not publithed, 
And let every parent remember that a 
found education is a neceflary and ine- 
ftimable portion, and which almoft 
every one has in bis power to give; and 
a fuperficial, imperfeét, and carelefs 
One, as pernicious to the minds of their 
polterity, as infanity entailed upon thei¢ 
bodies.

It is with real regret and concern 
that I find myfelf under’ the neceffity 
of afking of my faithful Commons any 
extiaordinary fupplies; I thaok you 
for the readinefs and difpatch with 
which they have been granted ; and 
they are the more acceptable to me, 
as you have fhewn, in the manner of 
raifing them, an equal regatd to the 
exigencies of the fervice, and the eafe 
of my people: and you may be af- 
fured, that the confidence you repofe 
in me fhall be ufed with proper fruga- 
lity, and applied only to the purpofes 
for which it was intended.

early mortality in Manchefter is as 4

A condufor on each «him- 
ney (which Mr. Hatlenden, it feems, 
has new placed) would certainly have 
fecured it effefiually. 4. An iron bar, 
three quarters of an inch fquare, feems 
fully fufficient for the purpole. And, 
laftly, in this conductor there were two 
defects, 1. The leaden pipe and the icon 
bar at the bottom were not in contaét, ' 
and, 2. The ivon bar, or a thick plate 
of lead, fhould have been contipucd 
down into the moilt earth or water ; 
and had not the earth flowed with wa- 
ter, at the time of the accident, the 
want of this precaution might have 
been attended with fome damage te 
the foundation.

The firft of thefe be endeavours to 
prove by fhewing that Maryland, was 
difmembered from Virginia, at the in- 
flance of Cecilius, Lord Baltimore, its 
firt proprietor, an avowed Roman Ce- 
tholic, and a charter obtained for it 
folely with a view of eflablithing a {ct- 
tlement, where he himielf, as weil as 
others of hischurch, mightenjov she free 
exercife of their religion 3, and :hat this 
Popith proprietor was himfelf ‘invcited 
with more ample powers, bot execa- 
tive and legifutive (here fpecified), than 
any other provincial governor or lesif- 
lature, and an exemption from tyxa- 
tian was exprefsly granted to the inha- 
bitants,. a favour bellowed on no Pro- 
teftant colany. 
Our.autbor then proceeds t4 account 
very naturally for this partiality in the 
Crown to Popery in the reigns of 
James I. and his fon Charles, when 
‘© the miniftry attempted to make the 
colonies folely dcyendent on the perfon 
of the King, and thought to countr- 
balance tic influence of the republicans 
by a colony heathy difpofed to favour 
the pretenfions of the Crawn.” 
‘Thus, it mult be owned, our author 
has proved his point, viz. that  Po- 
pecy was eftablifhed in one part of Bri- 
‘tidh America ‘in’ the year 1632 5” but 
this mode of defence is fo injudicious, 
that 
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that none but a very weak friend, ora 
difguifed enemy, could poffibly adopt 
it. Little obligation do our prefent 
Sovereign and his minitters owe to one 
who juftifies their meafures by the pre- 
cedents of James and Charles I. efpe- 
cially as the reafons by which he ac- 
counts for the eftablifhment of Popery 
in Maryland are the very reafons that 
the Americans and their friends have 
affigned for its late eftablifhment in 
Canada. Whether the Colonies have 
forgotten this precedent, or not, is very 
immateriai: the friends of govern- 
ment, no doubt, could have withed 
that it had not now been remembered, 
or thus applied. But to proceed: our 
religion, it is true, has never been 
forced upon any people, nor could 
fuch a meafure be ever propofed by 
any true Proteftant, or by any of the 
warmett opponents of the Quebec bill : 
but when it is here added, that ** there 
is not a fingle inftance of an attempt 
to force our /aws upon the people in 
any of our foreign acquifitions,”’ the 
writer feems to forget that the Englith 
criminal law is by this very bill efta- 
blithed in Canada, and by another bill 
has fince been forced upon the natives 
of Indoftan, as one of them has lately 
experienced to his coft. As to the pa- 
rallel drawn from Jerfey, Guernfey, 
&c. that is little to the purpofe, unlefs 
it could be proved (which is impoffible) 
that the Popith religion is there (as 
now in Canada) fupreme, that the 
clergy and laity may there alfo hold 
offices and benefices without taking the 
Oath of Supremacy, and that the Po- 
pith clergy are there legally endowed 
with tythes. This conttitutes the dif- 
ference, and a very material one, be- 
tween a toleration and an eftablith- 
ment; a diftin&ion which the prefent 
and other writers on the fubjeét wil- 
fully (as it cannot be blindly) over- 
look. All therefore that follows of 
*‘the unreafonablenefs and cruelty of 
intolerance, or of refufing the Cana- 
dians as much tendernefs as our Roman 
Catholic fubje&ts in Europe,” is mere 
declamation. If wo more had been 
granted, even faction muft have been 
dumb ; but that more fhould be given 
than is allowed here, or was ftipulated 
or even afked or expected there, is un- 
accountable,—except on the principles 
by which this gentleman has accounted 
for a former eftablifhment of the like 
kind. Penn, indeed, as is here faid, 
allowed in his colony univerfal tolera- 
tien to Chriftians of every profeffion ; 
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but though he tolerated all; he effa- 
blifhed none—much lefs gave any pre- 
eminence to Popery.

Dod- 
fley. Svo. 18. 6d. 

THE defign of this publication is 
fufficiently apparent from the very pro- 
lix title-page. Mr. Wefley’s Primi- 
tive Phyfc has now gone through be- 
tween twenty and thirty editions, yet 
this, we think, is the firft attack that 
has been made upon it by any of the 
faculty, though its author has endea- 
voured to give the world very unfa-~ 
vourable ideas of phyficians and apo- 
thecaries both as to their abilities and 
integrity. Wath a good intention and 
much credulity, Mr. Wefley, it mut 
be owned, has prefcribed many reme- 
dies that are trifling, and fome that are 
pernicious. Of the latier clafs is 
No. 683. ‘* ‘To one poifoned. Give 
one or two drachms of diflilled verdi- 
gris, it vomits in an inflant.” Some 
juft animadverfions on this in the Ga. 
zetteer of December 25, 1775, “as 
being fufficient to poifon twenty or 
thirty people,” gave rife to thefe re- 
marks; and in truth Mr. Wefley’s 
faying, in an{wer, that * this is a mere 
blunder of the printer (drachms for | 
grains ) in one or more of the editions,” 
when it has actually been found in 
many more®*, and it is fuppofed has 
pafled through all, and when dram;

be added ‘*the soth and 13th,” now 
lying before us, 
anal 
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and grains are fo unlike, that no prin- 
ter could eafily miftake them,--and his 
only advertifing the error in one or two 
papers, inftead of cancelling the leaf,-- 
are not confiftent with his ufual can- 
dour and humanity. From fuch a 
mifcelianeous produétion it is difftcult 
to know what to feleé&: we fhall con- 
tent ourfeives, therefore, with one or 
two paragraphs which we think may 
, be genesally ofeful :—-“* Mr. Wefley 
(fays this writer) has given fundry di- 
rections refpeéting young children, and 
their difeafes; but I maft do him the 
juftice to obferve, that he has never 
once recommended Godfrey's Cordial, 
And, indeed, this is a very pernicious 
opiate, however frequently it may be 
adminiftered by ignorant nurfes. They 
give it to children for their own eafe, 
without confidering or underftanding 
its tendency. It has unquettionab! 
been saedutties of much mifchief ; It 
tends to ruin the conftitution of chil- 
deen, and the confequences of taking 
ithave been much more frequently fatal 
than is generally apprehended. It is 
the earne(t with of the writer, that this 
hint may be duly attended to by pa- 
rents and thofe who have the care of 
young children, The ftate of our 
national population is at too jow an 
ebb, for the lives of children to be fa- 
crificed to the ignorance of old women, 
or to the indolence of nurfes.”" 

This caution is doubtlefs highly pro- 
per; we with therefore to extend it as 
much 48 poffible, and may it fink deep 
into the hearts of all nurfes, al! parents, 
who perufe this article! When they 
know that this fleep is the fleep of death, 
as being procured merely by intoxica- 
tion, no other arguments furely can 
be wanting to prevail with them to re- 
firain and abolifh the ule of this 
deftrudtive dram. 

The other paffage we fhall fele& 
may be ufeful to another branch of our 
readers, the drinkers of punch. “ I 
have often obferved (fays this praéti- 
tioner) upon enquiring, when fent for 
to patients affected with complaints 
of the flomach or bowels, that they 
had overnight, or the preceding day, 
drank punch; and, from the effects 
and the {mell of the matters thrown 
up, had every reafon to think, that, 
inftead of lemon-juice, the acid ufed 
was the vitriolic {pirit; and indeed it 
is hardiy poffible for any one to know, 
in fuch a farrago as punch, what kind 
of ingredients it confilts of.” To pre- 
veat fuch bad confequences, he advifes 
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the punch-drinkers to become punche, 
makers, and alfo diffuades the making 
it with preferved /emon-juice, ‘* as it 
is always running into new fermenta- 
tions, and though not fo bad as vitriol, 
yet it is by no means fo wholefome as 
the juice when fqueezed immediately 
from the fruit itfelf.” Juft and fea- 
fonable as thefe and many other ob- 
fervations are, much more weight would 
they have had with the reader, and re- 
fie&ted much more credit on the 
writer, if lefs demon-juice had been 
fqueezed into them, if. they had 
been free from a fournefs and rancour 
full as naufeating as the vitriolic [pirit, 
with which a man of Mr, Weiley’s 
acknowledged abilities, and (we mult 
add) integrity and zeal in the labour of 
of lowe, delerves not to be treated, 
however fallible and milttaken he may 
be in his prefcriptions both for the foul 
and body, politic as well as natural, 
Such treatment may irritate and pio- 
voke, but can never convince or con- 
cilitate an opponent. Yet, ftrange as 
it feems, ** Mr. H. has no perfonal ani- 
mofity againit Mr, W. to whom he is 
totally unknown.” We are forry that 
he does not know himéelf.

INCE the privilege of a free corref- 

pondence with America has been re- 
ftrained, it is not eafy to feleét from the 
current accounts a few pages of credit 
enough to fix the attention of readers 
who with only to be truly informed. 

Facts there are that too plainly befpeak 
the direful effects of the fatal contett 
that has divided the Britifh empire a- 
gainft itfelf; but thefe faéts are fo dif- 
ferently related, that they leave a doubt 
in the reader to which fide he ought to 
afcribe the greateft ernelty. 

Mott peopte believe that the late Rourith- 
i town of Norfolk, the faireft and beft- 
inhabited fea-port in the province of 
Virginia, is burnt to the ground ; but it 
is not yet certainly known on this fide the 
Atlantic who Were the incendiaries, 

The firft intimation the public received 
ef this cruel and wanton conflagration, 
was bya letter dated Otter, off the Ruins of 
Norfolk, Jan. 9. in which was this me- 
morable exultation: ‘* The detefted town 
of Norfolk is no more! Its deftruétion 
happened on New Year's day! About four 
o’clock in the afternoon the fignal was 
given from the Liverpool, when a dread- 
ful cannonading began from three thips, 
which lafted till it was too hot for the 
rebels to ftand on their wharfs. Our 
boats now landed and fet fire to the town 
im feveral places. It burnt fiercely all 
night and the next day; nor are the 
flames yet extinguithed ; but no more of 
Norfolk remains than about 12 houfes 
that have efcaped the flames," 

Another letterdated Jan. 12. faid to be 
written by a gentleman to his correfpon- 
dent at London, confirms the above, and 
after naming the Liverpool frigate, the 
Otter and King-fifher floops, with their 
tenders, as engaged in the cannonading, 
and fetting fire to the different wharfs, 
adds,**that the rebels have fince burnt the 
reft, and plundered the property of every 
foppofed friend to government, wherever 
their effets could be found.” 

A third letter mentions the burning of 
2 Liverpool thip at the fame time, name- 
ly, the Molly, Capt. Collins commander. 

A fourth letter dated Ship Danmore, 
Jan. 15, afligns the caufe of fetting fire 
tothe town; “that the firing from the 
rebels made it neceflary to deftroy that 
part of it next the water, and that as the 
wind was moderate and blew from the 
fhore, it was judged with certainty that the 


deftrogtion would end with that part of - 


the town which the King’s thips meant 
only to deftroy; but that the rebels un- 
neceflarily compleated the deftruction of 
the reft by fetting fire to the houfés in 


the back ftreets, which were before fafe - 
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from the flames ;” adding, “ that this ill- 
judged fury of the rebels was not confin- 
ed to the town ; the country round was 
illuminated with the houfes burnt, among 
which was the diftillery, with large quan- 
tities of rum, &c.” 

All thefe letters concur in the princi- 
pal faét; but here follows one from a 
merchant on the {pot to his correfpondent 
at Liverpool, dated fo late as Feb. 20, 
which eflentially differs from a}l the for- 
mer, and afcribes the firing of the town 
on the firft of January to the frirtmen, 
** who continued plundering and dettroy- 
ing till the 6t of February, when at four 
o'clock in the morning the fignal was 
given, and every houfe from Farmer's 
Plantation, tan-works, windmills, 
churches, &c, were all fet on fire, and 
fo quick you could not tell which began 
fir(t. The writer adds, the people are in 
great diftrefs, but that he and his friends, 
thank God, have plenty of provifions and 
are in perfeét health.” 

' We thall only obferve on thefe letters, 
that, notwithftanding their apparcat an- 
thenticity, there are fome who deicredic 
the fact, and contend, tbat tho’ parties 
from the thips might fet fire to the wharts, 
the wind from the fhore with certainty 
blew out the flames, There are others, 
who, with equal reafon, conclude, from 
the filence of the laft-mentioned letter- 
writer, and from other circumftances 
that will be mentioned hereafter, that, 
though they deplore fhe fate of the town, 
the parties from the fhips had no hand 
in the burning of it. Indeed, one very 
ftriking argument in favour of this con- 
clufion is founded on the information in 
an intercepted letter written by a rebel fon 
in the Provincial army to his more re- 
bellious father in the Provincial Congrefs, 
in which is this pofitive affertions “ [ 
am convinced our in{trudtions will be im- 
mediately to burn Norfolk, a place full of 
the vilefl Tories in the world.’ —We ‘have 
been the more particular in our endeavours 
to elucidate this fact, as the London Ga- 
zettc, the fountain of all true intelligence, 


_ has thoughe fit to pafs it over without no- 


tice, aS a matter af little or no importance, 
tho’ the’ writer has been very precife in 
fixing the date when the King of Pruffia 
firft took an airing on horfeback, after 
his late iinefs. 

Indeed, the accounts relative to Quebee 


_ arevery little more to be depended vpan 
_ than thofealready related concerning Nor- 


folk. An officer lately arrived from 
New-York, in a letter to his friend at 
Manchefter, acquaints him, in addition 
tothe information given in the Gazeue, 
that Davy Woofter, on hearing the news of 
the difatter ac Quebec, marched off with 
his three ween awed pins Montreal for St. 
John’s; that John Lamb, the ‘‘ chief en- 
giacer, at Quebec, was thot iu ihe eye, and 
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prifoner, and fo was Arnold, though 
the Gazette was filent about them; and 
that, the widow Monrgomery has been 
atc evtr fittce the learnt the fate of 
her Wr yard.” But this letter, (though 
evidentl¥ written by an officer, ) like thofe 
already recited, is no more to be depended 
upon than.if written by a private foldier, 
fF it has fince appeared, upon rather bet- 
tér authority than that of one fingle tefti- 
mony, that Woofter has not retreated 
from Montreal, and that Arnold is not 
prifoner in Quebec. 

Bat the accounts of the continuance of 
the blockade before Quebec, during the 
feverity of the winter, are, we think, ftill 
niore to be fufpetted. It is but barel 
probable that the hardieft and beft difci- 

lined ,troops in the King’s fervice conld 
Lise been kept together for fo many 
months, buried in {now, as the befiegers 
miuft have heen, even if thofe veterans 
had been ever fo well fupplicd with necef- 
faries, Is it credible, then, that a raw 
undifciplined rabble, ill-clothed and pro- 
vided, and with hardly thoes to their feet, 
a§the Provincials are reprefented to be, 
can have been compelled by officers, to 
whom they fcarce own fubmiffion, to en- 
dure the hardfhips of a winter’s blockade 
in a climate, where being éxpofed: to the 
rigour of the cold is the certain lofs of 
that part of the body that, as the phrafeis, 
is hitten by the froft. The intelligent rea- 
dcr will therefore fufpend his belief of 
all.thofe heroic wonders that have been faid 
taxfircceed the late attack of Quebec, and 
‘join with us in humbly hoping that no 
more blood may be fhed in this rebellious 
atten»pt, and that. Britih and American 
troops may ceafe-to batcher one another 
for the diverfion of .their natural ene- 
mice. — 4 

* The late advices received from Bofton 
leaves -it mo longer doubtfal that the 
King’s troops are removed from that 
city. This retreat was forefeen and fore- 
told feveral months ago, and intimations 
thrown gut in the papers that orders were 
fent from bence for that purpofe: the 
reafow afligned was, that the troops might 
be ia readiugfi, us foon as fuccour frould ar- 
rive, te cfett a-landing at fome place which 
may opena,communication. with the interior 
parts of the, country; but this notice was 
at the time totally difregarded, 

The following plain marrative of the 
army's retreat, removal. we fhould fay, 
is,.copied from the Loardon Gazette 
verbatim. Ev: 

4 Whitehall, May.3-. Gen, Howe, com- 
mander: in. chief of .his- Majefty's . forecs 
in. North,America, having taken a-refo-. 
lution, on the 7th of Masch,. te remove 
from Bafton to Halifax,, svith, the troops 
under hiscommand, and, fach of -the in- 
habitants, with their effeéts,.as were de- 
firous to continue under-the protection of 
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his Majefty's forces; the embarkation 
was effected on the 17th of that month, 
with the greateft order and regularity, 
and without the leaft interruption from 
the rebels, When the packet came away, 
the firft divifion of the tranfports was 
under fail, and the remainder were pre- 
paring to follow in.a few days; the ad- 
miral leaving behind as many of the fhips 
of war as could be fpared from the con- 
voy, for the fecurity and protection of 
fuch veflels as might be bound to 
Bofton.” 

On the above concife recital it has 
been obferved, that no caufe is afligned 
for the General's refolution to remove, no 
neceflity is pleaded either for want of pro- 
vifions, or annoyance from the enemy. 
It is therefore matter of aftonifiment to 
many, that the General fhould form a re- 
folution fo carly in the feafon, to remoye 
from a tolerable climate to a much worfe; 
and the more fo as he was fuffered to quit 
the town unmolefted, and to embark the 
whole body of his troops with as much 
compofure as if the Provincials had been 
aflembled with no other defign but to 
take leave of their friends. It has there- 
fore been conjectured from this, and the 
frequency of meflages that pafled between 
the armies, that fome convention by 
way of truce, or ceflation of hoftilities, 
or other fecret compact, mult have been 
concluded between the leaders of the con- 
tending armies; or it is fcarce. to be cre- 
dited, that the Provincials could all of a 
fudden be rendered motionlefs, and not 
beftow one formal falute upon their de- 
‘apt guefts. Indecd, two noble Lords, 

igh in adminiftration, have folemnly de- 
clared, in an augult aflembly, that no a- 
greement whatever was fo much as pre- 
pofed by cither party :. but fuch is the in- 
credulity of the people of England, that, 
unlefs attions correfpond with words, 
they place little or no faith in. minifteriat 
intelligence. Bailey, the orthographer, ob- 
ferves, that on thip-board, he that is 
caught fibbing on Monday morning _|§ is 
made to ferve under the fwabber the reft 
of the week; but this, we may fuppafe, 
is only among the underitrappers. . The 
commiffioned gentry are exempted from 
this difgrace, and, by a Jate decifion, per- 
fons of a certain rank, for. petty pecula~ 
tions, may plead their privilege. 

An article of an equivocal.import, and 
which will bear a double interpretation, 
and afford Jews and ftockjobbers an open 
ficld to. fpeculate, was punlifhedin, she 
Pennfylvania Gazette, juft threedays pre- 
vious to the refolution taken by General 
Howe to remove from Boftans,..It-here 
follows, properly authenticated:) ;

** Refolved, that the reftraint be-taken 
off, which bya refolution of ‘the 26th of 
laf month was laid upon veflels loading 
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loaded with produce for Great-Britain, 
Jrcland, or the Britifh Weft Indies, in con- 
Séquence of a permiffion granted for arms 
avd ammunition imparted into thefe colo~ 
ies. CHARLES THOMPSON, Sec.” 
As this refolution is faid to be fv con- 
Sequence of permiffion granted for arms and 
ammun'tion imported, &c. the queftion is, 
by whom this permiffion is granted; not 
by the Congrefs, it may be prefumed, for 
they have always encouraged the impor- 
tation of thofe articles; and it would be 


injurious in the higheft degree to fufpe€t - 


the General of any fuch permiffion. Who 
then could authorize this grant? As 
we- are equally ftrangers to the li- 
cenfers on both fides, and would wil- 
lingly avoid giving offence to either par- 
ty, we refer the folution of this puz- 
ziing problem to the fpeculatifts at Jona- 
than’s, who, if they guefs right, may 
probably, at one lucky hit, enrich them- 
felyves and their families forever. We can- 
not help obferving, however, the hazard 
of relying on this dubious permiflion, for 
fhould it happen not to be properly rati- 
fied here at home, thofe who are cager 
to take advantage of it, will, probably, 
as the adage is, CATCH A TARTAR} 
for by meeting a Britith act of parliament 
full in the face, they will neither be 
permitted to get the gunpowder, nor to 
return back to tell the caufe of their dif- 
appointment, 

It is reported, and, it is faid, on un- 
quettionable aythority, that the Congrefs 
have fignified to every trading power in 
Europe, that their ports are open to re~ 
etive their commerce, and that no treaty 
with Great Britain fhall ever take place, 
to which the continuance of this com- 
merce for two years after its conclufion 
fhould not be a preliminary article. In 
confequence of this declaration, though 
the French Miniftry have not openly 
countenanced a direct trade, yet they 
have taken no effcctval meafures for pre- 
venting the American thips from loading 
in their ports, The Snow, Dickenfon, 
jately brought into Briflol by the fub- 
tlety of the mate, has confirmed the 
truth of this friendly intercourfe, which 
was only before futpected. » This veitel 
hed a regular confignment to Mefirs.

of the Congrefs by any perfon what- 
feever.” 

‘The cargo of the Dickenfon confifted 
of 2221 barrets of flour, 260 boxes of 
fpermaaceti candles, 1g cafks one bag hees- 
wax, and sco barrel-flaves, the whole,

This thip, of which Capt. Meflon was 
commander, brought likewife a lift of 
privateers fitted out by order of the Con- 
grefs in Janvary laft, with the com= 
manders names and force, together with 
lifts of the row-gallies in the river De- 
lawar, which, being very partigular, evi- 
dently fhews a premeditated delign of ron 
ning away with the thip before the fet

Thefe failed about the middle of Fe- 
bruary on an expedition, the deftination 
of which was kept a profound fecret. Tt 
has fince been difcovered, that one part 
of their commiilion was to make them- 
felves mafters of the ifle of Providence, 
with a view to feize the arms and am- 
munition in the fort there; in which, ie 
is faid, they have failed, as the Governor 
had the precaution to remove the chief 
part to the cattle of Auguftine, on the 
coaft of Florida, where there ts a confi- 
derable garrifon. What other projet 
they had in commifiion is not yet pene- 
trated. 

To the above lift is added a lift of the 
sow-gallies in the river Delowar, viz.

Such are the preparations of this de-

It, indeed, appears 
like {temming the ocean with a cobweb ! 
Bot what is too mighty for Providence to 
effect! The roin that is brought upon them 
by the captures of their fhips on one fide, 
and their gain by the feeble attempts of 
fheir privateers on the other, bear at this 
time a very unequal proportion ; end that 
difproportion will, no dowbr, for fome 
time increafe, as none have hitherto been 
feizel by the Americans but tranfports 
or ftoré- fhips: but as foon as they 
are given to underftand that all their 
trading-fhips are to be feized, they will 
not then be fo tardy in muking reprifals. 
Benes a kind of pyratical war will com- 
mence, and merchants will be encoa- 
raged to rob merchants, for the promo- 
tion of trade and the benefit of the gen- 
tlemen belonging to the courts of civil 
Jaw, But who, amidft this general de- 
folation, are to pay the poor mannfac- 
purers! Surely, thefe confequences, which 
are obvious to every capacity, could not 
¢fcape the wifdom of our Legiflature. 
What then fiall we fay! May we not be 
peroritted to call to mind upon this oc- 
tation, the words of the Abbé Bernois 
wpon a fimilar one,—"* THAT, WHEN 
GoD, IN HIS PROVIDENCE, HAS 
PDETERMINED THAT CERTAIN 
GRAND REVOLUTIONS SHALL 
TAKE PLACE IN -THE KINGDOMS 
OF THE WORLD, HE FIRST OF 
ALL DEPRIVES THE RULERS OF 
THE PEOPLE OF THEIR WISDOM, 
AND, BY ABANDONING THEM TO 
FTHEIR OWN BLIND PURSUITS, 
80 BRINGS IT TO PASS, THAT 
‘FHEY THEMSELVES SHALL BE 
THE INSTRUMENTS OF THEIR 
OWN AND THEIR COUNTRIES 
RuIN.”

Being the anniverfary of the Reftora- 
tion of Charles IT. the fame was obferved 
asa court holiday, andthe Tower guns 
were fired accordingly. 

Friday 31. 

A tharp engagement having lately hap- 
pened off the half-moon battery at Gi- 
fair. between four Spanifh men of war 
and twelve of the Emperor of Morocco’s 
cruizers, in which feven of the latter were 
made prices, Admiral Mann fent two of 
his fhips to acquaint the Commander of 
the Spanifh fquadron, that it was contrary 
to the rules of war to take any neutral 
ftip under a neutral garrifon, and there- 
fore infifting on the Moors being releafed. 
This meffage being peremptorily dcliver- 
ed, brought on an co al between 
the Spanifh and English thips, and the 
fatter were obliged to retire. 

The States General have lately renewed 
the charter of the Dutch Eaft India Com- 
pny on more reafonable terms than 
ferm:rly. Inftead of 3,000,000 of florins 
advance, the Company pays now only two 
millions, the yearly revenue as before, 
iz. 760,000 florins, which is cither to 
be pid to the ftate in moncy or merchan- 
dize. 

Extreft of a Letter from the Grenades, 
dated April 26. 

“* A few days ago two fmall American 
veflels were brought into tlfs place by 
one ef Admiral Shuldham's fect, laden 
with flour, &c. which was fold for the 
benefit of the crew of the frigate, and 
ferched a good price, as do all forts of 
provifions, owing to our not being fup- 
plied from the Americans, which we ufed 
to: be; and now we are often afraid we 
fhali be in want before we can be fi-pplied 
from England.

“* The Englith act of Parliament a- 
gainft the American colonies has been 
publifhed here, with orders to put it ia 
execution, and to intercept all armed or 
trading veflels which belong to them: ia 
confequence of which, two frigates are 
failed to cruize againft the Anglo-Ame- 
ricans, one off Carthagena, and the other 
at the mouth of the Tagus. | 

‘* The motions and armament of the 

Spaniards would give us fome uneafinefs, 

if the confidence we have always had in 

them with regard to the execution of 
their treaties, did not remove our fears 
on that head : on the other hand, furely, 

Europe will not take advantage of the 

crifis we are in at prefent to fnatch from 

us the empire of the fea, which we. have 
held with fuch moderation,”

Fiorence than at Rome, 

Richardi’s palace belonged formerly 
to the Medicis, and it was there that 
Alexander the firft duke was maordered 
by his kinfman. 

The cornice of this palace is next 
to that of Farnefe, if not equal to it, 
in the boldnefs and regularity of its 
modiliions. In it there is one of the 
beft galleries in Europe, painted by 
Jordano. 

In Conte Bardi's palace I faw a 
baffo- relievo of Michael Angeto’s, 
confitting of three figures of wax, of 
ineflimable value, reprefenting a Flo- 
rentme lady conducting by a bawd to 
a gallant, attended wiih a fervant- 
maid. Alvarez would have purchafed 
it at any rate for the King of France, 
if the Count would have parted with it. 

These ave ix figures in Si.Laureace’s 
Chapel of Michael Angelo’s, and, I 
think, another between the two on 
the feft hand; bar that which fur- 
pafles ail is the Jolianus, who appears 
tothe very expreffion of though«. 

The choir of the chapel was done 
by Ponterno, and there is a great com- 
pais of defigning in it: the naked f- 
gures are fine, but the choice was hor- 
rid; ali were drawn from dead bodies 
which he kept in water, and made the 
wok difzuttiul.

The Domo is nobly paved with 
marble, and it is pity the choir fhould 
have been made after the manner it is. 
The marble rails deftroy the propor-. 
tion of the church; and there thould 
have been nothing about the high al- 
tar. It was Baccio Bandinelli that de~ 
figned ic, and the Adam and Eve are 
aitributed to him, They are nor d'ol- 
trmo gufto; but the little figures round 
the cornice below them are good. Zac- 
cari painted the cupola, but not in a 
good tafte ; the figures below it round 
the gallery’ace by another hand, and 
much better, The cupola itfeif was 
the wotk of another hand. The tour 
ftatues on the Reeple are good, but 
the beft is by Donatelli, and is the‘ 
fecond trom the church, with a whiie 
head and loofe garment. Donatelli 
was a great man. The two pulpiis 
of brafs are of his work manthip, 

‘In the eburch of Sania Croce is the 
tomb of Michael Angelo, the mo't.ces 
lebrated arfift in Italy, on which is ree’ 
prelenred the vatt genius of that incum- 
parable mao by thice embleimaiic tia. 
tues of the three great arts in which 
he excelled, namely, architeure, paint- 
ing, and iculpture. ‘J hefe are depi&ted 
under the gored of three women in 
avery do'eful, or rather dying, atti- 
tude, as if unable to furvive the death 
of their great mafter,

There are two illuftrious academies. - 
in Florence; the Fidérentina and the, 


Crufca, The fir is the ancienter of 
the two, and began about the year 
1570, when a few of the Floréntine 


Citizens ufed to meet at one another's. 


oufes to debate on various fubjs ds, 
and 10 improve the Italian language by 
reducing it 10,a certain f-ndard. 
About 30 ycars alter the commence- 
ment of this fociety, the Crufca took 
its. ofigin, at the houfe of Leonardo 
Salviat, who, with a view to eclipfe. 
the other, invited the. Jearned to all 
fciences to become memb:rs, and ever 
fince it has d¢en much more tluflrious 
than the former, which was almolt 
gone to decay till Antonio Magliahechi 
revived it in oppofition to the Crufca, 
of which he is not a member, Many 
are of both, and thofe, who are not,. 
are enemies, the one to the other. 
Signor Antonio, Mag!iabechi is li- 
brary keeper to the Great Duke, and 
is fo fingularly great in the knowledge 
of books, and has fo vaft a memory, 
that he may be faid to be a library him. 
felf. He is at pretent (anno 1703) In 
the 75:h year of bis age, and as vi- 
gorous in his prodigious memory as 
eyer he was; and may delervedly be 
called the PHOENIX ; for no hittory of 
time paft, and no obfervation of later 
ages, can produce fuch a imiracic as. 
he is, for ftrength of memory in uni- 
verial Jearuing, having read the hooks 
of note in almoft every Jangusge, and 
retaining fo perfe& a knowiedge of 
the fubftance that is contained in them, 
thar it appears a romance and an, im- 
poffibility with wht extent of memo- 
ry he ts endued. All the learned n 
the world admire him, and correfpond 
with bim; and more books have been 
dedicated to him, than ever were to 
any private man before him: and the 
great efteem which all the learned men 
for almolt half a century have con- 
ceived of bis boundlels knowledge, 
and the great advantage that many 
have received from him by civecting 
them in the choice of books, have pro- 
curcd him fo tranfcendent a fame, that 
fcarce avy author of gentus has nrg- 
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leéted to acknowledge the obligations 
which the Republic of Letters owe to 
his talents ant his induttry. It is ins 
credible of what ufe he is, and has 
ever been, to all the learned men in 
Europe, in direéting them to the books 
already written upon the ful jeéts they 
were eating upon; and bis letters, 
every pull, to all places where learn- 
ing is in eftcem, and to all perfone 
who confult: lim, are fo many in 
firu&tive helps to his coriefpondents, 
that the merit of the works aboot 
which they are emptoyed, is, im fome 
cafes, more owing to him than to the 
authors themfelves, His whole life: is 
nothing but one continual fudy ; he 
allows but litle to Nature; a few 
honrs flesp opon his books, «nd up 
again; fo that the night. is. as well 
employed as the day: a coarfe diet, 
and without tabe or linen, fuffices 
him; a litte wine, and a had é¢gg, 
are the br ft of his fare. It is got va- 
nity nor affeQation that has made him 
pre'er fuch a philofoyhical way of 
living, but the great fove he hag for 
learning, which he cou!d, not ‘protecute 
without bdding adieu to the rules of 
what is called outward decorum in 
the world; and his aullerity is tar he- 
yond any of the ancient. philotophers, 
or the fevercft monks of the Cherftian 
church. Ali the princes in Europe 
have heard of his fame. The Grand 
Signior is not ignorant of his extrzor- 
dinary )a'ts, and he is doubtlefs the 
great rarity alive. He was, ‘in his 
younger days, apprenticed to a goid~. 
fmith, byt bad fuch a love for reading, 
that be had always fome hook hefore 
him when he was working, which made 
Carlo Dati take notice of him; and 
finding his -talte for letters, and his. 
talents in literary acquiremenis, en- 
couraged him in the profecetion of 
his fludies, in which he mede fo ra- 
pid a progrefs, that he atonihed his 
patron, and was recommended hy him 
to the Great Duke, as the fitteft man 
in the world to regulate his libary, 
which was then in dilyrder. ~ (See 
more of this extraordinary Geniés, 
Vol. XXV.) : eas ~ 
Lamaoata, 2 famous architect and 
feulptor, Luiltthe fine bridge at, Flo- 
renge, and the great fountain sp the 
piwaza, Hedagd poor, “Che, magoi- 
ficent feuntain, at Caftello. is of his 
defigning ; ‘and. A Dap ssuerg tefore 
Agrioli*s palace is finely executed. 
‘GCaftello is a.villa -belon ing to rhe 
Great Duke, throes nek ath Flo-

rence, where his Highwefs goes in De- 
eember. The two fountains are ad- 
mirably imagined, efp-cially that of 
Tribolo, which is the moft perfec 
‘piece of the kind in the world, and 
worthy the great malter who executed 
it- The other was of his defigni 
too, but finithed by another hand, tt 
is more magnificent and more ample 
than the other, but not fo niceiy 
touched. There are at this villa fine 
waterworks, and a grotto that yields 
to none in Icaly. In the garden I 
was fhewn the papyrus which was re- 
moved from Pifa hither, and the In- 
dian j:Mfamine that came from Goa, 
which is double, and (preads as full 
as arofe, and is the only plant of the 
kind in Europe. It is here where the 
excelent white mofcatell grows, p!ant- 
ed by the Great Duke, 

The Great Duke's gardens coft him 
yea ly 25,000 crowns. At Florence 
he has a preat many flowers, ant isa 
greac florift himielf. ‘The cedrate are 
io great quantities in Florence, and 
very large. At Rome they are (carce 
and but fmall. The King of France 
could never make them grow in his 
gardens, 

It is wonderful to fee how much 
Florence is changed within thefe ten 

ears with ref to the liberty that 
is allowed the women, there being no- 
thing fo eommon now as affemblies 
and convivial partics at one houle or 
other, where ladies and gentlemen re- 
fort, and where they converfe with the 
fame gaiety and freedom as in France. 
Here ail that jealoufy and relerve, 
which ufed to charaftecrize the Floren- 
tines, are banifhed; a change that will 
in time prevent thofe private refent- 
ments, animofities, and barbarous af- 
faffinations, to which the Italians in 
genrral were addidted,

now Secretary of State, a.perfon the 
moft acceptable to him about the Court, 
had endeavoured to repair the breachs 
which muft {till have remained open, 
had not the exceffive goodnefs of the 
father condelcended to {ollicit the very 
man who had been the. caule of it, to 
be the mediator to make it up.. 

Tie Princefs has becn married above 
fifteen years, wiihout having a child, 
though all the images of Ialy have 
been addreffed to. Molt of her time 
is (pent with her ladies, and her chief 
amufements are mulic and poetry. She 
once a year writes a comedy, which 
her fervants act at Poggio Imperiale. 

The Great Duke is to ccedulous in 
aly tye matters, that, as 1 have al- 
ready ob.erved, he is eafjly imposed 
upon by any perfon who can counter, 
feit devotion. Not long ago there 
happened a very ftriking infance of 
his weaknefa in this re(pe&, which for 
a while was talked of all over Italy, 

Canonico Pandolpho Ricafoli, whe 
piffed for a faint, and one Fauftina 
Mainardi, as great a hypocrite as the 
ather, counteifeited piety to fuch.a 
degree as to fet up for patterns to,ail 
the town ; and having, ® the leverity 
of their lives, and their pretended de- 
votion, attraéted the notice of the 
Great Duke, and obtained his fanction, 
they foon drew. a great many. young 
girls into their cave, and the was their 
matron, and he was their: coufeffor. 
In this manner they continued for fome 
time, and their. fociety began to en, 
creafe amazingly ; but, at laft, one of 
the young girls, at hes confeflion to a 
ek fy lajd open the practices of the 
canon, and the doétrine of his confer 
derate, with which the prieft foon made 
the Inguifitor particularly acquainteds 
and both were immediately appiehends 
ed and put io the Inquifiion,. where, 
after a long proceis, they «died. de 
pretended the Holy Ghott,.and the, 
that he was divinely infpived 5: anc 
thus they abyled the, underitaodings 
of thofe innocent vidlims, committed to 
their care, inftiling ihte them -pria- 
ciples which wate them: fal| eafy fa- 
¢rifices to bis debauched fJuft, and 
fan&lityiag acis of the moft abandoned 
lew nels by a preicended comniffion 
from Heaven. 
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The Great Duke thewed mz his 
jewels, which are in great numbers ; 
many rubies of a large fize, and one 
of adark-red colour very rare; two 
diamonds table cut, and the famous 
brilliant fet in a heart, the largeft in 
Europe, and appears much larger than 
the model ; many topazes of a beau. 
tilu! yellaw, and large; but the moft 
ineftimable of all the precious Runes 
is the great topaz, which is nat fet, 
and is a fun ittelf. This, he told me, 
he h.d never thewn to anv one before; 
and it is undoubtedly the molt va- 
Juable that is yet known tn the world. 

There are feverai pearl necklaces of 
great beauty 5 ore, al! of the fame ¢o- 
lour, graduully decreafes in the fize of 
the pearls trom the centre to the exire- 
mities ; bur the two pendants for the 
ears are ineftimable pearls, each as 
Jarge as a Damacean plumb, 

he Great Duke's col.ection of thells 
js the fineft in Europe, and is kept in 
excellent order by Signor Mariani, a 
mathematician. There are vat num- 
bers of ail the tribes, and fo well 
claffal that nothing ¢an be more a- 
mofing than the innumerahie fhades of 
diffrent colouring, and the wonderful 
fchezi of Nature in the formation of 
this part of her works, There are 
fome from all the fhores of the uni- 
verfe, and, befides thofe that are pa- 
lithed and kept in the palace, there is 
a magazine of thole produdions not 
yet brought to their beauty and per- 
fe&ion by the affiltance of art. 

In his Highnefs's bedchamber I faw 
a Madonna of Carlo Dolce, and one 
of Tintoret; but the mott valuable 
yoom ir all the palace is the Staffa ad- 
joining to the Great Duke's hedcham-

Thoughts on the Punifbment of Convis 
by Labour inflead y Tran/portation. 


rPHeErFT, which in civilized fociety 
incurs the highett punifhment, a- 
mong barbarous nations, is fcarcely 
regarded as a crime. ‘The goods of a 
favage confift in fo few articles, and 
thefe fo inconfiderable in their value, 
that to be deprived of them does not 
appear either « great hardfhip or a ma- 
terial injury. His but, which he rears 
in an hour, his bow and arrows, with 
which he can at all times be fupphed 
from the firft tree, and a few {kins of 
wiid animals, conftitute, if not the 
whole, at leaft the moft valuable part 
ot his property. As he has never learn- 
ed to extend the areaye 3 pen sa 
attual poficffion, and as he 18 able to 
se-place every thing he polleffes in the 
fpace of a day, no violation of his pro- 
perty can ever difturb his repole. In 
proportion, however, a mankind ad- 
vance in refinement, the objects of 
property are multiplied, toe difficulty 
ef acquiring them augmented, aid the 
patn of lofing them increaled. 

In great and polifhed focieties, where 
the right of property bas been long 
afcertained, where it abounds in in 
finive varicty, and where much ume and 
labour are required in order to its pra- 
dustion, the injuftice of being forcibly 
or fraudulently deprived of it is felt pro- 
portionably greater ; therefore, all the 
wifdom of the legiflature is employed 
to devife fuch rules and regulations as 
fhall tye up the hands of the idle and 
indigent, and afford quiet and unmo- 
}efted poff: ffion to the proprietor. 

It is, 1 believe, generally aliowed to 
be a falie maxim in criminal law, * the 

-feverer the punishment, the more it mutt 
deter from the crime to which it is an- 
nexed.”” On the contrary, punifhments 
will always be found to anfwer thele 

rpofes belt, where they are moderate 

mi degree, but exaétly and unremitted - 
ly put in execution. When the punifh.- 
ment is exceffive, the Judge feeks to 
evade the (everity of the law, she cri- 
mioal compiains of oppreilion, and the

If it were poffible, the penalty

the offence, that the propriety of in- 


fiiéting it thould not only be felt by 
the public in general, but even by ihe 
unhappy objeét of it humielf. 

Permit me fora moment to confider 
Thieves, Pickpockets, and all that 


‘race of Plunderers who ftrip men of 


their property without offering violence 
to their pertons, in the light of fo 
many Bavkrupis. They have become 
diable to the communny for difturbing 
public order; they have become lia- 
ble to the individual fufferer for de- 
priving him of his property, and for 
fuch trouble and expences as he may 
have been fubjeéted to in the courle of 
their profecution. Now, I would atk 
whetuer Government might not find, 
for all conviéls of this denomination, 
certain branches of profitabie labour, 
by applying to which they might at 
Jength be 1 condition to difcharge thefle 
various obiigations ? In a great com- 
mercial nation, fuch as England, are 
there not many articles of public con- 
jumption which might be advantage- 
oufly manufaétured in workhouks, by 
Jabourers who have incurred a tem- 
porary forfeiture to the public of their 
natural freedcem and independence? Ie 
would require tittle ingenuity to adjuft 
the term of their confinement to the 
various circumftances of their different 
offences, One timple and obvious re- 
gulation would, I imagine, almoft 
univertaily apply : 

<* That the deiinquent fhall be com- 
mitted to a pubhe workhaufe, there 
to be applied co fome branch of uleful 
labour, until, over and above main- 
taining himfelf, be thal) have indemni- 
fied the perton from whom the goode 
were lolen, and pajd all fuch expences 
as may have been ipeurred, im order 
to his being brought to jultice. 

This, | am prrfuaded, in all cafes 
where no violence has been committed 
in perpetrating the crime, 1s a complete 
and adequate punifhment. The, sndi« 
vidual obtains Tettitution, which is all 
that equity demandsin his favour. The 
offender is iubjeGted to a certain term 
of taburious confinement, which is all 
that the Magiltrate ought to require 
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and therefore more dreaded. There is a, 
certain ftage of obdurate profligacy, in, 
the life of an Englith Highwayman, 
peculiar to this country; and I am, 
not fure that it does not arife from the 
frequency of capital punifhments, It, 
is a fort of immortal maxim with this.

Letter from Gen, Carieton to Lord 
George Germain. 
My Lord, Quebec, May 14, 1776. 
AFTER this town had been cloicly 
invefted by the rebels for five 
months, and had defgated all their 
attempts, tne Surprize frigate, Ifis, 
and fluop Martin, came into the Ba- 
fon the 6th inftant. 

As foon as that part of the 29th 
they had on board, with their marines, 
im all about 200, were landed, they, 
with the greateft part of the garrifon, 
by this tume much improved, and in 
high {pirits, marched out of the ports 
of St. Louis and St. John’s, to tee 
what thofe mighty boaflers were about ; 
they were found veiy buly in their 
preparations for a retreat ; a few hots 
bemg exchanged, the line marched 
forward, and tie piains were foon 
cleared of thofe plunderers ; ali their 
artillery, military ftoves, {caljng-lad- 
ders, petards, &c. weie abandoned. 
The Surprize, Martin, and a Province 
armed veflel, went up the river; when 
they 2lfo quitted the Gafjé, and the 
armed ichooner Mary, The rear of 
the rebels have halted ar Dechambault,

Jaiter have almoft all efcape ty buc the 
greateft part of the fuburb. of St. Roque 
and St. John have been burnt; ihe re- 
mainder was brought into town for 
fuel, which was much wanted, _ 

The beginning of Febsuary the re- 
bels again attempted to enter into a 
coire{pondence oy a flag of twuce, en- 
couraged to it, I fuppofe, by a per« 
million granted for the prifoners bag- 
Rage to cnter the town; but as they 
were told immediately to withdraw, 
unlefs they came to implove the King's 
meicy, they have not fince returned. 

March the 2ast!, the advance-guard 
of a party railed by Mr. Beeujeau to 
relieve the town, was defeated; the 
reft difperfed. The grft it was dif- 
covered that the rebel prifoners had 
formed a plot to efcape, to ieize the 
ee of St. John’s gate, and let in 

r. Arnold; which was effeétually 
dilappointed. - 

The 4h of Aprii, the rebels opened 
a battery of four guns and one howit- 
zer from the oppofite fide of the river 
St. Lawrence ; and the 22d, another 
of two guns and one howitzer from 
the oppolite fide of the river St. Charles: 
thefe were alfo intended to burn the 
town and fhipping. From both they 
fired rd hot bails, The 23d, they 
attempted throwing fome ficils into 
town from a battery on the heights 
oppohte Port St. Lovis. All thee 
batreries were much damaged by our 
artillery. 

May the 3d, about ten at night, a 
fire thip attempted to run jnto the Cul- 
de-Sac, where the greateft part of ove 
thipping were laid up; but this alfo 
proved abortive, and fhe burnd ¢o 
the water's edge, without dong us 
the leat injury. It is fuppoted they 
intend:d a general affault, bad they 
fucceeded in fetting fire to the fhips 
and Lower Town,

Judges, 
and other cfficers of government, as 
well as merchants, chearfully fubmitted 
to every mnconvemence to preferve the 
towns the whole, indeed, upon the 
occahon, thewed a fpirit and perfeve- 
rance that do them gieat honour. 

The 47th, from Halifax, and the 
greateft part of the 2gth, are fince ar- 
sived.

Commandant, and is bearer of 
thefe difpatches to your Lordflip, has 
proved himfelf a faithful fobjedt of bis 
Majetty, and an active diligent officer.

PPE sth of December Mr, Mont- 
“ goniery took poti at St. Croix, 
withid lefs than two miles of Se id 
with fome field arullery; his heavy 
cannon were landed at Caprougze; at 
the fame time Arnold's party tock pof- 
feffion of the other avenues leading to 
the town, and prevented ali comimuni- 
cation with the country. The 7th a 
woman ftole-into the town with letters 
addreffed to the principal merchints, 
advifing them to an immediate fubmif- 
fion, aud promifing great indulgence in 
cafe of their compliance, Incloted was 
a letter to me, in very exttaordinary 
Janguage, and a fummons to deliver up 
the town; the meffenger was fent to 
prifon for a few days, and drummed 
out. 

To give more efficacy to thefe letters, 
five fmail mortars were brought to St. 
Rock’s, and a battery of five cannon 
and one howitzer raifed upon heights 
within about 700 yards of the wal's. 
Soon after Arnold appeared with a

ed to call ‘it, an affaule was given the 
31it of December, between for ‘and 
five in ‘the morning, ¢tring ‘a fnow- 
ftorm from the north-eaft. "The alarm 
was general: from the fide of the river 
St. Lawrence, alung the furvified front, 
round to the bafon, évety part feemed 
equally threatened. T'wo' real ‘ettscks 
took place upon the Lower Town’: one 
under Cape Diamond, led by Mr, 
Montgomery ; the other by Mr. A’r- 
nold, upon the part called the Saut au 
Matelor. 

This at firt met with fome fuceefs, 
but in the end was ftopped. A fally 
from the Upper Town, under Capt. 
Laws, attacked their rear, and fent im 
many prifoners ; Capt. M‘Dougal af- 
terwards reinforced this party, and fol- 
lowed the rebels into the poft th y hed 
taken. Thus Mr. Arnold's corps, 
himfelf and a few others ‘excepted, : 
who were wounded and carried ‘off 
early, were complearly remned. * They 
were caught as it Were in @ trap; we 
brought in their five mortars ‘and ofe 
The other attack Was’ foon 
repulfed with flanghter. Mr: Morit- 
gomery was Ieft among the dend. 

The rebels had on this ‘affault te- 
tween fix and feven hundred ftien, and 
between forty and filty officers; killed, 
wounded, and taken prilofiers. 

We had only one Lieutenant’of ‘the 
navy, doing duty as a Captain ‘Yn ‘the 
gariifon, and four rank and ffle; killed, 
and thirteen rank and file wounded. 
Two of the latter are fince ‘dead:

BY letters from Vice- Admiral Simnld - 
ham, “dated at Halifax, the aoth of 
April laft, if'appéars, that onthe’ tgth 
of that month Capt. Fornedux, of ‘the 
Syren, one of the frigates under ‘his 
éommand, ‘took a brigantine belong- 
ing to the rebels, which was carrying 
from Philadelphia to°Charles Town, 
in South-Carelina, a company of ar- 
fillery, confiting of a czprain, com- 
miffioned by the Congrefs, and 79 
mic, 
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men, molt of whom. haye fince.entered 
into. his Majefty’s fervice with Genexal 
Clinton : it alfo appears, that the other 
cruizers'of bis fquadcon had intercept- 
ed, ead, saken: 44, merchant thips and 
vefle/s. belonging to bis Majelty’s re- 
beilious, fubjefts in North- America; 
and that Capt. Barkley, of the Scar- 
borough, woo had been (ent to Savan- 
nah, ia'rhe province of Georgia,. for 
proyifions, had liberated 13 veflels rich- 
ly laden, which had been feized and 
detained these by the rebels: and the 
Admiral tranfmits, with the above- 
meotion letters, the following account, 
which. he bad received from Capt. Ty- 
Fingham Howe, of his engagement, in 
the Giafgow, with five armed hips 
and veffels of the rebels: viz.

e H'REAS the Minifterial army 

has abandoned the Town of 

Bofton, and tue forces of the United 
Colonies under my command ave in 
poffeffion of the fame: I have there- 
fore thought it neceflary, for the prefer. 
vation of peace, good order, and dilci- 
pline, to publith the following orders, 
thar no perfon offending therein may 
plead ignorance as ‘an excule for their 
mifeondudt, 

‘ All officers and foldie:s are here- 
by ordered to live in the ftriGtelt peace 
and- amity with the inhabitants ; and 
no inhabitant, or other perfon, empioy- 


edin hag lawfyl bufinefs in the town, fs 
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to be molefted in his perfon or property 
On apy pretence whatever. 

‘If any officer or ‘oldier thal) pre. 
fume to ftrike, imprifon, or otherwife 
ill-treat any of the inhabijants, . they 
may depend on being punifhed with the 
utmoft feverity ; and if any officer or 
foldier thall receive any iafult from any 
of the inhabitants, he is to feek redves 
in a legal way, and no other? 

‘* Any non-commiffioned officer or 
foldier, or others under my command, 
who fhall be guilty of robbing or plun-+ 
dering in the town, are to be iminedi- 
ately confined, and will be moft rigidly 
puoithed, All officers are therefore 
ordered to be very vigilant in the aif- 
covery of fuch offenders, and report 
their names and crime to the com, 
manding-officer in the town, as foon 
as may be, 

A The inhabitants and others are 
called upon to make known to the Quar- 
ie Mshee Giseeak. or any of his Dee 
puties, all ores belonging to the Mi- 
nifterial army, that may be remaining 
or fecreted in the town; Any perfon 
or perfons whatever, that thal) be known 
to conceal any of the faid floreg, or ap- 
propriate them to his or their own ufe, 
will be canfidered as an enemy to Ame- 
rica, and treated accordingly. 

*¢ The Select M-n, and other Magi- 
firates of the town, are defired to re- 
turn to the Commander in Chief the 
names of all or any perfon or perfons 
they may fufpect of being employed as 
fpies upon the Continencal army, ehat 
they may be dealt with accordingly, 

“© All officers of the Conticental 
army are enjoined to afilt the Civil 
Magiftrates in the execution of their 
duty, and to promote peace and good 
order. They are to prevent, as much 
as poffible, the foidicrs from frequent. 
ing tippling-haules, and toiling from 
their pofts, Particular notice will be 
taken of fuch officers as are inattentive 
and remils in their duy 3 and, on the 
coniary, fuch on'y as are active and 
vigilant will be intitied co future favour 
and promotion.

Cambridge, March 19,1776. 
My Lord, 
$ I Am now to acknowledge the 
receipt of your favoui of the rath 
infant, to give you my cong: atulauons 


upon your appointment by the Hoy 
nourable Congrefs. If the amtelligence 
is: turiand to be depended on, which 
sas brought by the Gentleman to New 
York, Lthink with you, thatiwe thatl 
have an opportunity of fecuring and 
puttang the Continent in a preity tole- 
rable polture of defence ;' and that the 
operations of the (wummer’s campaign 
will, not. be fo terrible as we were 
taught to expedé from the accounts and 
decnaciations which the Minittry have 
heid forth to the public. 

*« | have the pleafore to inform you, 
that on the morning of the 17th: init, 
General Howe, with bis army, aban- 
doned the town of Bofton withour de~ 
ftroying it; an event of much tmpor- 
tance, which mutt le heard with great 
fatisfa&tion ; and that we are now. in 
full peffcfion. Their embarkation and 
retreat were hurried and precipitate, 
and they have left behind them ftores, 
of one kind and another, to a preti 
coniiderable amount, among hicks 
are (everal pieces of heavy cannon, and 
ore of two mortars, which are {piked. 
The town is in a much betier fituation 
and lefs injured than I expected, from 
the reports I have received ; though to 
be fure it is much damaged, and many 
houfes defpoiled of their valuable fur- 
niture.

totaliy reduced, and fet. the duty re- 
quired of them be done by the In- 
fantry in rotation; as, independent of 
their superior pay and fuperior privi- 
leges, the (upersor rank the officers 
enjoy Cannot out prove extremely pre- 
judicial to the public (ervice in general, 
and tothe officers of marching regi- 
ments in particular, who are necef- 
farily cailed upon by their duty to 
quit their native country, to traverfe 
the ocean even at the moft inclemene 
feafons of the year, to contend with 
forrign climates, to whofe baneful in- 
fluence they too often fall vidtims, and 
finally to aé& againft the enemies of 
their country ; and that too under the 
vepreMfing cucumfances, fomet.ines, of 
being almoft dcttitute even of the ne. 
cefTiry fupport of life; whilft the of- 
ficers of the Guards, who live at their 
eaie, within the cucle of their frivnds 
and 
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and acquaintance, and in the midft of 
plenty and pleafure, at lea(t with very 
hitie interruption, reap, in realfty, thé 
fruit ot others labours, and enjoy the 
reward of their services : it being un- 
neceflary for me to obferve to your 
Lo:dthip, that there are; at this time, 
too many Colonels, and even General- 
Officers at the head of regiments, whofé 
rapid rife has been owmg to the fupe- 
rior rank they ofiginaily enjoved, ag 
being officers in the Guards, and whofe 
military fervices probably have beer 
confined to the metropolis, &c. whilf 
much older officers than themfelves, 
perhaps, who have been gradually 
trained to command, by having ferved 
wm the feveral fubordinate ranks, and 
that too in a viciffitude of climates, 
and who have acquired experience by 
having been expofed to a variety of 
hardfinips and dangers upon aétual fer: 
vice, have the mortification to ferve 
under them. as their Lieutenant-Colo- 
nels, nay, poffibly, even as-their Mas 
jors, cc. However, fhould it be 
thought indifperfibly neceffary that a 
body of Poot Guards fhouid be kept 
up, in that cafe let three batta.ions 
only be reduced; that is, let four bat-

vice, &c, For example, my Lord, Is 
it not a molt melancholy rfleClion at 
prefent to think, when the nation (tands 
in fuch evident need of the ferviccs of 
its able and moft exoerien-ed Gene. 
rals, that hrs M fhoultd find it 
neceflury to employ two very young 
Major Generals * to command in chicf 





* Thefe twe young Major-Generals 
have fin®e had the Sacal ieak of Generals 
conferred upon them ; and when all the 
Britifh and foreign troops, deftined to 
ferve in America, are arrived, they will 
command in chief two feparare armies, 
confifting both together of between forty 
and fifty thouiand men, 
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two bis armies, and that too up- 
on a Tervice of the higheft importance 
té the Britifh mation in its confeqaen- 
ées, &c, 

It is very far frorh my intention, 
my Lord, to cat the moft diftant cen- 
furé upon ahy individual member..of 
any of the parti¢ufar corps that have 
heen the objects of my *nimadverfons ¢ 
“tis not the individuals that conftirate, 
but the conftitution itfelf of thefe corps 
that I prefiime to conderhn, with what 
propriety I muft fubmit to your Lerd- 
thip’s maturer judgment, I therefore 
beg leave, with all poffible deference 
to recommend, not only as an sé of 
munificence, but even of juftice, that 
all officere, &c. that may be reduced 
m order to effe& the propofed reform, 
may receive a proper compénfation, or 
elfe may be fecondéd or afiowed their 
fall psy, till they can be reinflated to 
their fatisf«&tion, or till they can be 
otherwife provided for ; an immediate 
expence that the extra-favings will, in 
proceis of tume, moft amply répay, &c. 

It i$ a maxim, I believe, in military 
policy, my Lord, that the armed force 
of a nation ought to be adapted to the 
objeéts of its deftination ; confequently, 
thet the different fpecies of troops the 
army of any nation is compoled of 
ought to be proportioned to the nature 
and extent of the particular fervices 
required of them retpeétively : and 
that upon this principle, it is évidenty 
the armed force by land nec flary to 
be kept up for the fafery and protection 
of the Biitifh empire, when the local 
pofition and fituation of its feveral dif= ° 
tinét and diftant rerritories are materely 
confidered, ought fo confift principally ~ 
of infantry and artillery, &¢. Upon 
this principle, I have aleadytaken the 
liberty to propofe a partial reduétion 
of the troops, which, T humbly a 
prehend, would be produé&tive of a 
very confiderable faving, independent 
of other confiderations, without being 
attended with any real prejudice to the 
fervice ; and upon this principle 1 thal | 
now beg leave to propofe a partial 
augmentation of the troops, which, T 
humbly prefume, would prove” the 
means of rendering the Britith army, 
without any aduition to the prevent | 
national expence, much more refpeét«

Reuben Burrow, and Mr. Menzies, 
sand-furveyor. The experiment was 
made with mach difficvlty-and fatigue, 
through the badacls of the weather 
-and other circumittances, in July, Au- 
gult, Seprember, and O@ober. As to 
Gent. Mac. June, 1776. 
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the plan. and operations, however c'f- 
rious. and uncommon, our limits will 
not permit us even to abridge them; 
and forthe conputatiqns alfo we mutt 
refer to the article, obferving only with 
pleafure the afitance which was given 
to our obferver. in his. ‘* aflronomical 
campaign," as he terms i, by many 
of the moft refpe&table perfons in Scot-

GREAT Arergth and fupport are 
given to the caufe of Chriftianity when 
laymen of rank and abilities enter the 
lifts in its defence, efpecially when they 
are fuch as were once fuppofed to have 
been by no means partial in its favour, 
To ‘ thofe great matters of reafon and 
erudition (mentioned by this writer), 
Grotius, Bacon, Newton, Boyle, Locke, 
Addifon, and Lyttelior, who firmly 
adhered to the he'ief of it, after the 
moft diligent end learned refearches 
into the authenticity of its records, 
the completion of the prophecies, the 
fublimity of its dectiines, the purity 
of ie precepts, and the arguments of 
its adverfaries,"’ we have therefore pe- 
cutiar pleafure in now adding the name 
of a Jenyns; as he, like them, bas 
now tcftified his belief to the world, 
*¢ without any other motive than a re- 
fe for truth and the benefit of man- 

ind.” 

Of the three arguments ufually ad- 
duced in proof of the divine origin of 
the Chriftian religion, ‘* the propbecies 
fill extant in the Old Teftament, the 
miracles recorded in the New, and the 
internal evidence arifing from that ex- 
cellence and thofe clear marks of ju- 
pernatural interpohtion which are fo 
confpicuous in the religion itfelf,” our 
author adopts the Jaf, ** the two for- 
mer, he fays, having been fufficiently 
explained and enforced by the ableit 
pens, but this, he thinks, having never 
been confidered with that attention 
which it deferves,"* not meaning, how. 
ever, to depreciate the proofs arifing 
from either prophecies or miracles, as 

** prohecies 
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: “ prooheciés Che obferves) nre perma. 
‘nent miracles whofe authority is fufh. 
‘ciemtly confirmed by their completion, 
‘and are therefore folid proofs of the 
‘fepernatural ongin of a religion whofe 
‘truth they were intended to tettify,” 
and as ‘* the miracles of Chrift and his 
‘apoftles were certainly convincing proofs 
“of their divine commiffion to thofe who 
“faw them, tho’ now (he thiaks) they de- 
pend for much of their credibility on 
the wuth of that rejigion whole credi- 
bility they were at firft intended to fup- 
pert, o prove, therefore, the truth 
of the Chrifian religion, we fhould 
begin (he adds) hy fhewing the mter- 
nal marks of divinity which are famp- 
ed wpon it; becaufe on this the credi- 
bility of the prophecies and miracies 
in a great mealure depends.” Weh 
this view he firft Rares, and then ex- 
piains, the foliowimg propofition: ; 

* Ficft, That there is now extant 
“a book called The New Téeflamert: 

‘* Secondly, That from this hook 
may be extraéted a fyftem of teligion 
entirely new, both with reyard to the 
objet and the dodirines, not only in- 
finitely fuperior to, but totally unlike, 
every thing which had ever before en- 
tered into the mind of man: 

“<6 Thirdly, That from this book 
may be likewife colleéted a fyfiem of 
ethics, in which every mora! precept 
founded on reafon 1s carmed to 4 hiyher 

. degree of pority and perfection than in 
any other of the wiftit philotophers of 
preceding ages; every moral precept 
founded on falfe principles is totally 
omitted, and many sew precepts added 
* pecuharly cerrefpondng with the new 
objeét of this relicien : 

© Laftty, That fuch a fyftem of re- 
Kigion and morality could not poffidly 

fave been the work of any man, or 
fet of men; much lefs of thole obfcure, 
ignorant, and tliterate pe:fons, who 
aGually did difcover and pub'ifh it to 
the world 3 and that, therefore, it mult 
* undoub edly have becn effetied hy the 
inte: pofition cf divine power, that is, 
thatit muft derive its origin from God.” 

Without entering into the particular 
difeuffion of the argument, we thall 
only obferve that it is explained and 
euiforced with great clearne!s and can- 
dow; aod the perfonal charadter, as 

well as the religion, of our Saviour is 
fhewn to be new and extraordinary ; 
that * he not only fp ke as never man 
foake,”” but allo © lived as never man 
lived.” Compared with the moft cele- 
brated Pagan moiaiiils, the fwperior 


beauty, fimplicity, and: originality of 
the New Teftament, are here difplayed ; 
and before the promulgation of the 
Gofpel it is proved-that nothing like 
religion exifted in the world. 

We moft add that the ‘* falle. er fic- 
titious virtues"’ (as they are here ftyled) 
mentioned in the third prepofi‘ion as 
prpolely and judicioufly omitted by 
this divine teacher, are  walour, pa- 
triotifay, and friend thip ;”” and why the 
two former fhould be omicted; Mr. J, 
has given, we think, convincing rea- 
fons 5 but not fofatisfied-arewe in regard 
to the third, nor indced do we think 
that it fs omitted ; though this, we 
know, has been alleged by LordSinafref- 
bury and others; if not exprefely recom. 
mended by precept, our Lord hinvfelf 
has molt ftrongly enforced st by. exam. 
p'e: what was bis regard for Lasares 
but the pureft, the fublimeft. friend- 
thip ? His tears for the deeeafed con- 
vinced the Jews ** how muh’ he loved 
him ;"" his friendthip for St. Joho, 
** the difciple,”” as-he is ftyled, ** whom 
Jefus loved," ts-anovher inftanee 5 and 
to all his difciples he fays, the-day-he 
fore his death, Ye are my triends.™ 
Is the Gofpei then filent as to friend- 
fhip ? Surely not. 

Our author's manrer of ‘exemplify. 
ing the narrownels and-defe&s of our 
rational faculties, in regard to the ma- 
terial no lefs than, the. fp miuat world, 
is semarkibly ftriking ; -bur for that 
we mult refer to the work 5 which, 
however, we cannot difanis waheut 
giving the conclufion ¢ 

** Had-the arguments herein afd, 
and the new hints here flung out, been 
more largely difcuffed, this lithe work 
might cafily have been extended to a 
more coniderable bulk 3 but then the 
bufy would not have had leifure, nor 
the idle inclination, to. have read it, 
Should it ever bave the honour to-be 
admmved-into foch goo i company, they 
will immediately, I know, determine 


that it mutt be the woik of fome en- 


thufialt or methodrt, fome heggar, or 
fome madman. I fhall, theretere, beg 
leave to affure them, that the author is 
very far removed from all thefe cba- 
racters: that heonce,perhaps, believed

were founded on the moft folid grounds, 
In the farther purfuit of his examina- 
tion, he priceived, at every ttep, oew 
lighis ariling, and fome of the brightcit 
from paris of it, the moft ob‘cure, but 
productive of the clearelt proofs, be- 
cawie equally beyond the power of 
human artifce to invent, and human 
reafon to ditcover.. Thele arguments, 
which bave.convieced, him of the di- 
vine origin. of this religion, he has 
here put together in as clear and. con- 
cile a, manner as he was able, thinking 
they might have the fame effcét upon 
others, and, being of opinion, that if 
there were, a few more true Chriftians 
ia the world, it would be beneficial to.

Among other’ 
fubjeéts here difcufled, the writer is a’ 
warm advocate for {mall farms in pre=’ 
ference to large ones; fhews that the 
former are the bet nuilery for huf-' 
bandmenj; that one of 1oool. a year, 
if divided into ten, would lee for 1500), 
that the expences of buildings for imal: 
farms are no impediment to them, &c,’ 
Gn a comparative view of the ufcful- 
nefs of horics and oxen in ploughing, 
he determines in favour of horfes, « x, 
as they yield three times the advantage 
when they are fold off; 2. as half the 
number of hories, at molt, as of oxen 
will do the fame labour; and, 3. ag 
they are ufeful and fit for every pur- 
pole; which oxen ase not, ** But (he 
adds) there is another method of do- 
ing this bufinefs, which I take to be 
more profitable than either of the above, 
which I have practifed thefe two years, 
and am going on the third, My fcheme 
is to do my work with mares: for 
this purpo/e [ bought about eight rong 
mares; they are not properly of the 
draft kind, but do very weil at plouzh 
and harrow, or any thing that does not 
require {ticking very clofe to col- 
lar. Whatl prefer are ttrong hunters 
or the light, nimble coach. breed. if 
they are finew ftrained, or ook in the 
thoulders, or otherwife blemifhed by 
accident, they are ttll very fit: for this 
bufinefs: mine coft from 12 to 14I, 
a-piece. I had molt of them covered 
May was two years, and alfo laft year ; 
fome of them flood, others did not; 
they all worked till within one month 
of dropping their foals, and I have now 
ten very fine colts; and the mares have 
been all covered again; as {oon as their 
fe colts 
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colts are weaned, if they do not ftand 
the fecond year, they are put to work 
again, and frefh ones bought to lupply 
the piace of thofe which ru with their 


foa.s. Now thote colts I reckon worth* 


ten guineas a piece at one year old ; 
as tucy are likely to make good hun- 
ters; indeed I fhould not choole to fell 
them for that money; but that ts no. 
thing towards alcertaining the value ; 
but I believe they would readily yield 
fo much. As I have pienty of land 
fo: them to run on, they coft little 
keeping nine months in the year, Up- 
on the whole, I take this to be the 
moft profitable method of all others of 
performing the draft bufinels of a farm, 
and doubr sot but it will in time be 
méich pradiiled.”” We agree with this 
fenfible writer that ‘ the prefent mode 
of paying tythes in kind is a great ob- 
ftacle to improvement’ of all kinds, 
fpuitual as well as temporal, and a 
pe:petual fource of animofity between

fore, and inadequate, in a very few 
years, would be any allotmert in mo- 
ney; and nothing can be deemed by

{ent average value, which would effec. 
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tually prevent all jarring interefts, and 
is the mode now purfued in the nume- 
rous inclofure-bills; or elfe annual 
payments made in corn, as is the me- 
thod in church and college leafes, 
agreeably to the wile provifion made 
in Q. Elizabeth's reign by Sir Thomas 
Smith, In regard to the poor-laws,

Account of the Proceepincs of 

_the AMERICAN COLONISTS, /nce 
the pafing the Bolton Port. Bill, 
Continued. 


INCE raifing the fiege of Quebec (fee 
S p. 257) it appears, that the King’s 
troops have not been inaftive. By a let 
ter from Gen. Carleton to Lord George 
Germain, dated on board the Maria, op- 
pofite St. Ann's, May 25, the General 
gequaints his Lordfhip, that he has juft 
received an account from Capt. Forfter, 
that he, with aderaciment of the 8th re- 
giment, fome Canadians, and a number 
of Indians, had takena fort at the Cedars, 
two pieces of cahiion, and 390 rebels 
prifoners at diferetion. And that Meflts. 
Lorimer and Montigny had attacked and 
defeated likewife a party of 120 febels in 

ffing from the ifland of Montreal to 
Kinch nm. He adds, that the rebels are 
fill mumerovs in the province, and talk 
of large reinforcements. 

Lieut. Fooks, who failed from Quebec 

on the 26th of May, gives an account, 
that before his departure fome Indians 
had arrived from the Cedars, abont eight 
leagues from Montreal, who informed 
them thar the Indians of the wellern con- 
federacy were in motion tojoin the King’s 
troops, and that a very large bodyof them 
were within three days march of the 
Cedars, He adds that the fame night he 
left Quebec he met the tranfports with the 
Britifh regiments from Ireland, and had 
no doubt of their arriving at Quebec the 
next morning ; and that on his arrival at 
the ifle of Coudre the 28th, he found the 
tranfports with the Brunfwick troops at 
anchor, waiting the return of the tide, in 
order to proceed to Quebec, the wind 
being then unfavourable. He fuppofes 
that General Burgoyne landed at Quebee 
in the evening of the 26th of May. 
» Commodore Hotham, with the firft 
divifion of Heffian troops, was well or. the 
sth inflant, in lat. 44, 57. N. and long, 
40 : 12° W. from the Lizard, with all his 
convoy, except the Malaga brig, which had 
parted company in a gale of wind the 26th 
of May. 

From thefe authentic advices, the pub- 
lic has reafon to expeét news of the greatcft 
importance in a few wecks. General 
Carleton in proceeding up the river St. 
_Lawrenee.has, no doubt, the re-taking of 
eal for his object, which probably 
sid be abandoned before his approach,

Lord Irnb-m, who had attended 
clotely to the proceedings of the Itihh 
parliament, and was juft arrived from, 
that kingdom, fard, the Lord Licuten- 
ant’s fecretary, who is always confidered 
as the minifter of theI if Houle of Come 
mons, clearly exprefled and interpreted 
the meaning of the imeffage, which 
was, that the [rifh parliament fhould 
confent to the invroducing inio that 
country 4000 foreign proteftants, Hefh- 
ansand Brunfwickers, to be paid byG. 
Biitain; in confideration of which, 
they fhould affure his Majefty of their 
readine(s to fpare gooo men of the 
troops on the Irith eftablifhment for the 
fervice in America, to be hkewile paid 
by Great Britain ; and it was expati- 
ated upon by him and all thele who 
fpoke on the fide of government how 
advantageous fuch an offer muft be, 
which provided equally for the fafety 
of Ireland, as if tocir own troops had 
remained in it, and would moreover 
bring 80,c00 pounds of Englifh money 
into that kingdom. The fpeech was 
aniwered by addrefles from both 
Houfes—that of the Lords immediate- 
ly to the King ; that of the Commons 
to the Jord Jicutenanr; to fubltance the 
fame, as returning thanks for the 
offer, but refufing the introduétion 
of the foreign troops ; proving that 
they chofe to defend their country, 
even in its prefent precarious fituation, 
by the exertion of their own efforts, 
rather than adopt fo unconititutional 
and dangerous a meafure ; which fen- 
timent of theirs certainly did them 
honour, 


Mr. F-x obferved, as the adminifs 
trations of both kingdoms were totaliy 
unconnected, fo was every individual 
who compoled them. No two of the 
confidential fervants of the crown whe 
Ipoke, agreed in a fingle fentiment. 
Some allowed the mcflage to import

The Great Duke's Liprary. 


GResorie Leti, in his Life of Sextus 

Quintus, commits a horrid blun- 
der, in allerting that that Pope pub- 
lithed a tranflation of the Bible in the 
vulgar Italian, and that there was a 
copy of it in the Great Duke's library 5 
but the ground of his miftake feems 
to have arifen from his not knowing 
the difference between wulgata and 
wulgare. 

Lorenzo, father to Leo the Xth, and 
after him Cofmo, firnamed Pater Pa- 
trie, fownded the library of St. Law- 
rence, and caufed the MSS. to be tranf- 
ported hither; but fome of the moft 
valuable were afterwards fent to France, 
at the earneft requelt of Catherine de 
Medicis, to the great detriment of the 
Florentine library. 

There is here a copy of Oftavius 
Strada’s Thefaurus Anuquitatum. The 
book is printed, and the original MS. 
is in the Vatican library at Rome, 
where are likewife the original MSS. 
of Petrarch and ‘Taflo. 

Pysrus Ligorius, who wrote 50 vo- 
Jumes of Roman Antiquities, was a 
painter. His work has never been 
printed,and the original is in the Duke 
of Savoy's library at Turin. A copy 
of it, however, is in Cardinal Otto. 
boni’s library at Romie, which he pur- 
chafed after the Queen of Sweden's 
death, among the reit of her books; 
another copy is in the poffeffion of the 
Cavalier Pozzo; and athird here. It 
is digelted alphabetically in folio, and 
is a work of great erudition, 

The Pandeéts are in two volumes 
in folio, written upon vellum, and co- 
vered with red velvet. They belonged 
formerly to Pifa, and were tranfported 
to Florence by the command of the 
Great Duke, and are kept in the Old 
Palace with the family plate; nor can 
they be feen by ftrangers without a 
f{pecial order from the Great Duke 
himfelf. 

The Pandeéts are efteemed the moft 
valuable MSS. in the world*. They 
are all written in capital letters, and 
are well préferved. Cujacius thinks 
them later than Juftinian, but Auguf-

tini briegs them wp to that Emperor's

Cardinal Norris, in his Tabulz Pi- 
fanz, fays the MSS. or: codexes, of

de&iz by this noble autograph MS,

The Cardinal has in his library four 
volumes in MSS..of all the Italian Pro- 
verbs, with commentaries upon them, 
which, Magliabechi. fays,' are to be 
printed. , = 

They are now printing at. Venice 
the 15th Seanzia of Dr. Cinelli; and 
Iam told he has finifhed his JiR of 
Tufcan authors, but, being poor and 
in exile, has no encouragement to print 
the catalogue. 

There is, in the Great Duke's li- 
brary in the Palace, the volgac Latin 
edition of the Bible of Sexwe Quin- 
tus.—Title thus: Biblia Sacra Vul- 
gatz Editionis Tribus Tomis diftin&a 
Roma ex Typographia Apoftolica Va- 
ticana M.D.XC. With «be bull, the 
4th year of Sextus Quint. Poniificate. 
It is verficulated in a imall folie; three 
volumes; the Old Tetlament, Apo- 
crypha, and New Teftament. 

Alfo, Machiavel’s MS; -Hiftory of 
Florence, written with his .owa hand, 
and dedicated to Clement the VI}th. 

There are two Turkith:MSS, writ- 
ten in Arabick -in' large gta. and a 
third in ramo. containing the Alcho- 
ran: thefe were-datelyosfent by the 
Grand Signior to the Great Duke, and 
were reviled by’ ‘the "Abbe Renadot, 
when he was at Florence; about two 
years ago, being im the holy year, and 
an index of their contents added to 


‘them by that Jearned Jefuit. 
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‘The Cardinal has, in bis library, in 
5° volumes, upon imperial’ paper, all 


that is’ excellént in- ftamp or print of: 


the famous'fculptors, painters, and ar- 
chiteéts, that have ‘hitherto’ flourithed 
io Greece or Italy: He has alfo all the 
habits-of the feveral orders of knight- 
hood, illuminated or defigned from the 
habits themfelves, 

He has an excellent collection of 
printed books in all parts of learning, 
and the bett editions of the fame, 
which the ingenious ‘Magliabechi has 
collected and difpofed in admiratile 
order. 

In the Great Doke’s own library 
T- faw the famous Miffale Miftarabum 
of Toledo, printed there in 1 500, and 
is faid to be compiled by St. Itidor, It 
was printed at the expence of Cardinal 
Ximenes. 

The Great Duke has made Dr. 


Marchetti promife not to fuffer his 


tranflation of Lucretius to be printed. 
Signor Buentempi, the Great Duke's 
apothecary, has a curious colleétion of 
plants in two books, and fo well pre- 
ferved, that colour, feed, root, flower, 
arid’ the natural beauty of the plants, 
remain entire. They are cemented to 
the paper fo artificially, and retain fo 
perteétly the difpofition of the {mall 
fibres in their natural ftate, that no- 
thing of defigning can equal them. 
They are a very garden of fimples. 
It is above 30 years fince he began 


this work, notwithttanding which they. 


ftill retain their natural colours with- 
out the lealt diminution, and will pro. 
bably continue fo to do for ages yet 
to come. He told me, that it wasa 
glue that he made ule of in patting 
them on. He has many rare exotic 
plants ; among the reft, the Nilotick 
Papyrus, which he had from the phy- 
fic-garden in Pifa; and that the plant 
itfelf was dead lately, fo that no other 
is to be found in all italy.

Pifa, once the moft famous republic 
in Italy, is now fo miferably changed 
from its ancient ftate, that one cannot 
Jook upon the poverty and abjeé con- 
dition of the inhabitants of this fallen 
city without admiring the difpenfations 
of Providence in the mutability of hu- 
man affairs! .There is now (carce a 
houfe to be feen without the walls, or 
any vifible of the vat fuburbs 
which lay all round them for four 
miles every way, when Pifa was a free 
Rate; and there is {uch a fatal obli- 


which an hy 
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vion of its rife, wealth, and grandeur, 
among the very people who are the. 
rulers of it, by reafon of one univer- 
fal lofs of all. thcir records, that they 
can give no account.of any-thing me- 
morable or remarkable that is yet to 
be feen in it ; they fearcely know the 
age of theic Domo, nor if their famous 
monument was built inclining as it 
now appeara. What remains of an 
ancienter date is buried in ignorance, 
as the ruins of the vaft baths which 
go by the name of Nero's, and of 
auftrum is yet entire 
and excellently deferibed by Cardinal 
Norris, to whom we are indebted for 
its prefervation ; for till he took notice 
of it, in his Cenotaphia Romana, by 
reproaching the citizens for their neg 
leét of fo noble a remain of the Ro- 
man greatne/s, it was a ftable or fheep- 
fold. Since that time they have been 
afhamed of theie ignorance and care- 
lefinefs, and have now walled it round, 
to preferve it from fo bafe a ule for 
the time to come, 

The Court come hither in the winter 
to enjoy the mildnefs of the air, and 
for the conveniency of hunting, which 
bas, in fome meafure, been the means 
of repeopling the city. Iam told the 
number of inhabitants have increafed 
Jately from 4000 to near 10,000. The 
air is extremely mild in the winter, 
and very different fiom that at Flos 
rence. Here they complain of no di- 
feafes in that feafon, and I have often 
wondered at the Great Duke's delay 
in not comming to Pifa till February ; 
whereas it would be much more con- 
venient for avoiding the rigour of the 
winter to fet out for Pifa in November, 
and return to Florence in the fpring, 
when the air there begins to caft of 
its coldnefs, 

Inthe fummer it is fo exceffively . 
hot, that fcarcely any body remains in 
the city, except the poorer fort of peo- 
ple; but fince the conveyance of their 
excellent water in aquedu&s for about 
four miles from their fource at the foot 
of the adjacent mountains, the condi- 
dition of the people's health is much 
changed for the better, and there is a 
fenfible alteration in the very air itfelf, 
owing to the draining of the marthes, 
and converting the canal from a ftand- 
ing poo! to a running water. 

There have formerly been many 
towers in this city, feveral of which 
are ftill remaining. Thefe towers are 
not unfrequent in other cities of Italy, 
madgneceflary, probably, by the fac- 

tions 
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tiens of the Gwelfi and Gibelini, who 
placed their chief fecurity in the num- 
ber of their ftrong holds,” © 

‘Lanfranchi’s palace ftands gpon the 
river, and was built by Michael An- 
gelo, Several other palaces in the fame 
ftieet have been taken from that de- 
figu, but fall infinitely thort of its fim- 
plictty and beaury, 

The ftreet upon the Arno is very 
long, and of a theatrical form. T 
proipeét of its bridges, and of the ad- 
jacent country, render it equal, if not 
iuperior, to any in Italy. 

By being fupplied with excellent wa- 
ter and convenient covduits, Pifa may 
boaft of an advantage which few cities 
in Italy enjoy. 
whence the water is brought, rife, as 
has been faid, about four miles from 
the town, and the aquedudts by which 
iis conveyed are fupported on arches, 
yonder which people pafs and repals 
daily. The great bafon or refervoir 
holds aheut 100,000 barrels, and is 
{even yards deep. It was begun by 
the Great Duke Ferdinand in 7613, 
and has been repaired and perfegted by 
the prefent Great Duke. | 
~ The Bagni are about a mile further, 
and are in great credit, The waters 
dre warm, but nothing near fo hot as 
fome of ours in England. The fprings 
are abcut nine in number, and have 
diftin® names according to the difealeg 
they are fuppofed to cure. One is ex- 
Soler good aa rheymatifins; 

nother, for gontraéted nerves ; and a 
third, a fpecifie in ail cutaneous dif- 
orders: thefe difpenfe their virtaes by 
bathing. ‘The water which is taken 
inwardly, is fearcely lukewarm, and 
rifes in a diktin& (pring.

keep them .up, and who would build 
houfes for the conveniency of thofe. 
who wanted relief, and drain away the 
fuperfluous water, which ‘wight eably 
be dose, there is no doubt but the 
Pifa baths would foon be the refort of 
multivudes, as one. of the ‘fprings in 
particular is famous for the cure of 
fcrophulous tumours and ulcers though 
ever fo malignant, 

The Domo, Campo Santo, Tower, 
and Batultery, are built and adorned 
with Grecian and Egyptian. marble, 
the fpoils of the Republic's conquefts 
when in the meridian of its glory. 
Majorca, Minorca, Sardinia, and Cor- 
fica, were all tributary to this Republic. 
It wan mifirefs of the: Mediterranean 
and Archipelago, equipped 100 fail of 
gallies in the time at the Holy war 
difpured for a long time the dominion 
of the fea with Genoa, avd conquered 
moft of the towns of *Tufcang. The 
Archbifhop is Primate of Corfica and 
Sa:dignia at this day. 

The Studso is here famous, and bag 
long been fo, for its Profeffors, Bo~ 
telli was a Profeffor at Pifa, and Dr, 
Marchetti told me, that he wens from 
thence to Sicily with one of his: feho- 
lars, a man of great quality, who gave 
him an honourable appointment, and 

ntertained him nobly ull the rebellion 
ke out, in which his patron being 
engaged, he was forced to take thelter 
at Rome, where he taught the Queeg 
of Sweden mathematics ; but the, toe 
proving uofortunate, he was invix 
to live at the convent of the Schola P:

The whole praétice of phyfic in Ta 
cany rolls upon bleeding and elyiters, 
They purge fcldom, and nothivg is 
more dreadful to an Italian than vo- 
miting. Time, temperance, exerciie, 
and patience, are the chief inhruments 
of cure, In chronical difeafes they 
give fweetepers of the blood, chiefly 
vegetables, feldom any chemical pre- 
patations. In fevers they preferibe 
two or three fpodnfuls of oil of fweet 
almonds, and upon their purging’ ju- 
leps of manna they give immediately 
draughts of cold water.

A claflical education 
has a!ways bcen efteemed the bafis of 
found learning ; it opens to the mind 
anextenfive field of erudiuen, The 
koowledge of opr mother -tongue is 
alio neceffasy, and perhaps one of the 
moft ulefal qualifications to be ac- 
guued.. But that grammar is mof 
advantageauly learned in a foreign 
Janguage, (a3 he afferts,) I can by no 
means admit. “This is encountering 
two difficulties at once, the {cience of 

rammar, and the ttudy of a foreign 
cane : and, as thefe may be learned 
feparately, the one naturaily pa | 
to, and making way for, the other, 
am led to cancipde, that the gramma- 
tieal:-principles of our native tongue 
are not only ufeful, but the very foun- 
dation on which every fyftem of edu- 
cation fhould be raifed.

unjut. However, be allows that the 
youth may here procure a little nau- 
tical varnith. But, furely, nobody ever 
learned navigation without fome pre. 
vious knowledge of geometry and tii- 
govometry ; and Are thee of no ule 
in improving the mind? He that af- 
ficms this mut be either very rah oc 
firongly prejudiced. . 

The four following paragraphs may 
ferye well enough to read, but they 
are fcarce worth remembering. The 
firft may be confidered as a burlefque, 
and the fecond a rhapfody inter{perfed 
with fome good meaning ; but the 
third and fourth are nothings, being 
founded upon a fuppofition which, [ 
would hope, is feldom or never the 
cafe. In the five or Gx fucceeding pa- 
ragraphs the gantlope of a claflical 
education is pointed out and recome 
mended. 

I cannot help remarking how par- 
tial fome men are to their own opi- 
pions, and how artfully they endea- 
vour to conceal the truth. An inftance 
of this is wrapt up in the letter before 
us. In a leading article our writer 
fays, * A few years at firlt he is trea- 
firing, &c. . . toil never ends.”’ Here, 
we may obferve, the boy lags, and 
that he is either very dull or very idle. 
And if you enquire the reafon, Wiy 
becaufe it is our author's will and 
pleafure he fhouid be fo, ** Fourteen 
or fifteen years of the youth's beft time 
are iquandered away to very little pur- 
pofe,’’. . ** betwixt the fums of arih- 
metic and the innocent employment of 
robbing orchards, worrying cats, or 
drowning whelps and kittens." Now, 
if we look forward where the fine boy 
is configned to a good claffic matter, 
we there find him toiliag all the day 
and at his exercife at night.

Affidui’y, at- 
tention, and care, are here uniied, and

«* The hofpital or jail fevers are to be 
confidered as the fame difeafe, apd 
little, if at all, different from fuch 
as have arifen after battles, when 
the bodies of the flain have been 
left unburied to rot upon the field.” 

Pringle's Difeafes of the Army. 
Mr. URBAN, 
+ Me the obfervations on the jails of 
London, inferted in your Maga- 
zine for Aug. 1774, the following fug- 
geftions refpeéiing the principal cautes 
of the increafe of putrid or jail fevers, 
may, perhaps, not be deemed an im- 
proper addition. | 

The lea@ attention to the mode of 

interment in this city, particularly of 
bodies of the poor, would lead one to 
contider it as a principal caufe of this 
fpecies of difeafe. In fome burying- 
grounds, near the center of this me- 
tropolis, the graves or pits for the re- 
ception of the poor are made fufi- 
ciently wide to contain 3 or 4 wooden 
coffins a-breaft, and deep enough to 
hold twice as many in depth: thefe 
pitt, after each burial, are covered with 
a few loofe boards, and a little mould 
to Ride the coffin from common view ; 
burt they are never filled up till the 
whole compliment of corpfes has been 
_ Gnterred. When this is done, a fecond 
grave is opened upon the fame plan, 
clofe to the fit, leaving the fides of 
the former coffins Rill expofed ; by 
which means thefe wholefale recepta- 
cles of the dead become fo offenfive, as 
frequently to oblige the minifters, and 
others vpon funeral duty, to ftand at 
a confiderable diftance, to avoid the 
{tench arifing from them. Barely fo 
mention the exifténce of a nuifance of 
this kind, is (ufficient to thock every 
man of refizQion and humanity ; and 
the teft:monies of numerous writers 
confirm the infalubsity of fach a prae- 
tine*. | |

Obfervations on the prefent Mode of burying the Dead. 


As much as pofhble, the imterment 
of dead bodies in Jarge. cities -thould 
be prohibited ; ‘and, the mumerous 
places hitherto. appropriated » wo. that 
ufe, fhould be converted: into lawns, 
walks, gardens, (quares, and tach like 
ufeful and: ornamental objeéts..: To 
fupply the defe& of butying-places 
arifing fcom this:charige, other grounds 
thould be chofen at proper diftances, 
and on the north fide of:a city, as 
fouthern winds are more fultry, and 
likely to convey to the.inhabitants any 
noxious exhalations, the diffufion of 
which, it is well known, northern winds 
tend rather to check than to promote. 

- If, however, the practice of burying 
the dead within the city.be continued, 
fome regulation fhould be adapted to 
prevent its icious effects, by fixing 
the depth of every grave at five-feet at 
the -leaft, and the number. of bodies 
depofited in each to two at the molt, 
and in cafe of two the grave thould 
be made one foot deep:r; but on no 
condition whatever fhould any grave 
be left open after the interment of a 
corpfe. 

With refpe& to vaults, they fhould 
be difcouraged as perpetual fources of 
putrid exhalations; and no dead body 
fhould be permitted to be depofited in 
a vault, unmlefs inclofed in a. leaden. 
cofin, well foldered down,

On-the various Sources of Infeétion in the Metropolis. 


‘From the increafe of trade in this 
metropolis, and the larger and. more 
frequent affemblies of people at :pub~ 
lic markets;' coffee-houtes, and other 

laces of bafinefs and aimmofement, it 
ss probable that many perfons (uttain 
conhiderable\mjury im their health, 
The RoyalsExchange affords a ftuk+ 
ing inftance’xo this purpofe. The 
‘change hours; a few years ago, fel 
dom «exceeded two o'clock, and now 
three is confidered as the time of high 
change. The crouds of people tnat 
vfually remain at this place for up- 
wards of an hour, mek certainly be 
pérniciows, of which every one may be 
‘ convinced who enters upon fuli "change 
mmediately from the frether atmof- 
phere of the ftreet; he feels the for- 
mer not only much hotter, but alfo fo 
offenfive as to sender refpiration, at 
firft, fomewhat difficult. Before the 
company retire all the gates are fhut, 
leaving only one fmali outhet; and 
thus the air, tainted, and rendered 
noxious, is pent up and confined a- 
gainft the evening, when the gates are 
_— opened ; and valetudinarians, 
who have not leifuie to go into the 
country, under a notion of purchaf- 
ing a mouthful of freth air, ruth into 
an atmofphere loaded with human ef. 
fuvia, which of all others, when be-« 
come vitiated, is the moft dangerous to 
health and life. 

To this place, likewife, many chil- 
dren are conduéted, particularly in the 
early part of the day, to breathe the 
aurora matutina; bur inftead of that 
falutary regale, they infpire chiefly the 
fecule of yefterday, which are retain- 
ed under the deep piazaas for want of 
free ventilation, 

It is not expeéted that, by thefe fug- 
gefions,* perions engaged in bulinefs 
will be induced to avoid the Exchange, 
neither do I think the danger exceed- 
ingly imminent, as the pepper vaules 
under this edifice, and the regale gen- 
tlemen partake of in the neighbouring 

ee-houfes, muft mutually tend to 
obviate. infeGion ; but, certainly, in the 
place of the prefent clofe wooden yates, 
open iron gates might be. fubftiuted, 
by which’a freer circulation of air 
would be d.s It cannot, how- 
ever, at any time, be advifeable. to 
freqeent this place for the fuke of fa- 
Jubrity of air. : . 
‘The transfer-offices, at the Bank, 
are infalubrious, not only from the 
multitudes of people who daily croud 
them, but alfo from their peculiar con. 


firuStion, which not having fide win- 
dows aod.common chimnics, like all 

wiar and wile buildings, cannot 
poffibly admit shat free circulation of 
air, which the health of .the people 
whe ace ftaiedly employed there in- 
difpenfably requires. he air, alfo, 
that ifflues from the fuperb flover, in- 
Read of compenfating for the want 
of vital air, which fems to have been 
defignedly. exciuded from thole coitly 
apar'ments, ferves only to. increafe the 
general infalubrity, by ditfufing the 
pernicious parucles with which it is 
da pregnated. 

Among various other fources of pu- 
tridity, may be incladed levees, play- 
houfes, public exhibstions, kitchens un- 
der ground, night cellars, routs, maf- 
querades, and noéturnal revels of all 
kinds. Meeting-houfes, aJfo, bein 
ufually built with low roofs, muh 

rove pernicious to the health of many 
mndividuals, as every thing that de» 
ftroys the purity of the air debilitates 
the body, and conduces to the pro- 
dution of putrid and other difeafes, 

Hluminations, and the val increafe 
in the ufe of lamps and candles, muft 
tend to impair the purity of the cir- 
cumambient ais, as all burning bodies 
have the property of rendering it lefs 
fit for refpiration, of which we may be 
convinced by the difficulty of breath- 
ing over a charcoal firc. It has been, 
1 know, a general received opinion, 
that fires check the progrefs of plagues, 
and peftiferous winds ; but experience 
in London affords a Krong proof to 
the contrary 3 great fires were made 
during the ravages of the plague ia 
this cury, which were fo far from abat- 
ing it, that the week afier the general 
conflagration the deaths were almott 
doubly augmented: there is reafon, 
therefore, to conclude, that, as burn- 
ing bodies emit a mephitic maiter, 
Jarge fires tend to deltroy the purity of 
the air, = 

In. this city, where coal fires are 
principally ufed, with the iuflammable, 
mephitic, and other matters thrown 
out, probably an acid is decompofed, 
and exhaled from the fulphur in the 
coal; and thereby certain miaftmata, 
of a putrid tendency, may be néutra- 
lized; but, from the inftances in the 
plague abovementioned, there is teafon 
to prefume.that the injury introduced 
into the atmofphere overbalances the 
good eff: &s ariling from the acid de- 
-compohtion.

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erous channels of infe&tion, has its 


arce in the ftate of the hofpitals ine: 


this city, which are ufually fo con- 
trived as to be peculiarly adapied to 
| contagion. From twenty to 
orty perfons are generally configned to 
one room, and were they all im heath, 
it might reafonabiy be fufpeéted, that 
the breath and effluvia si fuch a 
number of peop!e would foon render 
the air unfit for refpiration, and at 
length give rife to difeafes of the pu- 
trid kind: what then can be expefted, 
when as many patients, under various 
difeafes, breathe day and night m one 
confined apartment ? 

Ihave now, Mr. Editor, curforily 
mentioned a few fources of injury to 
the health of my fellow-creatures. I 
am forry that want of leifure will not 
permit a more minute detail of thefe 
and other caufes of difeafe; but thould 
the hints I have given preferve one 
ufeful member of the community, it 
will afford an ample compenfation to

An Eulcgium on Mr.Garricx's leav- 
ing the Stage. From the St. James's 
Evening: Pott. 

N the ampleft enjoyment of public 

favour, in the full maturity of his 
judgment, and while his faculties were 
in fall vigour, Garrick has left the 
ftage. How he acquired and preferved 
the applauie, love, and admiration of 
the people, we fhall here endeavour to 
recolleét. 

He found the flage in a Rate of de- 
clenfion when he made his ficft appear- 
ance at the theatre in Goodman's- 
Fields, The fucceffors of thofe ex- 
cellent 2&ors, Booth, Wilks, and 
Cibber, were’ far inferior to their 
matters. A tafte for Shakefpeare had 
been revived, it is true, by the encou-~ 
ragement of the moft diftinguithed 
perfons of both fexes, but, for want of 
proper fupport, that was daily wearing 
away. Nature was forgotten ; ranting 
and yociferation fucceeded to feeliog 
and paflion, and aukward gelture was 
fubftituted in the place of graceful 
aétion, 

The only correét fpeaker our play- 
houfes could boatt of, was Quin, but he 
was utterly unfit for the great and ani- 
mated chara&ters of tragedy. He could 
neither exprefe the tender or violent 


‘emotions of the heart, though it muft 


be confeffed that he gave force and 
dignity :o fentiment by his well- 
ton'd voice and ¢glgm demeanour, His 


Eulogium on Mr. Garrick’s leaving ihe Stage. 


Brutus and Cato will be remembered 
with pleafure, when candour wouid 
with to forget his Lear and Richard. 
Garrick faw the vaft treafares which 
genius had created, and which had for 
fome time lain totally hid, or had 
fcarce ever been full opened to ihe 
public view, Shakefpeare had united 
in dramatic poetry all that the beit 
judges could defire, fentiment and 
paffion, Gtuation and charaéter, poetry 
and moral. Like a hawk who flice 
direétly at his prey, Garrick feized the 
mof finifhed and difficult parts of our 
great bard, and made them his own, 
Hamlet, Macbeth, Richard, and 
Lear, were revived with new luftre, and 
frequentiy aéted with uncommon ap« 
plaufe to crowded audiences: but the 
univerfality of his genius could not be 
confined to any one fpecies of adling 4 
he foon refcued Abel Drugger froin 
grimace, and Bays from buffoonery 
and falfe fpirit. Jn the (pace of one 
winter he reprefented above twenty 
different parts, almoft all of them 
diflimilar, in tragedy, farce, and come- 
dy. Nothing was fo high to which he 
cid not foar, nothing fo low to which 
be could not floop, Such a prodigy 
attraéted the notice of all ranks of 
people. The coaches of the nobilxy 
hiled up the {pace from Temple Barve 
Goodman's - Fields. Not to admire 
Garrick, would have argued not only 
want of tafte, but the groffett ttupidi- 
ty. Thofe who had feen the olf 
alors, declared that this new gerius 
had excelled the ablelt of them in the 
variety of his exhibitions, and equalled 
them all in their heft-a&ted characters. 
The only comedian who could claim 
any competition with him was Betiec- 
ton, for he equally excelled in the 
lover and the hero, in the man of 
humour, the fine gentleman, and the 
debauchee, But, to drep the difcuffion 
of aconteft which it is fcarce poffible 
at this diftance of time to decide, it 
mult be univerfally owned, that no 
actor was ever fo laeid, admired, 
and courted, from his firlt appearance 
to bis quitting the ftage, as Garnck ; 
and what was equally fucprifing and 
commendable in him, this pre fhoa 
of the public in his favour did not 
caufe him to abate une jot of his dili- 
gence, or flacken bis ardour to pieafe, 
Pope, who faw him at G an's- 
Fields, told Lord Ocsery, he was fure 
- that he would be fpoiled, for he would 
have no competition. — 
‘To delineate the various partlen 
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of this inimitab!e performer, is a tak 
which muft be referved for a genius 
équal to'his‘own. A few ffrietures, 
and a’ few loofe Wihts, is all can pre- 
tend to give’the reader. | lita 

His great aim ‘in ail his performances 
was to follow Nature ; he’ never'in- 
dulged the wan'onnels of his fancy, in 
ft-pping’ beyond Ker modefty. Though 
¢very pafon of the human miind lay 
before him, he chiefly excelled in the 
fironger and more violent tran‘ports of 
the foul. His love was elegantly aud 
ardently difplayed, but he had not that 
overflow of tendernefs, that profufion 
of foftnefe, for which a valuable and 
leafing ator has been greatly cele- 
rated. In refentincnt, anger, terror, 
rage, horror and imadn-fs, it ts im- 
‘rg to give an adequate idea of 
im! he was unrivailed in them all! 
Heexcelled in aJi mixed reprefentstions 
of grief and anger, fearand rage. In 
fhort, the more compiicated the paffions 
became, the happier were his feelings, 
and the greater were the applaufes of 
his audience. The molt d ficult part 
in aéting, both in tragedy and comedy, 
is the tranfition from one paffion. or hv- 
mour to another; in this he was ad- 
mirable, for Nature was equally and 
truly adhered to in both, 
| He was remarkably judicious in the 
choice of his charaéters ; he knew what 
his figure, voice, aétion, were beft 
adapted to. In say he feems to 
have avoided the mere fine gentleman, 
as knowing that he is not marked by 
any peculiar charatteriftick, In trage- 
dy, parts of dignity, or fuch as Mes. 
Oldfield ufed to fay were written with 
a lofty difregard of Nature, he very 
wifely fhunned. Your Alexanders, 
GEdipus’s, and Borgias, had no charms 
for him; he was better pleafed with 
fhort parts, where a fingle f{cene of 
genuine Nature was finely touched ; 
juch T mean as Lufignan, and Henry 
the Fourth. 

W nen his great merit bad raifed him 
to the rank of a patentee and mana- 
get of a theatre, he had a moft exten- 
ive province to govern, He was at 
once Called upon to fhine as an actor, 
to pleafe as a manager, and, what jis 
fil more difficult, to adjuit the feve- 
ral prerenfions of aétors, and drama- 
nck authors, paaic 

His fiult care was to reftore Nature 
to her genuine rights. “This end he 
thought would be beif accomplifhed by 
reviving the long-negle&ed fcenes of 
Sbakeipeare. wr

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In looking over old Downs the 
promptor’s hilt of plays, in the reign 
of Kihg ‘Charles tte ‘Setond, “it is 
afloniiting to fee how few of this great 
poets drainas were reprciented at the 
King’s and Duke's theaties, perhaps 
rot above fix or eight in a fea’on, for 
the {pice ofgwerty years. Durirg the 
adiminiftration of the ftage’ by Biothy 
Wilks, and Cibber, I can venture to 
affert that fearce eight of Shakelpe.re’s 
tragedies and comedics weie ated in 
a year. Of the thirty-five genuine 
pieces of this author, Gar: ick annuale 
ly gave the ptiblic feventeen or eighteen, 
fomefimestwenty. 
It can be rio reproach ts this manas 
ger that he was often oblig<d to facri- 
fice his judgment to his profir. If the 
the publick will have its baubles and 
playthings, who can help it? Dumb 
fhows, proccffions, triumphal entries, 
pantomimica! tricks, and every degra- 
dation of Nature, will ever pleafe the 
many, and of fuch all 2utiences are 
Boag compofed. The judicious 
ew cannot ftem the torrent of faife 
tafte and vulgarity. 

In diftributing parts to the aftors he 
fhewed a perfeet knowledge of thei 
feveral abilities, and often called fo:th 
Jatent worth to the emolument of the 
poffeflor, Among perfons of fuch dif- 
ferent tempers, with various competi- 
tions, jealoufies often ridiculous, and 
claims 1!! founded, it was impoffible 
for the manager to fteer his condv& fo 
fmoothly as to pleafe all. It is fuffi- 
cient that on every occafion he did jufs 
tice to merit; that he took pleafure in 
exerting every a&t of humanity and be- 
nevolence. Moliere was not more dif- 
tinguifhed for his fatherly aff tion to 
his alors than Garrick ; he raifed their 
falaries, relieved their diftreffis, and 
eRablifned a perpetual fund to fuppert 
the aged andinfirm. The tears of the 
actors on his leaving the ftage will 
here be his beft encomium. 

In tracing his conduét refpedting au- 
thors, I tread upon flippery grounds

To read the dedications «n! prefaces 
of a great number of dramatic pieces,

_tiety of encomiums on the kindnefs 
of the manager to the author,” It is 


certain tiat from his great and com- 


‘prehentive Knowledge: of general Nas 
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ture, and his perfeét acquaintance with 


the tage, no man was ever better cal- — 


culated to ferve the writer of a play 
than himfelf; and the various f{cenes, 
and even whole ats, which he bas writ- 
ten for the fervice of his friends, will 
bear evident teftimony to what I affert. 

That he has had fome difputes with 
authors, cannot be denied, But whether 
manager or writer was in the wrong, I 
fhall leave to the judgmen: of others. 
Sure I am that there never was @ 
fafer ‘manager than Garrick 5 when 
once he had e{poufed a play he never 
forfook it, bur pufhed its fuccels to 
the uimoft, nay, he often rifqued the 
difpleafure of the town, to do full 
jultice to the author. 
 Asthe merit of Garrick is very con- 
fiderable, from the feveral fpecies of 
writing in which he excelled, thofe 
who have had the pleafure to read his 
Jetters, mutt confefs that, in the epifto- 
Jary ttyle, 

He is corre with fpirit, eloquent 
with eafe. 

His epigrams have all the falt, fatire, 
and fpirited turn of the belt epigram- 
matitt. 

His dramatic pieces are diftinguifhed 
for variety of characters, for humour, 
eafy dialogue, and pointed fatire. In 
them fome folly of the times is hap- 
pily pointed out and cenfured, fome ni- 
diculous fathion is attacked and ex- 
pioded. 

His Chalkftone and Ogilby are maf- 
ter-piec:s of characters. In no [pecies 
of writing bas he excelled more than 
in prologues and epilogues. They are 
univerfally acknowledged to be the 
next in merit, if not equal, to Dryden's 
compofinons in that kind. In fhort, 
they are the abftra&t and brief cHroni- 
cles of the times; a kind of hiftory of 
the various predominant paffions, hu- 
mours, follies, foibles, and extravag4n- 
cies of this good town for more than 
thirty years! They are ao excellent 
companion to Hogarth’s humourous 
prints, and Foote’s comic charaélers, 

1 have now fintfhed my fketch of 
this extraordinary genius, and fhall 
conclude with the application of a line 
to him in his favourite author :

G* EAT improvement has heen 
made to the trade of this kingdom 
by canals, which have been made of

jate in many parts of it. Whenever 
a canal is made it is the ufual praétice 
to pay the owner of the land for fo 
much of it as is wanted upon that oce 
cafion ; but I have heard no inftance 
of the clerical or lay proprietor of 
tythes receiving any compenfation for 
the diminution of tytheable commodi- 
ties ; though reafon and juftice require 
that compenfation fhould be made for 
the lofs fuitained. 

When the Ho'pital at Hazlar, near 
Gofport, was built, the nation granted 
an annuity to the rector of Alveritoke, 
and his fucceffore, to indemnify them 
for the lofs which they would fuftain 
by leffening the tytheable produce of 
the faid parith, by the ereGlion of the 
faid hofpital ; and this proceeding was 
juft and generous. 

When land remains in a cultivated 
flate, the proprietor of the tythes is 
entitled to the tenth part of the pro- 
duce; the value of which may be con- 
ceived from hence, that it is a pretty 
general pragtice to give the fifth part 
of arabie, and the ninth of pafture 
land, in lieu of tythes, and the re- 
mainder is by the a& for the encio- 
fure rendered tythe-free, 

If this method fhould be purfued in 


_the prefent cafe, the owner of tythes, 
‘if a layman, is jufily entitled to his 


proper fhare of the purchafe money, 
or a larger fum fhould be given for 
the land, to make fatisfadtion to the 
owaer of the tythes as well as the 
owner of the land. But as clergy- 
men cannot alienate, the clerical pol- 
{effor of tythes ought to have fuch ao 
annuity or allowance by way of rent, 
(which might be encreafed or leffened 
at the end of every twenty years, as 
the value of tythes and money fhall 
rife or fall,) as fhall be an equivalent 
for lofs of tytheable produce occafion- 
ed by the canal. 

The like reafoning is applicable to 
land rendered ufelets by horfe towing 

athe on the fides of navigable rivers, 
This cafe has hitherto paffed unong- 
ticed, becaule it never was pointed 
owt; but in a nation fo famed for jaf- 
tice, it only wants to be known, to be 
redrefled.

Mr. UrRBaN, 
HE learned Dr. Chardler, in his 
account of his late travels, tells us, 
that the Greek alphabet, as imported 
by Cadmus from Pheenicia, conhfled 
of 36 lewers; that Palamedes acded 
| four 
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four more, and Simonides the other 
four. Dr. Gregory Sharp, however, 
in his Origin and Struétue of the Greek 
‘Tongue, gives a very different relation 
of this matter, We are informed, 
fays the Dofor, by Diodo:us, the Si- 
cilian, that it was the opinion of fome 
perfons that letters were invented by 
the Syrians, from whom the Pheeni- 
cians firft learned their ule, and then 
communicated them to the Greeks, 
Herodotus, declaring his own opinion, 
Says, that the Proenicians, under Cade 
mus, brought learning into Greece, 
and that the Greeks had not earlier 
the ule of letters. This is contra- 
diéted by Diodorus, Paufanias, Zeno- 
bius, and others, Diodorus infoims 
us, that Linus compoled a book upon 
the aéts of the firft Dionyfius, in Pe- 
lafgic chara&ters; and that the fame 
were uled by Orpheus and by Prone- 
pides, the preceptor of Homer. Ze- 
nobius fays, that Cadmus flew Linus, 
for teaching charaéters differing from 
his, and Paufanias, in his Atics, af- 
fures us, that he himfelf faw an in- 
fcription upon the tomb of Corcebus, 
who lived at the time when Crotopus, 
who was contemporary with Deuca- 
Jion, was King of the Argives. Let- 
ters, therefore, were in ule long before 
the arrival of Cadmus. Letters were 
firft introduced into Greece and Italy 
by the Pelaigi; they were afterwards 
fubje@ed to fome confiderable altera- 
tions by Cadmus, and further ftill 
by the fonians. The Africans, Spa- 
miard:, Celts, and Etrurians, as weil 
as the inhabitants of Greece and ktaly, 
al! made ule of Pelafgic or Phoenician 
Jetters. The Greeks, at firft, had no 
more than 16; thele, without the name 
of Aipha, Beta, &c. they received from 
the old Pelafgi. When Cadmus en. 
tered Greece, he gave them the names, 
end added tothe old charadlers three 
more letrers, Zeta, Eva, and Chi, and 
as many numeral charagters, Ban, 
Sanpe, Koppa, all which are taken 
frem the Phoenician alphabet, as is 
eyident from their names, their thape, 
and place and power. Thefe, with the 
Peiafgic charaéters, complete the Phoe- 
niciin alphabet. Some other -hanges, 
alfg, it 1 probable, might have been 
made by Cadmus in the thape of fome 
of the letters. That any of thefe cha- 
raGlers were invented by Simonides of 
Paiamedes, or any other Greek, is a 
fable that doth not deferve credit ; 
fince they were all exa&ly in their 
pioper place, as in the Hebrew, Syriac, 


or Pheenician alphabet. The Egyp- 
tians, Greeks, and Romans, added fe- 
veral letters to the Phoenician alphabet.’ 
The prefent Greek alphabet is the Io-~ 
nic, having five letters added to the 
end of that which they received from 
the Pelafgi and Phoenicians.

Mr. UrBan, ° 
IN your Supplement for 1775, you 

have given an account of a pam- 
phiet publithed by Mr. Bryant, inti- 
led, A Vindication of the Apamean 
Medal, which wag written in anfwer ta 
a letter of mine publithed in your Ma- 
gazine for May preceding. I fhould 
have refuted the contents of this Vin- 
dication fooner, if it had not been for 
the following words inferted in it, 
though not copied in your extrac: 
** It would give me pain to be found 
guilty of fo puerile a miftake,—and of 
particular confequence to me at this 
time, when a fecond edition is on the 
point of coming out, and when a third 
volume is far advanced in the prefs.” 
I have waited until the force of thefe 
reafons may have ceafed ; as 1 fhould 
be forry to injure either the bookfeller 
or the author, whofe learning I refpeét, 
and whofe general plan in his late 
work I highly approve, although [ 
find reafon to ceniure fome extrava- 
gancies interwoven in it; which are 
in reality, excrefcencies (as 1 may call 
them) not only not neceffarily con- 
neGied with the hody of bis plar, but 
in my opinion detrimental to its merit, 
and which hoth may and ought to be 
feparated from it. 

One example qut of many of this 
kind I briefly pointed out in my for- 
mer letter, to the jultnefs of which 
cenfure the author acknowledges that 
many other perfons had acceded ; and 
I mult alfo on my fide acknowledge, 
that, notwitbftanding the learning and 
ingenuity dilplayed in the Vindication, 
I ftill continue in the fame fentiments, 
namely, that the fubject of the Apa- 
mean medal bas not the leaft relation 
to Noah's univesfal deluge, and efpe- 
ciaily that the inicription NQE has no 
kind oe to the name of the 

triarc ah; and, confeqyentl 
that the medal contains no gate of 
the point it was brought to prove, that 
fome cities in Afia had preferyed me. 
morjals of that great event in the firft 
ages related in the Old Teftament, al- 
though derived tothem by other means, 
by traditions from their own ancefors.

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Let us now examine the faé& cooly. 
B-caufe the word NQE occurs on the 
infcription, Mr. Bryant haitily.. con- 
ciudcs that the iubject relates to Noah's 
univerial dciuge over th whole earth, 
as related in the books of Mofes, and 

tha even the word NME refers to the 
He».ew name Noad ; and, moreover, 
that the whole is a memorial of the 
univerfal deluge, prefer'ved by tradi- 
tion in Apimea and other cuies of 
Afia, and not derived from the relation 
of that event in. the Jewith Scriptures. 
The truth of thts conclufion, Mr. Bry- 
ant confirms only hy the moft fanciful 
conjc‘tures, ftramed etymologies, and 
ploufiive arguments; yet he feems con- 
fid-ot, * thatthe tunje€t in quettion 
is too manifelt to be anitaken,—that 
it foeaks for itfelf in charaélers too 
p'ain to be controveried,—that every 
cucumitance relates to the p.itriarch 
Nosh, whois plain'y pointed out by 
the name NQE,—end that the whoie 
region, to which thele coins are af.- 
caned, was replete with memorials of 
this kind.” Now, my brief letier a- 
bove mentioned militated againit every 
one of tiefe alfertions ; therefore, whe- 
ther I did or did not explain sightly 
the meaning of the infcription NME, 
‘is of no moment to the general quel- 
tion; in cafe ic can be thewn, that 
it may, with cqual or greater probabi- 
lity, adit of teveral fenfes befides that 
of the proper name Noah; and that 
the fubje&t of the medal has no kind 
of relation to the patriarch and his 
deluge, nor to any Afiatic event, but 
to an exotic one brought from Greece 
by the /Eolian colonilts, who after the 
capture of Troy fettied in Afia; there- 
fore, could not be any memorial pre- 
ferved by tadiuon among the cities of 
AXia concerning Noah's general deluge; 
which truchs £ thall now proceed to 
éitabhth. : 

{ confefs, indeed, that I pry into 
the obfcure myfteries of prophane my- 
thology with more awetul jooks and 
cautious fteps than Mr. Bryant; ra- 
ther, like /ijneas in purfuit of the lof

But as far as we can pry with any 
probabuiry into the fubyc&t of this 
medal, it reems to be only a reprefen- 
tation of the Greek tale concerning 
D-ucalion and Pyrrha, as related by 
Ovi, Apoliodorus, and others.

another city of the fame name of Mag- 


preferved on medals in Afia, fo far dif- 


_tant from the fcene of that tale in Thef- 


faty, will eafily appear, if we confider 
the origin of the feveral Greek cities 
on the Meander. We know from an- 
tient authors, that, not long after the 
capture of Tioy, there were confide- 
rable migrations fram Greece into Afia, 
whence arofe the many Greek cities 
there, which made afterwards fuch a 
figure in hiftory. Among others, va- 
rious Colonies, under the name of Mag- 
netes, or Magnefii, went from the dif- 
trict called Magnefia, in Theflaly, and 
fettied on the banks of the Meander, 
and in other parts, particularly in a 
city ftyled afterwards Magnefa ad Me- 
Another colony founded 


nefia near the mouth of the river Her- 
mus, under Mount Sipylus, and dif- 
tinguifhed from the former by the ad- 
dition of Macnefia ad Sipylum+. A- 
nother party founded Antiochia on the 
Meander [, Others, under the gene- 
ral name of ABoles, feated shemielves 
in various other places throughout A- 
fia |]. And from the infcription round 
the medal of Severus produced by Mr. 
Bryant it appears, that Apamea alfo 
was a colony of Magnetes, Now, we 
may readily conceive, that thefe colo- 
nifts carried with them from Theflaly 
memoiials of, and a veneration for, 
Deucalion and Pyrtha, who were con- 
fidered as the founders of their nation 
in Theflaly : accordingly we know, 
that a promontory in that part of Afia 
called /Eolis, within the Adramyttens 
Sinus, was ever after called Pyrrba 
Promontorium §. And, moreover, al- 
though Deucalion and Pytrha reigned 
in Theffaly, and therefore were more 
particularly conneéted with that na- 
tion, yet all the Greeks, under the 
name of Hellenes, derived their origin

from Deucalion likewife q ; but the 
Miagnetes, defcendéd from Magnes 
were more nearly connected than any 
others, he being great grandion to 
Deucalion. 

Now, juft as the Rorhané hel! a 
feftival, called Paiilia, in memory of 
their founder Romulus, it feems but 


natural, that the Magnetes Jn Aha 


might do the like ; accordingly, she 
Jegend toa meda! of Scverus, produced 
by Mr. Bryant, clearly proves the faél: 
it is inicabed, gr” Aya deriv Agta 
Maymrws; and underiacath it tellihes, 
that 1 was itruck by the city of Apa- 
mea*, The word AyovoSeroy proves, 
that this medal was truck in memory 
of fome games exhibited; therefore 
at fome pubic feflival: this is alfo 
p oved by another medal, now firft in 
the Vindication produced by Mr. Bry- 
ant; on the reverfe of which we fe a 
Jion ttanding, and an ere& club before 
him, with a viSlor's viti twined round 
it, and atemple at adiltance. How 
greedily the Greeks embraced the Ro. 
nian tafte of gladiators and exhibitions 
of combats with wild beafts, no one 
can be ignorant. The word 

Meymrwy iets us into the fecret con. 
cerning the nature of this feflival, viz. 


that it was celebrated in memory of 


the founders of the Magnetes; and 
therefore proves, that Apamea alfo re- 
ferred its origin to a colony of thofe 
migrators. Mr. Bryant ‘has juftly 


fhewn, that Agr: meant, in’ the oriental’

Account of fome remarkable Foundations of Walls, difeovered on clearing a Field 
called The Quamps; in Dalton.Hall Demefne, (ear Burton in Kendal,) 
om the latter End of the Year 1774.—See the following Figure. 


TH E fence of the field, a, a, a, a, fkeiched out by the eye, is a hedge, as 
are all the fences in that neigibourhood, The black lines, 4, 6, 4, are the 
ground-plot of the walls. They were all thrown down, and grown over in 
many places with buhhes; bur the foundation-ftones appeared to be laid by a 
line, and the two outfide faces at about three yards diftance. The intermediate 
. Spaces were filled up with any kind of cobbles, &c. Thefe foundation. flones 
_ were large \ime-ftones, with which that part of the country abounds, .and gene- 
rally as big as two or three men could move ; but no mortar was difcovered, nor 
any marks of the hammer, except in fome freeftone anes at the corners. The 
dotted lines, ¢, ¢, ¢, (drawn by the eye,) had much the fame appearance as the 
reft ; but the marks of a regular wall were not fo evident there ; and I believe 
the plan does not notice all the veftiges that were remaining of this kind. The 
annexed dimenfions are not very accurate, as they were taken after the ftones 
were removed. There were openings like common gateways into thefe en- 
clo:ures, and (ome ftones were found at the edges of thee gateways, near a foot 
under the foil, with holes in them, fuch as are now in ufe for gates to turn 
vpon by means of iron pivots. There ar: two ‘prings in the field at d and ¢, 
The fpring d is never dry ; that at ¢, not certain how it is, The area at f is 
Tow and {oft in the bottom, as if it had been a receptacle for water. , 
The field containing thefe walls is pretty level, and on an eminence the moft 
weltern of a number which had formerly been covered with an extenfive oak 
‘wood, and which again were bounded to the eaftward wich large moors reaching 
many miles north and fouth. The field has as fpacious a view to the weft and 
fouth, as mof which are found in this hilly country, But its profp-& is 
obitruéted by an eminence about a quarter of a mie to the fourh.welt, on the 
top of which, fome fay, there were very lately a fmall mound and trench. Alfo, 
at about an equal diftance to the north eatt of thefe walls, wire dug up, at the 
fame tine, the fourdations of an inclofure of a like kind, near forty yerds 
fyuire, divided into iwo uncqual oblongs, and whofe walls were above three 
yards thick. Andina line with this, the Quimps, and the mound, it an ap- 
pearance of other wails, though of inferior dimentions, which are yet unmo- 
jetted. ‘There are semains of two old hal's within a mile of thele ruins, and 
one of them has a large enclofure adjoining to it that is moated round. Thefe 
remains and tradition, however, difcover nothing relating to them that is any 
way worth notice 5: nei.bir is there the Icatk tradiion concerning the walls in 
queftion, 
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veftion, which before their clearing away could appear only like commoa 

one- heaps: 

In digging up thefe ruins an old copper pan was found, fome fmall Rone 
mortars, and the fragments of near twenty pair of hand miil-ftones, fuch ag 
are intimated by the figure; but nothing elfe of the utenfil kind. The mill- 
ftones were of a very coarfe freeftone, and from a quarry about three miles 
diftant ; near twelve inches in diameter, and picked and hollowed in the ordf- 
nary manner, In the bottom ftone B was a hole, as at 2, where it is fuppofed 
an iron (pike was faftened for the top-ftone A to turn upon, by the means of 
the orifice at re Down the conical pipe mr the grain was fuppofed to fall 
between the ftones, as from the common hopper. Some had a hoie in the fide 
ef the top ftone as at 0; others were without, and others again were feemingly 
unfinifhed. On ploughing the field, nothing more was difcovered defervi 

articular notice, «except fome athes within the areas, and fome burnt cobble- 
ones.—No remains of any thing like fiie-places were found in thefe walls; 
and, indeed, their fituation was rather tod bleak for dwelling-houfcs,

modelling of the Britif atmy,. which, 
I am confident, had it been. timely 
adopted, might have proved the means

tinenftal war in Germiny; where a

Mr. URBAN, 
[Hough I think it highly unbecom- 
ing a private fubject to addrefs the 
king in a dire&t manner; yet I fhould 
be glad if the following ftory were to 
meet the eye, and draw the attention 
of Majefty. It will apply, in fome 
degree, tothe prefent ttate of affairs, 
and may furnifh a convincing evidence 
of the good effeéts which may be ex- 
pected trom the generous conceffions of 
a monarch prefiding over a free people, 
King William the Third would have 
obliged the Scotch Prefbyterian clergy 
to take-an oath which they difliked. 
The privy council advifed his Majetty 
to perfevere ; and Lord Carmichael had 
inftru&tions from the King to diffolve 
the general affembly unlefs they com- 
pe But this Lord, finding it might 
urt his Majefty’s intereft in Scotland 
to have the oath infifted upon, fent to 
beg that the inftru&tions might be re- 
called ; but two noblemen reprefenting 
to the King, that the obftinacy of the 
clergy was ‘ rebellion againit his 
overnment,” his Majefty renewed the 
inftru&tions. Mr. Carftates, a Scotch 
gentleman, who defervedly ftood high 
in the King's confidence, ftopped the 
packet—entered with it into his Ma- 
jefty’s chamber when he was fat 
aflzep—awaked him—told him the 
occafion—and pacified his rifing anger, 
by reprefenting to him amongft other 
things, ** That fome of his fervants 
in Scotland might find it their intereft 
to impofe upon his Majefty in order to 
{creen themfelves; that others might, 
whilft they pretended to conciliate all 
parties to his government, purfue mea- 
fures which would only unite them in 
oppofing it; that this was the foun- 
dation of all thofe fa&tions, which had 
made the crewn fo uneafy on his head; 
that he had indeed not been inattentive 
to the inditcreet ufe the men in queltion 
haf mide of former conceffions ; but 
that, on the other band, he had freely 
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remonftrated againf. ihe» precipitated 
meafures of the laft. panliament,! under 
the pretext of correétingothesercors: of 
the former; that nothing rhose;could 
be wanting to cement | two » parties 
againft him, than to (purfue. the adwee 
which had been giwen. him,ta bn an 
oath ; that,however unjutifiable tn 
refpe& the condu&. of the clergy had 
been, it proceeded from no difaffection 
to his perfon or government;. and, 
therefore, that it was more. for his in- 
tereft toconfirm their attachment, by 
djfpenfing with the rigour of the law, 
than to lofe their affections by enfarce- 
ing it~ What, faid he, avail oaths 
and'promifes to a prince when he has 
Jot the hearts of his fubjefis? The 
Kiog heard him with great attention, 
and ordered him to burn the inftruc- 
tions ; and, next tothe eltablifhment 
of Prefeytecy, no act of king William's 
adminift-ation endeared him fo much 
to the Prefbyterians as this. 

Would to God, Mr. Urban, that 
all rulers could be made as fenfible of 
the utilay of conciliating the affections 
of their fubjeG&is as this monarch. It 
is a grand miftake to think that force 
will fubdue the fpirit of thofe who 
earneftly with to be free; and great 
mult be the error of that minifter, who, 
inftead of following the fteps of Mr, 
Carftares, recommends to his matter 
the aulterity of government as a means 
of rendering him either great or happy. 

I have heard it faid often, if we do 
not conquer the Americans we thall 
be ruined; I have heard it acknow- 
ledged, that, if we do conquer them, 
we fhall be rujned ; and, if force mult 
needs. be ufed, and by ruined be meant 
bropght into great and almoft infur- 
mountable difficulties, I readily fub- 
f{eribe to both thefe opinions. But is 
. there no way to fteer clear of ruin? 
Surely there is, and an obvious one; 
namely, to treat with the Americans 
as brethren; to make conceffions to 
them by which we may fecure to our- 
felves their. trade afreth, and remove 
from their brea(ts all fufpicions of our 
inclination to oppiefs. . If it be. faid, 
this will be difhonourable, I beg leaye 
to obferye,, that then. it mult be ditho- 
nourable.te follow the Apoftle's, di- 
rection: ‘* If it be poflible, and ,as 
far as lieth in you, live peaceably wigh 
all men,’), do, apprehend, that ftates, 
as well as. individuals, pofeiling the

J faid your book muft needs he inte- 
refling to every chriftian; but fo it 
fhould feem it is to other people: for 
a day or two agol heard a gentleman 
remas king your peculir felict'y in hav- 
ing Found the way to pleafe bovh be- 
lievers and unbehevers, In this ref- 
peat you, doubriefs, are firgularly hap- 
py ; neveithelefs, you are not to fup- 
pofe that aH the believers are pleafed ; 
if you take it for granted that all the 
unbelievers are, perhaps you will not be 
much miflaken. ‘Your book (pardon 
me, Sir,) is contrived to ferve ther 
caufe, whatever caufe it was intended 
to ferve. As for your intention, it is 
extremely problematigal. Many per- 
fons are ready to grect you as the po- 
tent, becaufe the fworle adverfary of 
chrittianity. For my part, u on the 
whole, I am difpoied to judge that 
there is a real correfpondence between 
your heart and your profeffions, in 
what you have written; though I can- 
not fairly get rid of my doubts, Yet, 
furely, an enemy to chriflanity could 
mever have done fuch admirable juflice 
to arguments urged in its favour, fo 
happily urged, and with fuch energy 
as to exceed any thing I hed met with.

ourbecoming chriitian believers ? Have 
you not frid, thar, for (his purpofe, 
we muft bélieve in an uxjiff Cod? 
You grant, it fo many words, that our 
xeafon informs us, the punifhment of 
the innocents, inftead of the guilty, 
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diamttriéalty oppofite v6 jn fice avd ree. 
titudé*, “arid yet you requiie wf good 
chriftvans to believe (are you Hot fhork. 
ed; Sir?) that the perfétly fat! Being 
hath done thie unjuft thing 5 prerentf- 
ing to refolve the diffitul-y,: by alle. 
ing the 'impeffeion of hyman réesfon. 
And, it mult be confeffed, it is with the 
beft grace in’ the world that you offe 
us this doftrine to the prejudice of ht- 
man reafén, when upon anothér occa- 
fion, you have appointed it to the high 
office of deciding what part of ferip. 
ture is, and what Is not, the word ‘of 
God. In fo doing, by the way, rqu 
have offended your good orihodex 
friends, nearly as much as the wort’ 
heretic of them all. And can you 
imagine thofe good friends of yours 
are any better pleafed with you for 
affirming that the doétrines of chriftia- 
nity are diametrically oppofite to our 
reafon, and our ideas of juftice ‘and 
rectitude ? which no man, ftyling kim- 
feif'a chriflian, yourfelf excepred, did 
ever yet affirm.

pers contained in.a little book entitled, 
Hints and Effays Theological and Mo- 
ral, publifhed:by Johnfon.—On fecond 
thoughts; fappofing you may pofhbly 
do me the honour to read the book, L 
will defire my bookieller to fend it you.

meat to advantage. I mean aot, there- 
fore, to: abolifh the praétice of blow- 
ing, but only to fubftirute another 
mode of performing it, which will 
flarid clear of every objection, and 
which will Jikewsfe relieve the fervant 
of the butcher of an office that muft 
be very loathfome and injurious to him, 
and that is, by the moft eafy, fimple, 
and obvious means of applying a pair 
of common beliows inflead of the 
mouth, and thud inflating the animal 
with pyre, untainted air. Indeed, when 
I firtt turne. my thoughts upon this 
fubjeét, and was f-eking for a remedy, 
this method immediately occurred to 
me, but I was difcouraged from think- 
ing it could anfwer rhe purpofe, mere- 
ly for its being fo fimple and obvious, 
and not before adopted, and perfuaded

Graham of Belford, with remainder 
to his brother William, who accord- 
ingly fucceeded to thofe titles on the 
death of his brother, and became Duke 
of Montrofs at the demife of his fa- 
ther, in r741. George I. alfo granted, 
in 1722, the dignity of Earl and Ba- 
ron Ker, of Wakefield, to. Robert, 
Marquis of Bowmort, eldeft fon of 
John I. Duke of Roxburgh, in the

geatieman at Canton, a fuflizrent quaa- 
uty for expertment of the upland rice 
from Cochin Crioa, fo long wifhed-for, 
has been fenr by the Toames Indiaman 
to his friend in Gray's Inn, who will 
take proper care that it is diftributed 
to fuch perfons in our fourhern colo~ 
nies as will make a fair terval, of this 
mof ufeful grain. —We are likewife 
indebted to this curious geatlemaa for 
a parcel of the feeds of the Crotom Se- 
bijerum of Linnwus, or tallow-tree of 
China, &c.. 

Dr. Garden, in a letter to his core 
relpondent, wiitten in the year 31774 
acquaints him of bis having recetved 
from Mr. Blake, of Pa: liament- freet,

Iflington; Mr. Malcombe, at Ken- 
mington Common; Mr. Bafingson, at 
Hoxton.; and, particulagiv, at Mile- 
End, in the garden of that well-kaowa 
prafical botanic gardener, Mr. Gurr 
don, who moreover has the care of fe- 
veral plants fent in pots from China 
by Mr. Biake to his friend Mr, Joho 
Bibs, of Gray's Inn, whofe botanic 
knowledge and correfpondence in fome 
degree excited Mr. Blake in his par- 
fuit. Among thofe plants are the Li- 
chees, a very fine fiuit of China, of 
feveral forts; as alfo the Gardenia, 
a fine yellow dye; both which the 


writer faw there, in the fummer 1773, ° 


in a flourifbing (tate; with many others, 
the names of which he does not at pre- 
fent recoileét. And he finds that Mr. 
Ellis, and alfo Mr. Blake, have each 
of them a fine flourithing ptant of the 
tea tree, propagated and multiplied by 
Me. Goidon ; botb which, he is told, 
ftood the open air all the winter of 
the lalt months of 1773, and the firt 
months of 2774, by advice of Mr. 
Blake, who (ome time ago wrote from 
Canton; that this valuable fhrub was 
wnder {now, in fame of the northern 
provinees of China, for many weeks 
together io the winter -feafon, and 
therefore recommendd it to be no 
Jonger treated in England altogether 
as a hot-houle plant. 
rr dit would: require too much room to 
pasticularize the various feeds Mr. 
Biake-has from: time to time fent to 
England fnce he fol fet out for China, 
the datter end of the year 1766; or to 
enumeratethe many plants of his fend» 
ing that are now flourifhing in feveral 
botamicogardens in this kingdom. 
>i bere is among them a variety of 
new sfpecies, the feeds whereof, I am 
informed, were put up by Mr. Blake's 
own ‘bind, -in fo peculiar a manner as 
ao bring: with them: thrit vegetative

He alfo fent home, at various times, 
above fifty: drawings:of ¢hoice plants,

Had it pleafed God to have fpared Mr. 
Blake's life, he intendcd, in like man- 
ner, to have gone through the wholg 
botanic fyftem of China; . for, which 
purpole, and to forward his work, he 
had engaged to his afliftance ome of 
the molt ingenious draughtfmen in 
China, who, under Mr. Blake's di- 
reétians, followed Nature as clofe as 
pencil and paint could enable him to 
do. 

This perfon, I am told, Mr. Blake, 
at no {mall expence, had retained folely 
in his fecvice, and even bound him by 
a formal contraét to continue with him 
as long as he fhould semain in China, 
This affiant was in Mr, Biake's a- 
partments in the fa&tory every: day 
from nine in the merning till Gx in 
the evening, for the three or four: years 
previous to Mr. Blake’s death; and 
in the leifure- time afforded by the.thip- 
ping being difpatched far Eurape, Mc. 
Blake fat at the fame table with him 
eight or nine hours a day, laying out 
the natural fpecimens as they were 
from time to time gathered, diffeAing 
the parts of frudtifcation, which the 
Chinefe know nothing of, and draw- 
ing the outlines for his aflittant to co- 
lour and finifa: and, indeed, they are 
all fo elegantly and fcientifizally dif- 
pofed, as to appear like the natural 
plants themfelves to every one who has 


iewed them, 


Mr. Blake's genius was not cons 
fined to botanic fubjc&s : he bad be- 
gun to collect fome fofliis: and ores, 
or rather to procure them ;' for Euro- 
peans are literally imprifoned, when at 
Canton, in a lefs fpace of ground than 
is allowed to many. prifoners for debt 
in England; although, when they re- 
tire te the ifland of Macoa, in the ab- 
fence of the thipping, they have a 
range of larger extent.) ‘This ifland 
as deemed the European country recels ; 
and: though fo defirable, particularly 
during the hot feafon, yer Mr. Biake,the 
writer is informed, denied himfelf that 

fatista&iion 
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fatisfaftion one year. When a thip 
ee had loft her pafflage remained in 
ton river, and fome of the Super. 
cargoes were allowed to continue at 
the faGiory there, he chofe to be con- 
fined to it the whole year, in order to 
view the progrefs of fome particular 
plants through the various feafons ; by 
which, and a too fedentary life, he 
brought on a gravelly complaint, and 
once had a motft fevere fit of the ftone, 
which endangered his life. It is be- 
lieved a return of this diforder brought 
on the fever, of which, after a thort 
alineis, he died at Canton the 16th of 
November, 1773, greatly lamented by 
ail the gentlemen of our fa@ory, and 
all other Europeans in that place, as 
Tikewife by the Chinefe themfelves, 
who, we hear, held him in great ef- 
teem. 
But to proceed, mineralogy was 
likewife a branch of his retearches ; 
and, fome time before his death, he 
gent Mr. Ellis, before mentioned, a 
Specimen of lead-ore from a mine the 
Chinefe had of late difcovered in the 
interior parts of China; and by one 
of the fhips arrived in England lat 
fummer, he had forwarded a fpecimen 
of the ore Paaktong, or white copper, 
from the mines in the province of 
‘Yunnan, together with zink or fpelier, 
and other materials; as alfo the pro- 
ecffes by which the Paaktong metal is 
made in China into utenfils of various 
$orts for the table, fideboard, &c. in 
order for experiments to be made 
thereby in England, under the direc- 
tion of his friend Mr. Samuel More, 
Secretary to the Society for the Encou. 
ragement of Aris, ManufaGtures, aud 
Commerce ; and this Gentleman, from 
thee materials and proceffes, has pro- 
duced a metal equally white and pure, 
but more duGile than the Chinefe 
make it themfeives, his fpecimen ha- 
ving been flatted in a mill to the thin- 
acis of common paper, 
What is more, from the appearances 
of the Chinefe copper. ore which Mr. B. 
has fent, and the writer has feen, there 
‘Is reafon to hope a fimilar one may be 
found in this country in our copper- 
nines; and this ore, before it is di- 
vetted of its arfenical qualities, and 
other matters with which it is mixed 
in the mine, and rendered too pure for 
this operation, may probably, by the 
fame proceffes, whuen with zink and 
the ether materials, which are obtain- 
abie in England. 
Mr, Biake likewife fent to Mr. 
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More fpecimens of the earths, clays, 
fand, ftones, and other materials uled 
in making the true Nankin porcelaine, 
all which Mr. More put inte@the hands 
of Mr. Wedgewood, the moft cele- 
brated potter in this country. This 
ingenious artift has, from thefe mate- 
rials, produced fome pieces of excel- 
lent porcelaine, and has deciared the 
earths, &c. were fo compleat a fit of 
fpecimens, and yet fo fimple, as be- 
yond a doubt to be the true porcelaine 
materials ; defiring nothing more than 
a Jerger quantity, to diftribute it a- 
mong the different counties in Eng- 
land, in otder that they may fearch 
for the like materials ; and to be fur- 
ther favoured by Mr. Blake with a 
defcription of the nature of the land 
thefe materials were found upon in 
China, or what mines or minerals ac- 
companied them, to lead to a further 
diltovery here; with plans and fechons 
of their kilns: all which Mr. Blake 
would doubtlefs have procured ; for 
he was endeavouring to colleét models 
of machines ued in every art practiced, 
and manufaéture carried on, by the 
Chinefe, in order that his native conn- 
try might equally benefic by the inge- 
nuity of their invention. 

Of all this we have many proofs in 

the various fpecimens of wrought gold, 
filver enamel, and ivory; colours ; 
paintings on glafs; infects, and moths, 
feveral of them non-cefcript; which 
Mr. Biake has forwarded to his father 
in England, all which the writer bas 
feen, but muft not pretend to deferibe, 
left he fhould exceed all bounds in 
fuch a publication as the prefent. 
Therefore, having indulged himfelf 
with the heart felt fatisfa€t:on of pay- 
ing this tribute to fo meritorious a 
youth, fnatched from us in the prime 
of life, (for he had bat juft entered 
the 29th year of his age,) he concludes 
with affurances, fiom his own know- 
ledge of his (Mr. Blake's) father's 
ublic fpirit, and of his having fo zea~ 
oufly hitherto feconded his fon's en- 
deavours, that no part of what his 
fon has already fent to England, or 
may be preferved among the remains 
of his labours in China, will be loft 
to his country. 

While Mr. Blake's father was de- 
ploring the Jofs of fo dear a child, his 
friends were taking the proper fleps to 
procure him that honour he fo richly 
deferved, the honour of being num- 
bered among the learned and ingenious 
men who compofe the Royal sountie 
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Charaéier of the late Rev. Mr. Markland. 


What muft, therefore, have been their 
grief and furprize, when, on their pre- 
fenting the certificate required for that 
purpole, they were informed by the 
Pr: fident, that the obje&t of their kind 
offices was no more! It was, how- 
¢ver, no {mall comfcrt to them, that 
the Prefident feized this occafion of 
lamenting the death of Mr, Blake as 


a public misforiune ; and he did it in: 


the moft pathetic teams. He infifted 
on the many marks of attention which 
Mr. Bl:ke, though fo young, had al- 
ready fhewn to the {cjences 10 general, 
and that of natura! hiflory in parti- 
cular; declaring, that, in the opinion 
of the beft naturalifte, there never had 
been in that part of the world in 
which Mr. Blake had fpent the laft 
years of his life, a perfon of more 
real knowledge ; and that he did not 
doubt but every member of the So- 
ciety would fympathize with him in 
regre:ting fo great and fo general a 
lofs.

A brief Account of the Rew. Mr.

ME: aoe Mackland, who died 

uly y, 1776, at Milton, near 
Dorking, in Surry, was one of the 
molt learned fchoiars aad penetcating 
critics of the age. He became firit 
publicly known by his ‘* Epittola Cri- 
tica,” addreffed to Bifhop Hare. In 
this he gave many proofs of extenfive 
erudition and critical fagacity, He 
afterwards publithed an edition of Sta- 
tius, fome plays of Euripides, and af- 
fied Dr. Taylor in his editions of 
Lyfias and Demofihenes, by the notes 
which he communicated to him. He 
has alfo very hsppily elucidated fome 
paffages in the New Teftament, which 
may be found in Mr. Bowyer's edi- 
tion of it; and was author of a very 
valuable voluwe of Remarks on the 
Epiftles of Cicero to Brutus, and of 
an excellent Iitile treatife under the 
title of Quexitio Grammatica. He 
was not more valued for his univer{al 
reading, than beloved for the excel- 
Jence of his heart, and primitive im- 
licity of manners. He was educated 
in Chrift’s Holpital, Of the fame 
royal foundation were Joshua Baines, 
of Emmanucl College, Cambridge, 
the ceiebraied Greek Profeffor, and 
the la‘e Dr. Jurin, equally emiment 
for his tkull in phyfic, and the fublimer 
parts of mathematics. —-Mr, Markland 
was born in Auguft, 1692. He was 
one of ‘he twelve children of the Rev. 
Ratnh Murkland. and hae left four 
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furviving fifters, the youngelt of whoa» 
is 70, aod another of them is mother 
to the prefent Sis Robert Foley, Bart. 
For more than 29 years paft he lived 
almoft fequeftered from the world in 
the little village of Milton, near Der. 
king, whee the aged and the needy 
have loft a mok generous benefadteor. 
His remains were depofited in Dor- 
king church, whither, by his owa de- 
fire, he was carried by fix of his poor 
neighbours, . 


Defcription of the Plate. 


HE annexed plate is a View of 

Chepftow Caftie, in Monmonth- 
fhise, called KASWENT or CasTELx 
Gwent, in Mr. Grofe'’s valuable 
Colle&ion of Antient Cattles. 

it is firuated on a high rock wathed 
by the river Wye, near its influx in 
to the Severn, over which there is a 
wooden bridge feventy fect high, the 
tide here rifing fometimes fixty feet. 
This bridge is repaired at the joint | 
expence of the counties of Gloucefler 
and Monmouth. 

The calile feems to have been built 
at the fame time with the town, te 
which it was a kind ot citadel; but 
by whom, or when, meither Leiand, 
Camden, nor any of the topographical 
writers mention, 

In the tiouoles under Charles F. 
this town and caltle were garrifoned 
for the King; and, accord'ng to Ruth- 
worth, on October 6, 1645, Colonel 
Morgan, Governor of Gloucefter, at 
the head of 300 horfe, 400 foot, and 
affitted by the Monmourhthire mea, 
wiih little difficulty made himfelf mat. 
ter of the town, and then fent the fal- 
lowing fummons to Col. Fitzmorris, 
an Inthman, Governor of the caflle: 

** Sir, 

‘« T am commanded by his Excel- 
Jency Sir Thomas Fairfax to d. mand 
this caltle for the afe of the King and 
Parliament, which I require of you, 
and to Jay down your arms, and ate 
cept of reafonable propolitions, which 
will be granted both to you and your 
foldiers, if you obferve this fum- 
mons. And turther, you are to com- 
fider of what nation and religion you 
are; for, if you refufe this fummoag 
you exclude yourlelf from mercy, aad 
are to expe& for yourfelf and foidiers 
no better than Stinchcombe * quarter. 








* Stinchcombe was a place where the 
Parliament complained of Prince Rupert 
putting their men 40 the dword, 

d exoe 
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I le our fudden anfwer, and at- 
cording thereunto fhall reft your friend, 
Chepfow, Tromas Morcan.” 
Ofaber 6, 1645. 
To which Col, Fiizmorris fent this 
anfwer : 
¢¢ Sir, 
« T have the fame reafon to keep 
this calle for my mafter the King as 
ow to demand it for Gen. Faittax ; 
and until my reafon be convinced, and 
my provifions decreafed, I ‘fhall (not- 
withftanding my religion, and menaces 
of extirpation) continue in my refolu- 
tion, and in my fidelity and loyatry 
to the King. As for Stinchcombe 
quarter, I know not what you mean 
by it, nor do depend upon your intel- 
ligence for relief, which im any indi- 
ce I affure me of, and m that al- 
surance | reft, Your fervant, 
ROBERT FLTZMORRIS. 
«¢ What quarter you give me and 


my foldiers, 1 refer to the confidera:: 


tion of ail] foldiers, when 1 am con- 
firained to feek for any.” 

Notwithfanding this refolate anfwer, 
four days after he furrendered upon 
srticler, himfe!f and his gairifon be- 
coming prifeners of war, 

From the fant’e authority it appears, 
that, anno 1648, about the beginning 
of May, this cattle was furprized by 
Sir Nicholas Kemifh, Mr. Thomas 
Lewis, and ether a€tive royalifts, who, 
im the abfence of the Governor, Col. 
Hewes, by means of a correfpondence 
with fome in the caftle, in the night 
ohtained poffefion ofa port; when, 
notwithRanding one Cautrell, an ofhi- 
cer of the garrifon, with fome foldiers, 
setresied to a tower, where they for 
a while attempted a defence, it was 
taken, and Capt. Herbert, with the 
garrifon, made prifoners, 

Colonel Herbert, having intelligence 
thereof, preféntly affembled fome forces 
in order to recover it; and Cromwell 


- marched rgrinft it in perfon, thinking 


to have taken it by ftorm., He foon 
got pofleffion of the town, but unfac- 
cefsfully affaulted the caftle; where- 
upon he left Col. Ewer, with a train 
of artillery, feven companies of foot, 
and four troops of horfe, to ptofécute 
the fiege 5; when, though the garrifon 
confited only of 160 men, they gal- 
lantly defended themfelves till their 
provifions were exhaufted, and even 
then refufled to furrender on aflurance 
of quarter, hoping to efcape by means 
of a boat: but in this they were pre- 
wented -by the intrepidity of a foldier 


im the Parliamentary army, who, fwim- 
ming crofs the river with a knife im 
his terth, cut loofe and brought aw-y 
the beat. Atlength, on the 2¢ h of 
May the caftle wes taken ; Sir Nicho- 
Jas Kemifh, and about forty men, wee 
flain ip the flege. This was confidered 
by the Parliament of fuch importarce, 
that the captain who broughe the news 
was rewarded with fifty pounds ; and 
the Parliament direGted that a ferter 
of thanks fhou'd be drawn up, and 
fent from that Houfe to Col. Ewer and . 
the officers and foldiers employed on 
that fervice.

relolution is not the effe& of p:udence, 
but of fear, which is fo predominant 
in Kim that it will render all his other 
virtues inadtive, 

He is French in his inclinations, 
and that to a very great degree; and 
though he endeavours to cover this 
bias, yet it is fo unfkilfully managed, 
that it betrays his weaknefs, and be- 
gets him enemies. . 

The high opinion the Conclave en- 
tertained of hit abilities determined 
their choice at a very difficult time +, 
and incitoed them to difpenfe with a 
prattice long eftablifthed amonght thems 
namely, to give preference to age, ro 
former Pope having been fo early in 
life exalted to the triple crown f. 

How far they were direQled by the 
Holy Spirit, in this eleGtion, the event 
of the prefent war will furaith mater 
for the fptculatifts to determine. It is 
certain that he has highly difobliged the 
Empetor and the confederated Princes 
by his partiality towards the King of 
Spain ; and thongh he has not granted

The difta:bances that have already; 
during his Pontificate, embroiled Rome, 
becalioned by the quarrel be:wixt the 
German atnbaffador and Cardinai Jan- 
fon, on the st hay del Vafto’s f act 
count, and lately betwixt Cardinal 
Grimanit and the Spanifh ambaffa- 
dor, are fevere refisétions on his go- 
vernment. His fuffering thet to arm 
themfelves in the capital erty of his 
dominions, and to proceed in fuch an 
frregGlar manner, anu with (uch dif- 
fefpeé&t to his petfon; has rather rhe

Some have thought that the greve 
reluétancy he thewed to accept the high 
dignity which tell to his lot proceeded 
more from the cowardlynets of his 
fpirit than from any affeted diffimula- 
von; and { am inclined 10 be of that 
opinion, by reafon of the violent fits 
of vomiting and fhivering with which 
they all affert he was fcized when he 
was to!d that the choice had failen upoa 
him §.

‘Conclave, who all concurred in prefling 


him toa accept the Popedom ; but he an-

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He made it a cafe of confcience, 
whether he fhould accept the Popedom 
or not, and perfifted io refufing it for 
three days, :iil a commitice of divines,

He has 4 good fhare of polite learn- 
ing, and has been much in bufinefs 
ever fince he made his appearance on 
the public Rage: yet he docs not feem 
ito inherit thole princely qualities fo 
mecellary to the difcharge of his ele- 
vated ay and if he had continued 
(Cardinal, it would have been much 
more to his reputaticn. 

He tells ali the Englith who have 
audience, that he AniAiy recommends 
fo his miffionaries‘a due obedience to 
-all Princes and Governors, and prohi- 
bits them, upon the higheft pains the 
church can 1 fli&, to mtermeddile or 
‘concern themfelves in any thape with 
the government or temporal interett of 
any country; but to apply themfelves 
swholiy to the cares of the priefthvod. 
‘This is a fort of, cant which we are 
fure to have repeated with an Apoftolic 
‘graviry. . 

He fawns upon the Englifh nation 
-.moft remarkably: and the entestaine 
tment which Cardinal Sarrapenti gave 

them, by his order, in the Vatican pa- 

Jace, upon Holy Trurfday, thewed his 
Jn-linations to i favourab‘e to the un- 
fortunate King. 

He hes uo veerd, which is a rarisy 
among the mitred heads of the Roman 
fre. 

He is not of a firm contlivtion of 
body, but corpulent, and rather in- 
clining toadropty. Hi, legs ave-nmuch 
_fwellied, and bis whole perion tather 
bloated than fat; ror rs his colour 
- bealthy,beingsa‘her ycl owthan brown, 
He is, however, extremely neat, and 
of a comely air and countenance, and 
_in converfation courteous and engag- 
ing. He clten {miles as he talks, and

_ Cardinal Marafcoiti is much older 
than the Pope, and of a much more 
vigorous habit of body and mind. He 
is of. a bold- and refolute (pitit, and 
advifed the Pope to raife 50,000 men 
to drive both French and Germans out 
of Italy. , 
At Rome this year [1702], after the 
battle. of Luzarro, the Geniali or par- 
ties went fo high as to diflinguih them- 
elves hy the colour of their ribbands 3 
the French and Spaniards, called here 
Gallo-Spagni, wore green and white; 
and the Imperialifs red and biue; and 
even the dadies let their inclinations 
appeac in ther top kuots. But the 
Pope, who pretnds.to be a common 
father, and ef no fide, iffued an oider 
forbidding «all fuch diftin&tions, and 
even againii talking of news in the 
coffee-houles, But fo ridiculoufly paf- 
fonate are the Fralians in political af- 
fairs, and have fo little moderation in 
converlation, when their party is in 
dupute, that they irequently pafs from 
words to blows upon the fillieft and 
moft rrifiing occahuns: I confefs I have 
many times been aftonifhed to hear per- 
fons reputed grave attack one another 
with fuch vehemence and exccis of 
piflion, in reafoning upon things they 
fo di:tde undesftood, and in which they 
were fo remotely concerned 5 and could 
ino othe: wife reconcile their intemperate 
‘zeal with their want of knowledge, 
than by afcribing it to their idicne(s 
and want of other bufinefs, mutt of 
them having no other employmest 
than fauntering sbout from place to 
place, and amufiag themtelves with 
fchemes of governing the world; of 
‘which, however, moft of them have 
fo imall a fhate allotted them, as 
{c-rcely to enable them to live without 
cherty.

I wonder Antoninus's pillar is not 
funk as well as Trejan's, fioce nether 
of them wasever removed from their 
bafes, though Antoninus’s had been 
burnt, and reftored where it. bad fuf- 
fered. ’ : 

The pillars of the Rotunda were 
found as far as St. Lewis, whch isa 
confiderable way from the Pantheon, 
Theve is a lamina of beals @ill upon 
the top of the Rotunda, It was al] 
erufted over with marble, as fome part 
of itis ftiil on one fide of. the portico, 

The Bithep of Utrich has been at 
‘Rome above thefe two years, havin 
‘becn ected ro anfwer fome articles whi 
the Pragmatic Jefuits had preferred 
againit him, charging him with Janfe- 
pif ; and though he has endcavoured 
to be difmffed, by laying befure them 
the books of Chr:itian principles which 
he difperfed within his djocele, and by 
demonftrating that there i¢ nothing ex- 
ceptionable nor unfound in the dogtrine 
contained in thofe books, yet fo flow 
in fuch proceffes are the proceedings at 
Rome, and fo adive and prevalent are 
the Jetuits with the Apoftolic See, that 
it is almoft impoffible to gbtain ju& ce 
where they are any way concerned. 

In the Vatican there are no Latin 
Bibles above 40g years old.

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old, the paflage is extant; but with 
this difference, that Father, Word, and 
Spirit, foliow Water, Blood, and Spj- 
rik. 

Sepulture was in ufe in ancient Rome 
when the laws of the X11. tables were 
introduced ; and though burning came 
in ufe again among the Romans, yet 
they returned to their cuftom of bury- 
ing before Conftantinc’s time; fo that 
it was not the Chriftian religion that 
produced this change. Vofferus thinks 
the praétice of burning wore gut in- 
fenfibiy among the great, and that the 
poorer fort were always buried. 


We cannot conclade cur feleftion from 
Oi 1S. with which we fate ri fa- 
voured, without obferving, that it ceér- 
tainly wat not intended fo the preft in 
its prefent form; bat there is reajan te 
bekéve, that, if the writer bad Lived, 
the memoria contained in it would hate 
been applied, with other matcrials, to the 
compyyition of a very valuale work. -

HE commiffion under which we 
aét, and the powers with which 
we are entrufted, point out to us the

his behalf, which, to us, muft be thé 
beft evidence of his well deferving, 
How far thefe certificates may be fur- 
repti'iowfly obtained, or given to per- 
fons unworthy of taem, 4s mater of 
mere fom, or from a falfe principle 
of good neighbourhood, becomes a 
confiderstion of a different nature, tho® 
not entirely undeferving of enquiry, 
In general, they may merit a favour- 
able confiru€tion, unlefs, indeed, a 
m*giftrate can, from his own pofitivé 
kaowledge, aver the contraiy ; and, 
in that cale, it becomtes his duty ta 
contravece fuch formal teftimonial. 
The next confideration is, the oc-

Wien, in the courfe of human 

events, it hecomes neceflary for 
one people to diffolve the political bands 
which have conneéted them with ano- 
ther, and to aflume among the powers 


of the earth the fepsrate and equal fta-° 
tion to which the laws of Nature and © 


of Nature's God entitle them, a de- 
cent, refpect to the opinions of mankind 
requires that they fhould declare the 
caufes which impel them to the fepa- 
ration. . 

We hold thefe truths to be felf- evi- 


- dent :—That al! men are created equal ; 


that they are endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable rights; that 
among thefe are life, liberty, and the 
purfwit of happinefs; that, to fecure 
thefe rights, governments are inftituied 
among men, deriving their jult powers 
from the confent of the governed; and 
whenever any form of government be-

trious family, agreeable to the Prag- 
matic Sanétion fettled by your Majeity 
the 23d of March of this prefent year. 

«* God preferve your Majefty during 

a number of years,"" &c. &c. 

On receipt of the above letter, the 
King figned the following refolution 
at his palace at Aranjues the agth of 
April, 1776: 

“« Certain circumfances not permit- 
ting my brother the Infant Don Lewis 
to marry agreeable to his birth, I there- 
fore grant him that permiffion which 
he has intreated of me, to contia&t a 
marriage of confcience with a perfon 
of inferior rank, under this rellriction, 
that the faid perfon be chofen from 
among the nobility, and that I be made 
acquainied with her name and family 
before-hand, 

** Wuh regard to the civil confe- 
a of this marriage, they are fuf- 

ciently explained in the Pragmatic 
San&tion of the 23d of March; and I 
declare that, in contracting this difpro- 
aha alliance, the Infant Don 
ewis fhall not lofe my favour or

OUR author, in his preface, divides 

the: memorable feries of ,revolu- 
tions, which in the courfe of about 
thirteen ecntunies gradually unde: min- 
ed, and at deogth defroyed, the folid 
fabric of Roman greatnels, isto the 
three flowing periods: 1..From,the 

of Trajan and the Antonines, to 
the fubvefion of the weftern empire 
by the barbarians of Germany and 

Scythea, about the beginning of the 

fixth century. 2. From the reign of 

JuGinian, comprehending the invafion 

of Isaly by the Lombards, the con- 

quett of the Afiatic and African pro- 
vinces by the Arabs who embiaced 
the religion of Mahomet, the revolt 
of the Roman people againf the fee- 
ble princes of Cooltantinople, and the 
elevation of Charlemagne, to his efta- 
blifhment, in the year S00, of the fe- 
cond, or German, empire of the welt; 

3- From the revival of the weftern em- 

pire,to the taking of Conftantinople by 

the Turks; the lat and longelt of thefe 

riods, including about feven centuries 
anda half. The trét of thefe periods the 
author contracts to finifh, molt proba- 
bly, in a fecond volume, With regard 
to the fubiequent periods, he prefumes 
not to give any aflurances. The pre- 


fent extends from the age of the An-— 


tonines to the victories of Conttan- 
tine over Maxentius and Licinius, and 
the reunion of the empise under his 
authority. 

Of.a work like this, whofe principal 
events, though never, perhaps, jo fully 
and elegantly dafcuffed, are ail well 
known, liithe more can be expected 
from us than a fpecinien of the writer's 
fiyle and mannes, And as to thefewe 
cam truly fay, that, though the language 
may by some be thouglit wo florid and 
oratarica! for a hiftory, it is in general 
ansmated and comet, aod fuch as mult 
iniereitevery reader in the various oha- 
ratters and (cenesdefcribed, And this 
we cannot better exemp.ify thaa by a 
quotation, which, Lurning trom the hor- 
gid fcenes of debauchery and blood- 
fhed, to0 commen ip the courle of this

IN our Magazine for July, 1771, 

we gave an account of the firft book 
ef the Lufiad, which Mr. Mickle had 
then publithed as a fpecimen of his in- 
fended wanflation of that celebrated 
poem. And we have now to congra- 
fwhate'the friends of Englith literature 
on the acquifirion it has received in the 
completion of the Englith Lufiad. 
The difcovery of the Eaft. Indies is 
undoubtedly one of the moft impor- 
tarit events in the civil hiftory of man- 
kind. The attempts of the Portuguele 
to find a naval route to India gave 
birth tothe voyages of Columbus; and 
two years before the difcovery of the 

American continent, the Portuguefe

fays Mr. Mickle, ‘a truth of hiftory 
is preferved, yet, what is improper for 
the hiftorian, the muiniltyy of heaven is 
employed, and the free {pirit of poet 
throws itielf into fiétions’ which maker 
the whole appear as an effufion of pro- 
phetic fury, and not like a rigid detail 
of fa&ts given under the fan&ion of 
witneffes.”” To this we may add, that 
the trué fpirit of poetry diftates and 
infpires fuch a condu&. In Homer 
and Virgil the allegorical machinery 
von be called the very wings of poefy, 
and antiquity has condemned Lucaa 
for the want of this neceffary aid. It 
was therefore with much {urprile that 
we found* a critic, whom we much 
efteem, had condemned the Lufiad, be- 
caufe it poffeffes this neceflary part of 
heroic poetry. 

As the Lufiad is an hifterical poem, 
founded on the moft importaat events, 
an introduétion and many notes were 
neceflary to give it proper elucidation 5 
and thefe our tranflator has given in a 
manner which proves he has beltowed 
on his fubje& a moft extraordinary at- 
tention and labour. 

In the hiftorical and critical partso | 
his introdu€tion and notes, be merits 
great praile; but he has fometimes, 
we prefume, rather ftept out of his 
way: but every author has fome partg 
which every reader cannot approve. 

In his hiftorical department he iu) 
animated and perfpicuous ; and, with- 
out the leat affeétation, expreffes the 
moft manly indignation again{t the 
violators of the liberties of mavkind, 
Declamation, indeed, would have beer: 
unneceflary, for he has placed bis fads 
in fo trong a light, that the reader's 
own indignaticn muift be touched, He 
fhews, that, as the crown of Portugal 
increafed its prerogative, the nationde- , 
generated in exaé& proportion to every 
advance to deipotifm, till at lait the 
King of Spain made an eafy conquett 
of that enfeebled kingdom.

murdered ail the Rebels that were taken 
ay the Cedars, is not true. The follow- 
ing is an extract from a genuine letter; 
** Capt. Fofter, of the 8th regiment, on 
his. way down the river St. Lawrence 
from. Ofwegatchey, with his company of 
light infantry, 200 Indians, and a few 
Canadians, attacked. a Rebel poft at the 
Cedars that confifted of 500 men, which 
he carried, after killing fome, and mak- 
ing the reft prifoners. The Indians loft 
a Sachem (or Chief) in the attack, which 
fo enraged them, that it was with difi- 
culty Capt. Fofter prevented them from 
putting the prifouers to death. Finding 
that his prifoners outnumbered him, he 
thoughr it prudent to difmifs them, upon 
promife that an equal number of the 7th 
jand 26th regiments, who are prifoners 
with the Americans, fhould be exchanged, 
and kept feveral of their Officers as hof- 
tages, for the due performance of the 
Cartel.

gain was not fo advantageous as he 
could have wihed; but it was, he was 
certain, the beft that could be made.

Col. B-rré was fevere on the lat 
noble Lord.

He attacked 
the. treaties, and thofe who advifed 
them, and pointed out the great danger 
and rifque of introducing fuch a num- 
ber of foreigners into ihe kingdom, 
alluding to the cafe of Francis the 
Firft of France, among many others, 
«who experienced the inconveniences of 
fo hazardous an experiment. 
Lord B-rr ngt n denied his giving 
“any fuch affurances to’ the Houle as

Mr. Unsar, 
S the diftreffes of the inbabitants 
of the Hebrides, or the Weftern 
Ifles of Scotland, ave very great; 
the favour of you to publith this 
addrefs to the Lairds of thofe iflands, 


as your Magazine has (I believe) | 


found adm ttance there. 

Mr. Pennant, in his Voyage to the 
Hebrides, {peaking of the ifle of Ar- 
tan, fays, A deep deje&tion appears in 
the cowntenances of the inhabitants: 
their whole time is taken up in pro- 
curing the means for paying their rent, 
in laying in fuel (pest) fur the winter, 
and tn getting a (canty pittance of food 
and cloathing (p. 176}. The people 
in Flay, and other Iflands, are worn 
down with poverty; their habitarions 
are fcenes of mifery, without chimneys, 
or evén doors, except a faggot: their 
fare may be called rather a permiffion 
to exift, and they are lean, wi hered, 
dotky, and fmoke-dried (p..229). In 
Colonfay, they have a good foii, plen- 
ty of lime-ftone for manure, and a 
fea abounding with fith; but poverty 
Sifables them fiom cultivating their 
land, and taking the fith (239). In 
Skie the poor prowl along the fhores, 
to pick up limpets, and other thell-fith, 
the conftant repaft of hundreds, during 
rb of the year, in thefe unhappy 
flands: hundreds thus annoaliy drag 
through the length of a wretched life; 
and nombers fail under the preffure, 
forne of hunger, and fome of the pu- 
trid fever, the epidemic of thefe coafts, 
arifing from unwholefoine food, the 
dire effe&ts of neceffity (p. 305). 

Dr. Johnfon confirms this account, 
and tells us, that the petty tenants and 
Jabouring peatants live in mi(ferable 
eabbins, which afford them little more 
than thelter from the forms; and the 
want of wood leaves them no mate- 
rials; and they feldum tafte the fich 
of iand-animals (p, 234). Yet the 
Lairds of thefe iflands live very well, 
have good houles, and plenty of pro- 
vilions ; befides felling large quantities 
of theep and beeves, and fifth, to Scot- 
and and England. 

To increafe thefe diftreffes, many of 
the Lairds are now become rapacious 
landio:ds, (Johnfon, p. 205,) raifing 
the rents of theic lands, and thereby 
driving numbers of the people away, 
and depopulating their country: where- 
as humanity and compaiflion would 
teach them to redrefs their grievances, 
to reduce their rents, and endeavour, 
by good wage and every encourage-

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ment they can give them, to prevent 
their migration, and m=ke them happy 
at home; whereas moft of the lands 


are let to a tackfman or large lcafe-~ 


holder, who keeps a part in his own 
hands, and lets the reft at an advanced 
rent to under tenants. And in the 
ifle of Cannay, an agent rents moft 
of it, of the proprietor, at two gui- 
neas for each penny land; and make@ 
the poor people pa, four gunezs and 
a half, befides three days labour in the 
quarter from each perion, to the tm- 
poverthhing and flaving of the wretchs 
ed inhabitants (Pennaut, p. 274). 
When | mention thefe rapacious 
gentlemen, I fhovid except the wife 
and humane Mr. Macleod and Mr, 
Maclean, the proprietors of the ifles 
of Riafiy and of Col (fee Johnfon, 
p. 230) 3 alfo Mr, Macleod, of Dun- 
vegan, who (as Mr. Pennant acquaints 
us, p. 293) feels for the diltreffes of 
his peopie, and, with uncommon dif- 
iniereftednets, has retieved his tenan:s 


from their oppreffive rents. The Earl 
of Bute alfo treats his people on the 
ifle of Bute wiih great humanity and 


goodnefs. And once the ifle of Are 
ran was, in the lait century, bleffed 
with a Duchefs of Hamilton, whofe 
amiable difpofiiion, and humane atten- 
tion to the welfare of that iflind, ren- 
der her memory, even at this time, 
dear to every inhabitant there. Bleffed 
pte-erhinence, when power and incli- 
nation to diffule happinefs, concur ia 
perfons of rank! (Page 174) 

Yer thefe iflands, now almoft bar. 

ren and covered with heath, are ca- 
pable of great improvements; for Mr. 
Pennant fays, the great defcgt is the 
want of woods and inclofures (p.238); 
and that, at Mr. Campbell's, in [ayy

Not that we would infinuaie honeft

‘The lntercf of Great Britain in regard 
- to the Colonies. 
A b0UT the year 3773, Dr. Tucker, 
Dean of Gloucetter, re. pubtifhed 
three Tracts on political fubjecs, to 
Anich he added a fourth refpc&ting the 
government of the Colonies. A brief 
account of the former Tracis was given 
in our Magazines for January, Febru- 
aty, and March, 17745 but the laft, 
on American government, was at that 
time thought too remote and fanciful 
to deferve tthe public attention, It has, 
however, happened as the author pre- 
died it would happen, that his {cheme 
of feparation is now appareatly become 
rhe only eligible meafure to fecwre their 
intereft, and profit by their commerce. 
Having thewn, by a train of reafoning 
which the Dr. thinks conclufive, that we 
ean. neither govern the Americans, nor 
fubmit to be governed by them ; that 
wée'éan neither unite them, nor ought 
%6' fubdue them; then it follows, that 
it is our intereft to declare them free 
nd independent, and to guarantee their 
Pe eden from the invafions of other 
ares. 
To fupport of this propofition, the 
‘Do€tor proceeds, firft, to contider the 
difadvantages attending a disjuaétion ; 
and, in the next place, to fhew the ma- 
nifold advantages that will neceffarily 
Yefult from it.

Now let dny one caft his eye over 
the bilis of exports from Londony

excepting gold and filver lace, wines 
and brandies, fome iorts of filks arid

How is it poflible, 
that, after having contraéted a debt of 
more than 140 millions, we thould ne- 
vertheleis be able to make more rapid 
2 emer ia all forts of improvements, 
ufeful and ornamental, public aad. pri- 
vate, agricolic and commercial, ha 
any other nation ever did ?—~Faét in isy 
that thefe improvements have. been 
made of late years, and ate daily mak~ 
ing : and faéts are ftubboro things, |» 
But, fays the obj-étor, you allow 
that gold and filver ,ace,—that; wines 


and brandies,—jiome forts of )fitks 
fome forts of paper, gunpowder,aod 
perhaps other articles, can. bé pur- 
cnafed at certain European markets 
on cheaper terms than they ‘can in 
Engiand : and therefore it follows, 
that we fhould certainly lofe thete 
branches of commerce by a feparation, 
even fuppofing that we could tetain the 
Indeed, even this doth not fol- 
low ; becaufe we have loft them, alrea- 
dy, as far as it was the intereit of the 
colonies, that we fhould Jofe, them; 
and, thereferes were the wholetrade of 

’ ree Nerth- 
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North America to be divided into two 
branches, viz. the voluntary, reivl ing 
from a free choice of the Americans 
themfelves purfuing their own inte- 
ret; and the involuntary, in confe- 
quence of compulfory atts of ibe Bri- 
tith parliament ;—this lat-er would ap- 
pear fo very fmall and inconhderable, 
as hardly to deferve a name in an efti- 
mate of national commeice. 

The fecond fuppofed difadvantage is, 
that {uch a meafure would greatly de- 
ereale our fhipping and navigation, 
and confequently diminuth the breed of 
failors: but if we fthall not lole our 
trade, at leaft in any important degree, 
even with the noithern colonies, (aid 
mott probably we fhall encreafe tt with 
other countries,) then it follows, that 
neither she quantity of shipping, nor 
the breed of failors, can juffr any 
confiderable diminution: fo that this 
fuppofition is merely a panic, and has 
no foundation. 

The third obje&ion is, that, if we 
were to give up thele colonies, the 
French wou'd take immediate poffel- 
fion of them. But nothing can be 
more wild, extravagant, and abiord, 
than fu h a fuppofition. It repreients 
the Colonifis as not only preferring a 
French government to a Britthh, but 
even to a government of their ows 
modelling and chufing |! — It fuppoies, 
that the republican {pirit is at once to 
fubfide ; the doétrine of psflive obe- 
dience and non-refiltance immediately 
to fucered ; and, inttead of setting up 
for freedom and independence, they are 
to glory in having the honour of being 
numbered among the flaves of the 
Grand: Monarch ! 

But J have faid enough of difadvan- 
tages ; and therefore let us now halten 
briefly to point out 
The manifold advantages attendant on 

this fibeme. 

And firft, a disjunétion from the 
northern colonies would eff:@tually put 
a ftop to our prefent emigiations, By 
the Jaws of the land it is made a capi- 
tal offence to inveigie artificers and me- 
chanics to leave the kingdom. But 
this law is unhappily {uperfeded at pre- 
fent as far as the colonies are concern- 
ed, Therefore, when they come to 
be difmembered from us, it will ope- 
rate as ftrongly againf them, and ther 
kidnappe:s, as agarnit others, 

Secondly, Another great advantage 
to be derived from a teparation is, 
that we fliall then fave between 3 and 
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from the payment of any civil or mili- 
tary eftabifhment belonging to the co- 
Junies:—~ for which generous benefacs 
tion we receive at prefent no other re« 
tur) than invectives and reproaches. 

Thirdiy, The ceafing of the pay- 
ment of bounties on certain colony 
productions will be another great fav- 
ing ; perhaps not leis than 200,000. 
a year: and it is very remarkab'e, that 
the goods imported from the colonies 
in cuniequence of thefe bounries, could 
not have been imported into any other 
patt of Europe, were there a liberty to 
do it; becaufe the freight and fit 
colt would have amounted to mose than 
they could be fold for in any other 
markets. 

Fourthly, When we are no longer 
connected with the colonies by the ima- 
ginary tie of an identity of govern- 
ment, then our merchant. exporters and 
manufa@urers will have a better chance 
of having their debts paid, than they 
have at prefent: for as matters now 
fiand, the colonifts chufe to carry their 
ready cath to other nations, while they 
are contradling debts with their mo- 
ther country. And, provided they are 
but trufted, they care not to what a- 
mount. For when the time for pay- 
ment draws on, they are feized with a 
fit of patriotifm ; and then confedera- 
cies and affociations are to difcharge 
all afrears; or, at leaft, are to i 
pone the payment of them Aue die. 

Fifthly, After a feparation from the 
colories, our influence over them will 
be much greater than ever it was fince 
they began to feel their own werght 
and importance: for at prefent we are 
looked upon in no better a light than 
that of rebbers and uiurpers; whereas 
we fhall then be corfidered as theor 
protectors, mediators, benefactors. The 
moment a feparation takes effet, intef- 
tine quarrels will begin: for i is well 
known, that the (¢eds of dilcord and 
diffention between province and pro- 
vince are pow ready to fhoot-forth ; 
and that they are only kept down by 
the prefent combination of all the ce- 
lonies again us, whom they urhappi- 
ly fancy to be their common enemy. 
When, therefore, this object of their 
hatred fhall be removed by a declara- 
tion on our parts, that, fo far from 
ufurptng all authority, we, from hence- 
forward, will affume none at all, the 
weaker provinces wiil imtreat our pro- 
teStion againft the ftronger; and the 
lefs cautious againft the more crafty 
and defigning ; Jo that in fhort, in pro~ 

portion 
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portion as their fa€tious republican fpi- 
rit thal! intrigue and cibal, thili fplit 
into parties, divide and fub-divide,--- 
in the fame proportion fhall we be call- 
ed in to become their general umpires 
and referees. Not to mention, that 
many of the late and prefent emigrants, 
when they fhall fee thefe ftorms arifing 
ail around them, and when their pro» 
mifed earthly paradife turns out to be 
a dreary, unwholefom’, inhofpitable, 
and howling wildernels, --- many of 
them, I fay, will probabiy return to us 
again, and tak. refuge at laft in O!d 
England, with ali its faults and imper- 
fe tions, 

Laftly,Our Wet India iflands them- 
felves wii! receive fiznal benesit by 
this fepiration. Indeed their fize and 
fituation render them incapable of fub- 
fica&ting all obedience from us; and 
yet the bad precedents of their neigh- 
bours on the continent hath fometimes 
prompted them to thew as refractory a 
{pirit as they well could.—But when 
they ‘come to perceive, what are the 
bitter effedts of this uatra@able difpo- 
fition, exemplified in the cafe of the 
North- Americans, it is probable, it is 
reafonabie to conclude, that they will 
Jearn wifdom by the mifcarriag:s and 
fufferings of thefe unhzppy people ; 
and that from henceforward they will 
revere the authorily of a government, 
which has the feweft faults, and grants 
the greatcit liberty of any yet known 
upon earth.”

to a formed detfign of rendeiing his 
overnment odious to his fubjects.— 
¢¢ The King (fays James in his Me- 
moirs) quettioned the Chief Juftice, 
but he palliated his feverities with the 
pretence of neceflary juftice; which 
the King knew not how to contradi&, 
fince he had the precaution, not only 
to fend four other Judges, as his af- 
fiftanis, along with him, but Mr. Pol- 
Jexfen likewife, in quality of his So- 
licitor, who, being a known favourer 
of the Prefbyteriin party, he hoped, 
would moderate the Chief Juttice’s 
heat, This made the King acquiefce 
in what had been done, though it was 
of great differvice to him at the bot- 
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tom. The cruelties of Kirk were ftill 
more inexcafeable than the feverities of 
Jefferys. He caufed many to be hangéd, 
more out of a bloody difpofition, and 
to fatisfy his own brotal paffions, than 
love of juftice or his Mafter’s fervice. 
It is not improbable, bur even then he 
had it in hes view to draw an odium 
on the King.” 

This vindication of James's condu& 
appears to me very madequate to the 
end defigned by it, and totally irre- 
conciieabie with his Majetty’s future 
behaviour to Jeff rys. Uf James was 
really difpleafed with the cruelties per- 
petrated by Jefferys, why did he net 
punith that bloody Judge in the mott 
exemplary manner? Why did he not 
compel him to make reftitution of thofe 
fums he had exacted from perfons con- 
cerned in the rebellion? Why did he 
afterwards employ him in the illegal 
attempts he made to deftroy the con- 
ftitution of England? Can it be be 
lieved, that he was greatly difyufted 
with the condué&t of a man whom he 
afterwards made a peer, and created 
Lord Chancellor? If thefe queftions 
cannot be fatisfa&torily anfwered, we 
may jultly conclude, that James con. 
ceived no very violent refentment for 
the blood fpil:, or the oppreffions com. 
mitted, by his iniquitous Judge. 

I take this opportunity to obferve, 
that, although we thould allow, that 
Lord Sunderland, in concert with the 
Prince of Orange, prompted James to 
meafures that bad a tendency to his 
ruin, we muft neverthciels own, that 
fuch meafures were agreeable to his 
natural di/pofition, and that the whole 
tenor of his condué&, in the reign of 
his brother, and during the time of his 
own adminiftratién, fully proves, that 
he was determined to deftroy the civil 
and religious liberties of his people. 
Mr. Hume candidly acknowledges, 
that the two Royal brothers, Charles 
and James, had formed a plan to efta- 


~ blifh arbitrary power, in which defiga 


James obftinately perfilted after he wae 
King of England, and adhered to the 
fame fyttem when he went into Ire- 
land afier the Revolution; which pre- 
polterous rule of government laid his 
fubje&ts under an invincible neceffity 
to free themfelves from fubjeétion to 
him. 

I obferve, that Macpherfon touches 
very gently upon James's perfidiou (nels 
in his political condu&, which was a 
fault inherent in the Stuarts, and to 
which both Charles I, and his fon 

James 
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James IT, chiefly owed their misfor- 
tunes, James’s infincerity appeared 
particuarly at the very crifis of the 
Revolution. While the Prince of O- 
yange was preparing to fail for Eng- 
Jand, James hed retracted fome of his 
deipotic proceedings ; but hearing that 
the Dutch fleet had been put back, 
and that the deicent could not be made 
till the next year, he refumed his ar- 
bitrary meafures;. which gave every 
wife and honeft man in the kingdom 
very unfavourable impreffions of his 
fincerity. 

I know no book that will give a 
clearer inight into James's real cha- 
racter, than Abp. King’s account of 
his condu& in Ireland; which I there- 
fore recommend to al] who read Mr, 
Macpherfon,. Iam, &c, -

Strifures on the political Condu& of 
the lately deceafed JEREMIAH Dye 
son, Efg; and his Friend Do&or 
AKENSIDE. 

THE late Cofferer of his Majefty’s 

Houfhold, Jeremiah Dyfon, was 
celebrated for his perfe& knowledge of 

Parliamentary proceedings: he was fup- 

pofed to have had all the Journals of 

the Houfe of Commons by heart. His 
fuperior {kill that way was the caufe 
of his frequent interruptions of debate; 
and this ardour of information at jak 
got him the ridiculous name of Munga. 

Dyfon was educated at a Diffenter's 

academy, where he and his friend Dr, 

Akenlide imbibed the aoble principles 

which diflinguith the inhabitants of a 

fiee country from flaves. When the 

abilities of the late Cofferer had fo far 
diftingu thed him as ta make him 
worth a Minifter’s purchale, on a fud- 
den he changed fides, and, like ail 
converts, became a moft ardent zealot 
for the caufe he efpoufed. Akenfide, 
warmed with the noble fentiments 
wh:ch the Greek and Roman Claffics 
inipire, felt all the charms of virtuous 
liberty ; and when Mr. Pulteney, af- 
terwards Lord Bath, abandoned the 
caule of his country, Akenfide wrote 
his Epiftle to Curio, a poem, in which 
he reproached the renegado for his 
treachery, and reprefented to bim in 
liveiy colours the charms of freedom 
and virtue, and the infamy which at- 
tends psincipies fourded on defpotifm 
and flavery. However, we may fup- 
pofe that the learned Dodtor fubmitted 
to be infirv&ted by bis friend the Cof- 
ferer, for he died Phyfictan to ber Mags

OR theie Letters, though anony- 
mous, we are obliged, it feems, to 
Mrs, Miiler, of Bath-Ealton, (that 
+ villa of late fo famous for its Cafta- 
lian {pring,) who made the tour here 
deferibed with her hufband only, with- 
out any other companion, or even a 
woman fervant, contenting herfelf with 
fuch as the found in the towns where 
fhe refided. Her Itt Letter acquaints 
her corre{pondent, a near relation, with 
hes jourary through Pentarlier, Jougoe, 
and Sa:a, in France, and Morges*, a 
Swifs town, on the borders of the lake 
of Geneva, as broad there as the bay 
of Southampton. In the I}d we are 
condufted, through a beautiful and 
cu'tivated part of S-witze land, into 
Littie France, or Pais de Gex, fepa- 
rated from the Cantons only by a ri- 
wulet; but as different is the other 
fide of the ftream in the looks and 
manners of its inhabitants, as neatnefs 
is from dirt, induftry from lazinefs, 
rational religion from fuperfttion, or 
liberty from deipotifm. Our travellers 
here vilited the town and port of Verfoix, 
a port im terrorem, as our author ftyles 
it, planned by the Duke de Choifeul, 
but totally abandoned upon his dif- 
grace. Driving through Geneva, with- 
out ftopping, they chote rather to lodge 
‘at aninn half a mile diftant. A cold 
untuckily prevented Mrs. Miller from 
accompanying ber hufbind to Ferney, 
the feat of M. de Voltaire, which we 
cannot but regret; and, as Voltaire 
was in a good humour, and D’Alem- 


bert and the Marqo:s D’Argens were 
with him, itis rather taotalifing only: 


to tell us that ** the converfanion (as 
r+lated) pleafed her fo much, that M— 
had promifed to commit it to paper 5” 
but only adds, that ‘* Ferney is a 
charming p'ace, that Voliaire lives mag- 
nificently, that his niece is well-bied 
aod agreeable, and that the gardens 
are wel! kept and neat."" Waving any 
defciiption of Geneva, fave that ‘* it ts 
very dirty, ill- built, and crowded with 
carts and drays,”’ the I[Id Letter is 
dated from Friangean, a {mall village, 
aod the [Vth afd Veh from Chamber- 
ry, the capital of Savoy. ‘Thefe defcribe 





© P, 12, it is called Norges, 
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the baths and medicinal qualities of the 
waters of Aix, known no doubt to the 
Romans, and the rife and progrefs of 
Jaques Mar, the fon of a Saveyard cob. 
ler, who, from being a sarmiton in the 
Quien of Spain's kirchen, planned and + 
built a fine chateau, to which he is 
retired with an income of near 2000). 
fteriing, one fourth of which was left 
him by his brother, a merchant in 
London, while ** his coufin-german 
itiil continues the family-ftall.”” In 
Letter VI. we proceed to the town and 
citadel of Montmelian, the village of 
Aiguebelle, and the remains of that of 
Randan, which was entiely covered 
up by a fudden fall of the foil and 
rocks, June 12, 1750, Owing to a tor- 
rent of melted inow, about 16 feet 
only of the church-fteeple itil appear- 
ing above the furface. By one conti- 
nued afcent and defcent, and over (e- 
veral dangerous bridges, compo‘ed of 
nothing but fir-tre-s thrown acrofs, 
ove of which failed three weeks be- 
fore, as the Lyons diligence was paf- 
fing it, Letter VII. conveys us to La 
Chambre, St. Jean de Maurienne, and 
St. Michael, a deferted chateau. By 
Modane and Lanebourg, in Letter 
VIEL. we arrive at Mount Cenis, but, 
as with that famous paflage moft of 
our readers are by other accounts well 
acquainted, we hall rather inform 
them of fome pa.ticulais, much lefs 
known, though as well worth know- 
ing, relating to the Lanebourgians. 
‘* Their village [at the foot of the 
mountain] contitts of about 220 honfes. 
All the tax they are fubjeé&t to is the 
Taille, which amoucts nearly to the 
feventh part of the produce of their 
Jand. They are at no other public ex- 
pence, except the keeping their road 
and bridges paffable. They alio make 
provition for their Curé, and repair 
their church. Few of them poftlefs 
Jefs than twelve, and none more than 
foriy pounds per annum. ‘They have 
but two priefts in the village, and no 
convent. They ave remarkabiy heal- 
thy and long-lived: no phyfician beng 
permitted to live at Lancbourg, they 
truft to Nature and fobriety. The fim- 
pi.city of their manners, and the puri- 
ty of their lives, is fuch, that it very 
rarely happens an illegitimate child ts 
preduced amongft them; bur when 
fuch an accident does happen, imme- 
diste marriage, or perpetual exile, mutt 
enfuc. By the vigilance of the Curé 
and the Syndics no culprit has ever ef- 
caped one or other of the above erdi- 
Nances ; 
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Dances; and they generally prefer the 
former, Hese, then, fubiifts a com- 
munity morte free from fuperftition 
than the tenets of the religion they 
profefs admits* of. Content with the 
provuce of their own labours, they 
are always chearful, always happy; 
ther: wants are bounded tothe mere 
neceffuy ; their wifhes never reach be- 
yond their means. ‘Thus do they de- 
fy the vice of avarice, and chafe for 
ever fron their piilow the cares atten- 
dant on ambinon. Upon enquiring 
into the fiequent emigrations of Sa- 
voyards, it appeared, the Lanebour- 
gions never fent out of their commu- 
nity more than three or four in the 
fpsce of 18 months. There are now 
tweive at Lyons, ahomt, they affert, 
are rich and confiderable, although 
they quitted Lanebourg in the capacity 
of thue-cleaners and chimney fweep- 
ers. They boatt alfo of having given 
four chairmen to the King of France. 
Louis the Beloved cectainly could not 
have cholen better."’ . 
Such are the inhabitants and por- 
ters of Lanebourg, happier and more 
enviable in their innocence and fimmpli- 
city than any of the princes, ambaffa- 
dors, &c. whom they carry. For 50 
Piedmontele fols each, four of thim 
conveyed our authoreis, and fix her huf- 
band. One of thefe chairmen, named 
Martin, lived feven years with an Irith 
archhifhop, had travelled with feve- 
ral Enghth mafters, and with his 
favings has purchaled an eitate of 361. 
a year. The following fketch of Bon 
Pere Nicolas, who lives clole to the 
Ho!pital, on the plain of Mount Cenia, 
is no lefs pleafing: ** Having reached 
the prieft’s houle, we flopped, and 
afked admittance, He, gocd old man, 
received us with the utmolt hofpicality ; 
he has quite the appearance and coun- 
tenance one fuppofes the patriarchs 
bore. He gave us excellence cheefe of 
the mountain{, with good wine and 
bread. His houfe was clean; and he 
fhewed us ope room, which he boafted 
of, as having been occupied three fun. 
mer-months by a noble gurft, Lord 
A—g—n§, who had retired here |] 
from Florence during the heats of

His apartment 
wis fitted up in the moft humble man- 
ner; nis pious holt, by way of enli- 
vening it, had graced the walls with | 
prints reprefenting the fathers of the 
defert. The poor old man mentioned 
him with pirental tendernefs, spoke 
highly in his praife, and regretted his 
departure with the utmoft tenlibility.” 
This noble Eari need not defire a bet- 
ter eulogium. 

Pere Nicolas is chaplain to the ad- 
joining hojpital, fitted up for the re- 
ception of pilgrims travelling over the 
mountain. We are farther told, that 


chis fanétity of life, his charitable and 


moral difpofition, at length attrad- 
ed the notice of his Sovererngn, who 
fent for him to Court, but where be 
afked nothing for himfelf, but pro- 
cured fome immunities only for his 
parifhioners, or relief for his 

neighbours: and, in fhort, by lending 
them money in fmall iums witbout in- 
tereft, and devoting himfelf and bis 
fervices to the public good, he is fo 
dear to the Lanebourgians, ‘* that they 
cannot fpeak of him w.thour tears in 
their eyes; fo much do they fear being 
foon deprived of him, as he is now 
very much advanced in years.” This 
Savoyard curate, on the whole, may 
match, we think, with Roufleau’s, in 
works we mean—not to impeach the 
faith and orthodoxy of this Bow Pere, 
By La Novalele, Sufs, and Rivoli, 
where the [late] King’s father ended 
his days in snprifonment, we are then 
convcy+d to Turin, the fubjeét of the 
three following Letters, which we can- 
not pretend to epitomile ; fuffice it only 
to fay, in general, that connoiffeurs 
and lovers of painting will be much 
gratified by the very exact and {cienti- 
fic account of the pictures® in thefe 
and other letters, as im truth they give 
us a more adequate idea of their fub- 
jeéts, beauties, and defe&s, than any 
we have feen. That ‘* the feelings of 
the mind (in the Pro ‘igal Son of Guer- 
cino) can be fhewn in the mofcles of 
his back, legs, and the foles of his 
feet, more ftrongly than they could 
have been in his face,” we have not 
indeed connoiffeurfhip enough to al- 
low; and fuch is our prepotleffion in 
favour of the beauty both of Petrarch 
and Laura, that we carnot fuppofe their

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After making excurfons to Lord 
Powerfcourt’s, in the county of Wick- 
low, (the Dargles, the Cromlech), near 
Bryanttown, Stillorgan- Park, Leixlip, 
the Duke of Leinfter’s, Mr Conolly's, 
Lerd Charlemont’s, &c. Mr, T. tra- 
veiled northward through Drogheda, 
Armagh, and Antrim, to the Giante. 
Caufeway, at the northern extremity 
of Ireland; then proceeded S. W. by 
Londonderry, Raphoe, and Donegall, 
to Ballyfhannon, the principal falmon- 
leap in this kingdom, the ffh there 
leaping near fourteen feet perpendicy- 
lar, of which the elegant view here 
given is drawn and engraved by M.A. 
Rooker, from our author's fketch. At 
Sir James Caldweii’s, near the beav- 
tiful Jake of Lough Erne, he was 
entertained a week, and went in Sir 
James's fix oared barge to Innitkil- 
len, from thence to Gcimaid: Ath- 
lone, Limerick, Caftle Ifland, Ard- 
feit, Killarney and its famous lake 
(the mere feeing of which in two days 
coft him eight guineas), and Corke, 
where we cannot help mentioning 
(prob pudor!) that he faw a houle- 

ainter actually at work in painting 
er Chatham's ftatue in oil-colours, 
a white marble ftatue, for which the

From Corke, by the watering-place 
of Mallow (the Init Bath), Cathell, 
Kilkenny, Waterford, and Wexford, 
he returned to Dublin, after three 
months abfence, in which he had gone 
about goo Irifh or 1100 Englith miles.

On the whole, the Trith, we ap- 
pretend, wiil think themfelves no more 
obliged to this traveller f than the 
Scotch were to Dr. Johnfon, fo that 
we fcarce advife him to repeat his vifit. 
Among other om:ffions, we are utterly 
at a lof’ to account for Mr. Twils’s 
{pending a night at Armagh, and men- 
tioning its old * market-crols and fin- 
gle church,” without taking the leaft 
notice of the noble archi-epifcopal pa- 
hace, the fecond houfe in the kingdom, 
Jately built by the prefent Primate, at 
-a vat expence, for which he has only 
charged his fucceffors with 10,0001, 
and alfo a (chool, already the belt in 
the kingdom, and a county-hofpital, 
Both burlt by the me munificent pre- 
Tate.

43. Travels in Greece: or an Ac- 
count of a Tour made at the Expence 
of the Society of Dilettanti. ByRichard 
Chandler, D. D. Fellow of Magda-

AT the conclufion of our account 
of Dr. Chandler's Travels in Afia Mi- 
mor, (See Vol, XLV. p. 583.) we left 
him and his affociates preparing to em-

The bark which they en- 
gaged for that voyage, belonged to 
Hydre, a fmail ifland, or rather rock, 
near Scylleum, a promontory of the 
Peloponnefus, oppofite to Sinium in 
Attica, Sailing between L- fbos and 
Chios, and, as Neftor did in his return 
from Troy, towards Plyra, they were 
driven by a ftorm, fit into a port of 
Eubora, and afterwards into a creek of 
Attica. Thence they, fteered to Su- 
nium, by the ifland Helene, furveying 
the ruins of the famed temple, on the 
promontory, of Minerva Sunias; thove 
ona mountain in Agina, cf the tem- 
ple of Jupiter Panbelilenius, ereQ&ed, 
as the Eginctans affirmed, by /Eacus, 
the reputed fon of Jupisér ; and 4 bar 
row on the fhore, dafigned probably for 
Phocus, fon of JEucus, killed at quyitg 
by his half-brother Telamon. I'he 
city, once arival of Athens, was now 
naked, except a few wild &g trees and 
fome ftone fences. The preient tawn, 
it may be conje&ured, was Oca; Pi+ 
rus, the capital port of Arhens, is 
twenty miles diftant. It had two orher 
havens, Munychia and Phalerum. Pi- 
reus was five miles fiom the city, and 
was joined to it by /ong wails. The 
plague had not reached Athens: our 
travellers were welcomed at the port 
by an archon, or principal Greek, to 
whom they had fent, and a Capuchin 
fryar, then refiding in the French con- 
vent; and crofling the dry bed of the 
Iliffus, by the door ways of ancient 
fepuichres, &c. they arrived at that 
convent, where they were vifited hy 
the French conlul, by the archons, and 
by Lombardi, an Italian renegado,wha 
ferved as their interpreter, and attend. 
ed them to the chief Turk, Achmet 
Aga, to the governor, the mufti, the 
archbifhop, &c, Waving the ancient 
and modern biflory of Athens, here 
very accurately given, from its firlt 
foundation by Cecrops, 355 years be- 
fore the taking of Troy, to its delola- 
tion by Sylla, and its final ceitruétion 
by Alaric, Bajazet, &c. and alo its 
ancient and prefent ftate, as much too 
Jarge for our purpofe, we {hall only 
obferve, that Mr, Pars, befides views 
and other feulptures, defigned 196 feet 
of bafs relief on the freeze of the a- 
cropolis (or citadel), ftanding on the 
architrave of the colonnade ; that our 
travellers purchafed privately fome an- 
cient marbies with aniciiptions, difca- 
vered in private houles j and that inthe 
"Tower ef ihe Winds, now a ‘Lecken or

It may, perhaps, be of ufe to man 
individuals to be informed of some. parti- 
culars which are unquellionably. true ; 
among others, that at a place calied the 
Nerrows, on Pifcataqua river, there are 
two forts lately built, each mounting 14 
guns, nine and twelve pounders; that 
there is a boom and chain fixed flant-

The people 
who have been reprefented without cou- 
rage, without difcipline, without experi- 
ence, without commanders, without en- 
gincers, and without the means of de« 
fence, have, upon trial, been found pof- 
felled of all thefe advantages. The coun- 
try that was to have been ranf.cked from 
one end to the other with soco veterans, 
is already hardly acceflible in any part to 
50,000 of the beft troops the world can 
produce, headed by Generals, who thould 
they fall, where are their equals to fupply 
their lofs? Where then is the hope of re- 
duétion by force? But the dignity of the 
nation!—Has not that fuffered already? 
and will it*fuffer lefs by entering into 
treaty before a battle than after a defeat ? 
May we not frankly fhake hands now we 
are in full vigour, with as much dignity 
as when both parties are reduced to the 
Jaft gafp? We hare tried the metal of the 
Americans, and have found it fterling ; 
Does that leffen the dignity of the Impe- 
rial Crown of Grew: rinse ? Is it not 
the glory of a Monarch to rule over fub- 
jeéts equally brave in every part of the 
globe? And is it not his true intereft to 
cherith that congenial fpirit by which he 
is firmly eftablifhed on his throne, and 
enabled to give law to his moft formida- 
ble foreign enemies? Bot of this encugh, 
perhaps too much. Let us turn our eyes 
to another part of the Weftern world, and 
at leaft commiferate, if we cannot relieve, 
their diftrefs. 

The Aflembly of Barbadoes have pa- 


thetically deferibed it in a fecond Addrefs 


to the King, in which they reprefent the 
dificulty with which their numerous poor 
white inhabitants fupport themfelves and 
families; and withal the hardfhips of 
many of the proprietors of plantations, 
more efpecially in thofe parts of the ifand 
that have always depended’ vpon the'grain 
of North-Ameriea for their fubfittence, 
to keep their flaves from perifhing for 
want of the accuftomed food ; and con- 
clude in the following words: ** Your 
Majefty’s unfortunate fubjects are ftill lefe 
to the uncertain icanty fupplies, that bave 
been for fome time palt imported into t 
ifland; and as the prices of thefe, ef{pr- 
cially in the effential ariicle of ioed ioe 
our ese {till keeps ring upon.ms, w 
are alfo Ictt with litde or ne hope of a: 
more plentiful refpurce, but on the con- 
trary haye every canfe. to feag a molt in- 
tolerable frarcity,.. Under, thefe flictipg 
circum{tances, them, too aystul an, thei 
nature. for. us te Ailleglile with, : r'® M5, 
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which we have had the happinefs to at- 
tain, fo thall it be onr higheft ambition 
to preferve ; we lookup, even upon the 
Sage of this moft cracious’ condefeen- 
ton, with a rerewed’ confidence to your 
Majefty, for fome fpeedy ani effeétual in- 
tefpofition in our favour; humbly be- 
fceching your Majefty, the father of your 
people, to avert thofe evils which hang 
over us; and which, tn their lealt formi- 
dable appearance, threaten us with the 
ruin of our private fortunes; but when 
refleéted upon through all their horrible, 
and not unnatural confcquences, denounce 
no lefs than the de(truction of our co- 
lony.”” 
Postscript. 

By the lateft advices (authenticated by 
the Gencral Congrefs), a flag from Lord 
Howe was met -by the Adjutant-General 
of the army at New-York, on the 14th 
of July; but as the letter which was pre- 
fented was diredted for George Wahhineg- 

“ton, Ffq; the Adjutant could not receive 
it. The Conerefs afterwards, on the rgth, 
sefolved, ‘That General Wafhington, in 
refuling to receive faid letter, adled with 
a dignity becoming his ftation; and di- 
rected, that no letter or meflage fhould he 
received from the encmy, by any of their 
Commanders, but fach as are addrefied 
to them in the characters they refpettively 
fultain *. 

The Congrefs refolved, likewife, That 
the circular letters to the late Governors, 
and the Declarations they inclofed from 
Lord Howe, fent by a flag to Amboy, and 
forwarded to the Congrefs by General 
Wathington, be publithed in the feveral 
Gazettes throughout the Provinces, that

There are tome 

indeed who would perfuade us, that it 

is not improbable that 4brabam learned 

this rite from the Egyptians, amorg 

whom he rmfided for iome time. But 

if circumcifion was then praétifed in 

Egypt, and Abraham had borrowed this 
cuftam from hence, how came he not 
to be circumcifed till twenty three years 
after his return from Egypt ? And how 

came his brother Lot, who was with 

him in that country, never to iniroduce 

circumcifion into his family? Both thefe 
circumftances we learn from the fcrip- 

ture ftory : and, if that be true, they 
are decifive again Abraham's having 
Jearned this rite from the Egyptians, 

Thus, what the {cripture teaches us 
concerning Abraham's having received 
it by divine inftitution, feems in every 
refpeét to be the moft probable ac- 

count. 

The two authors, which be bas read 
with fome diligence in this affair, and 
thertfore cannot fuffer their authority to 
be thrown off fo fightly, are Herodotus 
and Diedorus Sjculus: but who can 
now-a-days {peak flightingly of the firft 
of thefe, and not have fufficient ancient 
authority for what he fays? Porphyry,no 
friend to Ciriftianiy, (a) sesalee him 
as.a falfe hiftorian; nay, his other friend 
Diadorus (b) lays, that Herodotus and

the Egyptian affairs contrary to truth ; 
and hr is fo. candid and ingenuous as to 
confels (¢) that his own relations had 
no_bettes foundation than the traditions 
of the Zgyptian psietts ; and-how litle 
credit is to be given to their traditions, 
years from enother of them, which 
sien, that (d) they were the firlt. peo- 
pig, in, tbe world; a,tradition, which 
Dinderus himielé would oot believe, but.

What, Jofephus plead for the original, 
of the Feats circumcifion, as having. 
been from the Egyptians? when he ex. 
pre(sly afferts that (g) God commanded. 
Abrabam to be circumtifed, wiltin 
him to continue feparate from, and an- 
like to, all other nations; avd in whe 
next chapter affiims, that the cuflom o 
circumcifing their infants, which fill 
continued among them, was from tha’ 
example of Ifaac. Does he not begin 
his difpute with Appion, by expreffing 
his furprife at thofe, who think the 
Greeks ought to be fo much confulted 
and credited as to the hiftories of form-’ 
er times? Does he not go on and fhow, 
(as Porphyry has done in the place a-' 
bovementioned )that not one of theGreck 
hiftorians had efcaped being deteéted in 
their falfifications? In bow many places 
does Hellanicus contradi® Acuhlaus? 
In bow many dees Acufilaus corre@ 
Hefiod? Ephorus fhows Hellanicus ia 
moft things to be alyar: Timeus does 
the fame by Ephorus: they who came 
after Timzus, do the fame by him, but 
as for Herodotus, every body condemns 
him as guilty; this was Fofephus's A ae 
nion of him; and alj that he intended’ 
by citing thit paflage from him, was_ 
no more than argumentum ad hominem, 
to convince Appion, who perhaps had a 
py opinion of Herodotus, sho" he bim-" 
elf had none, that his calumny was 
groundlefs, and fuch as upon his own 
principles he ought not to haye urged. .

meafure obliged to his other hiftorian 
Diodorus, in fupporting the authority of 
Mofes, who, if fufia Martyr is to be 
credited, in his reckoning up the num- 
ber of the Egyptian. law- givers, fays, 
that Mofes (i) is the moft ancient, and 
therefore the firf. But the weight of 
this queftion does not reft upon the fole 
authority of Mofes; we have many o- 
ther fufficient to turn the (cale, againit 
whom no objeétion can be railed, un- 
lefs it can be called an objection that 
they were Qbriltians ; and. to obviate 
all offence, I will only name one or 
two, towhom he has appealed on other 
occations.

had received a letter from the Hon. 

George Walker, Efq; the agent of the 

ifland in Great Britain, of which the 

following is a copy: 
** Sir, 

«© T have received the letter you did 
me the honour to write, inclofing a 
petition from the Hon. Hovfe of 
Affembly to the King, and importing 
their commands to lay it before his 
Maijefty. 

**On the morning after it came to 
hand, I delivered the petition to Lord 
George Sackville Germaine, the Se- 
cretary of State for America. It is the 
official mode; and his Lordfh'p pro- 
mifed to lay it before he King. 

‘After waitinga reafonable time, I 
again attended his Lordfhip ; he faid, 
he had laid the petition before the 
King, who had been pleafed to fay, 
“« He would be glad to do any thihg 
in his power for the advantage of his 
good fubjecéts of Barbadoes."" The 
Secretary of Sate added, that this kind 
of an{wer was all that was ever expe&- 
ed to be given by the Crown ; and 
went on, that the Governor had writ- 
ten, ** The meafure was a mea(ure of 
the Affembly's, and the diftrefs was 
mot fo great as it appeared to the 
Affembly.” 

*¢ it was in vain to urge the con- 
trary; his Lordthip was in no di/pofi- 
tion to liften, ard left me as {von as 
good manners would allow. 

© The Honourable Houle and your- 
felf have been informed by my letiers to 
. the Committee of Corie:pondence, of 
the propofitions made by the Weft- 
India body to this noble Lord, and to 
Lord North, Thrfe propofitions went 
minutely to the general objet of the 
Affembly’s petiion, and the anfwer of 
thofe minifters then made mr, as one 
of the committee, is the anfwer that 
would now have been repeated to me 
as your agent, if the Governor had not 
_ farnihhed them with another, or if they 
had been formally driven to a farther 
explanation. There is a iettied plan 
of operation, to which they feem deter- 
mined to adhere, let Barbadoes, let all 
the Weft-Indws fuffer as they may.

This letter being read, Mr. Solici« 
tor General obferved upon it, that the.

fituation of the people, exhibited in the, 
petition. He appeaiid to the Houfe, 
Whether, at the tume Capt. Payne, 
was aking fupplies, he, by the defire, 
of the Governo:, did not vifit the mers 
chants to enquire what Rores were on 
hand ; and whether the ieport made 
by him did not agree with the mannes 
of ftating the diftrefs ? Nay, fo jenfi- 
ble, faid he, was the Gevernor himfel€ 
of our hard and melancholy cafe, uns 
der the refpcGtive heaus or caules of 
fcarcity, that he, ata late fitting, tranf- 
mitted to us copies of lecters that had 
paffed between the Admiral and him~ 
jelf; on his part requefting the Admi- 
ral to grant paffes to veflels that would 
bring us provifions from the colonies 
of forcign powers; and containing o. 
ther overtures that neceffity only could | 
give birth to. Little, he added, at 
the time I moved for the thanks of this 
Houle to be given him, did J] think [ 
moved to thank one who had ploited 
the Jofs of our credit, and to fix upon 
us at home the charge, the odious 
charge of impcoltors ; for impoltors allt 
are who feign what they do not feel, 
who fpeak of gsievances wheg there 
are none. 

He concluded with moving, that the 
Houle go into a committee on the Jub.

The Governor took occafion to cen. 
fure the late ifluing of prefs-warrants, 
and declared that he was nog only con- 
vinced a better mode of manning the 
navy might be found out, but that he 
was well informed the late prefs was 
carried on with a degree of irregulanty 
and cruelty unprecedented.

Mr. M-ckw-rth {poke highly of 
fome of the oppofition, and yet conti- 
nually lauded Admipiftration, decla- 
ring, that, as an Antient Briton, he 
felt for the honour of England, and 
therefore withed her fuccefs, not but he 
would be glad that a proper treaty for 
reconciliation was on foot, and, he 
owned, he cared not whether it was 
with rebels in arms, or without them, 
He gave his affent to the addrefs as firtt 
propofed. . 

Mr. T.--s T-wn»f--nd, with his 
ufual warmth, entered on the fubjeé 
of the addrefs, pronouncing it, as his 
friend Governor J-hoft-n had declared 
it, a farrago of deceit and hypocrily. 
He faid, we were on the point of a war 
with France, and were altogether in a 
defencelefs flare. That Our army in 
England, and our army in Ireland, 
were contemptibly weak in point of

After having {poke with great fer- 
vour and plainne({s to every part of the 
debate in which he recoliefted that the 
Minifter had been called upon, his 
Lordthip begged pardon of the Houfe 
for having taken up fo much of their 
time about himfelt; he faid, he rejeé&t- 
ed the amendment, as it tended to de- 
fire his Majefty to fet on foot an end- 
Jefs and ill-timed enquiry, to procraf- 
timate events which in all probability 
would foon be produced, and to render 
fruitiefs every operation which had ta- 
ken place. He concluded with de- 
claring, that it had éver been his with, 
and that of every other fervant of the 
King, to bring matters to as early a 
conciufion, and with as little blood- 
fhed, as poffible; to ufe the prefent 
fuccefles, and the vidtory, if it was 
gained, with prudence and modera- 
tion, and rather as a means of cement- 
ing a lalting union and amity, than as 
objects of triumph or infruments for 
forging the chains of flavery, and ex- 
cufes for tyranny and oppreffion. 

Col, B rré iaid, the Hon. gentleman 
{Mr. Towniend] was wrong in {tating 
that the noble Lord did not pay fufii- 
cient attention to the Houle; that the 
nobie Lord ce:tainly did very regu- 
Jarly attend, and was in general ready 
to ani{wer the queltions put to him ; 
that he anfwered them fatisfaftorily, he 
would not fay, but he generally an- 
{wered them.: there was one queftion, 
however, which he wifhed him to an- 
fwer, and that was, ** What powers 
were General and Lord Howe invefted 
with, as his Mujetly's Commiffioners, 
to treat with America?” 

Lord N.rth immediately faid, that 
their commiflion had lately beeo pub- 
lifhed, and that nothing relative to the 
bufinefs had been concealed. 

Col. B-rré again rofe, and, pulling 
a paper out of his pocket, declared, 
he had in his hand an account of what 
pafied at the conference between Lieut. 
Col, Paterfon' and Gen, Wathington, 
when Col, Paterfon was dilpatched with 
Genvand Lord Howe's letter; that the 
account was printed in America, but

Having exhaufted his news-paper in- 
telligence, he complained loucly why 
fome account of this matter had not 
been given the public through the chan- 
nel of the London Gazette, He faid 
it was that fcandalous concealment of 
intelligence from the public which ex- 
cited his warmth. Tvhat from the ac- 
count he had juft read, it was plam 
the Minifters had been bold enough to 
break through an aé& of parliament, 
for in that very Houfe an a& had paf- 
fed but laft {effions, limiting the pow- 
ers of the Commiffioners fent to Ame- 
rica, and rendering their commiffion 
altogether ineffe€tual. That he fhould 
have applauded them for their fpirit in 
daring to violate the law, had the vio- 
lation produced a falutary effe&t. That 
he had laft year told them what would 
be the confequence of their fendir. 
fuch Commiffioners under fuch an a 
of parliament. That he had adviled 


them to fend a trumpet from camp to 


camp previous to any action; that the 
Houfe, he was proud to fay, had ap- 
proved of that advice; and that he was 
fure it would have been more effectual 
than a ridiculous attempt at a treaty 
overlaid by abfurd forms and idle 
punétilio, 

He then adverted to the appearance 
of a war M Europe, and told the 
Houfe, in a moft peremptory tone, 
that a war of the moft ferious kind 
threatened this country ; a war from 
the united powers of France and Spain.

Col. B-rré declared he ever would 
watch the Minifter; that it was extra- 
ordinaty indeed if the noble Lord high 
in office, and the -oftenfible Minitter, 
ex pected his words would not be watch- 
ed ; he protefted he would continue to 
watch him, and report his words on 
every fit oceafiun ; but he promifed to 
do it always, like a gentleman and a 
man of honour, with truth and accu- 
racy; that the day was not yet come 
when an enquiry would be made into 
the caufe of the American war; that, 
he was forry to tell the noble Lord, if 
matters did not then appear fatisfactory, 
his head would he la'd on the block. 
That the fieuation of affairs were tre- 
. mendous; he tpoke it with fear and 
trembling ; but this country feemed to 
be near the crifis of her fate; he ad- 
vifed the Treafury-Bench therefore to 
look about them; aod as there was one 
queftion which demanded an immediate 
anfwer, he would then pout it: 

** Had the King’s Miniflers informa- 
tion of a particular /pecies of arma- 
ment preparing by the French in thofe 
ports of France which were immediate- 
ly oppofite, and nearefi to this kingdom ? 

The queftion, he truftcd, was clear 
and comprehenfive. He put it roundly, 
and it vequired immediate explanation. 
If it was not antwered, the filence of 
the Miniftry would operate in his mind 
as fully as any anfwer they coud give ; 
if they Wad not the neceffary mforma- 
tion, they were not fit for their pofts, 
and ought to hold them no longer,

So jit- 
tle occafion or jultice is there in making 
this a crime peculiar to the Jews ! and 
much lefs truth is there in faying, that 
by their difperfion they only became the 
more defpifed for being known ; the po- 
lite world granted them greater marks 
of favour and honour than they did to 
mott nations. Strabo, according to 7c- 


Septes, (s) affures us, that a great part 
o 


the city Alexandria was alloned 
them, that they were allowed their own 
Mag:ftrates, as in the mof abfolute 
commonwealih, In Egypt, Oxias (t) was 
received by Ptolemy in the moft friendly 
manner, permitted to build a temple in 
imitation of that of Ferufalem, and to 
worfhip God after the manner of his 
fathers. At (m) Antioch the freedom of 
the city was granted to them all; the 
Apotties in their travels, found them 
quietly feitled in all the noted cities of 
Greece, at Athens, at Corinth, at Thef- 
falonica, in Pontus, Galatia, Cappade- 
cia, Afia, and Bithynia; and even at 
Rome itfeilf they received fuch fingular 
honours, that Jofephus had entered in- 
to a large account of them,on purpoft,

—This reafoning can be no otherwile 
‘refuted, than by thewing, as I bave 
done, that this hitlory and the circum- 
ftances vefate to Deucalion, and not to 
Noah; and this no one could have 
fhewn acy other way, than by pointing 
out how the exotic tale of Deucation 
came to be tran{planted from Theflaly 
into the heart of Afia, at the very 
fources of the capital rivers, by the 
colenies of Magneta fettled there: 
without fuch a dedu@&ion of fa&s, 
thefe coins might have ftill been con- 
fislered as native, domefticmemicrials of 
a\fiatic Rates concerning jome deluge, 
and coviequently of Noah's deluge, 
the only, one attributed to Afia ; where 
(as Mr. B. fays) were the mountains 
ox which Neab’s Ark refled, in the 
very neighbourhood where the coins 
were ftiuck.

black eagle ; jult as plainly as other 
antiquaries have proved Adam to have 
been either red-haired, or to have had 
a red nofe, becaufe that oriental word 
implies red; others, indeed, have with 
more acutenefs fuppofed that he was 
formed out of red earth.

When they had finifhed their invoca- 
tion of Themis, they defcended from 
the mountain, covered their heads, 
tied up their garments, and threw the 
ftones over their heads as direéted ;

and domeftic life; juft as they were 
wont to do, when they went abont 
earthly bulinefs. We accordingly find 
the woman's head to be covered sn the

Mr, B. will flill urge, that the tale 
of Deucalion is nothing more than the 
hiftory of Noah, I grant it to Be pro- 
bable; but (till thefe medals cannot be 
urged in proof of it, becaufe they 
contain nothing new, nothing more 
than Ovid and Appollodorus hed re« 
Jated before; and were not memorials 
of the Patriarch ie peg in Afia, but 
imported into it fiom Europe; and 
therefore merely proofs of the truth of 
what Ovid has related concerning the

A probable Account of the Quarrel be- 
tween Span and Portegal. 

N the courfe of latt year General Ver- 

tis, Governor of Buenos Ayres, re- 
peatedly wrote to the court of Madrid,’ 
that the Portuguele daily encroached 
upon the rights of the Spaniards, and 
laid violent hands on thofe who dared 
to oppofe them; but as often as the’ 
Spanith Minifter complained about it 
to the court of Lifbon, he received for 
anfwer, *' ‘That it muft be fome party 
quarrel among the ne:ghbouring inha- 
bitants, and entirely without the leaft 
knowledge of the court.” The mini- 
fter was implicitly fatisfied with that 
anfwer, and wrote to’the General! that 
the two courts were in the belt harmo- 
ny and friendhhip, and whatever hap- 
pened between the Spanifh and Portu- 
guefe fubjefls in that quarter of the 
world fhou!d be adjofed there, as it 
did not deferve the particular notice of 
thefe courts. 

In the month of November Jaft, the 
General fent a very alarining letter to 
the Minifter, infifting that’ the Portu- 
guefe, whole forces increafed daily, 
muft have fome hoftile views ; upon 
which the Minifter complained again 
to the court of Lifbon, and as the an- 
{wer did not follow immediately, a

His 
houfe was alfo befet by a great mob, 
threatcning immediate deflruction if he 
did not furrender himfelf. To eiude 
their fearch, he was obliged to conceal 
himfelf in a neighbouring hovfe, in 
the chimney of which he continued ma- 
ny hours in deipair of furviving unul 
the morning.

Four days after this robbery, he re- 
ceived a letter by poft from the army 
at Cainbridge, of which the following 
is a copy:

porting over land, and afterwards drag- 

ing up the two Rapids of St Terefe and 
Re. johin's, thirty long-boats, the flat bot. 
tomed boats, a gondola weighing about 
thirty tons, and above four hundred bat. 
toes, almoft exceed belief. His Excel. 
lency the Commander in Chief of the ar- 
my, and all the other Generals, ate’ of 
the opinjon that the failors of his Majef- 
te fhips and tranfports have (far beyond 
the ufual limits of their duty) exerted 
themfelves to the utmolt, on this great 
and toilfome occafion; nor has a man of 
that profefion uttered a fingle word ex. 
preflive of difcontent, amidft all the hard- 
fhips they have undergone; fo truly pa- 
triotic are the motives by which they are 
aftuated.—T9 crown the whole, sbeve 
two hundred prime feamen of the tranf- 
ports, impelled by a due fenfe of their 
country’s wrongs, did moft percronfly ea- 
gage themfelves to ferve in our armed 
veliels during the expedition, and em- 
barked accordingly, Such haviog then 
been 
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been our unremitting toils, I am happy 
beyond expreffion in hereby acqnainting 
my Lords Gommiffioners of the Admiral- 
w, that the deltru€tion of almoft the 
whole of the ‘rebel fleet, in two feveral 
battles on the rrth-and 13th inftant, is 
our reward: 1 have received a letter from 
Capt. Pringle, of the Lord Howe armed 
fhip, who commands the officers and fea- 
men of the J.ake, and who beftows the 
higheft encomiums on their behaviour in 
both engagements. The rebels did by no 
means believe it poffible for us to get up- 
on Lake Champlain this year; were much 
furprized at the firft Gght of the van of 
our force; but ran-into immediate and ut- 
ter confufion the moment a three-mafted 
fhip made her appearance, being a pheno: 
menon they never fo much as dreamt of, 
"Thus have his Majefty’s faithful fubjedts 
here (contrary to a crude but prevailing 
idea), by ftraining every nerve in their 
country’s caufe, out-done them in work- 
ing as much as in fighting. The thip In- 
fiexible, with the Maria and Carleton fchoo- 
ners, all re-confruétions, did the whole of 
the fecond day's bufinefs, the flat-bottom- 
ed radeau called the Thunderer, and the 
gondola called the Loyal Convert, with 
the gun-boats, not having been able to 
keep up with them. The faid gondola 
was taken from the rebels the day the 
fiege of Quebec was raifed,—The lofs we 
have fuftained, confidering the great fu- 
periority of the infurgents, is very {mall, 
confifting of between 30 and 40 men kil- 
led and wounded, feamen, foldiers, artil- 
lery-men, and all; cight whereof were 
killed out-right, and fix wounded, on 
board the Carleton. As to farther parti- 
culars, I muft refer you to Lieut. Dacres, 
who, in juftice due to his merit, for the 
part he bore in deftroying the rebel ficer, 
T am happy in fending upon this occafion 
to their Lord‘hips, in the Stag tranfport, 
as alfo in thereby complying with the Ge- 
neral’s defire, who, for the fame reafon, 
is pleafed to honour him with the convey- 
ance of his difpatches.”

HISTORICAL CHRONICLE. 
Sept. 5, 
BOUT two o'clock in the morning, 
‘the moft dreadful fire that ever 
happened at St. Kitt’s, began in oncof 
the back rooms of John Gardiner, Ef; 
in what is called the Pafture, in the town 
of Bafleterre, which, for want of timely 
aflifttance at firft, {pread with unconquer- 
able fury, conflagration fucceeding con- 
Alagration, till the moft valuable part of 
the town was reduced to afhes—fo re- 
duced, that not a ftick of timber remains 
unconfumed. This fire was fucceeded 
the next day by a hvrricane, attended 
with a deluge of rair, which did néarly 
as much damage to the iflarid as the fire 
did to the town. The damage to the 
fhipping is likewife immenfe. Seven thips 
put out to fea; three fotindered; two 
more drove on fhoré; and only one rode 
out the gale, 
Oftober 2. 

An Imperial Eaft-India hip, the firt 
that was ever commiffioned to trade on 
thofe feas, failed from Leghorn fog the 
coaft of Coromandel.

The piece ot !and where they were 
found is called the Fiier- Moor, fituated 
in a valley, diffant a litle more than 
two meafurid miles to the fouthwaid 
of the town of Leck. There are no 
veftiges of any religious buildings 
nearer the piace than the Abbey de ta 
Cres, which lies dbour a meafured 
mile to the northward of Leek.—Dut 
there are two very anrient family icats, 
one cailed Afhenbuilt, about a mile 
eaftward ; and another called Fynncy, 
fituated on the top of the hill fourhward 
from the Frier-moor, from which 
place, as being neareft, it is probshie 
thefe coins were brought and fecieied 
on fome memorable occafion.

“* THAT, though he could not at 
prefent treat with the Congre(s as fuch, 
yet he was very defirous of having a 
conference with fome of the Members, 
whom he would confider, for the pre- 
fent, only as private Gentlemen, and 
meet them himfelf as fuch, at fuch 
place as they fhouid appoint. 


** That he, in conjunétion with Ge- j 


neral Howe, had full powers to coms 
promife the difpute between Great Brix 
tain and America, upon terms advan« 
tageous to both, the obtaining of which 
delayed bim near two months in Eng- 
land, and prevented his arrival at this 
place before the declaration of indepen- 
dency took place, 

“« That he withed a compaé& might 
be fetiled at this time, when no de- 
cifive blow was ftruck, and neither 
party could fay that they were come 
pelled to enter into fuch agreement. 

*¢ That in cate the Congrefs were 
difpofed to treat, many things, which 
they had not as yet afked, might, and 
ought to be granted them; and that if, 
upon the conference, they found any 
probable grourtd of an accommodation, 
the authority of the Congrefs mutt be 
afterwards acknowledged, otherwife the 
compact could not be complete.” 

Extra&t from the Minutes, 
CHARLES THOMPSON, Sec, 
VI. . 

In confequence of the above letters, 
on the sth of September, the Congrefs 
refolved, ** That General Sulfivan be 
requefted to inform Lord How, that 
being Reprefentatives. of the fiee and’ 
independent flates of America, they 
cou'd not, with propricty,'fend any of. 
its Members to confer with his, Lord- 
thip in their private charaéters 3 but: 
that, ever defirous of eftab ‘thing peace, 
they wou'd fend a Committee of their 
body, to know whether he had any 
authority to treat with perfons autho. 
rifed for that purpofe. 9°." 

On the 6th of September, thrée of 
their body, Mefirs. Franklig, Adams, 
and Rutlege, were appointed, who on 
their return reported that they fad: met.

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Lord Howe on Staten Ifland ; that his 
Li rdfivp opened the couverfation by 
acquaiting them, ‘f that, though he 
could wot treat with them as a Com. 
mittee of the Congrels, yet as his pow- 
ers enabled him to confer and contult 
with any private Gentlemen of influ- 
ence in the Colonies, he was glad of 
this opportunity of conferring with 
them. His Lordfhip then entered into 
a difcourfe of confiderable length, 
which contained no explicit propofi‘ion 
of peace except one, viz. That the Co- 
Jonies fhould return to their allegiance 
and obedience to the government of 
Great-Britain. The reft confifted prin- 
cipally of affurances, that there was an 
exceeding good dilpofition in the King 
and his Minifters to make that Go- 
vernment cafy, with intimation, that, 
in cafe of -ubmiffion, they would caufe 
the offenive A&ts of Parliament‘to be 
revifed, and the inliruétions to Govern- 
ment to be reconfidered, that fo if any 
jut cauies of complaint were found in 
the ats, or any errors in Government 
were perceived to have crept into the 
inftrutions, they might be amended or 
withdrawn.” 

Upon the whole, it did not appear 
to the Committee, that his Lordfhip's 
commiflion contained any other autio- 
rity of importance than what is expreff- 
ed in the Aé&t of Parliament, viz. 
* That of gran.ing pardons, with fuch 
exceptions as the Commiffioners thall 

- think proper to make, and of decla:ing 
Ameiica, or any part of it, to be in the 
King’s peace, upon fubmiffion.” 


The following is an exa€l flate of what 
paf:d at the interview betiveen bes 
Excetiency General Wathington and 
Colonel Paterton, Adjutant general of 
ihe army under General Howe, July 
20,1776. (Reerred to in p. 491.) 

AFTER ulual complimens, in 

which, as well as thro” the whole 
converfar‘on, Col. Paterfon addrefled 

Gen. Wafhingron by the title of Ex- 

cellercy, Co’. Paterfon entered upon 

the bufinefs by faying, that Gen, Howe 
much regretted the difficulties which 
had arifen retpe&ting the addrefs of the 

Jetters to Gen. Wathingtos; that it 

was deemed content with propriety, 

and founded upon precedents cf the 
like nature by Ambaffidors and Ple- 

Nipot:ntiiries, where difputes of diffi- 

culties of rank had arifen; that Gen, 

Wathington might recolleé& he had, 

Jat fummer, addreffed a letter to Gen. 

Howe, To the Hon, Wm. Howe, Elq; 

e—that Lord Howe and General Hawe.

did not mean to derogate from the ree 
fpeét or rank of General Wathington; 
tha: they held his perfon and.chirsd&ter 
in the highett efteem ; that the d-nétionr, 
with ‘the addition ot &¢. &c. &c. im- 
plied every thing that ought to fol- 
low.—He then produced a letter which 
he did not dire&ly offer to Gen. Wahh- 
ington, but obierved that it was the 
fame letter which had been fent, and 
Jaid it on the table, with the fupericrip- 
tion io George Wathington, &c.&c.&c. 
The General declined the jetter, and 
faid, that a letter direéted to a perfon 
in a public charaéter fhould have fome 
defcription or indication of it, other- 
wife it would appear a mere private 
letter, —that it was true the &c.&c.&c, 
implied every thing, and they allo im-~ 
plied any thing ; that the letter to Ge- 
neral Howe alluded to, was an anfwer 
to one received under a like addrefs 
from him, which the officer on duty 
having taken, he did not think proper 
to seturn,. but anfwered it in the fame 
mode of addreis; that he fhould abio- 
lutely decline any letter direéted to him 
as a private perfon, when it related to 
his public ftition. Col. Paterfon then 
faid, that Gen. Howe would not urge 
his delicacy any farther, and repeated 
his affertions, that no failure of refpe@ 
was intended. He then faid thar he 
would endeavour, as well as he could, 
to recollect Gen, Howe's fentiments on 
the lerter and retolves of Congrefs, 
fent him a few days before, refpedting 
the trearment of our prifoners in Ca- 
nada, 

That the affairs of Canada were in 
another depart nent, not fubje& to the 
controu] of General Howe, but that be 
and Gene:al Howe urte-ly difapprovwed 
of every infringement of the rights of 
humaniy.—Colonel Paterfon then took 
a paper out of his pocket; and, after 
looking it over, faid he had expreffed 
neaity the fame words. Gen. Wafh- 
ington then faid, that he had alfo fore 
warded a copy of the refoives to Gen, 
Burgoyne, To which Col. Paterion 
replied, he did not doubt but a proper 
attention wuld he paid to them, and 
that he (Gen, Wafington) was fen- 
fible that cruelty was not the charac- 
teriftic of the Britith nation. Colonel 
Paterfon then proceeded to fay he 
had it in charge to mention the cafe of 
Gen. Prefcot, who they were informed 
was treated with fuch rigour, that, 
under his age and infirmides, fatal 
confequences might be apprehended. 

Gen, Wabhington repliedy. that Gen. 

. Prefeot's 
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Prefcot’s treatment had not fallen un- 
der his notice; that all perfons under 
his particular direétion, he had treated 
with kindnefs, and made their fituation 
as ealy and comfortable as poffible ; 
that he did not know where Gen, Pref- 
cot was, but believed bis treatment was 
different from their information. Gen, 
Wathingion then mentioned the cafe 
of Col. Allen, and the officers who 
had been confined in Bolton jail. As 
to the firft, Col. Paterfon anfwered, 
thit Gen. Howe had no knowiedge of 
it, Lut by information from General 
Wahhington, and that the Canada com- 
pany was not under his dire&lion or 
controul ; but as to the other prijon- 
ers at Botton, whenever the ftate of the 
army at Bofton admitted it, they were 
treated with humanity and even indul- 
gence; that he afferted this upon his 
honour, and fhould be happy in an 
opportunity to prove it, 

General Wathington then obferved, 
that the condu& of feveral of the off- 
cers would well have warranted a dif- 
ferent treatment from what they had 
received ; fome having refufed to give 
any parole, and others having broke it 
when given, by elcaping or endeavour- 
ing foto do. Col. Paterfon anfwered, 
that, as to the firft, they mifunderftood 
the matter very much, and feemed to 
have miftook the line of propriety ex- 
ceedingly ; and as to the latter, Gen. 
Howe utterly md igi and con- 
demned their conduct, 

That, if a remoniirance was made, 
fuch violations of good faith would be 
feverely punifhed ; but that he hoped 
General Wathington was too juit to 
draw public inferences from the m:fbe- 
haviour of fome private individuals ; 
that bad men were to be found in every 
clafs and fociety ; and fuch behaviour 
was confidered as a difhonour to the 
Britith army. Co). Pateifon then pro- 
ceeded to jay, that the goodnefs and 
benevolence of the King had induced 
him to appoint Lord Howe and Gene- 
sai Howe his comm 'flioners, to accom- 
snodate this unhappy difpute ; that they 
had great powers, and would detive 
the greateft pleafure from effecting an 
accommodation ; and that he (Col. Pa- 
rerfon) withed to have this vifit confi- 
dered as making the firlt advances to 
this defirable olject, Gen, Wathing- 
ton replied, he was not velted with any 
power on this fubject, by thofe from 
whom he d-rived his authority and 
power, But from what had appeared 
er wanfpued en this head, Lord Howe

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and General Howe were only to grant 
pardons; that thoie who had commit. 
ted no fault wanted no pardon; that 
we were only defend ng what we deem- 
ed ourindifputable right. Col. Paters 
fon faid that would open a very wide 
He then expre fled 
his apprehenfions, that an adherence to 
forms, was likely to obdftru& bulinefs 
of the greatef{ moment aod concern. 

He then obierved, that a propofal 
had been formerly made of exchanging 
Governor Skene tor Mr. Lovell ; chat 
he now had authority to accede to that 
propofal, Gen. Wathington replied, 
that the propofiiion had been made by 
the direétion of Congrefs, and having 
been then rejected, he could not now 
renew the bufinels, or give any aniwer, 
til he had previoufly communicated it 
to them. 

Colonel Paterfon behaved with the 
greaiett attention and politenefs daring 
the whole bubne!s, exprefled rong ac- 
knowledgments that the ulual ceremo- 
ny of blinding his eyes had been dif. 
penfed with. At the breaking up of 
the conference, General Wathington 
ftrongly invited him to partake of a 
fmall collation provided for him, which 
he politely declined, alledging his late 
breakfaft, and an impatience to return 
to Gen. Howe, though he had not ex- 
ecuted his commiffion fo amply as he 
wifhed. Finding he did not propofe 
ftaying, be was introduced to the Ge- 
neral Saicers, after which he took his 
leave, and was fafely condudted to his 
own boat, which waited for him, about 
four miles dittant from the city,

Heads of the Arguments on the Motion 
Jor the Lords of the Admiralty to /bew 
Caufe why JOUN TUBBS, one of the 
City Watermen, who was imprefed 
by Virtue of their Warrant, foauld 
not be difcharged. See p. 530. 

T° explain this matter, it will be 

neceflury to {tate the affidavits on 
which the arguments were founded. 
Mr. Dawion’s, the Water Baiit’s 
affidavit, went to prove, that there were 
thirty-one eflablihhed watermen ap- 

‘emeey to row the Lord Maycr’s 
arge; that tt was part of his du y to 

appoint them, and fili up the vacan- 

cies as they happened; that on their 
appointment they received a certificate, 
ftating, among other things, a privi- 
lege, or exemption, from being pref- 
fed ; that their duty. was to attend the 
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Lord Mayor on folemn oceafions, when 
he went to hoid Courts of Confervancy, 
and to carry the Middiefex and Surry 
juries, who were to examine and fee if 
any encroachments, or other mal- prac- 
tices, had been committed within the 
diftri&s or places to which fuch enqui- 


ries were limited; and that, as far as - 


he ever knew, could learn, or difco- 
ver, he underftood that the claim of 
exemption now made by him, in be- 
half of the Lord-Mayor's watermen, 
was founded in ancient cuftom, long 
known and acquiefced in by thofe to 
whom the exercife of the right of pref- 
fing had been entrutted. 

After this the affidavits of four fe- 
veral watermen were read; one of 
them, Underhill, had been himfelf 
piefled in the year 1746; he {wore 
that he had been relealed on the appli- 
cation of the then Lord-Miyor. The 
other three affidavits contained an ac- 
count of three other of the Lord- 
Mayor's wafermen, who had been pref- 
fed in the years 1746, 1747, and 1761, 
in the Mayoralty of Sir Samuel Fiu- 
dyer, Bart. each of whom, on appli- 
cation to the Lords of the Admiralty, 
had been refpeStively difcharged. 

To combat thefe affidavits, it was 
{fworn, on the other fide, firlt by Mr. 
Stephens, Secretary to the Board of 
Admiralty, that he had been in that 
pot for thirteen years, and Under-Se- 
cretary three years, and that he never 
heard a fyllable of the exemption now 
claimed. An affidavit was likewife 
read on the fame fide, made by one of 
the Clerks belonging to the fame Board, 
wherein he depofed, that he had made 
a diligent and faithful fearch in the 
Admiualty- books, from the 1{t of Ja- 
nuary, 1744, to the end of that year; 
from-ahe sit of January, 1746, to the 
end of that and the next year; and 
from the eft of January, 1761, to the 
end of that year, and could find #0 
entry of any application from the Lord- 
Mayor or Corporation of the City of 
London, but one, which was that in 
the year 1744, where he found a copy 
of a jetter trom the Lords Commil- 
fioners of the Admiralty to the then 
Lord- Mayor, acquainting his Lord- 
fhip, that in regard to his application, 
though the waterman preffed had of- 
Jered to find an able waterman in bis 
place, they had difcharged him, with- 
out defiring the performance of any 
fuch condition, 

The affidavit of the officer who pref- 
fed Tubbs was 1ead, fhewing, that 
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Tubbs had-been employed in navie 
gating a veflet from Gravefend, for 
which he was to be paid the fum of 
two pounds twelve fhillings ; that be 
(the officer) was hewn a certificate of 
exemption ; but that feveral other per- 
fons in pofieflion of fuch certificates, 
and claiming fuch privileges, were then 
at Gravefend. , 

The Jaft affidavit read was that of 
one of the Lord.Mayor'’s watermen, 
who depofed, that neither he nor any 
of thofe who rowed the City barge had 
any livery, fixed fala:y, or badge, what- 
ever; that they were under no parti- 
cular obligation to attend, Their at- 
tendance, it was depofed, did not ex- 
ceed above fix or feven times a year ; 
and when they did attend, they re- 
ceived no more than their ufual day's 
pay, which was half-a-crown, three 
and fixpence, or five thillings, propor- 
tionably to the time, labour, and dif 
tance, 

Mr. Attorney-General obferved, that 
the Motion for the Rule was fopported 
on a claim of exemption; that, before 
he proceeded any further, he fhould 
obferve, that the night of prefling, 
though not making any part of the 
prefent queftion, was neceflary to be 
afferted ; that the claim now fet up 
acknowledged that right; confequently 
the onus probandi lay in the fupporters 
of the Rule, to thew that the exemp- 
tion was as well founded as the gene- 
ral law. It was a matter of great 
doubt, whether any authority, thort of 
a poftive A& of Parliament, would 
fupport the exemption; fuppofing, 
however, that it might, the queftion 
would be, whether the ufage by which 
this exemption was claimed was fanc- 
tified by time, was acquieiced in, and, 
as all cuftoms ought to be, was founded 
in reafon and ntlity, Before he went 
into thofe latter confiderations, he 
would, however, fay a word or two 
on the nature of exemptions fiom the 
eae law of preffing, as provided 
or in our Statute- Books, 

He faid every feaman, fea-faring 
man, and perfons rowing and working 
in boats upon rivers, &c. were, pre- 
vious to the flatute of the q'h and ¢th 
of William and Mary, liable to be 
preffed ; that, however, by an aét of 
the 1ft of Anne, chap. 16, it was fpe- 
cially provided, that no harpooner, or 
other foreigner, employed in the whale- 
fithery, fhall be impreifed for her Ma- 
jefty’s fervice. This 2& was further 
confirmed and recognized by the roth 
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of Geo. I. chap. 16, by the 12th of 
the fame King, and by feveral fubfe- 
quent aéts of parliament. He obdferv- 
td, every legal exemption from the 
general ie of preffing was fpecified, 
and the inftruétions accompanying, or 
contained in the warrants iffued on 
fuch occafions, always defcribed the 
perfons fit and proper to be preffed ; 
and thofe Jikewife who ftood exempted 
from the general law, by aé& of par- 
liament ; confequently, on this clear, 
legal, decifive ground, it was plain, 
that the exemption now claimed, not 
being fupported by any legiflative de- 
{cription, the Rule ought to be dif- 
charged. 

But, fuppofing that the Rule was 
maintainabs, upon ancient ufage, or 
cuftom, it muft be proved that the 
uflake was an immemorial one, and that 
the cuftom was good. He would then 
undertake, he faid, to prove, that no 
fuch ufage ever exilted; and, if it did, 
it ought to fail, as not being fupported 
by any one colour or degree of public 
utilicy. What were the proofs adduced 
in favour of the cuftom? That three 
or four men have depofed, they re- 
member three or four of the City wa- 
termen to have been imprefled, and 
that they were difcharged. Now, tak- 
ing the facts to be true, he contended, 
they proved nothing, for the moft that 
could be fuid, was, that the wateimen 
were impreffed, and the Lords of the 
Admiralty, as a matter of favour, 
diicharged them, not as a matter of 
right, or obligation; but when the 
truth of the tranfaction comes out, 
how does it appear ?—That only one 
of the perfons names difcharged is to 
be found in the Admiralty - books; 
and he is found to he difcharged, not 
as a matter of right, but of mere fa- 
vour, haviog previoufly agreed to find 
a fubftitute in his place; though their 
Lordthips, out of refpeét for the Lord- 
Mayor, remitted the performance of 
his engagement. -Here then, faid he, 
is an end of the claim of ulage, and 
of every argument in fupport of the 
Rule, 

Suppofing, once for all, that the ex- 
emption had been better founded in 
point of cuftom, that, through a lapfe 
of time and neglect, fo abfurd a cuftom 
had obtained, it was worth enquiring, 
how far it was founded in utility. 
This, he difcovered, confifted folely in 
rowing the Lord-Mayor in his com- 
_mendable fummer’s progrefs of /awan- 
hopping. He, for his past, could not 
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fee any other fubftantial benefit to be 
derived from the exemption, except to 
prevent Mr, Water. Bailiff being oblig- 
ed to find a fubftitute in Tubbs’s place, 
on that important occafion. Yet if the 
duty was as important as he doubted 
not his learned brethren on the other 
fide would endeam rir to reprefent it, 
he thould Rill be af’ a lof to fee how 
any argument built on fuch importance 
could apply ; for it appeared, that they 
neither had talary, livery, nor badge 3 
that they were paid like any other wa~ 
termen, hired on ordinary occafions 3 
that he refided moftly at Gravefend ; 
that Tubbs was not in the exercife of 
his duty, but {pecially employed in his 
ewn bufinefs, which, on the feppofed 
virtue of his certificate, he thought 
entitled him to lucrative advantages, 
which were denied to others, 

On the whole, therefore, he infifted, 
that the exemption was not fupported 
by Statute-Law, nor Ufage; and tho’ 
it had, the cuftom was not neceffary 
that thirty-one certificated perfons 
fhould be legally or regularly retained 
for the due performance of the duty 
which was fuppefed to create the legal 
exemption. He obferved, befides, in 
the body of the argument, that no re- 
giftry of the perfons thus certificated 
being kept, fuch a joofe, difcretionary | 
power of proteéting thirty-one perfons 
might, by management, be extended 
to any number, to fo many perions as 
would ¢at out the power derived from 
the general Jaw of prefling, fo as to 
defeat its obvious purpotes. , 

The Solicitor. General went over a 
good deal of the ground traced out by 
the Attorney-General. He contended, 
that there could not be a ttronger proof 
that ao fuch exemption exifted, than 
the aé& of the 2d and 3d of Philip and 
Mary. Inchap. 16, feét. 8, for etta- 
bithhing the Waterman's company, it 
was enacted, Thar, if any wate:man 
working or plying on the riverT hames, 
from Windfer to Graveterd, fhal! vo- 
luntarily, wilfully, and obftinately 
withdraw, bide, or convey bim or | 
themfelves away in the time of preffing, 
or the execution of their Majefiies com- 
mffion for preffing, that fhall or may 
be had for thew fervice ; fsid wate: man 
or warermen returning, after faid prefs 
has ceated, to his or theie former oc- 
cupations on faid river, fhall, on con- 
viétion of two witnefies, fuffer impri- 
fonpment by the fpace of two weeks, 
and fhall for one whole year be psohi- 
bited to sow on Jadiiver, This, he

faid, was the fulleft proof of the ge- 
neral right of prefling, and the moft 
unqueftionable one that no fuch exemp- 
tion exifted. The other chief part of 
the Solicitor’s argument went to thew, 
that no exemption, fhort of an exemp- 
tion by ftatuie, could create a privilege 
againft the general law, not even if 
the exemption had -been created by a 
royal charter, or fpecial grant from 
the Crown. This he endeavoured to 
prove by the famous caufe depending 
for fome time between Lord William 
Poulet, as Lord Lieutenant of the 
county of Middlefex, and the late ce- 
lebrated Sir Hans Sloane. His Lord- 
fhip ordered eight pounds to be levied 
on Sir Hans, as a contribution or cefs, 
on account of fome freehold property 
he held at Cheliea, in faid county, to- 
wards defraying, in default of perfonal 
fervice, the expences of finding a per- 
fon to ferve in the militia. Sir Hans 
refufed to pay, on the ground of bis 
being excufed, as a member of the 
College of Phyficians, who were in- 
corporated by royal charter, by Henry 
VITI. Lord William brought his ac- 
tion ; and Sir Hans’s juftification being 
a claim of exemption under a royal 
charter, the matter came to be argued 
before the Court of King’s Bench, in 
the year 1720, when the Court were 
of opinion, that the general preferva- 
tion ef the flate being the law para- 
mount of the community,confequently, 
though the King was the perfon, who, 
by the jaw paffed in the reign of Charles 
the Second, was invelled with the fole 
ordering, raifing, and difbanding of 
the militia; yet, in contradistion of the 
fupreme law, the general fafety of the 
ftate, he, the King, cannot grant an 
exemption to difpenfe with fo fuperla- 
tive a duty as the common defence of 
the realm, The opinion of all the 
Judges was defired ; but the matter 
was never finally decided on. The 
deduction the Solicitor endeavoured to 
draw from this rule of law was, that 
no exemption fhort of a Jegiflative 
exemption would anfwer the purpofe 
of the fupporiers of the rule. 

Mr Wallace confined himfelf chiefly 
to the watermen not being in conftant 
employment, and the poffible abufe 
there might be made of the exemption, 
by encrealing the certificates. to any 
rumber the Water-Bailitt might think 
proper, without a poflibiiity of detec- 
tion, 

Mr. Cuft, the lah Counfel on the 
fame fide, differed widely fiom the So« 


licitor. General. He faid, it was only 
in the power of the King to grant an 
exemption ; that no fuch general or 
{pecial grant was pretended ; and that, . 
confequenily, though the exercife of 
the right of the Lord. Mayor to prote& 
his watermen had been made clcarly 
out, which, he infifted, did not appear 
to be the cafe in a fingle inftance, yet 
no fuch fpecial grant, charter, or pri- 
vilege, being fhewn, the exemption 
would be nothing more than an u!ur- 
eee without a fingle ground or co- 
our of law or utiluy to uphold it. 

Serjeant Glynn was heard firft in bee 
half of the rule, He infifted, that there 
being nocomplaint or other application

before or fince the year 1744, relative 
tothe matter in queftion,was the ftrong- 
eft prefumptive evidence that could be 
adduced in fupport of the exemption 
contended for, as it went to prove, that 
the moment the Lord-Mayor’s cecti- 
ficate was pioduced, its authority was 
acknowledged, and the perfon produ- 
cing it fet at liberty. Another argu- 
ment went to thew the utility of the 
duty, and the abiolute obligation of 
the performance, which lay on the 
watermen. He faid, the mode of per- 
forming the duty, whether on certain 
days, or within ttated periods, was of 
very little confequence ; it was the 
undertaking to row the Lord Mayor’s- 
barge, the being ready to pe:form it 
when cailed upon, that conitituted the 
fervice ; and the public bufinels of the 
corporation, and the confervancy of 
the river Thames, that conftituted the 
uulity. Whether, therefore, the wa- 
termen were cailed upon orce, feven, 
or feventy times in the courfe af the 
year, availed no.hing, they were ftill 
looked upon to be in the fervice of the 
Lord-Mayor, wherever their reidence 
within his joritdi@ion might be, as 
much as if they were waiting in his 
hall, He made feveral pointed obfer- 
vations upon paflages in the arguments 
of the Attorney and Solicitor General, 
which we fhall pafs over, as confilting 
in nice legal diftin&ions, relative to 
the operation of law, arifing on cufom 
and fatute, in which he proved, thae 
Mr. Solicitor was grofsly mitlaken,when 
he afferted, that 20 exemption by royal 
charter would create an exemption from 
ufice founded in immemorial cuftom. 
Mr. Dunning apologized to the 
Court, He faid he was fomewhat fur- 
prized to hear from the Bench any in- 
finuation, as if he had been she wa 
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of having the bufinefs of the Court im- 
peded ; that he underftood the noble 
Lord who made the propofition (Lord 
Mansfeld ), and his learned friend 
(the Attorney-General), were exadly 
of the fame way of thinking; for they 
both fremed to think, that the claim 
of exemption was too well founded, 
and they were both willing that the 
determination might be deferred on 
Tubbs’s entering into recognizances 
for his fucure appearance *. 

Mr. Dunning fupported the rule on 
two grounds, He faid, that the crew 
of the Lord-Mayor’s barge confifted 
of a fele& number of thirty one men, 
and that their bufinefs was not to 
fwan-hop, as had been wittily obferved 
by his learned friend, but to row the 
Lord- Mayor, Court of Aldermen, and 
the Middlefex and Surry Juries, in their 
view of the river Thames, in order to 
its confervancy. Whether this, how- 
ever light it might be held in the o- 
p-nion of his learned friend, was not 
at leaf of as much confequence as 
thofe fummer trips made by one of 
the parties, headed and direéted by the 
Firft Commiffioner of the Admiralty, 
accompanied by his fele@ friends,called 
for very little proof. He then drew 
a very ludicrous comparifon between 
the regiftry lo much defired on the 
other fide, and the certificates granted 
to the City watermen. In the former 
inflance, the thirty-one perfons namcs 
might be indeed fet down, but the 
names mipht be affumed by a thoufand 
different perfons, He then read the 
defcription contained in one of the cer- 
tificates, (hewing its particularity, and 
the impoffinility of making any impro- 
per ule of it. ‘* Such a man, twenty- 
feven years of age, dark complexion, 
wearing acap or wig, with a fcar on 
his finger ;"" and contrafted it with the 
bare entry of the fame perfon's name 
in a regiltry. He added, that, if any 
doubt remained with the parties on the 
other fide, that more than th'rty-one 
certificates had been granted, it was 
their bufinefs to dete& the fraud, aad 
not, from the bare poffibility of one, 
prefume and conclude in argument, 
that a fraud had aétually been com- 
mitted. 

Meffrs. Davenport, Alleyne, aud 


* E Mansfield bad propofed, that, as 
the arguments promifed to be long, and 
the bufinefs of the Court great (it being 
the laf day of term), the cafe might lie 
over till next term, to which the At- 


torney-General confeated; but the Gity 
flaunitel refuted 
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Lee, were heard in fupport of the rule; 
the two latter declared themfelves on 
the genera} Quettion of prefling, that 
they held it #l/egal; and Mr, Alleyne, 
in particular, faid, that he underftood, 
and had prepared himfelf accordingly, 
to maintain, that prefling upon any pre~ 
tence, or on any exigency, was illegal, 

Lord Mansfield then proceeded to 
give his opinion, and delivered himfelf 
nearly as follows—It gives me a real 
concern, that a Queftion fhauld come 
to be agitated before this Court, fo in- 
ftantaneoufly taken up, and argued, 
under every diladvantage that fhortnefs 
of time, and want of inftruétion, in a 
new matter, muft neceffarily give its 
and I am forry, heartily forry, that 
fuch a mifunderftanding between two 
fuch refpeétable bodies, as the Lords of 
the Admiralty, and the Lord Mayor 
and Citizens of London, fhould ever 
have taken place; but I am the more 
concerned, as my advice of entering io- 
to recognizance for the appearance of 
Tubbs to abide the determination, was 
rejected. That advice was reje&ted as 
haftily, as the contention had arifen, 
which, if followed, might have been 
the means of releafing the man, and, 
perhaps, terminated the difpute in a 
manner lefs violent than the prefent. I 
am aware that, on the one hand, the li- 
berty of. the man is at ftake ; I am con- 
fcious on the other, that the privileges 
contended for are, in themfelves, tri- 
vial, and unimportant; for what is 
one feaman to the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty? What is a fingle waterman 
to the Lord Mayor and City of Lon- 
don? But fuch, I am forry to fay, 
is the complexion of the times, that 
rather than the City of London would 
obtain a trifling matter as a favour, 
they feemed as if they would rifk theic 
beft privileges for the fake of litigation. 
On the other hand, the Lords of the 
Admiralty, not meaning to invade any 
Charter, or throw any infult on the 
City of London, were cautious of efta- 
blifhing precedents. —However, as I 
am called upon publicly, and forced to 
deliver my folemn opinion, [ fhall now 
give it. 

Preffing has always been reckoned a 
hardhhip, butit is a praétice that has been 
eftablithed time immemorial, for many 
ages paft, and juftifiable only on the plea 
of neceffiy, or the fafety of the ftate; 
upon this principle, that individuals 
muft fuffer fome mifchief rather than 
the public fafety be endangered, or the 
republic fuffer damage. But Geren

He did not approve the 
do&rine laid down by the Solicitor- 
General, but coincided in that part of 
the argument of the iearned Serjeant, 
where he contended, that the mode of 
fervice was nothing, if the engagement 
to ferve was certain 3 but, for his part, 
he neither thought the ufage proved, 
mor that the fervice was of fuch a na- 
ture as to fupport the cuilom on the 
ground of utility. 

Mr. Jutice Athhyrft faid the quef- 
tion was, fimply, Is the cultom ot im- 
prefling legal? That, in the prefent 
ioilance, was allowed. Then, if pief- 
fing was fupported by ufage time im- 
merazrial, it etablihed a general power 
to prefs, unlefs where an exemption was 
erea'ed by ftatute, or a cuftom on the 
other fid-, equally trong founded in an 
exemption time immemorial 5 no fuch 
imipgararial cuftom being fhewn by the 
fupporters of the rule, he agreed with

Mr. Ursan, . 
1% looking over the fir volume of 
the Memoirs of the Royal Academy 
of Sciences at Paris, I met with a: pa- 
per entitled “ Phyfical Obfervations 
n the Effects of Salt in fattening 
Cattle.” The title excited my curio- 
fity ; and, on reading the Memoir, 
the author's reafoning appeared to me 
not only plaufible, but convincing, 
His views are certainly enlarged, and 
dire&ted to objects of the moit impor- 
tant kind, viz. the improvement of 
Jand, and the increafe of cattle. He 
Jays it down as an axioin, or felf-evi- 
dent truthy that, by increafing catile, 
land may be improved; and, by im- 
proving land, cattle may be multiplied. 
The farmer, he fays, who has a more 
than ordinary flock of working cattle, 
ys a double advantage: one, by hav- 
ing his work done in feafon ; the other, 
by enriching a greater proportion of 
his land by means of their additional 
manuse ; the only difficulty is, how to 
maintain an increafed number witnout 
mmcreafing the expence. This, he af- 
ferts, may be done by the ufe of falt ; 
and advances the three following pro- 
fitions : 

I. That falt, given with the food 
of cattle, augmenis the nourifhment 
of that food. 

a. That, in proportion to the quan- 
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tity of fale eaten by cattle, the effects 
of that augmentation will be perceiva- 
ble. 

3- That no ill confequences will 
follow from excefs of fait eaten by 
cattle, even though it fhould be given 
them without flint. 

Thefe propofitions he endeavours to 
fapport by unqueftionable fas. 

In the jurifdiction of Arles, in the 
connty of Provence, there is, he fays, 
a diftri& called the Craw, extending in 
length about fix jeagues, and in breadth 
about three, the whole (urface of which 
is coyered with finall rough (tones, and 
hot a tree or bubh is to be feen in the 
whole diftri&t, except here and there on 
the borders; yet on this fpot, fo feem- 
ingly fterile, by the free ufe of fair, 
more numerous flocks of theep are bred 
and reared, than upon any other com- 
mon of équal extent throcghout the 
whole kingdom ; and, what is no lefs 
remarkabie, the fheep are healthier, 
hardier, and endure the feverity of the 
winter with lefs lols, though they have 
fewer theep-cots for covering,than tho/t 
bred and fed on more copivus paflures, 
and that have, befides, the advantage 
of more convefient fheiter, Add to 
this, that the wool of the flocks bred 
and browght up in the Ciau is not onl 
the fineit in the whole county, but bears 
the highett price of any in France. 
From hence he concludes, that it is to 
the unlimited ufe of fale that thefe fur- 

rizing effects. are to be afcribed ; for 
it frequently happens that the Crau is 
fo burnt up in the fummer, that the 
poor animals are forced to turn up the 
very tones to come at the few blades 
of grails that grow round them, and 
yet none perith for want of food. Let 
every excellence, therefore, that can 
reafonably be {uppofed inherent in the 
herbage, be allowed to it, yet the quan- 
tity of it is fo fmall, that, without the 
abundant ule of falt, a fourth part of 
the theep kept in the Crau could not 
fubfilt in it. 

But, aa Gill farther demonfiration, 
that this altonifhing effe& is foleiy to 
be attributed to falt, we have, fays the 
wiiter, in Languedoc, on the borders 
of the Rhone, a fpot of the fame kind 
of ftony land, in every refpeét fimilar 
to that of the Crauys yet, tor want of 
the free ufe of falt, that of Languedoc 
does not maintain a tenth part of the 
number of theep that are brought up 
in the Crau, though in other refpeéte 
it is no ways inferior, the wines and 
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of both heing, in their goodnefs and 
gther effential quaiities, equal... 

Having proved his firlt propofition 
inconttavestibly, he proceeds, in proof 
of the fecond, to recommend an eafy 
experiment, which it is in every far- 
mers power to make; and that is, to 
give to one half of his cattle falt, and 
to the other half none. By this fim- 
picrcal, he fays, in lefs than a month, 
the diff-rence will be difcernible. The 
cattle to whom the falt is given wall 
fhew it in their looks, in the fleeknefs 
of their coats, in their growth, and 
in their cength and fitnefs for labour. 
He adds, that with little more than half 
their ufual food all thefe effeéts will 
be produced, 

To eftablifh his third propofition, 
he appeals to the pragtice about Arles, 
where the catile have as much falt as 
they wii] eat, and none are fo healthy, 
or thrive fo faft, as thofe that eat the 
mott of it. 

From thefe obfervations, there can- 
not remain a dovot of the good effeéts 
of talrin the feeding and fattening of 
catile 5 -but it is much to be regretted, 
that the writer is totally filent with re- 
{pect to the method of giving the falt 
to the lahouring cattle. He has, in- 
deed, informed his readers, that in 8 
days hisfflock of 300 theep eat 15 Ih. 
of falt, being one pound to every [core ; 
ard it hhoult feem by his manner of 
expriffing himlelf, that he gave them 
the whole quantity in one day, as he 
cautions the farmer againft fuffering 
his fheep co drink on the day the fale 
is adminiflered, apprizing him at the 
fame time how much it fharpens their 
appetiie; and that he had feen them 
not only browfe upon ftubbs after eat- 
ing the tlt, but even gnaw pieces of 
wood of a furprifing bignefs. 

As tne tubjcét of the above Memoir 
appeased to me of importance, T have 
only, to requett of you, Mr. Urban, 
the immediate infertion of the few hints 
which ace bere extracted from it; as, 
during the prefent fearcity of hay, it 
maybe intecetting to many: and as 
ichog, wi ats confequences, a tendency 
to }uwer toe price of provilions, at is 
to he hoped, that a dilcovery that pro- 
mifes fo much benefit to tne public, 
wil! pot wholly be overlooked.

1772, and Jan. 1773, went as far as 
Schwellendam, a place about 150 miles 
NE. from the Cap:- Town; but, find- 
ing the feafon too far fpent for making 
any conhderable colleétions, returned 
back to the Cape by the fame road he 
wen!. He was attended by a Dutch- 
man, and a Hottentot, who drove bis 
waggon, which was drawo by eight 
oxen ; the manner of travelling there. 
In this journey, however, he collected 
the feed of the many beautiful {pecies 
of grice, which have fucceeded fo well 
in the Royal Garden at Kew. 
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fuccefsful in their botanical ref. archer, 
colleé&ting many plaots and fhrubs tbat 
were new, but which were dea: ly pur~ 
chaled, confidering the fatigues and 
dangers here recounied. And proba- 
bly neither they nor their plants would 
have been heard of more, had not the 
fervants been wifer than their matters, 
by refufing to advance farther, or to 
venture among the Coffres, a favage 
race, who, they faid, would kill them, 
were it only to get the iron belonging 
to their waggons. 

In his third journey, Dec. 37745 
Mr. Maffon proceeded as far as the 
Jaft Dutch habitation, 550 miles N. 
from the Cape, and then changed his 
courfe, going §. E. On the whole, 
he bas reafon to congratulate himfelf 
on being now fafe in Kew-Gardens, 
efcaped fen, torrents ¢ and precipices, 
from deferts and lions ; and as to the 
fucculent plants and aromatic fhrubs 
thus procured, we cannot help com- 
paring them to the water of Bethlehem, 
which three mighty men drew, in jeo- 
pardy of their lives, and which Da- 
wid therefore, though he had longed 
for it, meverthelefs would not drink, 
but poured it out unto the Lord}.

the courfe of Seneca’s laborious work, 
any enumeration of eclipfes «* colle&ted 
by his indefatigable curiofity.””

And 
if any of them were written by the 
Pope, (which few or none deny,) why 
might not all? As to the ftyle being 
fimilar to that of the editor, for that 
we may account by our feeing them 
through the medium of his French 
tranflation, On the whole, we impli- 
citly fubferibe to the editor's own words 
in thinking that * thefe letters will be 
admired in fpite of every objedction ; 
and the more they are known, the more 
honour wil! they refic&t on Ganganelli, 
on the age, and on his country.” 
Among the ** Anecdotes of his Life,” 
curious as they are, none is more ex- 
traordinary, all circumftances confi- 
dered, shan tha: the fon of a phyfician, 
a petty monk of the order of St. Fran- 
eis, fhould rife to the rank of Sove- 
reign Pontiff, and, under Providence, 
fhould be the inftrument of annihi- 
lating the mighty order of the Jefuits. 
Similar manners, no doubt, recom- 
mended him io the agreeable Lamber- 
tini, who raiféd Kim from his cell to 
a feat in the facred coltege: and, with- 
out the fpirit of divination, we may 
venture to affirm, that, hsd not his 
prédeceffor Clement XIII. died, and 
Ganganelli fucceeded, fo very oppor~ 
tunely ; in other words, had not the 
order of St. Ignatius been fupprefled, 
the Papacy itfelf might very probably 
have been anniliilated, and the whole 
Ecclefiattical State have fhared the fate 
ef Avignon, Benevento, and Porte 
Corva, aiready feized by the offended 
rinces of the Honfe of Bourbon. Yet, 
se pudential were his motives, 
Ganganelli, when Pope, though he 
only purfoed the plan which he bad 
recommended when Cardinal, employed 
four years in examining the arguments: 
for and againft the Jefuits before he 
figned the brief which fuppreffed that 
famous order. ‘* A Pope,” as he 
well obferves, “* may root out as well 
as plant. . .

We have feen the 
fogs raifed by Celfus, Porphyry, Swi- 
moza, Collins, Bayie, &c. difperfed, 
and we may be affured that thofe of 
modern philofophy will thare the fame 
fate. In every age fome fingular men 
have appeared, who fometimes by vio- 
lence, and fometimes by fanaticifm, 
feemed to threaten the annihilation of 
Chriftianity ; but they have paffed away 
like thofe tempefts which only ferve to 
fliew the face of heaven more bright 
and ferene.

60. A Sermon preached at St. Pavl’s, 
New-York, the Day fubjequent to 
the Attempt to deflroy that City by 
Fire, By the Rev. Mr. OtBeune, 
Chaplain to Lord Howe, 

. JEREMIAH Xil. 15, 

“€ And it fball come to pajs after that I 
have plucked them out, I wsil return 
and have compafficn on them, and 
will bring them again every man ta 
bis heritage, and every man to bis 
land," 

THIS Sermon is fuitably sdapted to 
the occafion on which it was preached, 
viz. the refloration of the free exercife 
of the public worfhip in the epifcopal 
chugch of New-York, after the reduc- 
tion of the city by Gen. Howe, and 
the attempt to reduce it to afhes by the 
incendiaries, 

Who, fays the preacher, thst .was 


. witnefs of the cruel and aitaflrous deed 


of the night before lait, could promife 
himfelf that vou thould be aflembied 
this day in the houle of God, to praile 


him 
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him for ‘your wopderful deliverance ? 


Who could have hoped that this tem- 
ple wouid remain a monumeut of the 
returning favour of Heaven, amidét 
the horror of the ruins through which 
you muft have prffed to approach it? 
Which of you could have faid to him- 
felf, that he fhould fee thefe doors 
opened once inore for the reception of 
the faithful, «* though as yet bur as the 
thaking of an olive tree, and the glean- 
ing grapes when the vintace is done?” 

After fome pertinent refle€tions on 


the fenfations of grief and joy thar had - 


fo rapidly iuccreded each other; and 
after warning his hearers againft pro- 
phets prophetying lies, in the name of 
the Lord, who ient them not, he opens 
the fubje&t of his difcouife by the con- 
fideration of the grateful fenfe they 
fhould entertain of the goodnefs of 
God in their deliverance. 

The immediate imprefiions of grati- 
tude for prefent benefits, fays be, are 
ftrong, lively, and affeéting. We feel 
them with warmth ; we exprefs them 
with rapture. But when the firft fenfe 
of our delivery is palt, when our ene- 
mies are fuppreffed, and the danger 
removed, we are too apt to forget the 
refointions we formed in the hour of 
diftrefs: the God of our falvation is 
forgotten, and repaid with ingratitude, 
negle&, and d:fobedience. 

All that is facred or dear upon earth 
—your religion, your civil rights and 
liberties, the enjoyment pf your pro- 
perty, the freedom of your perfons, 
the worhhip of your God, the comfort 
of the facraments, the prefence and 
exhortation of your minifters—all that 
you poffeffed, and gloried in, as Bri- 
tith fubjeéts and as Chriftians, wrefted 
from you by violence and oppreffion, 
while ‘* the thepherds were {mitien, 
and the fheep of the flock fcattered 
abroad” —~al! thele bleffings, valuable 
furcly, if there be any fo on this fide 
the grave, and the dearer to you now 
for having been fo cruelly deprived of 
them, hah your God begun to reftore 
to you in this your day; and with his 
firetched. out arm, in a manner vilible 
to every eye, brought you back to a 
pro‘peét of happier days, and placed 
you agiin under the protecting care of 
the ancient guardians of your religion 
and Jiberty. And can it be poffible 
that you fhould ever juffer the remem- 
brance of the divine mercies, thus ex- 
tended to you, to be blutted out from 


our minds? It were doing wrone to. 
y * & 


thofe who have fuffered with tne fortis 
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tude and perfeverance, the loyalty and 
attachment to their Sovereign, which 
have diftingu thed the friends of go- 
vernment in this colony, even to fup- 
pofe it. And I thould hope that they 
who have endured fo long and painful 
a trial, rather than renounce their loy- 
alty,, or the religious principles on 
which that loyalty is cbiefly founded, 
will never hereafter be purity of any 
aétion, or purfue any conduét, that 
can difgrace them as good fubjeAs, or 
as: virtuous Civiltans. 

Hating thus pathetically exhorted 
them to perjevere in their grateful ac- 
knowledgments to the God of their 
redemption, he next proceeds to point 
out to them the ufe they fhould make 
of returning mercy; that they thould 
humble themfelves beneath the divine 
chattifemen: 5; and that from the excef- 
fes of othis they fhould learn meek- 
nefs and moderation ; nor prefume ta 
deal out the bolts of Aimighty ven- 
geance again# thofe whom hie juftice 
may arraign as puilty of fuch a profa- 
nation. 

Having enlarged upon this affeQing 
fubje&t, he thea confiders the fleys that 
led their country into its prefent cala-. 
mitous {tate. 

“¢ My fon, fear thou the Lord and 
the King, and meddle not with them 
that are given to change”’—was the ex- 
cellent rule laid down by the wileft of 
men. Againit thofe who tranfgvels it, 
he denounces a fudden and inevitable 
deftruétion ; nor is it poffible to forefee 
the miferies they may entail on them- 
felves and their defcendants—‘* their 
calamity fhali rife fuddenly, and who 
knoweth the ruin of them both?” The 
words are remarkable, but they are 
digtated by wifdom, and fupported by 
experien ze. 

Call then to mind the happy and 
profperous days this colony enjoyed, 
when loyalty to your Sovereign, affcc- 
tion to the conttiution of your parent. 
ftate, and obsdience to the laws you 
enjoyed under its prote&tion, diftin-- 
giuifhed t above all the other provinces 
of America. Your condition was then 
an object of envy to nations corrupted 
by the refinements of luxury. Peace 
was in your dwellings, plenty in your 
ftreets—induttry diffufea her bieflings 
throuvh your fields with an increafing 
profufion, giving life to all the uieful 
arts, and nurturing them daily into 
maturity and perfection. The produce 
of your country flowed from your port 
in a conttant, unintesrupted ftream, 
and 
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and you received in return the conve- 
niences and comforts of life, and all 
the elegan ies which a free and exten- 
five commerce can beftow on a prudent 
and contenied people. A friendly, 
hofpitable, and iocial intercourfe united 
you together as the members of one 
family, to the admiration and delight 
of ftrangers who relided among you ; 
you were bicfled beyond the ufual lor 
of men; happy, completely fo, did you 
but know how to value your happinels, 
and to preferve it! : 
Alas! what a change of profpeé& 
will the reverfe exhibit ! where thall we 
feck for that treafure of happinefs 
which you could boaft when every man 
fat under his own vine, and eat his 
bread with chearfulnefs? Is it not 
watted all, and confumed in vifionary 
fchemes, empty and fanciful as the 
dreams of the ‘morning? Is it not 
fyuandered away in lawlefs and un- 
grateful attempts, repugnant to every 
principle divine and human? In pur- 
fuits which plain fenfe and reafon coa- 
demon, and at which even the impulfes 
of nature muft recoil? Peace, fright- 
‘ened from the feats where once the 
loved to dwell, long fince took her 
flight: from among you. Diffentions, 
| party-rage, public enmitics, and pri- 
vate animofities, ufurped her place, 
and brought with them a horrid train 
of motual fears, diftrults, and endlefs 
jealoufies. By thefe were the confi- 
dence ard harmony of a!! focial inter- 
courfe deftroyed; by thefe were the 
bands of love and friendthip torn afun- 
der; by thefe were even the ties of 
confanguinity and nature d Aulved, 
Self.intereft, felf-prefervation, tue wel- 
fare of pofterity, principles ingralted 
in the human mind by the beneficent 
Creator, were all confounded and loft 
in this dack and difmal night of con- 
fufion, anarchy, and licentioufnefs. 
From what canfe your fufferings may 
have originated, this is not the time, 
nor the place, to confider. Too certain 
‘it is, that they have now rifen to fuch 
‘a height of aggravation, as needs no 
words to reprefent to you—you feel it 
‘heyond the energy of words. What- 
“éver the principles of your perfecutors 
‘may be, their unreleoting malice is 
“but too notorious. To what a fcene 
“Were you wi'neffes the night before 
Nah; when jult efcaped from the ftorm, 
and imagining yourfelves arrived at a 
Sport of reft—to awake at the midnight 
thour, and find your city in flames! 
te fee your ali perifhing befure your 


ai. ..... 
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eyes, and to know that your deftroyers 
were fecretly among you, fpreading the 
ruin, and exulting in the fuccefs of 
their infernal (cheme ! 

Yes, my friends, ye were witneffes 
of it—Ye faw the treacherous adne- 
rents of thefe pretended guardians of 
your rights and poffeffions, who came 
to refcue you from tyranny and oppref- 
fion, armed with fi.ebrands, and, un- 
der cover of the darknefs, wrapping 
your city in flames. Ye faw the 
brave and generous fervants of your 
King—that King whom you have fo 
often heard reprefented as a tyrant, 
who fends forth his fleets and armics 
to enflave, ravage, dettroy—flying to 
the affittance of their, feliow-(ubje&s, 
in the midft of the flames, at the ha- 
zard of their lives, exerting every 
nerve to preferve your dwellings and 
pofl. ions, and tearing from the handa 
of the dark incendiarics the inffruments 
they had prepared for your deft: uation. 

Having pathetically defcribed the 
ruin and deftrudction of that fatai night, 
the preacher proceeds to adminifter 
fome confolation to the fufferers, by 
fhewing what God had already done in 
their favour, and animating them to 
perfeverance.in their duty, and rehance 
on the Divine Being. 

Let a reciprocation of kindnefs and 
humanity diftinguifh you, fays he, in 
this feafon of diftref:, to foften the ri- 
ee of each others foufferings, and 

ighten the univerfal burthen ot afflic- 
tion. Be of one heait, ard one mind; 
cleave together, commend yourfelves 
to the protection of God, and doubt 
not but he will complete the work he 
hath already fo gracioufly begun. 

I muft nor finith as if I meant to 
difappoint your expe@ations, and not 
adopt a conclufion which I am con- 
vinced you have already antictpated. 
The allegiance they had fworn to their 
Jawful Sovereign, and an affectionate 
attachment to his virtuous charader, 
comptlled your clergy to thut thefe 
doors rather than omit the dutiful ad- 
dieffes which the church enjoins them 
daily to offer to Heaven for his fafety. 
Lt us, therefore, conclude the fervice 
of this day, when the freedom of your 
worfhip is reftored to you, by uniting 
tozether, with one heart, and one voice, 
to implore the divine favour and pro- 
teftion for our Sovereign Lord, King 
George; that God would be pleafed 
to give him length of days, and in- 


.creafe of happine{s—to proiper all his 


undertakings for the good of his ae

61. An Account of the Life of George 
Berkeley, D.D. late Bifbop of Cloyne, 
in Ireland. With Notes, containing 
Stri@ures upon bis Works. 8vuo. 25. 
Murray. 

TO this undertaking ** the [anony- 
mous] author is confcious he brings 
mo other qualification than knowledge 
of the truth of every fad he relates.” 
Yet many of the fads he relates are 
faife. OF feveral that might be men- 
tioned, we will inftance two. P. 12. 
Dr. Berkeley never went to Ireland as 
Chaplain to ithe Duke of Grafton or 
any other Lord. Lieutenant. P. 13. 
Dr. B. never ‘ook the degrees of Ba- 
chelor and Doétor in Divinity, though 
here the very day is mentioned, viz. 
«© Nov. 14, 1721."" The faé& is, he 
was created D. D. by his college, per 
Jfaltum, in 1717, during his abience in 
Italy. 

Though the writer thus fails in the 
only “* qualification” of which he is 
con{cious, we fincerely wifh that his 
fmoke may ‘ elicit fire,” and induce 
the Bithop’s family to tranfmit to pof- 
terity his true portrait, recued from 
the hands of daubers, who, with much 
zeal, have little knowledge of the fub- 


The following incident being cer- 
tainly true, though we do not remem- 
ber having feen it before in print, de- 
ferves to be inferted. ‘* Bafil Kennet, 
the author of the Roman Antiquities, 
was chaplain to the Englith fa&tory at 
Leghorn [in 1714], the only place in 
ltaly where the Englith lervice is tole- 
rated by the government, which favour 
had been obtained from the Grand 
Duke at the particular inftance of 

._Anne. This gentlemin requelted 
Mr. Berkeley to preach for him one 
Sunday. The day following, as Berke- 
ley was fitting in his chamber, a pro- 
ceffion of priefts in furplices, and with 
all other formalities, entered the room, 
and, without taking the leaft notice of 
the wondering inhabitant, marched 
quite round it, muttering certain pray- 
ers.

HE fuccefs of his Maiefy's arms in 
America, already begins to fhew 
its cMieéts on the minds of the diftrelied 
inbabitants. Thofe who oppofed the 
meafures of government, but wifhed to 
preferve their dependence on the Mother 
Country, caaceale in number daily. while 
thofe who were mad for independence 
lofe ground, ‘The sage for independence 
chiefly prevailed among the multitude: the 
men of property were for adhering to the 
old conftitation. ‘The Jaft /ega/ Houfe of 
Affembly of Penfiivania conclude their 
inftrnétions to their delegates in Congrefs 
in thefe remarkable words: 

‘* Though the oppreflive meafures of 
the Britif Parliament aod Adminiltration 
has compelied us to refift their violence 
by force of arms, yet we ftrictly eojoin 
for that you, in behalf of this colony, 

iffent from, and utterly reject, any pro- 
pofitions, fhould fuch be made, that may 
eaufe, or lead to, a feparation from our 
mother country, or a change of the form 
of this government.” 

The iaftragtions of the Houfe of Af- 
fembly of Maryland to their delegates 
were ftili more peremptory ; and except 
thofe of Mafluchvfe.’s Bay, hardly avy 
of the /egal Ailemblics chofen by the 
people aftcr the antient and secalioued 
mode, gave countenance to a feparation ; 
but the popular conventions were of ano- 
ther mind; and being compofed for the 
moft part of the lower clafles of the peo- 
pie, headed by men of defperate for- 
tunes, they carried all before them ; and 
the circumftances of the times proving 
favourable to their views, they accom- 
plithed the fubverfion of government vn- 
dér the tpecious pretence of reforming 
the conftitution, in oppofition to thoie 
who having a high veneration for their 
civil and religions riphts as fecured to 
them by their charters, never coucciv- 
ed, when they engaged, for the fupport 
ef the chartered rights of others, that 
they themiclyes would be called upon to 
make a facrifice of their own, Such was 
the language of the men of property in 
America, previous to the late fucecefles 
with which the arms of Great Britain have 
been crowned ; and fuch is now the lan- 
guage of art but thofe who having adopt- 
ed a defperate plan, determined at all haz- 
ards to fopport it, let the confequences be 
ever fo rmnous. . 

In the former part of our Magazine 
we have given an account of fome pre- 
lrminary fteps that had been taken to lay 
che foundation of a treaty of accommo- 
dation. Perhaps the events that have 
fince happened may tend to make the lead-

This matter was fo totally new, that 
the parties were ordered 'o go into a 
joint-commiffion to examine witn«fles, 
in order to produce the value of the 
agitment tithe, from the improvement 
of the animal, when after firting twelve 
days, and examining fixteen witnef{es 
on each fide, at the expence of twa 
hundred and fifty pounds, the depofi- 
tions were produced before the matter 5 
and, io a fort time, rendered as blank 
paper, by Mr. Madocks (defendant's 
council) obierving, ‘* that the vicar's 
witneli-s, &c. had grounded their 
judgment of the value of the land, 
upon the improvement of the animal, 
whica waa not the ebject of agiftment 
tithe."~—So hy a wrovg bias of the

Upon the return of the commiffi 
the mafter proceeded to make his re-, 
port; and upon the depofitions of the 
very fame witneffes, the judge in the 
Ecclefiatical Court gave fentence upon 
the value of the agiftment of ali un- 
profitabie flock, laying the value of 
feeding theep fat for market, after the 
laft fheariog - time, at ten pence per 
head a month, when the matter in his 
report laid the vaiue, in the fame in- 
ftance, at fivepence per head a month. 
The incongruity between the two de- 
terminations was nearly as great in the 
other kinds of unprofitable ftock, fuch 
as one, two, three, and four-years-old 
beafts ; one, two, and three-years-old, 
horfes; only with this diftmétion, chat 
the mafter laid the value of keepi 
thefe two latter kinds of ftock mu 
higher than the Ecclefiaflical Judge; 
infomuch, that, after confidering 
both very clofely, thofe who were to 
be affected by it, declared, “ they 
would abide by the dire&tion of the 
Ecciefiaflical Court 35 which mode of, 
agreement was immediately adopted.

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fo be the firft'to fahite’ you upon the 
title it confers on you. The appella- 
tion of @ foldier, even in the loweit 
ranks of the military, lias for ages been 
efteemed an honourable one ; but it is 
in the power of every man, who bears'd 
commiffion in the army, to rénder it 
Mill more refpectable, and of ttill greater 
utility. A brave man thinks well, 
thinks jufily of himfe:f, when he is de- 
ftined to ferve his country, and when he 
is capable of fervirg it as he ought. 
When a nation is attacked by its ene- 
mies at home, or when its diftant pof- 
feffions are invaded, its inhabitants, 
who have not been taught the ule of 
arms, naturally turn their ey:s to the 
foidiery for affiltance, for their own pri- 
vate advantage, and for the glory of 
their country. They naturally look 
up, in time of national diftrets, to men, 
who, having been accuftomed to 4 
military life, are very well qualified to 
perform the military duties, for protec~ 
tion and defence. Such men, there. 
fore, when they are fo called upon, 
have certainly the moft flattering op- 
portunsties to chitinguith themfelves by 
their perfonal courage, and by ther 
perfonal conduct. | 

The man who laudably afpires to 
the highelt diftin€tions in the field, 
ought to be as capable of behavin 
with propriety after a battle, as when 
he is a€luslly engaged. Hrs judgment 
fhould be at leaft equal to his prowefs; 
they are both, indeed, fuch requitite in- 
gredients in the compofition of a foldiee 
(in the molt enlurgea fenfeof the word) 
that» they cannot be feparated without 
leaving the character extremely imper- 
fe&t. To render it compteat, the trae 
fpirit of humanity (not that falfe ten- 
dernefs which too often ufurps its name) 
muft be fuper-added, With thete three 
indifpenfible requifites powerfully ope- 
rating in conjunction, the foldier ftands 
forth in a ftriking lignt, and is at once 
an object of admiration and regard. 

In: vain does a commander in chief 
himfelf hope to gain regard and admi- 
ration, who is not, at the fame ‘time, 
brave, judicious, and humane, 

With refpeétto the behaviour dus 
to an enemy, Ineed not, I'thitk, tél 
you, that the behaviour which ‘is ‘malt 
fikely to’ convert him into a friend, is’ 
without hefitation ‘to be adopted—tipes’ 
cially if you are ‘in’ a trim hait fitdas’

“On the mar-h to this grownd, Afi 
miffi enfued with a fmall party of the 
envy, pofted to detend a arrow 
cau'eway, who were purfued fora mile, 
when a confiderable body appearing ia 
front behind ftone walls, and in woods, 
fome companies of light infantry, and 
a party of the chalfeurs, weie detached 
to diflodge them ; which they did ef- 
feftuslly, Lieur.Col, Muigrave, come 
manding the firft bat-alion of light ine 
fantry, and Capt, Evelyn, of the ath 
regiment, were both wounded : the lat.

extending their force behind the Bruox, 
from Valentine's Hill to White Plains, 
in detached canyps, every where en- 
trenched. ‘Their left by this means 
covering an upper communication with 
Conneéticut, as well as the road along 
the North River, it was judged expe- 
dient to move to White Plains, ard 
endeavour to bring them to an aétion. 

Lieut. Gen, Heifer, with his corps, 
having orders to join on the march, 
the army moved in two columns on 
the 2sth, and took a pofition with the 
Branx in front, the right of the line 
being at the diftance of four miles from 
the White Plains; upon which the re- 
bels immediately quitted their detached 
camps between King’s - bridge and 
White Plains, aflembling their whole 
force at the latter place, behind en- 
trenchments that had been thrown up 
by the advanced corps. 

The army marched by the right in 
two columns towards White Plains 
early on the 28th, Lieut. Gen. Clinton 
Jeading the right, and Lieut. Gen. 
Heifter the left column. 

Before noon all the enemy's advanced 
parties were drove bark to their works 
by the fight infantry and chaffeurs, and 
the army formed with the right upon 
the road from Mamaroneck to the 
White Plains, about a mile from the 
center of their Jines; and the left to 
the Brunx, pear the fame diftance from 
the right flank of their entreschments. 

A corps of the encmy was formed 
on a commanding ground, fe parated 
from the right flank of their entrench- 
ments by he Biunx, which alfo, by 
changing its courfe nearly at right an. 
gles, feparated this corps tn front from 
the left of the Kicg’s army. 


Col. Ratlle, who commanded a bri-” 


gade of Heffiars on the left, obferving 
this polition of the enemy, and fecing 
a height on the ov ber fide of the Brurx 
wnoccupied by them, fiom whence their 
flank might be gailed, took poflcflion 
of it with great alacrity, to the appro- 
b:tion of Lieut.

practicable, and foimed on the oppotite 
fide, though under the enemy's fire, 
with the greateft feadineis ; afcended 
the fteep hill in defiance to al! oppoti- 
tion, and rufhing on the enemy, cout- 
ed, and drove them back from their 
works, 

Thefe two battalions were clofcly 
fupported by the sth and 4gth regi- 
ments, who fhewed the fame zeal to 
diflinguifh themielves ; tbe Heffian 
grenadiers alfo comming up, and paffiag 
the Brunx, afcended the height with 
the greateft alacrity, and in the bet 
order. 

This material pot being gained, the 
Heffian grenadiers were ordered for- 
ward upon the heights within cannon 
fhot of the entrenchments, the Brunx 
fiom its winding courfe being ftill be- 
tweeen them and the enemy's right flank;

covered by the enemy. The firit divi- 
fion, for embarkation, landed next day 
at eight o'clock in the morning, about 
feven mies above the Fort, while the 
fecond divifion marched up the Eaft fide 
of the river, by which movement the 
whole corps, as per margin®, were, 
landed, with ther cannon, by ten 
o'clock, under the command of Lievt.-~ 
Gen. Earl Cornwallis. The feamen 
diftinguifhed themfelves remarkabl 
upon this occafion, by their readinefs, 
to drag the cannon up a rocky narrow 
road, for near half a mile, to the top 
of a precipice, which bounds the fhare 
for fome miles on the Weft fide.

Brief Recapitulation of the principal 
Events of the late Campaign in . 
America. 

FARLY in the feafon of 1775, pres - 

parations were made for the :educ- 
tion of America; the feveral regiments 
were appointed, who were to lerve on 

that continent ; and orders were fent . 

to their refpeétive officers, to hold 

themfeives in readinels for an early em~- 

barkation, p. 91. 

Previous to this ftep, it was publicly. , 
fignified to all the American towns 
acceflible to his Majefty’s fhips on the 
Eaftern coalts, that, mn cale any vio- 
lence fhould be off red to any of the , 
officers of the crown; any bodies of 
men taifed and atrayed; any military, | 
works ereéted, ethecwife than by bis, 
Majetty’s orders in any of thele towns ;__, 
in all or either of thefe cafes, fuch towns >, 
were to be confidered as in open rebel- 
lion againit his Majefty, aud treated | 
accordingly, p. 90. Jn confequence of 
this notification, the flourifhing town .. 
of Norfolk in Virg'nia was burottothe .. 
ground, as were fame orhers of lets 
Noe. a oe Tali‘ pyc ot fie 

Bat at the fame time that this fevere 
edigt was ordered to he slpaienen a- 
broad, ‘a privaté exhortation was.come 
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intimating, that, if the colonies were 
not blindid by faction, the terms of the 
refolution of the 2ath of February, 
1775, would remove every grievance 
relative to taxation, and be the bafis of 
a compaét between the colonies and the 
mother country, p.337. This inti- 
mation, however, was rejected with con- 
tempt, and the Congrefs preceeded to 
preoare for war. 

On the 2th of January, news was re- 
ceived at Philadelphia, of the unfuccefs- 
ful attack of Quebec, and the death of 
Gen. Montgomery, who commanded 
the fiege. This newa ftruck a damp 
upon the fpirits of the Americans, from 
which they do not feem to have yet re- 
covered, p. 136. 

On the 7th of March, General Howe, 
having formed a refolution to remove 
from Botton to Halifax with the troops 
under his command, on the 17th of the 
fame month, his embarkation was ef- 
fe&ted without the Jeaft interruption 
from the rebe!s, p. 232.. 

The fame difpatches which brought 
the account of Admiral Shuldham’s 
arrival at Halifax with the troops 
from Bofton, brought alfo an account 
of an engagement, between the Glaf- 
gow man of war, with five of the ene- 
mies privateers, which fhe beat off and 
efcaped, 

Much about this time the Congrefs 
caufed it to be fignified to every tra- 
ding power in Europe, that their ports 
wete opento receive their commerce, 
and that no treaty with Great- Britain 
foall_ever take place, to which the 
continuance of this commerce for two 
years after its conclufion, fhall not be 
made a preliminary article, p. 233. 

Early in January the Congrefs cau- 
fed a fmail fquadron of armed veffeis 
to be fitted oui, and pave the com. 
mand thercof to one Hopkins, with 
the title of Commander in Chief. Its 
defination was at firk doubtful, but it 
foon appeared that Providence, one 
of the Bahama ifles, was the objeét they

The fiege of Quebec, which, for five 
months in the depth ef winter, had 
been clofely invefted, was on the 6th 
of May, abandoned by the rebels, on 
the approach of the garrifon, 2ided by 
the marines from the [fis man of war, 
who, with incredible labour, had fur- 
mounted the danger of navigating the 
river St. Lawrence in that early fea- 
fon, and had feafonably come to the 
relief of the city. On this occafion, 
the enemy relinquifhed all their artil- | 
lery, military ftores, fealing ladders, 
petards, &c. and betook them/elves to 
flight. They, however, made good 
their retreat, with the lofs of about 5 
or Goo men, moft of whom furrendered 
prifoners at a place called the Cedars, 
where they met with the moft cruel 
treatment from a body of favages, whe 
had marched to the affiftance of the 
royal army, p. 257, 385. 

Quebec was no fooner relieved, than 
Gen. Carieton iffued a proclamation, 
enjoining all perfons liable to ferve ia 
the militia, and who had refufed or de- 
clined fo todo, to quit the town, p. |

Onthe 28th of June, an unfuccefs- 
ful attack was made by Sir Peter Par- 
ker, on Sullivan's ifland in South Caro- 
lina, in which the fquadron under bis 
command, fuffered confiderably, p. 380. 

On the rf of July, Lord Vifcount 
Howe arrived off Halifax. 

On the 4th of July, the Congrefs 
publifhed their declaration of indepen- 
dency, p. 361. 

On the 6th of July Lieut.Col. Gor- 
don was thot by a party of rebels, as 
he was taking the air on horfeback 
near Chamblee, p. 429, 

On the 7th and 8th of July, Gen. 
Howe, with the troops under his com- 
mand from Halifax, landed on Staten 
ifland, when the inhabitants came down 
in numbers to welcome their deliverers, 
P+ 378. 

On the 13th of July Lord Vifcount 
Howe, with the ficet and tranfports 
under his command, joined the army 
under Gen. Howe, at Staten Ifland. 

P- 4309- 

On the 14th a flag from Lord Howe 
was met by the Adjutant Gen. of the 
Provincial army ; but the letters pre- 
fented were inadmiffible for want of 
form. The contents were, however, 
received by the Congre(s, and by their 
order circulated throughout America. 
They contained the powers by which 
the commiffioners were authorifed to 
reat, and the terms on which they 
were empowered to accept fubmiflion, 
which were rejected, p. 431. 

On the 18th of Aug. fome further 
\vertures were made, but without ef- 
ce&t, p. 548. 

On the 22d of Aug. the army under 
zen. Howe, being previoufly joined 
y a large body of Heffians, made good 
2eir landing on Long Ifland. 

On the 27th, part of the Provincial 
ry, commanded by Gen. Sullivan, 
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whole body quitred their entrench- 
ments on Long Ifland, and retreated to 
New- York.—See the Map, 

On this occafion the Generals Sulli- 


_ van, Stirling, and Udell, with more 


than 1000 men, were made prifoners 5 
the killed and wounded were fuppofed 
to be about 2300. 

On the 14th of Odtober the rebel 
ficet on Lake Champlain were entirely 
defeated, two of their veffels taken, and 
ten burnt or deftroyed. The rebels, 
on the news of their fleet being defeat. 
ed, quitted Crown- Point, and returned 
to ‘Ticonderoga, having firft fet fire to 
all the houfes and buildings within 
the fort, p..525. 

On the asth of September, mea- 
fures being previoufly concerted, the 
King's troops under Gen, Howe land- 
ed at Kepps-bay, in order to attack 
New-York; but on their approach 
they found the city abandoned, and the 
rebels fled. ‘They therefore took pof- 
{cflion of the city, after a flight tkirmith 
with the real of the rebel army, in 
which they loft only fix or eight mea 
kiiled and wounded, p. 503. 

On the night between the zoth and 
att of November, a mott horrid attempt 
was made to burn the City of New. 
York, in which the incendiaries muft 
infaliibly have fucceeded, bad it not 
been forthe adlivity of his Majefty's 
troops. The deftrnétion notwithitand- 
ing is computed at one quarter of the 
town, p. 503. 

On the toth of September, the com- 
mander in chief (as commiffioner) 
caufed a declaration to be circulated, 
promifing, in his Majefty’s name, a 
revifion of all fuch inftruétions as may 
be conftrued to lay an improper re- 
ftraint on the freedom of legiflation in 
the colonies, and allo to concur in the 
revilal of fuch aéts by which they may 
think themfeives aggrieved; &c. p. sogs 
Since the ifluing of this declaration, 
the people have flocked in great num- 
bers to the head-quarters, and made 
their fubmiffion. On the rath of O&, 
the King’s army that were encamped 
on New York ifland, were put in mo- 
lion, anda relolution formed to dif- 
lodge the enemy from their entrench- 
ments at King’s Budge. This was 
effected by a manceuvre of general fhip 
which the rebels judged impracticable, 
Under cover of a great fog, the army 
embarked in flat-bottom boats, and, 
pafliog Hell-gate, landed to the Eaft- 
ward of their lines, and forcing fome 


insonfidérable entrenchments of che 
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rebels that. were but faintly defendeds 
miatched with great alacrity and got 
behind them, The rebels apprehend- 
ing their communication te the Ealt- 
ward would be cut off, moved from 
their eamp at King’s Bridge, and ex- 
tended their left to the White Plains, 
a chain of ftony bills fo called. By 
this ‘{tratagem they were obsiged to 
abandon their impregnable woks 
without apy confiderabie Jofs on ei- 
ther-fide, p. 573- 

Ow the 28th, the King's army 
marched \o attack the rebels, but were 
prevented firft by a great fall of rain, 
and atterwards by the precipitate re- 
trest of the encmy, p. 573. ° 

General Howe finding their defign 
was tb- evade coming to an engage- 
ment, judged it in vain to purfve them, 
and therefore returned to New York 
Ifand, poffeffing himfelf at the fame 
time of their ftrong polts, and an im- 
menfe quantity of cannon and ftores 
which they left behind them on their 
retreat, p. 598. 

Thus the whole ifland being de- 
ferted, except Fort Wathington, the 
conqueft of that was inftanily deter. 


mined upon, and on the 16th of Nog . 


vember cffi Ged, as was likewile that 
of Fort Lee, the next day, p. 596. 

On thé 30th of November, Geveral 
Cornwailis was left in purfuit of the 
enemy in the province of New Jerfey, 
through which province he had pene- 
trated as far as Elizabeth town, on the 
road to Phikdeiphia, from which 
place he was diftant only about 60 
miles, when the Jait dfpaichts were 
fent off. For the paruculars of this 
biicf recapitulation, the reader is res 
ferred to the pages where the accounts 
are given at large.
